This by the Greeks is termed emMtgurs, from its 
covering the ſubjacent true Skin: From its 'Thin- 
neſs it 1s called the Scarf-skin, being a fine pellucid 
Membrane, inſenſible and exanguous, covering 
the whole Superfice, of the Body: Of its own 
Nature it is white, yet by Reaſon of the Humours 
underneath, it varies its Complexion: Thus in the 
Jaundice it appears Yellow ; in the Sanguine, Red; 
in the Æthiop, Black; in the Ægyptian, Tawny 
in the Phlegmatick and Cachectic, Pale and WR 
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not be oppreſt. or ſuffocated. 
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It is conſpicuouſly perforated together with the 
Skin underneath in particular Places, as the Ears, 


Eyes, Noſe, Mouth, Anus and Pudendum; and in- 
conſpicuouſly all over, through its innumerable and 
(to the naked Eye) almoſt imperceptible Paſſages, 
by Phyſicians called Pores; which like the fineſt 


Sieve, let forth the fuliginous Excrements of the 


Blood, and ſerve to ventilate its Flame, that it may 
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Its chiefeſt Uſes: are: to. be the Medium of the 
Touch, to defend the Parts of the true Skin from 
being: injur'd. by; occurring Bodies, to cloſe the 


Mouths of: the little Veſſels and Glandules diſperſed 


e it, and yet at the ſame Time to let forth 
ſuperffuous Humours through its Pores as aforeſaid; 
and laſtly by covering the Inequalities under- lying, 
to give Ornament and Comelineſs to the whole. 
The Cutis, or true Skin, is ikewile a very large 
Membrane equalling the Circumference of the Bo- 
dy: It is ſaid by ſome of the Ancients to be of mean 
Temperature, being partly Spermatic and partly 
Sanguineous. It is framed to be the Organ of the 
outward Touch, (more particularly manifeſt on the 
tops of the Fingers) the Cover and Defence of the 
Parts it incloſeth, from which it borroweth its 
Shape and Dimenſions. It ſerves as an Emunctory to 


the. whole Body, as alſo to afford Eſtabliſhment to 


the Roots of the Hairs. 


A firther. Uſe of this Part, according to 728 


crates and Galen, is, that it may. be made an Index 
or Criterion: of the Temperament or Conſtitution, 


or of the good or bad State of the Body: Thus alſo 


Riverius, Temperamentorum, Inſtrumentum eſt Cutis, 
potiſſimum ea, que extremis Manuum Digitis ineſt.

But this containing only a general Deſcription, 


we have farther thought it neceſſary to lay down 


one that is more exact and anatomical. 
2 The 
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3 The moſt accurate Seno, as allo Malpighi, have 


curiouſly treated upon this Subject, whole Make 
and Texture ſeems yet more inſtructively delincated 
by Profeſſor Bidloo, and thence by our own Coun- 
tryman, that excellent Anatomiſt, the deccaſcd 
Mr. William Cowper ; whoſe Plan in the fourth Ta- 
ble of his great and claborate Work, is worthy to 
be peruſed by the Ingenious, and whole Account 
of thele Parts we have transferred hither as follows. 
By the: Aſſiſtance of the Microſcope (faith our 
Author) the Cuticula appears compoſed of diverſe 
Strata or. Beds of Scales, fiſtned'to the Papillary 
Subſtance of the Skin, and are for entangled: with 
each other, as that they appear a continued Pellicle 
or Membrane, when raiſed from the true Skin, 
whether by the Application of Bliſtering-Plaiſters 
in living People, or Scalding-Water, Hot-Irons, 
or the like, in dead Bodics. POS En: 
According to the Number of theſe Strata or Beds 
of Scales, the Skin appears to be more or leſs fair, 
and the Perſon is commonly ſaid to havea thicker or: 
a thinner Skin; tho”. very frequently the Jaundice, 
and other. Diſtempers, give it an ill Tincture. 
The Cuticula, like the true Skin, is not uniform; 
in diverſe Parts of it the Nuinber of its Scales and 
their Strata exceed thoſe of others: On the Lips 
not above two Strata appear, on the other Parts 
more, ſeldom leſs: In the bottoms of the Feet of 
thoſe which walk much, and the. Palms of the 
Hands of laborious Mechanics, - theſe: Strata arc 
not only very numerous, but each Scale is thicken'd. 
If you macerate the Cuticle in Water, after ſome 
Days its Strata of Scales will appear, and you may 
divide. it into two, - ſometimes three or Sar Pel- 
licles; the like Diviſion of it may be alſo obſerved 
in Veſicatories or Bliſters raiſed on living People. 
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Dr. Drake, in his Deſcription of this Part, 
*ſaith, © It has no proper Ye/els, at leaſt none that 
© have been diſcovered by Anatomiſts : Yet having 
had (continues he) the Curioſity ſeveral Times 
to examine the Caticula, raiſed by Veſication, I 
© haye always found in it Glands, which were in 
ce that State pretty conſpicuous, and pretty nu- 
&« merous; from whence it ſeems to me certain, 
ce that there are Veſſels, tho' not diſcoverable by 
« the Eye, nor perhaps in dead Bodies, by the Mi- 
& cro/cope : Becauſe of the Coincidence and Flacci- 
“ dity, conſequent on Death, which may eaſily 
& cauſe Veſſels, ſo exceedingly minute, to diſap- 
% pear. I could witli therefore, faith this Gentle- 
© man, that thoſe who are furniſhed with good 
& Microſcopes, would examine this Part taken off by 
& Yejication, which I am perſuaded would diſco- 
c ver ſomething yet unobſerved. 

As to the Strata above-mention'd, I had lately 
an Opportunity of remarking them, inan Elephan- 
tiacal Patient, on the inſide of whoſe Knee a large 
Lichen, or impetiginous Eruption, was ſeated, ac- 
company'd with great itching: Whence, upon 
rubbing, a Scale would throw off, and a freſh one 
regererate in few Days, For Curiofity fake I 
raiſed one of theſe, near the Compaſs of an half 
Crown; in one Part it adhered to that ſubjacent, and 
forcing the fame off with the Edge of my Spathula, 
ſeveral ſmall Specks of Blood appeared underneath : 
Upon viewing this Lamen of the Cuticle againſt a 
clear Light, I could, even with my naked Eye, diſ- 
cover it to be a very tranſparent Pellicle, of a reticu- 
lar Compages; or rather ſuch Impreſſion form'd 
thereon by the Veſſels underneath, like the divari- 
cated $#/c;, or Tracks on the inſide of the Cranium,

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made by thoſe of the Dura Mater in the Fetus. 
But to proceed with Mr. Cowper's Deſcription. 

The Cuticle removed, the Cutis or Skin it ſelf ap- 
n according to the ſame Author, after the fol- 

owing Manner, as view'd by the Glaſs. 

1. The Pagille Pyramidales, -made up of diverſc 
pyramidal roundiſh Glands, in whoſe Compoſition 
the Nerves have a conſiderable Share. 

2. After theſe the Capillaments of the little a- 
queous Veſlels, inſerted betwixt the Former accord- 
ing to Bidloo, in which ſome place the Seat of that 
tawny Tincture of the Ag yptians, the black ones of 
the Moors or Athiopians; but of theſe aqueous 
Veſſels, tho' diligently ſought after, Mr. Cowper 
declares his Ignorance. 

3. The Sudoriferous Glands which compoſe the 
Papillæ. ä | 

4. The ſweat Veſſels or excretory Ducts ariſing 
from the ſaid Glands. 


F. The Hairs ariſing near the Pores of the ſweat 
Veſlels. 


Beſides thefe, the Skin is furniſht with a Rete of 
other Veſſels, (viz.) Arteries, Veins, Nerves, and 


Lymphatic Veſſels, all admirably delineated in the 


aforelaid Scheme. 

Hence it appears, faith he, that the Skin can no 
more be eſteemed a Similar Part than any of thoſe 
called Diſſimilar or Compounded : Nor indeed is 
there any Part of the whole Animal (unleſs the Cu- 
ticula may be ſo called) that can juſtly be eſteemed 
ſimple or uncompounded; even the Blood-Veſſels, 
Nerves and Lympheducts are compounded Parts. 

6. Beſides the Pyramidal Sudoriferous Glands 
which compoſe the Papille Cutis, there are others 


Placed on the internal Surface of the Skin, the moſt 


conſiderable of which we find in the /xillz; 
where they are ſometimes called Axillares, but more 
properly Miliares, from their Figure; the 1 

| D 4 Glands 
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Glands lying under theſe laſt mentioned Sudoriferous 
Glands, they recciving the Lympha brought into 
them by the Lympheducts ſpringing from the 
whole Arm, do diſcharge it again into the export- 
ing Lympheducts in its way to the Thoracic Duct: 

7. There are other Sudoriferous Glands (tho' not 
ſo evident to the naked Eye) under the Skin of 
the Fingers, Inguina and behind the Ears; the 
hairy Scalp, Skin of the Forehead, Palms of the 
Hands, and Soles of the Feet are alſo furniſh'd 
with theſe Glands: Wherefore not diſtinguiſhing 
them by the Names of the Places of their Situa- 
tion, we chooſe to give them a more general De- 
nomination, either as to their Office, as Glandulæ 
ſudorifere; or Figure, as Miliares. | 

8. In the Skin are alſo placed thoſe Bodies whence 
the Hairs arife : Theſe by ſome are alſo eſteem'd as 
Glands, and called P:lifere : Theſe piliferous Bo- 
dies or Glands are furniſh'd at their Roots with im- 
porting and exporting Blood-veſlels, Nerves, &c. 
the Hairs being as it were the Excretory Ducts; 
with this Difference from thoſe of other Parts, 
Viz. they receiving their ſeparated Juice immedi- 
ately from the Pores in the Extremities of the Blood- 
veſſels, whereas the Hairs, as we conceive, have 
their radical Moiſture tranſmitted to them by the 
Mediation of a ſpongious Body, which abſorbs it 
from the circumjacent Parts: Hence tis that the 
Hairs grow in dead Bodies, when the Motions of 
the Fluids ceaſe. f 

As to the external Surface of this Part, it 1s, as 
the formentioned Phyſician obſerves *, “ markt 
„ with a great Number of Lines, which inter- 
c ſecting one another at acute Angles, make ge- 
« nerally a rhomboidal Figure: tho' in ſome Places

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cc they are turned Spirally, as at the ends of the 
« Fingers; and in ſome likewiſe they are cut 
« deeper, being more apparent, as in the Palms of 
cc the Hands.” From which ſome knaviſh Peo- 
ple (I may add) do daily take upon them to tell 
Fools their Fortunes, which is call'd the Art of 
Palmiſiry; but ſhould be rather that of picking 
Pockets. 

The Hair, as an Appendagc to the Skin, falls un- 
der our Conſideration, having alſo its Diſeaſes as in 
the Alopecia and Plica, from the vitiated Texture of 
the cutaneous Glands, together with their Juices 
and the Pores of the Skin ſome how miſaffected and 
diſorder'd, to be treated on in their proper Places; 
whilſt we here only remark what has been obſcry'd 
by our Author, that altho' betwixt the _ and 
naked Eye, the Hair appears pellucid, yet it view'd 
with the Microſcope in that Poſition it appears 
ſpongy, or not unlike the inward Part of a Canc: 
It ſeems to be compos'd of horny globular Parti- 
cles, variouſly joined together and colour'd. 
Where it hath Plenty of Moiſture it is commonly 
pendulous, if more dry it is curled *. 

In its whole Compoſition may be conſider'd its 
ſpongious Body, compos'd of the aforeſaid horn 

Particles, its {treight and tranſverſe Stalks which 
Join its Globules together; its woolly or downy 
Parts, which deſcend from above, and ſtand ob- 
liquely downwards; whence it happens that when 
the Ends of the Hairs are not placed in their right 
Poſition, the Hairs are apt to intangle in combing. 

The Hairs are alſo divided into their Top, Mid- 
dle, and Root, ariſing from the piliferous Bodies, 
placed within the Skin. Their Thickneſs and 
Make is different, as in the Head, Eye-brows,

| Groin, 
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Groyn, Noſtrils, Eye-lids, &c. all which the 
Reader will find well expreſt in the ſaid Table. 

Their different Colour is owing to the Tempe- 
rament, Age, as alſo Region or Climate, together | 
with the diverſe Humours mixt with the Juices by | 
which they are nouriſhed. 

The Nails being likewiſe concerned in the Diſ- 
eaſes of the Skin, as in the Paronichia, Pterigion, | 
Contuſions and Sugillations of the Blood there- 
from, as alſo having ſome proper Vices of their 
own, we have thought fit to entertain the Reader 
with their Deſcription from the ſaid curious Ana- 
tomiſt, to be found in the roy Table of the 
fame Book. 

They are faid to ariſe from their ſubjacent Parts 
called their Roots, fram'd from a Complication of 
Blood-veſſels and Nerves (as their exquiſite Senſe 
at the ſame Root does manifeſt) whence horn 
Fibres or Tubes ariſe, and being united, compole 
that hard Body which we call the Nail. 

Thoſe Fibres which make the Out- ſide or con- 
vex Surface ariſe from the lower Parts of its Root, 
next the ſecond Internode of the Finger; the reſt 
of the ſaid horny Fibres which riſe from the ſupe- 
rior Part of its Root towards the Top of the Fin- 
ger, ſucceſſively make the internal concave Surface 
of the Nail, ſo that the Extremity of the Nail that 

rojects or extends it ſelf beyond the Top of the 

inger, is fram'd of all the Fibres which ariſe from 
the Surface of its Root, and is much thicker than 
its other Extreme towards the Root: Hence it hap- 
pens that the external Surface towards the Root of 
the Nail is protruded forwards towards the Top, 
as may be obſery'd, if you remark the lower Part 
of the Nail towards its Root, you will ſee it ad- 
vance to the Top, which at length is either worn 
away or cut off, when any Corroſive Matter, as 
in the Paronichia or the like deſtroys the o—_ 
3 OO 
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Roots of the horny Fibres, the Nail neceſſarily 
falls, but nevertheleſs buds again, and a new one 
(tho' perhaps not ſo well ſhap'd) comes into its 
Place. 

The Nails obtain a middle Nature betwixt the 
Bone and Cartilage, proceeding, faith Zacut, from 
the more craſs Excrement of the third Concoction, 
on which Account they continually increaſe by the 
Appoſition of freſh Particles. Their Uſe, chiefly, 
is for the more firm Apprehenſion of Bodies, and 
the Security of the extreme Parts of the Fingers 
from external Injury. 

The Uſe of che Hair is, 1. for Defence, 2. for 
Beauty, and, 3. to ſhew the Temperature of the 
whole Body as well as the Skin. 

Both thele and the former are by ſome Authors 
deny'd to be proper Parts of the Body, as not being 
nouriſh'd by the common Life of the whole; it 
being obſeryable that the Hair, and ſome ſay the 
Nails alſo, grow after Death. 

It has been remark'd, that this outward Tegu- 
ment, which we call the Skin, has well ſupply'd 
the Place of, or has it ſelf been truly Muſcular; fo 
that by Means thereof ſome have been able to con- 
tract not only that of the Forchead and the whole 
Scalp, drawing the fame forward, and returning it 
after; but alſo that of other Parts of their Bodies, 
in like Manner with Horſes and other Creatures, 
who can, by having this Part Muſcular, draw the 
whole Hide into Wrinkles, that they may ſhake 
off Flies and other Inſects annoying them. On the 
contrary, others have been ſo hide-bound, if we 
may ſo call it, and incapable of ſtirring the ſame, 
that they could not draw the Skin, even of the 
Forehead, into a Wrinkle, or expreſs that Action 
which we call Knitting the Brow: So that under 
the Tortures of the Rack they have not been able, 
on this Account, to diſcoyer the common Paſſions 


of 
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of the Soul, ſo viſible in the Faces of other 


People. | | 

Of the wonderful Dilatability of this Part, I 
have heard nothing that comes up to that in the 
young Spaniard, Meekrin takes Notice of, * who, 
in the Hoſpital at Amſterdam, ſhew'd himſelf to 
Pan Horn, Sylvins, Piſo, and other learned Phy- 
ſicians; taking up with his Left-Hand the Skin of 
his Right-Shoulder and Pap, and bringing the 
ſame up to his Mouth: Again, he would draw the 


Skin of his Chin down tot his Breaſt like a Beard, 


and preſently put it upwards to the Top of his 
Head, hiding both his Eyes therewith: After 
which the ſame would return orderly and equaliy 
to its proper Place, lying ſmooth as in any other. 
Perſon: After the ſame Manner the Skin of the 
Right-Knee and Leg he would pull either up- 
wards or downwards for half a- Vard's Length, 
whilſt (which was yet more remarkable) the Skin 
of his Left- Side would not admit of any ſuch Ex- 


panſion.

Of the Leproſy of the Arabians. 


HE Skin, always including its 
double Membrane and vaſcular 
Compages, is liable to many Diſ- 
eaſes, as well from outward Acci- 
dents, as inward Diſorders. Of 
the former we ſhall treat here- 
after (amongſt others) in our ſc-- 
cond Part; of the latter, here in the firſt; ſcarce 
any of which calls for a larger Diſquiſition than 
thoſe of the two Leproſies, I mean that of the 
Arabians, and that of the Crecians The ans E 
© which, 
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which we intend briefly to ſpeak of in this; of the 
ſecond in our next Chapter more largely. 

The Lepra (called otherwiſe Elephantiafis) of 
the Arabians, is a Diſeaſe ſcarce known in our 
Countrey, or ſcen in theſe latter Ages; on which 
Account 'tis rarely handled by Modern Writers, 
and therefore if for th2 Satisfaction of the more 
inquiſitive or curious, I venture to touch upon it, 
I hope the Digreſſion will be deemed pardonable. 

It was my own Curioſity firſt put me upon En- 
quiring, whether or no this deplorable Diſtemper 
had any Affinity or Relation to the Lepra of the 
Fews, which we find mention'd in the ſacred Re- 
cords of the Levitical Diſpenſation; and having 
peruſed ſundry ancient Writers, I met with little 
Satisfaction, nor from all together more to the 


Purpoſe, than what is compriſed in an Anſwer of | 


that famous Phyſician Gregory Horſtius , to a Let- 
ter {ent him by a Divinity Profeſſor, Henricus 
Haffner, who therein deſires his Opinion of the 
Clauſtrum Virginale, or Hymen, taken Notice of in 
the Old Law, as the Pucilage of the Jewiſh Wo- 


men, together with his Sentiments of the Nature 


of their Leproſy: In Anſwer, I fay, to which, 


upon the Subject of our preſent Enquiry, he writes 


thus : 
Concerning the Fewiſh Lepra, you rightly think 


it different from the Elepbantiaſis, or Lepra, men- 


tion'd by Phyſicians. But that this Matter may 
be ſet in a clearer Light, it is neceſſary that the 


equivocal or ambiguous Term be explain'd : In. 


order to which you muſt note, that by the Word 
Elephantiaſis, the Arabian Phyſicians underſtand 


commonly a Diſcaſe of the Feet, where there is 


great Tumefaction, and the Veins diſtended with

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Parices, as appears from Avicen, Rhaſis, Avenzoar, 
Sc. of which fee Fuchſius, lib. 2. c. 16. as alſo 
Foreſt. lib. 29. Obſ. 27. 

The Elephantiaſis of the Greeks is a moſt grievous 
Diſeaſe likewiſe, and reckon'd among ſuch as are 
ſcarce, if at all, curable, being elegantly deſcribed 
by Areteus, lib. 2. c. 13. who faith it is ſo cal- 
led from the foul Aſpect, with unequal Bunchings 
out of the Parts, the Roughneſs Thickneſs of 
the Skin with vaſt Clefts and Chaps ſwelling our, 
and to the Sight reſembling the Skin of the 
Elephant. 

gain, faith he, from the Wrinkles on the Fore- 
head, it is called Leontiaſis, and Satyriafis, as well 
on account of their great Libidinouſneſs, as for 
their Likeneſs in Face to the Satyr, whom the 
Poets feign to have a flat Noſe, thick Lips, ſharp 
Ears of which conſult Galen de Cauſ. Morb. c. 7. 

An Example of the former Kind is given us by 
Amatus Luſitanus, in a Monk named Auſtin, as 
you will find Cent. 2. Curat. 34. Of the latter 
frequent Inſtances occur to us; ſo that in divers 
of the Imperial Cities Examinations are appoint- 
ed of theſe Sort of Elephantic or Leprous Perſons, 
as in this of ours (faith my Author) I am my ſelf 
conſtituted for that Purpoſe. | 

Farther (faith he) the Elephantiaſis of the Greeks 

ees with that Diſeaſe which the Arabians name 

pra, and the Deſcriptions of this Elephantiaſis, 
as * ee by Galen, Agineta, Atius and others, 
are aſcribed by Avicen and Rhaſis to the Lepra, of 
which ſee Fuchſius. | 
| Commonly then ſpeaking, the Lepra of the La- 
tins and Arabians is no more than the Elephantiaſis 
of the Greets, which we ſhall thus define; That 
it is a foul, contagious, and as it were cancerous 
Cachexy of the whole Habit, ariſing by ſome 
Fault of the Liver and Spleen, from — 
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aduſt Humours: Hence Paulus Agineta, lib. 4. 
c. I. terms it an univerſal Cancer: Avicen, a Dil- 
caſe corrupting the Complexion, Form and Figure 
of the Members, proceeding trom corrupt Bile 
diffuſed through the Body, with a hot and dry 
Temperament of the Bowels, pooling their San- 
guification, and Generating this peculiar and ſpe- 
cifick yenenate Quality, which 1s propagated atter 
this threefold Manner; Firſt, Hereditarily from 
Parent to Child; Secondly, By Contagion as well 
in common Converſation as by venereal Copulation; 
Thirdly, Spontaneouſly from a proper Vice genera- 
ted or promoted by bad Air and Diet; to which 
laſt Fallopizs aſcribes its Generation even now in 
Hance and Germany Others, among whom Car- 
dan, that it takes its Riſe from a Conception at the 
Time of the Menſtrual Purgation. But farther, 
that the Diſeaſe may be yet better underſtood, I 
have here ſet down my Method of Inquiſition, 
when required by the Magiſtrate to examine the 
Infected before they are ſnut up from the Society 
of — and compell'd into the Lazars Hoſ- 
pital.

row Cheſt: Whether dull, heavy, or flow to 
Action, Numbnels of the Senſe of Feeling, Cold- 
nels of the outward Parts, reſtleſs Sleep, Night- 
mare, troubleſome Dreams, F — Itching 
| ot 
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of the Skin like the creeping of Piſmires, ulce- 
rous Laſſitude. 

Theſe Matters inquir'd, the Party is ſtript to 
ſee if he begin to ſhed his Hair, whether of Head, 
Beard, Eye-brows and Eye-lids; whether his 
Look be fierce, his Ears acuminate, his Lips thick, 
his Noſtrils ſwelling outwatd, ulcerate and con- 
tracted within, his Face appearing full of unequal 
Tubercles, of a red or rather livid Complexion. 
Whether the Veins of his Tongue are varicous : 
Whether his Skin appear grealy, ſo that Water 
ſlides off and will not tarry on it: Whether little 
Knobs appear there-under, or if it ſeem like unto 
that of a deplumed Gooſe: If the ſame be full of 
horrid Chaps and Furrows, like the Hide of the 
Elephant, or cruſted over with a dry Scab, Mor- 

hew, and impetiginous Eruptions : Whether his 
van are knotted, the Muſcles of the extreme 
Parts, eſpecially of the Thumb, waſted, the Nails 
drawn in, the Skin ſenſleſs to the Prick of a 
Needle: Whether there be foul and cacoethick 
Ulcers with Fiſſures or Clefts about the Fingers 
and Toes: And laſtly, Whether the Voice be 
hoarſe, or inward. 

Theſe Signs appearing, corroborated with ſome 
Experiments made upon the Blood, of which ſee 
Marcellus Donatus, Phil. Schopfius; alſo upon their 
Urine taken Notice of by Schentius, we pronounce 
the Diſeaſe truly Elephantick in the worſt Degree, 
and appoint the Perton to be ſeparated, by reaſon 
of his infectious and incurable Diſtemper, from the 
Company of other People. | 

Burt if the prime or 3 Signs are 
wanting, altho' a foul dry Scab affect the Skin with 
large and fretting Puſtules eating in, and ſwelling 
the Parts, with ſmall Chaps alſo, or Fiſſures, to- 
gether with a branny Scurf, yet do we not pro- 
nounce it an 9 but rather the P/ora "of 

the 
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the Greeks: Nay, if the ſaid Evil yet degenerate 
farther with Atrophy of the Parts, great Itching, 
cating into both Skin and Fleſh, the former not 
only falling off in Scurf, but Scales greater or leſs, 
eſpecially about the hairy Parts of the Head and 
Face, we thence denominate it a Lepra Grecorum z 
much different yet from the Elephantiaſis, and often- 
times admitting Cure: Nor is it now to be reck- 
on'd a contagious Diſeaſe, altho' in Time it may 
turn to the Elephantiaſis it ſelf. | 

Now ſeeing theſe Examinations are order'd, be- 
cauſe ſuch miſerable People ſhould not be fo aban- 
don'd as to be left deſtitute of Means to ſuſtain 
Life, the Lazar Hoſpitals are appointed; into 
which alſo thoſe poor People who have not Means 
to ſubſiſt them, much lets to. pay. for their Cure, 
when they ſuffer under this latter malign and per- 
verſe Scab, are pronounced fit to be ſeparated and 
ſent thither alſo ; ſo that by theſe Means thoſe that 
labour under the real Elephantiaſis, are few in Com- 
pariſon of ſuch as ſuffer under the Lepra Grecorum, 
or. P/ora; the latter of which (as before hinted) 
are ſometimes reſtor'd again to their former Health: 
(an Inſtance of which our Author gives in a noble 
Virgin about to be ſeparated upon this Occaſion. ) 


Having thus at length (continues he) defin'd our 
Leproly, or Elephantiaſis, as. underſtood by the 


Arabians and Phyſicians among the Greeks, I ſhall 
{peak to that of the Ancient Fews Which from 
what has been ſaid, I muſt needs think much dif- 
fering from the Arabian Elephantiafis, and to bear 


near Affinity with what Phyſicians term Lichen and 


Alba Vitiligo, as FValleſius has diligently oblery'd in 
his Tract de Philoſophia Sacra: But how their Gar- 
ments and Houſhold Stuff (nay the very Walls of 
their Houſes) came to partake of the Infection, is 
not ſo manifeſt, altho” the foreſaid Author endea- 
vours to reconcile it by a Sort of Analogy, from 

whence, 
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whence, he faith, even the inanimate Bodies migh 
alfo participate the contagious Putrefattion : Bat 
for our Parts (faith the Learned Horſtius) we had 
rather, with ſome eminent Divines, acknowledge 
the Caufe of that Leproſy in their Cloaths and 
Houſes to be unknown to us, which we look on 
as a fingular and divine Puniſhment : For as the 
Supreme Being did grant unto the Haelitiſb Peo- 

le very particular Bleſſings and ſingular Privi- 
cges 3 fo did he puniſh their Ingratitude and Abuſe 
of his Favours with very ſeverc and fingular Judg- 
ments *. | 
It muſt be a fad and grievous Spettacle to ſee 
this Leproſy raging in their Fleſh, but more dread- 
ful and wonderfel to find it ſeize upon their Dwell- 
ings, and to occaſion the Expulſion of both. their 
Families and Houſhold Goods together: And this 
by way of Anſwer to the foregoing Query. 
1 will hope the Reader's ok for this Philo- 
logical Deviation, in which the Term being expli- 
cated, and the Elephantiafis Arabum ſeldom found 
or heard of among us; or if it were, yet being 
acknowledg'd by moſt Authors an incurable Dii- 
eaſe, we ſhalllay down no other Theraputick Me- 
thod, than the following, to be found in. 
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BAVING in our preceding Chapter ſet 
= 14 68 down the greater Part of the Symptoms 
B of this Diſcaſe, when arrived to its 
Height; we ſhall have no need to repeat 
the ſame in this: But for the Information of the

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leſs ſtudious Reader, it ſeems here likewiſe conve- 
nient toexplain and diſtinguiſh certain Appellatives, 
under which the Diſeaſe (at leaſt the Symptoms, 
among the Ancients, eſpecially Hippocrates and Ga- 
len, are deſcrib'd and diſcours'd of: Such as theſe I 
reckon are treated under the Names of A4lphus, Vi- 
tiligo, Leuce, Lichen, Pſora, Exanthema, Scabies, 
Furfur, Porrigo, Rhagades. 

Theſe, with ſome others, are frequently met 
with, and intended to denote either the Diſcaſe it 
ſelf, or ſome Symptom bordering thereon. 

In the Confuſion amidſt ſeveral Writers, let the 
following ſerve as an Explanation, *till a better is 
found. | 

Alphus, derived d F anqpav, immutare, ſigni- 
fies a Change of Colour: This by the Latins is 
termed Vitiligo, by the Arabiaus, Morphea Macu- 
loſa alba, implying an unequal Diſcolouring or De- 
filement in the upper Part of the Skin, by which 
the ſame is as it were ſprinkled up and down in ſe- 
veral Places with white leprous Spots, ariſing 
from a ſalt Phlegm, or other vitiated Juices, thrown 
e of the Flood, and lodged in the outward 

arts 


Leuce. If the Fleſh, as the Skin, partakes of 


- the Malignity, and 1 * to be corrupted, it then 


changeth the former Name for this of Leuce, de- 
rived {till from its white Colour; and according to 
Avicen, Alguaſen, Albaras, and other of the A4ra- 
bian Phyſicians, ariſeth only from a farther Dege- 
neracy of the ſame Humours, there being this tar- 
ther Mark of Diſtinction, that in this latter, the 
Hairs, as the Skin, are ſaid to be changed white: 
The Places, tho' rub'd, will not look red, and if 
pricked, ſend forth only a watery Sanies. 

Vitiligo, ſignifies any white Spot or Mark in the 
Skin only, and is uſually reckon'd of ſeyeral Sorts; 
ſometimes by it is meant the ſame with . 
Other 
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other times Leuce, tho' improperly. There is alſo 
a third Sort, named Ne, ſeu Morphea nigra, 
becauſe it tingeth the Skin with black. Spots, as 
the other with white; neither is it attended with 
Pain or Excoriation, but only a difcolouring in 
the Superficies of the Skin; this ſeems little dif- 
fering from the livid Spots of ſome Scorbutics, or 
thoſe occaſion'd by an Erchymofis, or Sugillation of 
the Blood. | 

Lichen implies the fame with Impetigo, and is 
uſually conſtrued a Tettar or Ringworm : Eft ſum- 
me Cutis Vitium (ſaith Hippocrates) ut Pſora & 
Lepra, cum Aſperitate & levi Pruritu : deterius qui- 
dem Pruritu, Pſora autem & Lepra, levius. | 

Celſus gives it the Name of Papula, but the Ge- 
nerality of Phyſicians that of mperigo. 

Exanthemata, ah i gaubio effloreſco, ſignifying 
any Kind of cutaneous Eruption or Puſtule break- 
ing forth of the Skin, have no more Place here, 
altho* uſed by ſome of the Antients, than in a Diſ- 
courſe of the Small Pox or Meaſles, for which 
they are particularly taken by Manardus, and there- 
fore to be no farther remark'd in this Place. 

Pſora, gr. , the ſame with Scabies, fic dicta, 
a ſcalpendi deſiderio, ſignifieth any ſcabby Eruption, 
or itchy Puſtules on the Skin; more eſpecially thoſe 
attending the Elephantiaſis, or Lepra Græcorum de- 
{crib'd > Fo 

Furfur is a Symptom, or Effect rather of the 

Scab, which preying as it were upon the Skin, 

eſpecially the Cuticle, raiſeth up its Strata (pre- 
ſently regencrated) throwing the fame off in a 


: Scurf like Bran of Wheat, from whence the 

Name. When the Diſtemper affects the Head, 
Beard, or Brows, it receives for its Name Porrigo, 
gr. TiTvejaois, implying what our Women call 


andrif, or Scurf of the Head, produced uſually 
from the Scab. | 
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The laſt we ſhall mention are the Rhagades, à 
beyiley abrumpo, by the Latins Tiſſuræ, Chaps or 
Cletts in the Skin, which appcaring near the Anus, 
upon the Lips and Nipples, as alle on the Hands 
and Feet, as well where there is none, as where 
there is a Lepra, we ſhall treat of the former 
under their proper Heads, and here finiſh this Ety- 
mology; by which we may diſcover them, gene- 
rally ſpeaking, either Symptoms of or ſome how 
relited to the ſame Diſeaſe, differing ſcarce other- 
wile than ſecundum majus vel minus, in the Cor- 
roſiveneſs of the offending Humour, or vitiated 
Salts of the Blood. e 

Now, as before hinted, the Leproſy of the Ara- 
bians is ſcarce known to us | the nearc{t Reſem- 
blance to which, if not the fame, was that I re- 
member often to have {cen in a common Mendicant, 
lying out in the Fields, with prodigiouſly over- 
grown Legs, and an + When Body, deform'd 


with ulcerous Rhagades on the Feet and Toes, 


which reſembled perfectly the Club-Feet of the 
Elephant] fo alſo is the Lepra Grecorum of a 
feemingly milder and leſs contagious Nature with 
us, than fome of our Neighbours, who have their 
Lazar Houſes in many Places, and appoint Phyſi- 
Cians to pronounce Sentence, as we have heard, 
upon thoſe miſerable Wretches, who for that 
Cauſe are ſhut up, and proſcribed Commerce with 
other People. 

The Diſeaſe under that Name with us, and of 
which I ſhall more particularly treat, ſeems of 
Kin to the Hſora in its height, and to the Licben 
in its milder State, as deſcribd by Hippocrates, the 
firſt of which is allow'd to be very ſtubborn and 
rebellious, the laſt more mild and tractable, tho 
both enough difficult to extirpate, ſo as to prevent 
Relapſe, and ſometimes even incurable.

Notice of by that notable Practitioner Hildanus 


(meaning here and in all other Places of this Trea- 
tiſe Guilhelmns Fabricius) altho' with this Diſtincti- 
on, that he does not, with Horſtius, limit the real 
Elephantiaſis to the Feet only, as you may find in 
his Epiſtles & where he recites alſo a Caſe of a Per- 
ſon condemn'd to the Lazar Hoſpital, whom he 
reſcu'd from an eight Years Confinement under 
Sentence of an ignorant Practitioner, by whom 
he had been pronounced leprous. _ | 
The Difeale, faith Pliny , came not into Tal 
till the Time of Pompey the Great, beginning fre- 
quently in the Face, where it appear'd in Spots 
like a ſmall Lentil, after invading the Body with 
Tubercles of ſeveral Sizes and Colours, cruſted 
over with a dry and rugged Scab, which at length 
turned black and cat the Fleſh to the very Bones 
the Fingers and Togs being alſo much tumefy'd at 
the ſame Time. | 

The ſame Author would have it thought pecu- 
liar to the /Zgyptians, and when it lighteth upon 
their Kings, it 1s dreadful to the Subjects, be- 
cauſe (as Medicinal) their Baths are temper'd with 
humane Blood. | 

That it was thus peculiar in a Manner to A#gypr, 
we may infer from this Diſtich of Lucretius **. 


Eft Elephas Morbus, qui propter Flumina Nili 
Gignitur Ag ypto in Media, neq; præterea uſquam. 


Thus alſo in the Times of Galen, we find he 
takes Notice Þ of its raging in the City of Alex- 
andria; leſs frequent in Germany, Scythia, Myſia, 
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* Epiſt. 24. Lib. 26. Cap. 1. of Nat, Hil, Lib. 6. 
+ Lib, 2, ad Glauc. | 
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and the colder Regions: Yet Ambroſe Parey ob- 
ſerves it in ſome Parts of Germany. But in Spain 


and all over Africa it is more common (faith he) 


than in all other Parts of the World; in Lan- 
guedoc, Provence and Guyenne are more than in all 
France beſide *. 

As to the Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, the greateſt 
Part of the Antients agree, that it hath its Riſe 
from Melancholy, with a Mixture of ſalt Phlegm, 
meeting in a hot and dry Conſtitution, and occa- 
ſioning ſuch a Degeneracy of the ſaid Humours, 
as to produce, in its utmoſt Stage, a Sort of uni- 
verſal Cancer. 

“The Leproſy, ſaith Drake, | in his Anthropol. 
nova, Vol. 1. p. 15.) for its Obſtinacy in reſiſt- 
ing all manner of Medicines, may demand the 
Conſideration ofa Phyſician, and properly 8 
in this Place, (treating of the Sin) for tho' the 
Root and Cauſe may juſtly be thought to lie 
elſewhere, yet the viſible Seat of it is the Cuti- 
& cula and Surface of the Skin. 
It ariſeth (faith he) from the ſame Cauſe that 
moſt others of theſe Parts do, but in a much 
more exalted Degree: For all of them proceed 
&« from falt Humours, thrown out of the Blood, 
and arreſted by the Denſity of the Cuticle, not 
<« affording them fo free a Paſſage, as the Quantity 
of them requires. 

«I He Diſeaſe is much more frequent in hot 
Countries than with us, where the Heat of the 
Sun rarifying exccedingly the Humours, and 
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liberal Perſpiration; in the Courſe of which the 
Salts, in their own Nature volatile, are {till 
more ſubtiliſed and render'd more acrimonious.

4 ſubtiliſing the Blood, cauſes and * more 
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66 Thus the Salts being, by the Appointment of 
« Nature, to be climinated through the Porcs of 
6 the Skin, along with the recrementitious Serum, 
« their proper Vehicle, are in hot Climates con- 
« yey'd in greater Plenty to the Surface of the 
« Body, by reaſon of the extraordinary Rarity of 
« the Pores, from the ſaid Heat, than in theſe 
« Northern Regions they ordinarily are: And 
6 ſticking in their Paſſage in the thin dry Mem- 
« brane of the Cuticle, the aqueous Parts, which 
« are their Vehicle, ſlip away from them by ſenſi- 
« ble Evaporation, and leave them there to cor- 
« rode and fret it; till at length, through the Quan- 
« tity fo gathering, the Membrane becomes dry, 
« brittle and white, which is the true and ſole 
« Cauſe of the Diſquammation falling away in 
« white Scales: Which Colour, as well as the 
« Brittleneſs, proceeds meerly from the Quantity 
& of thoſe Salts, which are themſelves white. 
« And when the Moiſture is drawn from them, 
being aculeated, and having inſinuated themſelves

That a preternatural Heat and inward Burning

attends them, is manifeſt from what the laſt reci- | 


ted Author mentions of that he calls the Lepra alba, 


ſundry of which, he ſaith, were to be ſeen about | 


Bourdeaux and Little-Britain, who labour'd under 
ſuch a violent and intenſe Inflammation of the Viſ- 
cera, that it would wither and wrinkle an Apple 
held ſome few Minutes in their Hands, as much as 
if the ſame had been expoſed to the Sun for ſeve- 
ral Days. 

Others define it a malign and contagious Diſ- 
caſe, gotten by Infection from converfing with the 
Diſcaſed, eſpecially by carnal Knowledge, after 
the Manner of the Lues Yexerea; from whence not 
only a leprous. Iſſue, but the ſound Perfon lying 


with the infected, becomes diſeaſed. | Bad Diet 


has been mentioned before, of which a remarkable 
Caſe is given by Scultetus *, in a Butcher of Ulm, 
who. travelling upon the Road, hapned to lodge in 


a certain Inn, where the Hoſteſs (a reputed Sor- 


cereſs) ſerved him with the boiled Fleſh of a dead 


Leperz upon cating which, his whole Maſs of 


Blood was corrupted. in a ſhort Space of Time, 
breaking out into malignant Puſtules all over his 
Head and Superfice of his whole Body; and hear-

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ing afterwards that his. Hoſteſs, this wicked Wo- 
man, was publickly burnt for other horrid Crimes 
ſhe had committed, the melancholy Man began 
to deſpair of Cure; which after what Manner ob- 
tain'd, the Reader will find in the ſaid Obſerva- 
tion. 

That it is a Diſeaſe infectious by Conyerſation, 
ſeems plain from the Xenodechia S. Lagari founded 
in diverſe Cities of France, Germany, Spain, and 
other Places; where the Magiſtrates have appoint- 
ed hag N to inſpect ſuch as are dcemed neceſſa- 
ry to be ſet apart from the reſt of Mankind. 

That it infects after the Manner of the Lues, by 
Copulation, is leſs to be doubted, and confirm'd b 
Cor donius *, in the Story of a young Counteſs x 
tected with a Leproſy at it were not the Lues) and 
coming to Montpelier, a young Phyſician ſhe con- 
ſulted was ſo familiar with her as to get her with 
Child, and became from thence ſoon after a perfect

| We have now done with the Hiſtorical Part of 

this Diſeaſe, from whence its Nature and Diag- 
noſtics are I think ſufficiently deduciable, and from 
whence alſo the Prognoſtic may be made after this 
Sort, (vi2.) | 


—— 
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That this Herculean and moſt obſtinate Diſeaſe, 
in its higheſt Degree, is abſolutely deſperate and 
deplorable : That in its middle State it is exceed- 
ing troubleſome to overcome, and often foyls the 
Phyſician's Art, who is ſometimes forced to quit the | 
Patient, after much Labour and Expence, leaving | 
him in a Condition as miſerable as he found him: 
That the milder Sort is yet ſufficiently rebellious, F 
and apt to ſprout anew, when E ſubdued, 

requiring the utmoſt Diligence of an able Phyſician 
to vanquiſh or overcome. 8 

What remains, is the Method of Cure, which 
has been variouſly attempted by diverſe Practiti- 
oners, generally centering in ſome of the cardinal 
and prime Remedies : Among which, Galen and 
others of the Antients, as alſo moſt of the Mo- 
derns, recommend the Viper, taken from the ani 
mal Kingdom; Antimony, Mercury and Sulphur | 
from the mineral; Lignum Vitæ, Rad. Oxylapathi, 
Epithymum, Polypod, Ic. from the vegetable. 

But before we deliver any methodical Proceſs, 
we are to ſpeak a few Words concerning the em- 
pirical Cure of the Diſtemper : One of which 
(more remarkable than the reſt) is that of Caſtra- 
tion or Gelding, which Ætius * faith, he hath 
known to be a perfect Cure. Valeſcus de Taranta 
is of the ſame Opinion, ſaying, there is no better 
Way of correcting the hot hg, dry Intemperics, in 
which this Malady is ſeated: Ambroſe Parey I al- 
ſents to the ſame, as very likely and rational. 

An Experiment leſs hazardous, is that of H. ab 
Heers , who gives an Account of a red-hair'd 
cholerick young Man, coming to him with his 
Skin torn into deep Clefts all over his Body, inſo- 
much that he had never ſcen the like in his Life-

time of a leprous Perſon: He had taken (faith our 
Author) ſeven Courſes of a Decoct. Euajac. forty 


Days at a Courſe; upon which he fell into a con- 


firm'd Leproſy, being burnt as it were by his hor 
Potions. I preſcribed him z{f of Mountain Chry- 
ſtal pp. every Morning cum Suc. Fol. Nenuph. Uvar. 
Corinth. Berber. forbidding all Things ſweeten'd, 
drinking afterwards Whey, with Sal Prunellæ diſ- 
ſolv'd therein; I then laid him on a Bed of Straw 
(faith he) deep under a Mill, that he might receive 
upon his Body the dropping of the cold Water, 
heated neither by Motion nor the Sun; and when 


he had done this before Supper, for an Hour and 


half, ſeveral Days, he grew ſound and well. Bur 
whether this Apparatus had any thing in it more 
than common Bathing, (by moſt Authors recom- 
mended) to me ſeems diſputable. 

Heurnius takes Notice of one of theſe People, 
who having try'd a Multitude of Medicines ine 
fectually, at length recover'd by freely eating of 
Cucumbers. 

Bartholine * relates, that he was credibly inform'd 


by a Neapolitan Phyſician, how Prince Caraffa 


was fed with the Fleſh of the Aſſes Foal, on ac- 
count of his Leproſy : Contrary to Ballonius, who 
faith, the Diſeaſe is thereby produced: Yet Hippoc. 
commends the ſame as paſſing caſily; and Pliny 
faith, it is reſtorative, and good for conſumptive 
Perſons. T. 

Myzaldus extols for the ſame Purpoſe the feed- 
ing upon the Fleſh of the fenny or mooriſh Frog, 
which, he faith, is the moſt excellent Remedy to 


moiſten the parched Fleſh of the Leper, and to 
correct the fervent Heat, and aduſt Melancholy in 
the Blood; which is to be underſtood of the leap-

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Some other Accounts of this Nature, together 
with the viperine Antidote, the Reader may find 
at large in his ſaid XI" Book de Simpl.

Notwithſtanding this high Encomium of the 
Viper, for the Cure of the Lepra; yet Palmariu; 
and his Maſter Fernelius do both reject the ſame 
as uſeleſs, and it may not (likely) be without Cauſe; 
when in ſome very hot and dry Conſtitutions, the 
ſame is given in Wine, or the Spirit and volatile 
Salt extracted by the Force of Fire; which muſt 
{till farther increaſe and inkindle the Sulphur in 
their Blood, and render the Salts in the ſame more 
pungent and corroſive: But what different Effect 
the Fleſh of the Viper boyl'd in Water, and eaten 
with the Broth (as the Indians eat them, and ac- 
count them very delicious Food) firſt cons away 
the Head and Tail with the Skin and Intrails, may 
have, is apparent from the Remarks of ſeveral 
learned Men, who have fo directed them with ex- 
traordinary Benefit. In what Form Palmarius or 
Fernelius might order them (altho' they ſay they 
try d ſeveral) is ſomewhat uncertain; if after thc 
Manner of ſome chymical Extract, or in the The- 
riaca, they were diſappointed, the leſs Wonder: 
Altho', after all, they do own that in a recent Le- 
proſy, where the Skin only is affected with a Scab 
or ſcaly Eruption, it would anſwer, and haſten off 
the branny covering, after the Manner of the ſer- 
pentine Exuvie: And yet if the Diſeaſe be rad: 
cate, it will (ſay they) neither better the morbid 

State of the Bowels, nor check the leprous Taint, 


the Poyſon of which very commonly encreaſeth up- 


on their Uſe, whilſt the Symptoms are rather ex- 
alperated than any way alleviated or token off

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Of this Opinion we find Poterius, who faith, they 
muſt be uſed a conſiderable Time before any Be- 
nefit will accrue to the diſeaſed ; nay, after their 
repeated Uſe for a conſiderable Space, that they had 
diſappointed him: Yet the ſame Perſon, whilſt he 
is decrying their Virtues, and diſputing the Autho- 
rity of old Galen, gives a remarkable Example of 
a Cure wrought by them, upon a reverend Father, 
as he calls him, Provincial of the whole Order of 
Dominicans throughout Lombardy, overrun with a 
foul leprous Scab in his Body of five or fix Years 
ſtanding; for which there had been conſulted ma- 
ny YE Phyſicians, and an infinite Number of 
Medicines preſcrib'd and taken to no purpoſe. We 
(fays he) on account of this contumacious and 
ſtubborn Diſeaſe, obtain'd our Purpoſe by keeping 
him ſolely to the Uſe of the Viper's Fleſh for ſome 
Time, which he eat after boiling in Water, and 
drank the Broth : He had them alſo dry'd and 
powder'd, mixing the faid Powder with a little 
Sugar and Cinnamon, and fo ſprinkling it among 
other Food: In the whole Summer, after one way 
or other, he devoured above 170 Vipers; upon 
which his old Skin caſting off, a new one ſucceed- 
ed, and he who a little before appear'd an old Man, 


| now was grown young again, {tronger than before, 


and in every reſpect more able for all the Functions 
of Life; by which Inſtance we may ſee the great 
Contrariety there is to be found in theſe Gentle- 
mens Opinions . 

The rational or methodical Cure is laid down by 
Dr. Willis, to this effect F. 

The material Cauſe of the Scab, or of the Lepro- 
ly of the Greeks, is not merely a cutaneous Hu-

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mour, by reaſon of Infection taken from without, 
or becauſe depraved or degenerated from its Craſis 
upon other Occaſions: But the Puſtules firſt ariſing 
about the N of this Diſeaſe, ſeem to pro- 
ceed hence, that ſome acido - ſaline Concretions 
(like Tartar in Wine) do happen in the Maſs of 
Blood, which when they can't be conquer'd or 
diſſolv'd, are driven here to the Skin, as in the 
other Caſe, to the Sides of the Cask. 

In reſpect to the conjunct Cauſe, there are two 
ſpecial Indications of Cure, namely, that the Im- 
purities of the Bowels may be quickly purged off, 
and that the acido- ſaline Diſcraſies of the Blood may 
be regulated: For which Ends Medicines both eva- 
cuating and altering of diverſe Kinds, are to be 

reſcribed.

For ſweetening the Blood and waſhing its Salts, 
Whey, either by its ſelf or with Fumitory, Suc- 
cory and the ſharp-pointed Dock infus'd in it, may 
be drunk, two or three Pints in a Morning, for 
20 or 30 Days together, if it agree with the Sto- 
mach; and beſides, a Doſe of the following Elec-

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The Iron Mineral Waters prevail much in this 
Diſeaſe; and when other Medicines have been 
given to no Purpoſe, I have often cured a grievous 
Scab, which has almoſt been leprous, with theſe 
Waters; yet for the more Efficacy, Sal Prunellæ, 
Vitriolum Martis, or a little of the aforeſaid Elect. 
may be given conveniently. 

In Conſtitutions more Phlegmatic or aboundin 
with Serum; when drinking of Whey or the Wa- 
ters are not ſo proper, it may ſometimes be con- 
venient to give a Decoction of the Woods, at me- 
dical Hours, and moreover to take them conſtant- 
ly for their ordinary Drink; as thus,

Chalybeates are generally directed as uſeful in theſe 
Caſes, tho' often without Succeſs; for moſt Pre- 
parations of Steel, in which the Sulphureous Par- 
ticles prevail, in as much as they ferment the 
Blood, and put it into critical Efferveſcencies, do 
rather increaſe than diminiſh the impetiginous 
Eruptions : Nevertheleſs the Salt, Syrup, Tinc- 
ture, and vitriolic Infuſions, as they fix the Blood, 
and ſomewhat check the raging Salts, do well e- 
nough ſuit the Intentions propos'd. 

But when none of theſe can avail, many, as the 
laſt Remedy, commend Salivation, as the ſtouteſt 
Champion and the only, that is able to cope with 
ſo ſtrong an Adverſary: But the Event does not 
always anſwer Expectation (as this Author inſtan- 
ceth in four Caſes unſucceſsfully attempted, one 
of them three times repeated; yet after ſome little 
time the Diſeaſe, which ſeem'd quite vanquiſhr, ap- 
3 again afreſh as bad as ever) whence (faith 

e) "tis evident that the 3 Diſeaſe, tho X 
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be extremely malignant, and cauſe foul and caco- 
ethick Ulcers, eating the very Bones themſelves, 
may more eaſily _ certainly be cured than this 
Diſtemper: Wherefore, not undeſervedly, did the 
moſt famous Phyſicians of old reckon this Diſeaſe, 
when confirmed, to be very difficultly, if at all 
curable. 

An Event no better attends it, when coming up- 
on an inveterate Scurvy: perhaps indeed the In- 
tentions of Cure may be more certainly gathered, 
when this latter is the Baſis or Root, as I may ſay, 
of the former, (viz.) taking the primary thera- 
peutic Indications from thence, and to inſiſt chiefly 
upon antiſcorbutick Medicines; but even of this 
Sort, thoſe that are ſharp and hot, as Scurvy- 
Grais, Water-Creſſes, Horle-Radiſh, Pepper- 
Wort and other Things that incite the Blood too 
much, as they diſſolve the Craſis of it more, and 
force the coagulating Tartar to the Skin in greater 
Abundance, are always found to do more Harm 
than Good. 

Baths, or Bathing in hot Waters which evacuate 
by abundance of Sweat the Humours of the 
whole Body, and cleanſe the Pores of the Skin, tho' 
they ſeem very proper in this Diſorder, yet are they 
lo far from relieving, that the Breakings out are 
very often increaſed and exaſperated thereby z for I 
have known ſeveral, who not being very itchy, 
have gone to Bath, and there bathing in the hot 
Water, have returned thence quite leprous : 


Wherefore whenever this Diſeaſe is a ſupervenient 


Symptom of the Scurvy, let all ſharp and elaſtic 
'Things be avoided, and only the more temperate 
be given, endued with a nitrous, vitriolic, or vo- 
latile Salt. The nitrous is predominant in the 
Cryſtallum Minerale, ſome Juices of Herbs, De- 
coctions, and in ſome of the purging Waters. 


The 
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The Cucumber is endow'd with a nitrous Vir- 
tue, and by Experience (as we have elſewhere no- 
ted) is found good againſt this Diſeaſe; wherefore 
in the Room of other Sallet it may be eaten plen- 
tifully : Morcover let three or four of them be 
cut into Slices, and infus'd in four Pints of Spring- 
water for a Night cloſe cover'd; to the clear Li- 
quor poured off, add of Sal Prunel. two or three 
Drams, the Doſe #6. three Times or oftner in a 
Day: For the ſame Purpoſe alſo, Decoctions of the 
Leaves and Fruit, made in Spring- water, much 
conduce. 

Some Cathartic Mineral Waters, eſpecially thoſe 
of North-Hall, if you make Analyſis of them by 
Evaporation, do manifeſtly ſhew the nitrous Salt 
wherewith they are impregnated : And I have often 
found that the conſtant drinking of about four 
Pints every Day for a pretty while together has 
done Service in a milder Species. 

But ſuch as are me with a vitriolic, as the 
$paw, do far excel the nitrous, or indeed moſt 
other Medicines in this Caſe. To ſuch as have not 
Opportunity of taking them I give common Wa- 
ter ſaturated with our Steel, and fo exactly reſem- 
* the Spaw- Waters, with good Succeſs, be- 
cauſe of their Mineral Salts, or at leaſt ſome Mer- 
curial Particles in them. 

Tin and Antimony have their Praiſes alſo given 
them by ſome, who preſcribe them together with 
other Medicines. The Raſpings of the former, 
or Powder of the latter may be infus'd in Beer for 
ordinary Drink, or they may be put into a De- 
coction of Sarſa, and ſome of the other Woods 
tor this Purpole. | 

A neceſſary Caution it is in this Malady, to in- 
quire whether or no it may not take its Riſe from 
iome latent venereal Taint impreſs'd upon the 
Blood; if ſo, as in the Caſe of the _— antzs 
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ſcorbutic Remcdies have the chief Place; ſo here 
Antivenereals, ſuch as Mercury, are principally in- 
dicated; but to proceed. 

The ſecond curatory Indication reſpects exter- 
nal Application, or topical Remedies, to remove 
the ſcurfy Eruptions, among which Baths and Li- 
niments are chief; which yet, unleſs the efficient 
Cauſe, i. e. the tartarous Diſpoſition of the Blood 
be firſt purged out, do ſeldom or never any good 
of themſelves. Among theſe, both Baths and Li- 
niments made of Tar are by far the beſt, ſo that 
indeed they only ſhould be uſed, but that they 
ſmell ſo ſtrong; therefore it is uſual for Baths to 
uſe the Water that has been kept in Tar-Barrels 
for a while, and impregnated with the Infuſion. 

Of the natural Sulphur Baths, we have ſpoken 
before, and that they are to be uſed with Caution. 

The Liniments, whoſe Uſe is fafe and proper, 
are of three Kinds or Degrees, (viz.) gentle, mo- 
derate, and more ſtrong. Thus ſome take the Li- 
quor that ſweats out of green Wood as it is burn- 
ing, or rub the Parts with Dock-Roots bruiſed and 
ſteep'd in Vinegar; or, |

When we had thus ſpent a Month, and made 


| ſome Progreſs towards the clearing of his Skin, 


(his purging and ſweating intermitted for ſome 


| Time) I kept him Night and Moraing to the 


Pil. Athiopicæ in the Pharmacop. Bateana, and the 


| Seaſon r he went for an Hour or two 
every Evening by 


himſelf into the River, where 
with his Fleſh-bruſh and Lather he throughly 
ſcour'd his Hide, and came home much pleaſed 
with his expected Cure.

After ſome Time his Skin appear'd much amend- 
ed, and he who every Morning could gather lately 
near a Handful of branny Scales, now very rarely 
tound one in his Bed. 

However, much fearing the lurking Snake, he 
was kept ſtrictly to his altcrative Bolus, and purged 
again ſeveral Times with Mercurials; his Dict- 
Drink, of which he was tired, was changed for a 
medicated Whey, which he drank plentifully till 
he thought himſelf quite well. N 

ct 
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Yet after a Month or fix Weeks Diſuſe of Me- 
dicine, this inveterate Malady began to bud afreſh; 
and having gotten, as he thought, anew and ſmooth 
Skin, he perceived, to his great Grief, another 
Scaly one ariſing, wanting Time only to confirm 
it ſelf in its former State: Upon which I advis'd 
his Friends to have him flux'd by Unction, before 
his, Diſeaſe got again to a Height. 

Accordingly a Salivation was rais'd, and he ſpit 
plentifully betwixt twenty and thirty Days; came 
out perfectly clear of his Diſtemper, and remain'd 
ſo for ſeveral Months. To confirm his Cure, I 
would have had him ſent to our Baths in Somer/et- 
ſire, but by Reaſon of the Straitneſs of their Cir- 
cumſtances, this was laid afide, as hoping alſo that 
there might be no Occaſion. 

Before the enſuing Spring was far advanc'd, tho 
he took all neceſſary Precaution by Way of bleed- 
ing, purging, and a regular Diſcipline, as to the 
Non-naturals, yet did the ſcurfy Scab repullulate 
in ſeveral Places, tho' not arriving to the Degree 
it was at formerly. 

He ventur'd ſome Years paſt upon Marriage, and 
has Children by his Wife, as yet without Appear- 
ance of inheriting the Father's Diſtemper : altho' 


it may be Time enough, ſome Years hence, to tell 


him they are his Offspring: The Seeds of the Diſ- 
caſe lying at preſent perhaps dormant, which may 
hereafter be (by ſome concurring Cauſe thereto) 
brought into Action. 


A young Gentlewoman, comely and of a ſlender , 


Make, about eighteen or nineteen Years of Age, 
was brought to me a few Years ſince, in Company 
of her Mother, who defir'd my Advice about ſome 


ſcattering Eruptions on her Daughter's Face, which 


at a Diſtance I perceiv'd were impetiginous, or a 
lefſer Species of the Lepra Grecorum : She had one 


on her Brow, the moſt conſpicuous, cover'd wow a

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white Scab, which ſhe uſually pickt off every 

Morning to conceal the Blemiſh, and found a new 
| WH $gammula ingender'd by the next. She had two 
or three other ſmaller upon other Parts of her Face, 
and ſome upon her Neck. 
| I defir'd ſhe would ſhew me her Elbows, and 
(if ſhe pleas'd) her Knees, where I expected (having 
generally found it ſo) the greateſt Appearance: 
With the firſt ſhe readily comply'd and I found 
the Olecranon beſet with a large, white and ſhining 
Scab; ſhe told me the Tops of her Knees were ra- 
ther worſe, with ſome ſcattering Spots a Hand's 
Breadth below, and that the reſt of her Body was 
perfectly trec. 

I told her Mother my Thoughts of the Diſeaſe, 
ad the great Difficulty there was in ſubduing the 
| lame, which I found her no Stranger to; the young 

Gentlewoman being but then * diſcharg'd a ſix 

Months ftrict Courſe of Medicine, preſcrib'd in 

the Country by a bold Practitioner, who frequent- 

| ly gives the Prince's Powder, and which accord- 

ing to her Account of its dogged Operation, ſhe 

| had taken, ar leaſt ſome other violent Preparation 

of Mercury, kept down by purging from affect- 

; ing her Mouth, which nevertheleſs ſhe ſaid would 
| be ſometimes ſore for two or three Days. 

She had bathed, anointed, and ſtrictly dicted to 
no purpoſe, the Diſtemper not giving way, but 
*. at a Stand, unleſs that a new Puſtule had 
unte y riſen on her Face, which gave them freth 

Alarm, and put them upon conſulting what farther 
was to be done. 
| The Gentlewoman, the Mother, told me ſhe 
was advis'd to ſend her down to the Bath; I pro- 
pos'd Salivation firſt, which I found the Daughter 
had a Mind to be at, having heard of — = 
Cures wrought thereby, and for fear it might far- 
her blemiſh her Face, ſhe was willing to . 
cither 
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either that or any other Experiment, how hazar.Þ 
dous ſoever. 
Before any Thing was determin'd, I propos'd i 
Conſultation with ſome eminent Artiſt, and the 
great and well-deſerving Man Charles Bernard, Eſq 
was conſulted. When we met, I told the Serjcant 
what I had Thoughts of enterpriſing, which he 
approv'd: I:propos'd raiſing the Flux by Unction 
to which he objected the Tenderneſs of her Make, 
and his Fears that ſhe might not ſo well grappl| 
with that, as the Way of raiſing it with Calome|, 
otherwiſe he was clearly for the Unction : I thai 
told him how ſhe had been treated, and he ſecmel 
to give way. [ 
We then conſulted what was to be done after the 
Salivation, and he told me he had ſeen more Bene. 
fit from ſome vitriolic Medicines, in maſtering the 
leprous Salts, than from the Sulphur Baths, «i 
other Regimen: However he comply'd with ha 
going to the Bath when the Seaſon fayour'd. 2 
Upon this all Things got ready, and an honeli 
careful Nurſe (IJ had for many Years uſed to ti: 
Employment) being ſent to prepare her Chamber, 8 
and ſuitable Cloathing of Flannel-Shift, Muffler, 
Neckcloth, Cc. I began without other Preparr 
tion than that of two or three Days Confinement 
before-hand to the Houſe, and Abſtinence fron 
ſome uſual Liberty in her Diet; nor do I ſee Oc 
caſion (unleſs there be Plethora) why the Bod) 
ſhould be weakened either by purging or bleeding 
which has now more than at any Time Occaſion 
for Strength to undergo the following Courſe: Thi 
giving only a ſuperſtitious Clyſter, where the Bowe"

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The Mother, upon the Serjeant's Hint, was a 
little dubious about the Way by Unction; but 
having told her that by that Way the greateſt Cures 


had been effected, that her Daughter's Caſe requir'd 


it, that I had ſent her a Nurſe (on whom great 


& Streſs is laid in theſe Caſes) I could depend on, and 
that my ſelf would be doubly diligent in my At- 
tendance to obviate any Accident, the agreed, and 
in the Evening I brought my Compoſition (the 
whole containing 3j. of Mercury) which I di-

Hand was armed with a Bladder ty'd about her

The firſt Unction thus finiſh'd by the Fire- ſide, 


1 took my Leave, having order'd her to Bed, and 
to diſpoſe her {elf to a gentle Breathing by a Draught 


of Sage-Tea, the Liquor ſhe moſt coveted. 

Hearing nothing from my Nurſe next Morning, 
I defer'd my Viſit 'till Night, when the ſecond 
Unction was made in like Manner as the former, 
producing no manner of Alteration, as I under- 
ſtood, the following Day: However we had all 
Things in Readineſs againſt Surpriſe; ſuch as a 
Bottle of Liquid Laud. a Pot of Confect. Fracaſt. 
a good Cordial and ſtomachic Julap, burnt Wine, 
new-laid Eggs, and a good Quantity of the De- 
soct. C. C. C. 

After the third Unction ſhe complain'd a little 


of her Gums in the Night, and ſaid the Parts of 

her Mouth were {tiff and hot; but much more of 

ber Belly, which produc'd ſeveral Stools, and be- 
RS 


fore 
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fore I got to her a perpetual Teneſinus The Nurſe 
had given her A Drops of the Laud. in three 
or four Spoonfuls of the burnt Wine. 

When I came I found her much diſcourag'd, 
with a low Pulſe and faint Sweats, alſo her Gripes 
no whit abated; the laſt Stool contain'd much Mu- 
cus from the Guts, with ſome little ſprinkling of 
Blood: To take off thoſe Symptoms I immediate- 
ly order'd the Clyſter the Nurſe had got ready, 
made of #6. of the Deco#. Alb. in which was 
diſſolv'd the Volk of an Egg, and 56. of Diaſcord. 
to be injected preſently, which in leſs than half an 
Hour's Time gave her Eaſe. 

That Evening we forbore anointing, and kept 
her to Chicken Broth boil'd with Rice, a Stick of 
Cinnamon, a Cruſt of Bread, and a few Shavings of 
Ivory. She reſted tolerably, complaining ſome- 
what more of her Mouth, which yet ſhe wiſhed 
was much ſorer, being extreamly deſirous of ſpit- 
ting, which ſhe had been inform'd would riſe in 
Proportion to her ſwelled Chaps, and Tenderneß 
of the Parts within. 

Finding little Alteration, and that ſhe was free 
of her Gripes and Looſeneſs, the third Evening, 
from the laſt Unction, we ſpent the remaining 
fourth Part, upon which ſhe took a Diſh of her 
burnt Wine with fifteen Drops of the Laud. to 
diſpoſe her to Reſt, and preyent the Return of her 
Dyſentery. | 

Next Morning ſhe complain'd of great Sicknels, 
and vomited, which I was not concern'd at, it often 
prelaging the coming on of the Flux; in the mean 

ime we endeavour'd to keep up her Strength 
with Broths, and now and then two or three 
Spoonfuls of the following Julap. |

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In the Even of this Day, waiting on her, I un- 
derſtood by the Nurſe ſhe had two Stools, but 
without Blood, that ſhe had thereupon thrown up 
a Glyſter as before: I found her very dull that ſhe 
did not ſpit, and looking into her Mouth I per- 
ceiv'd the Glandules under the inveſting Membrane 
of the Cheeks and Lips were much diſtended, over 
which my Finger paſt as over a Grater for Bread 
her Gums in the ſame Condition, inflam'd and tu- 
mid, and her Mouth (a very good Omen) began 
to ſtink, which the Nurſe took Notice had ſmelt 
ſtrong all Day. | 
She was retching whilſt I was there, and had 
ſpit from the Morning ſhe got up about three 
uarters of a Pint. 
I left her that Night with farther Inſtructions 
to the Nurſe, who was exceeding careful of her; 
and the next Day following, coming in before ſhe 
was up, ſhe complain'd of nothing but the want 
of a ſore Mouth; which indeed, bating the Sloughs 
and Ulcers attending, I thought ſhe mult have 
much Trouble from the Inflammation, Heat, and 
Tumefaction appearin g: However the couragious 
young Gentlewoman made light of it, and regard- 
ed nothing ſo ſhe might bur ſpit; I promis'd in a 
Day or two to move it forward, if requiſite, and 
her Condition would allow; accordingly percei- 
ving the Lympha 8 viſcous, I perſuaded her 
for farther Dilution, to drink freely of her Sack- 
Whey, thin Chicken-Broth, Sage-Tea, or Poſſet- 
Drink; ſhe being now ſecure and free both from 
her Gripes and Looſeneſs: Aiter which, conſider- 
ing ſhe had been uſed to Mercurials in another 
Vay, I gave her 3j. of Calomel. in the Confect. 
Fracaſt. which the Day after had made no Alte- 
tation, nor had ſhe ſpit above a Pint the laſt twenty 
four Hours; ſo that in the Afternoon of that Day, 


 yentur'd to give her ſeven Grains of the Turbith 
Mineral, 
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Mineral, with 9g. of Calomel in a Bole of Cons 
fe. Alkermes, and ſtaid by her to ſee the Ope- 
ration, her Poſſet-Drink being got ready before- 
hand. After about half an Hour, ſhe complain'{ 


of great Sickneſs, and ſaid ſhe ſhould vomit, but 


did not *till near an Hour was expir'd, and then it 
wrought gently enough four or five Times, being 
each Time incouraged by a large Draught of her 
ſaid Poſſet-Drink. h - - 

Some time after the Operation was over, ſhe had 
a Coftce-Diſh of burnt Wine, and had alſo as good 
a Night as could be expected; her Mouth in all 
Parts of it ſenſibly more inflam'd, and her Gums, 
eſpecially thoſe backwards, ſo ſwell'd as to cover 
the Tops of her Teeth, which ſhe could not ſuf- 
fer to meet. 

Coming into her Chamber the * after, I ſmelt 
as incouraging a Stink from her Mouth as could 
be wiſht for: An Indication of ſuch an Alteration 
in the Humours, grown putrid, as might diſpoſe 
them either to be ſeparated and thrown off by the 
Glands of the Mouth, or miſſing that Way, of 
1 by other Paſſages. Her Mouth ſeem'd 
all on Fire with the Glandules ſtarting up under the 
Membrane, as large as great Pins Heads, but little 
Slough or Excoriation, unleſs at the Extremity of 
the fartheſt Teeth on the lower Jaw. 

Thus we continued three or four Days, never 
riſing higher than a Pint (altho? ſhe drank freely) 
in the Day and Night; however it had produced 
that Effect, that the Iinpetigo every where ſcal'd 
off, as well from her Face as her former, which 
they had never done befage in her other Courſe, 
and made her hope well of a Cure, going on the 
more chearfully. DEE 

Being very willing ſhe ſhould obtain what ſhe 
ſo earneſtly defired, and I am ſure deſerved, I once 
more gave 3j. of Calomel over Night, and the 
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vext Day her Turbith Bolus, which made her ve⸗ 


ry ſick, and wrought but twice: I likewiſe dis 
rected a Sinapiſm with. the Rad. Pyreth. Zinzib. 
contuſ. Fc. ty'd up in a Rag, and held between 
whiles, asſhe could ſuffer it, on the Inſide of the 
{ſwelled Cheeks, to excoriate the ſame, and ſet open 
the Excretory Ducts of the Glandules, but all to 
little purpoſe z for tho* her Chaps were thus tume- 
fy'd, inflam'd, and ſtank, yet ſuch was the Idioſyn- 
craſy of her Temperament, . as to this Particular, 
that all et one were fruitleſs, . (as we 
ſay commonly) o ning this Way of Diſcharge; 
1 might indus hawe killecher, but 5 never — 
raiſed a plentiful Salivation; wherefore it was agreed, 
in aſecond Conſultation, that we ſhould endeavour 
to make up the Deficiency by Sweating, Purging, 
and ſtrict Diet, with the E elo of Alteratives, and 
the Uſe of the Bath, for which ſhe was intended. 

Deſiſting now from any further Attempt, I di- 
rected an Anodyne Gargariſm of Decoft. Hord. with 
which in few Days her Mouth grew eaſy; and 
having thus ſpent three Weeks or upwards, the 
Fluxion declining, I purged her with the follows 
ing Draught. | |

After this ſhe was carefully ſweated, and the 
Purging again, at proper Diſtances, repeated three 
or four Times. . 

Sarſap. for 
near a Month, giving her therewith each Morn- 
ing ten Grains of 75 art. Vitriolat. with 5j. of Sal 
Tart. and every Evening the former by it felf. 

Before the Time of her going to the Bath, not- 
withſtanding all we had done, the Impetigo aroſe 
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a-freſh upon her Brow, on which Account I dic 
rected the following Liniment to be uſed there, 
or wherever it ſhould happen to break forth.

With this ſhe anointed going to reſt, and the 
next Morning waſhed the Parts with a Lixiviun 
as ſtrong as ſhe could bear, made by dropping the 
Ol.

The warm Weather approaching, ſhe changed En 
her Diet-Drink for that of Whey, in a Quart of MW ® 
which were infuſed over Night ſome Slices of the . 
Kad. Lap. acut. with a Handful of Fumitory, drank Al 
the next Day at two or three Draughts; before 
each of which ſhe took from a Knife's Point the I h 
Quantity of a Nutmeg, of the following Com- 5 
poſition.

She continued the Uſe of theſe *till an Oppor- 8 
tunity preſented of ſending her to the Bath, in 
Company with a Lady of the Mother's Acquain - 
rance, whoſe Affairs prevented her going wow 1 
with her; ſhe ſtaid there two Months and upwar c 
drinking the Waters, and bathing as ſhe was di- { 
rected. 

After the firſt Month ſhe ſent an incouraging 4 
Letter, being in mighty Hopes the Bath Waters 
would ſupply what was lacking from the Saliva- l 
tion fruſtrated; but deſiring ſome of the Liniment K 
might be ſent, I fear'd Things were not right. 7 
directed a Compoſition ſomewhat like that of ,

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To end my Hiſtory (ſpun out beyond an intend- 
ed Length) ſhe return'd to London, with ſome 
manifeſt Veſtigia of this rebellious Evil in ſeveral of 
the old Places. | 

I perſuaded her then to try a Solution of Vi- 
triol, made in Imitation of that of the former Au- 
thor's, in his Aqua Yulneraria, of which ſhe made 
tryal ſome few Days, not well tim'd, and fancying 
thence (not without Cauſe) a Diminution of her

The following however being an Example more 
forrunate, and falling out ſince the firſt Edition of 
this Treatiſe, I ſhall here give you for Encouragc» 
ment.

A Maiden Gentlewoman many Years afflicted, 
however with a milder Species of this Diſcaſe, yer 
notwithſtanding incommoded with ſeveral of the 
branny Scales, or white Eruptions upon her Brows, 
Neck and Joynts, as well Knees as Elbows, giving 
her great Diſturbance at ſome times by their Itch- 
ing, and Uncaſineſs of Mind from the Blemiſh, 
more particularly to her Face; came out of the

J began her Courſe by preſcribing Calomel gr. X1. 

Frac. in a Bole over Night, purging 
it off next Morning with an Infuſion of Sena cum 
Rad. Rhei, as in the uſual purging Potion, adding 
Hr. Roſ. Sal. sj. 

But the Calomel making her exceeding flick, 
and together with the Purge, however gentle, 
working both upwards and downwards very rough- 
ty, and raiſing ſome Hyſterical Diſorders ſhe was 
very incident to; perceiving the feeble Texture of 
her Nervous Sy//em, I laid aſide the Intention of 
farther Evacuation, of which I found ſhe was in- 
capable, and had ſome Thoughts of trying her 
with the F7triolic Solution above mention'd, 
recommended by Bate in his Pharmac. under 
the Title aforeſaid, which I have found ſuc- 
ceed with ſome firm Conftitutions aboundi 
with theſe /eprous Salts, and which ſome Quache 

romiſcuouſly adminiſter as an infallible Remedy. 
But conſidering the weak State, as well of the 
Stomach as other Viſcera, in our preſent Subject, 
together with the Menſtrual Deficiency ſhe labour d 


under, I dechn'd that Medicine, and directed as 
follows.

Advice, uſed only her firſt Pomate with Biſmuth, 
and return'd home well fatisfy'd, nor has the Hu- 
mour repullulated ſince. 

W hcther this Cure was firſt laid in the Animal, 
viz. the Fiper's Fleſh, ſubduing the Strength of 
the Diſeaſe, or in the Mineral Preparations finiſh- 
ing the fame, I ſhall leave others to paſs their Judg- 
ment, mine being for the latter, aſſiſted by the ve- 
getable, I mean the Decoction, drank therewith.

Health: Yet by Way of Prevention, every Sprin 
ſhe has recourſe. to her Electuary and Diet-Drin 
for a Month, taking at others for the fame Time, 
20 or 30 Drops of the Tinct. Antimon. alterans, with 
half a Pint of German Spau- Water two or three 
Times a Day. | 

As I had Thoughts of concluding this Chapter, 
the Caſe of Mrs. Gorden coming to Mind, under 
the Direction of that notable Phyſician Sir Theo- 
dore Mayern, and having great Reſemblance with 
that laſt recited, I * it convenient to give 
a Summary of his Proceedings, to be found amongſt 
his Obſervations *. | 

The Patient was a Virgin Lady, about 13 or 14, 
being much infeſted with a ſcaly Diſeaſe on her 
Skin, which that learned Man calls a Species of 
the Lepra alba, and for which he purged once in 
three Days with the following Pill.

This ſhe uſed for two Hours at a Time in the 
noma... if ſhe could diſpenſe with it ſo long, 
being after laid into her Bed, where ſhe reſted ſome

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and when ſhe had been in an Hour, ſhe drank 2 


large Draught of Whey, in which had been ſteep.

After eight Days, the bathing and purging were 
repeated, and after that ſhe ſweared each Morning 
in her Bed, with the following Bolus.

She was order'd to be very exact in her Diet, 

which was to be cooling and moiſtening, ſhunning 
every Thing ſharp, falt, pepper'd, or otherways 
ſpiced, or ſweetned with much Sugar or Honey 
as alſo all ſtrong Drinks; inſtead of which the 
following was preſcribed, which ſhe was never to 
be without the whole Year round.

What the Iſſue of this Caſe was, is left unde- 
termin'd ; only we find a Prognoſtic that great 
Hopes were placed in her growing better when ſhe 
came to enjoy the uſual Benefit of the menſtrual 
Purgation. 

The worſt Species of this Diſtemper, and for 
ought I know, as bad à Lepra as has been ſeen in 
gur Age, was preſented to my View in a Country- 

| man 
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man who came to London for Advice, and was re- 
commended to me by one of his Relations; but I 
not caring to meddle, he went from me to others, 
.at length to Serjeant Bernard, who underſtandi 
he had try'd no Medicine, propos'd a Salivation, 
rather than the Bath, he had 'Thoughts of going 
to. | 

This Perſon, with about a Score more, as I was 
inform'd, fell ill after drinking tome roapy and ill 
brew'd Beer, which coſt the greater Part of them 
their Lives; thoſe ſuryiving in few Months grew 
perfectly leprous: This Man's Brother as deſcribed 
to me, as bad as any our Authors give Account of; 
his whole Body over-run with ſcabby Ulcers, his 
Feet like the Elephants, his Fingers and Toes ſtrut- 
ting out with Rhagades, and quite uſeleſs: his Face 
with unequal Tubercles, and each Morning a Sho- 
vel full of branny Scales caſt off in the Sheets. 

The Perſon I now mention took his Leave of 
the Town only for fome little Time, *rill he had 
fettled his Affairs in Caſe of Death, and that the 
Sealon was more. ſuitable, intending ſhortly to re- 
turn and enterprize the Salivation under mine, or 
{ome other's Care, if I refus'd him. 

But the next News I hcard was of his Death, 
and that (ſo far as they could diſtinguiſh for his 
Scabs) of the Small-Pox : A Diſtemper one might 
have believ'd him ſecure of, on Account of his 
Leproſy. | 

The Brother is till alive, eating and drinking 
without Government or Phyſical Regimen, for 
which Liberty he alledges, his not being better for 
his Abſtinence, and he thinks it ſcarce poſſible he 
can be worle, whatever Freedom he may take. 

He is abandon'd by Company, making his own 
Houſe a Lazar, and has none to adminitter ro him 
what he calls for, but one or two of his own Fa- 
mily. 
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But leaving this knotty and obſtinate Diſtemper, 
we come now to treat of one more mild, yet {till 


ſomething of kin, or related however at a Diſtance, 
(viz.) that of the Itch. 


CHAP. Il 
Of the Itch. 


Is Diſcaſe is by the Greeks named 
REF Kynouos, by the Latins Pruritus, a 
1 Wes 274740 to itch; about which we ſhall 
ſſpend leſs Time, for as much as the 
SES or Kind of it does nearly border on 
the Scab or Lepra, fo largely handled in our laſt 
Chapter; and at its Height requiring much the 
ſame Method of Healing, altho* ufually attended 
with better Succeſs : For where the ſlighter and 
more common Remedies fall ſhort, we ſeldom meet 
with an Itch (however obſtinate) that ſtands out 
againſt a Mercurial Salivation; nor have we often 
Occaſion for ſo great a Remedy. 
In diſcourſing hereof I ſhall . this Diſ- 
eaſe as Local and Scorbutic, or Cacochymical : 
And truly if any Diſeaſe is properly Cutaneous, or 
a Diſtemper of the Skin, none claims a better Title 
thereto than the former or local Itch: I call it 
Local where the Contagion or ſeminal Principle of 
3 the Diſeaſe is tranſmitted to a Perſon in . 
5 Health, by drawing on the Glove or Stocking, 
wiping on the Linen, or lying in the Sheets after 
6 Perſons infected with the fame Malady, which en- 
| tering externally by the Pores of the Skin into the 
Glandules thereof vitiates their Texture, corrup:s 
their Juices, and raiſeth the ſame Ferment with that 
from which it was propagated or derived. 
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Again, that it is truly and properl 2 1 
Diſeaſe of the Skin, is Anas Los od r that x 
recent or freſh contracted, it is often and ſafeh 
cured by Topics alone: But theſe are to be apply'd 
timely, before it has ſunk deeper into the Glan. 
dules, and by the C— Fluid, through the 
capillary Veſſels, tranſmitted its Venom into the 
Blood, whoſe Crafis it very quickly diſturbs and 
contaminates. A Paw al 

The Cauſe of this Diſeaſe; whether Sympathic | 
from abroad, or Protopathic ingender'd in the Blood, tl © 
is laid in a ſalt, ſerous Humour lodged in the Glau- 
dules of the Skin, which have been deſcribed in 
our Introduction, raiſing up the Cuticle into ſmall 
Puſtules or Pimples, with white and ſhining Heads, 
which being rub'd in ſcratching, ouze out a clear 
Water and then dry up again with a Scab; thele 
for the moſt Part appear betwixt the Fingers (the 
proper Seat and Pathognome.cic of the Diſcaſe) x 
alſo under the Hams, upon the Hipps and other 
Parts of the Body, where the falt Humour being 
detain'd by the ſaid outward or ſcarf Skin, excites 
the Senſation we call Itching, which whether plex 
ſant or painful, or a mixt Paſſion, is a Controverly 
not here to be determin'd. 

A ſhort and more ſatisfactory Account of this 
Diſeaſe, I ſhall here preſent my Reader from that 
ru nooner and Phyſician Dr. Willis in theſe 

'ords *. 

As to what concerns puſtulous Eruptions, as the 
glandulous Humour may be depraved ſeveral Ways, 
ſo eſpecially theſe three; and therefore uſually falls 
under a coagulative Diſpoſition with the Serum, 
that is newly poured out of the Blood.

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Firſt of all, the Blood it ſelf being very impure 
and diſſolved, leaves its Corruption and Recrement, 
plentifully in the cutaneous Glands, which there 
aſſuming the Nature of a more corruptive Ferment, 
do variouſly work up and coagulate with other 
Juices coming thither or paſſing that Way, and ſo 
produce not only Itches, but ſeveral Sorts of Le- 
proſies: Therefore often and conſtant eating of 
Salt-Fiſh or Fleſh, dry'd in the Smoak or Sun, 
alſo incongruous Drinks and Poyſons, do commonly 
cauſe cutaneous Eruptions, and thoſe oftentimes 
very horrid ones. | 

Secondly, 'The Humour gathered in theſe cuta- 
neous Glands, ſometimes by meer Stagnation be- 
comes not only itchy, but oftentimes corruptive; 
wherefore not only they that have been long kepr 
in Priſon, but alſo that have lived a ſedentary Lis, 
and are uſed to Filth, Stink, Sluttiſhneſs or Naſti- 
neſs, live obnoxious to theſe Diſeaſes; inaſmuch as 
the cutaneous Liquor being not at all eventilated, 
is corrupted by meer Stagnation, and ſo obtains the 
Nature of a putrifying Ferment, to which more- 
over an Addition is made by the Blood in like Man- 
ner depraved and polluted. 

Thirdly, If perhaps theſe Cauſes be wanting, ſo 
s the glandulous Humour of the Skin has contract- 
. ed no Fault either from the Blood or from its own 
0 Stagnation; yet is it certain that the virulent In- 
fection communicated from without, does never- 
he wheleſs render it prolifick as to theſe Diſeaſes. This 
is exceeding manifeſt from vulgar Obſervation, in- 
ll, almuch as they that are beſt in Health, and have 
n. good a Conſtitution as can be, ſcarce ever flee 

vithout Harm in the fame Bed with an itchy Per- 

lon, or where ſuch Perſon has lain: Not only ſo, 
but che itchy Perſon's Linen waſhed with other 
Mens, often impart their Infection; and certainly 
the morbid Taint of no one Diſcaſe is more caſily 
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and certainly propagated (the Plague only except: 
ed) than tha 55 — Ich. N 

And this ſhall ſuffice for the Deſcription and Di. 
agnoſtics of the Diſeaſe under preſent View. 

The Prognoſtics are taken from the benign or 
malign Nature of the Diſtemper, which is mom 
eaſily overcome if recent and lately contracted from 
an outward Infection, than if long radicated, and 
ariſing from ſome Scorbutic, or other Cacochym 
of the Humours or Blood: It is alſo ſooner cur'l 
in Children (to whom according to Hippoc. it i 
more familiar) than in grown Perſons. _. 

The chief 2 3 conſiſt in amend- 
ing the glandulous Humour vitiated, and reducing 
the Skin to its right Temper; which is often ei 
fected by local Application, or applying Medicine 
immediately to the Parts. But before theſe take 
Place, the Blood it ſelf, eſpecially its depraved ſe- 
rous Latex, if got thereinto, is to be freed from 
its Pollution, by bleeding, purging, and proper Al- 
teratives; being always mindful to ſecure the ner 
vous Liquor from participating of the Taint, by 
which many deſperate and deadly Diſeaſes of the 
Brain and noble Parts may be, and often are oc: 
caſion'd. | 

It will I think be needleſs to give Specimens 
the Cure in Hiſtories of particular Cafes, every 
where and at all Times offering of this Nature; 
inſomuch that there is ſcarce an old Woman to be 
found without ſome Secret for the Itch, altho 
what ſort of Cures, might be inſtanced in man) 
they have killed by curing their Diſtemper in thc 
Skin, without heed to the purging off the malig! 
Humours, or rectifying the Dy/cra/y of the Blood; 
as alſo the Fluxes oftentimes ariſing from their 
Quickſilver Oyntments and Girdles, to the greit 
Detriment of the ſuffering Patient, and no ſmil 
Hazard of Life it ſelf. Examples of which ar

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to be met with in ſeveral Writers upon this Sub- 


ect. 

: In the Cure of this Diſeaſe, bleeding is gene- 
rally neceſſary, after which purging by Intervals, 
eſpecially with Merc. dulc. which has a {ſingular 
Property in correcting the itchy Salts. 

Alteratives alſo, ſuch as Whey clarify'd with Fu- 
mitory, are to be taken at other Times. 

Cremor Tart. with a half Part of Flos Sulph. ta- 
ken Night and Morning, has been found ſervice- 
able; the latter by it ſelf is the uſual Remedy among 
poor People, who drink it inwardly in Milk, a- 
nointing outwardly at the ſame Time with the 
* of Brimſtone mixt up with Butter or Hogs- 
Lard. ; 

Now that Sulphur and its Preparations are cxcel- 
lent Remedies in this and all other Turpitudes of 
the Skin, uſed either in Coſmetics, or given in- 
wardly to depurate the Juices of the Blood, is 
agreed on all Sides: But that regard is to be 
had in its Preſcription inwardly to ſome particu- 
lar Temperaments, as the Heclic and Conſumptive, 
1s as undeniable. 

The Sal Tart. I prefer to moſt other Remedies 
for the Itch, it thoroughly purging and cleanſing 
the Blood when taken inwardly; and made into a 
Lixivium with Spring-Water, makes an excellcnt 
Waſh for the Skin alſo, quickly clearing the ſame 
of the outward Filth and Pollution. 

Hartman propoſes, in the obſtinate Itch, a Dia- 
phoretic of the white Flowers of Antimony, which 
he gives for twenty Days together, and pretends it 
will do Wonders. 

Sydenham, in the like Caſes, ſweats them every 
Morning for the fame number of Days, an Hour or 
two at a Time, with the following Bole and 
Draught, which is to be taken alſo every Night, 
tho' they do not then promote Sweating therewith.

to have their Teeth grow black in their Mouths, 
and to fall out of their Heads, as hath been obſery'd 
by Dr. Willis, and by Fab. Hild.“ who gives a re- 
markable Account of a Woman very near to have 
loſt her Lite, but more eſpecially her Limbs, by 
wearing a Quickſilver Girdle for this Diſtemper. 

Whercioic it behoves us firſt to try other Medi- 
cines, of which we have given fome Formula“ 
ove, and of which Kind is this following, ſeldom 
or never failing to cure a common Itch, as I have 
expericnc'd theſe twenty Years paſt.

For thoſe however that are minded to experiment 
the Girdle, a Man of Learning tells us they are 
prepar'd ſafely (if that be poſſible) by beating up 
Zvj. of Mercury [I have known a Flux raiſed 
where the Apothecary, to juſtify himſelf, took his 
Oath there was but giij.] with the White of One 
new laid Egg, ſpreading it by Degrees upon a Piece 
of new Flannel, the Breadth of three or four Fin- 
gers, and after drying in the Sun, or by a mode- 
rate Fire, ſed caveat Emptor. For if five or fix 
Grains of Calomel mixt with a Purgative, and gi- 
ven to Children for the Worms, will ſometimes at- 
fect their Chaps, and ſlaver them, how can we be 
ſecure that the crude Mercury, once got into the 

Blood, ſhall be more certain in operating juſt as we 
would have it, or leſs hazardous in ſuch a Conſe- 
quence as we have now been ſpeaking of ? If this 
Gentleman thinks the Quickfilyer Girdle as fafe as 
other Medicines, I muſt needs think him ſingular 
in that Opinion; and if he was never diſappointed 
by them, or other mercurial Medicine, he may 
or ought I know) be the only Man who has fre- 

quently 
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quently convers d with them, and never was play*d 
one ſlippery Trick by them; but to proceed. 

In the Scorbutic lich, the primary Indications for 
Cure are to be taken from the Diſcaſe, whereof the 
itchy or cutancous Eruptions are only a Symptom; 
thar is by grey {uch antiſcorbutic Medicines 
as may deſtroy theſe faline Concretions of the Blood, 
and correct its Cacochymy; taking care among theſe, 
that ſuch as are endued with ſharp,” volatile, and 
fiery-hot Particles, as the Radix Raphani, ſylv. Ari. 
Cortex Winterani, Naſturt. Perſicaria, &c. are left 
out, and others more temperate put in their Place;

Naſtur. aquat. of which twice a 
Day ſhe took ziij, render'd more palatable with 
half an Ounce of the Suc. Aurant. and as much of 
its Syrup, her old Pill being taken between whiles. 
But being now with Child, I durſt ncither ven- 
ture her with Calomel, nor repeat the Cathartic fo 
often as I would otherwiſe have done: Only bleed- 
ing her two or three times in {mall Quantity, at pro- 
per Diſtance, with Deſign of abating the great Heat 
the complain'd of, with the intolerable itching. I 
likewiſe enjoin/d her ſuitable Diet, of Meats eaſy 
of Digeſtion, and affording a ſimple Nouriſhment; 
without which Compliance, I told her, I could do 
her no Service. By all which the Diſtemper ſcem- 


ed much palliated; but finding we were not likcly: 


to gain our Point, ſo as to free her entircly of her 
Complaint, I writ this Formula.

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able to lie quiet therein. Yet beginning to loath 
her Medicines, whether by reaſon of her Pregnan- 
cy, or that her Stomach having been uſed to more 
reliſhing Viands, ſtrong W ines and Brandies, could 
not bear them; before her Cure was finiſhed, ſhe 
threw them off, and it was not but with Difficult 

that I perſuaded her twice a Day to take half 2 
Pint of the Hozu/eleek-F hey ; from which I have 
ſeen wonderful Relief in ſome hot and bilious Tem- 
peraments, attended with /corbutic, ſalt and pruri- 
ginous Eruptions on the Skin. This being edulco- 
rated with the Hr. de ſuc. Fumariæ, ſhe continued 
ſome Weeks longer, and got entirely free of her 
Diſorder, but came before her Time was up. 

As for Topics, ſhe could bear none, through the 
exceeding Smart after her rubbing, which yet nei- 
ther could ſhe refrain, when coming near a Fire, 
or warm in her Bed, unleſs it were a Lotion prepar'd 
ex ag. Plantag. #6. Troch. Alb. Rhaſ. 3j. & Sacchar, 
adus. 31. In this, a little warm'd, with a fine Ra 
the lightly waſht the excoriated Places, and being 
dry'd in, cover'd the fame with Cloths ſpread over 
with my Cerate, which defended them from ſtick- 
ing otherwiſe to her Shift, and the Humours being 
now corrected, healed the ſame. 

Before I quit this, I am to take Notice of a cer- 
tain Iich, which Fallopinus terms Yolatick, flying 
ſuddenly over the Body, and raiſing little Bumps 
under the Skin, like thoſe from the ſtinging of 
Nettles, producing an intolerable Itch in the 


The ſame is taken Notice of by Dr. Sydenham, 
which he fays invades at any Time of the Year, 
and is moſtly occaſion'd by the too free Uſe of at- 
tenuating Wines, or ſuch like ſpirituous Liquors: 
A ſmall Fever, faith he, begins, and is preſently 
tollow'd by an Eruption of Puſtules almoſt over the 
whole Body: They ſoon {ſtrike in and hide ow 
elves 
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ſelves under the Skin, and itch exceedingly after 
ſcratching, appearing again preſently. 

This ſeems to be the fame with the Arabian E/- 
ſere, Sora and Sare, of which Sennertus treats Pratt. 
lib. v. Pays 1. Cap. 26. | 

As to the Cure, bleeding premis'd, the common 
purging Potion 1s to be given next Day, and a 
cooling remperate Diet to be order'd, as Barley and 
Water-Gruels with the like; and upon Occaſion 
both bleeding and the Purge may be reiterated, but 
no local Medicines apply'd: Altho' Hartman boaits 
of his having cur'd infinite Numbers of People 
of this Diſturbance, by anointing with the Blood 
coming away with the Secundine, or after-Burthen 
of a Woman. 

There is yet another Sort of puſtulous Itch, a 
Symptom of the grand Pox, when that Diſeaſe is 
arriv'd (as Harvey expreſſeth it) to its frontier State; 
and truly it is highly neceſſary in all thefe cutane- 
ous Eruptions, that the Artiſt ſhould inform him- 
ſelf the beſt he can, whether or no there be not la- 
tent ſome venomons Taint of this Nature, ariſing 
from a former concealed Infection, which having 
the firſt Symptoms removed out of Sight, the Pa- 
tient may be apt himſelf to fancy theſe new ones 
to be ſcorbutick, or to ariſe from ſome Surfeit, or 
other Occaſion, whilſt the real is not ſuſpected; 
> WE ind for Want of being diſcover'd, he is harraſt to 
e litle purpoſe, and that Diſeaſe gets Ground which 
e WW ght eafily have been vanquiſh'd by proper Re- 

medies, adapted to the venercal Venom. 

This Contagion, ſays the foreſaid Author, having 
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2 lufficiently alter'd the Maſs of Blood in ſome ſix, 
8 in others twelve or Ber Months after, accord- 
. ng tothe Quality of the Infection, and Retardati- 
b on by Phyſic, flouriſheth the Skin with red or ycl- 


6 low Spots like Flea-bites; perhaps it may preter- 
6 mlt this and forthwith diſgrace the Forehead with 
22 - round 
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round hard Pimples, like ſmall Mulberries, a little 
cruſty at Top, ſome dry, others moiſt, which are 
oft propagated to the Ears, thence to the Neck, 
Arms, Shoulders, Breaſt, Sc. They have thei 
Viciſſitudes of appearing ,and vaniſhing, and ſome- 
times they degenerate into aduſt ſerpiginous Uicers, 
there often attends a univerſal itching, and a Sen 
as if the Skin were prick'd with Nettles. Farther, 
we oft find a black hard Speck upon the Heads of 
ſuch Pimples (a Sign of a very malign Contagion) 
ſuch Kind of Puſtules, viz. ſticking out, black 
and ſharp at Top, like the Points of a Ram's-Horn, 
imbruting the Forchead, efpecially if one or two 
emerge at the ſame Time within the Mouth, at 
the Angles of the Tonſils, we may confidently pro- 
claim them pocky *. 

Now for the Cure of this pocky 7tch; altho' 
the mercurial Lotion, or Lac Sublimat. the Agua 
Phagadenica, Ung. Neapolit. Enulat. cum Merc. or 
other Unction in which Mercury is an Ingredient: 
Tho' theſe, I fay, may happen to kill the Itch, and 
diſpoſe the Puſtules to dry and ſcale off; yet the 
Blood being polluted, there is no depending upon 
theſe Topicks, how powerful ſocver, but by pro- 
per Antivenereals to ſubdue the HVirus, by purging, 
ſweating, Diet; or if theſe have not Force, to pro- 
poſe, as the molt efficacious Remedy, a Salivation, 
as in the Lepra before deſcrib'd.

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CHAP IV. 
Of Childrens Scab, or Breakings out. 


| 
MONG the Diſeaſes of Infants and 14 
young Children, ſcarce any attends more 1 
frequently than puſtulary or ſcabby E- = 
rupftions, in ſeveral Parts of their Bo- 
dies, as the Breech, but more eſpecially 
their Foreheads, Brows, and other Parts of the 
Face; which we find oftentimes over- run with dr 
and cruſty Scabs; ee which, the moſt ex- 
cellent Hildanus gives the following Admonition, 
[ſpeaking of the Childrens Scab and Itch.) 

Let Mothers have a Care how they ſet about the 
Cure of this Malady, unleſs it be ſo virulent as to 
hazard corrupting the Parts it lies upon. My eldeſt 
Son (fays he) 'till he was ſeven Years old, had not 
a Speck upon his Body, wherefore I oftcn foretold 
that ſome ſudden and mortal Diſeaſe would ſeize 
him; and, indeed, being taken with a Stoppage of 
Urine, he dy'd the ſeventh Day of the Diſeaſe, of 
a great Inflammation of the Kidnies and Parts ad- | 
joining, which turned to a Gangrene: Nature, to 
wit, not being able to purge the Body by vitious | 
Humours by the Itch, they, in the ſeventh Year, 1 
as by a critical Fxpulſion, fell ſuddenly from other 
Parts upon the Loins. In my Practice I have met 
with ſeveral Diſeaſes both internal and external in 
young Children, in whom theſe Breakings out 
vere either not naturally expell'd, or violently dry'd 
up. Therefore let the honeſt Phyſician abſtain from 
Medicines; and if there be a Neceſſity, Re TH 
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Pain of this Itch in Children be only mitigated with 


freſh Butter, or with the ſame waſhed in Roſe. 
water. 4 

Children, faith Sim. Pauli, are often troubled 
with an itching Humour, by Reaſon of their Vo- 
raciouſneſs or continual Feeding; which if you 
ſhould go about to heal with Litharge, Quickſilver, 
Oil of Bays or Brimſtone, as is the Cuſtom of Em- 
piricks, and idle Women; you may, tis cercain, 
quickly cure them of their Itch, but you will a; 
certainly put them into hazard of their Lives; be- 
cauſe you thereby pollute their Blood and nervous 
Fluid, by driving back theſe Excrements into the 
Veſſels, which Nature having ſeparated, is ende: 
vouring to throw forth. 

Tis true, in this ſort of Ail, the Parents are of- 
ten deſiring Help either of the Phyſician, or ſome 
Pretenders to Phyſic: But if any one would but 
conſider the Thing ſeriouſly from its Cauſe, he find 
nothing ſo prejudicial, or indeed needleſs, as an Ap- 
plication to the Parts, which is but to weaken the 
Child's Strength; and keeping in theſe Excrements 
render them Fable (as they very often do) to fall 
upon ſome principal Part, and deſtroy the Infant: 
Wherefore certainly the Cure here muſt be leſt 


very much to Nature, who will alone inſenſibly, i 


and by little and little, more ſecurely ſeparate thole 
Recrements from the nutritious Particles, and will 
tranſmit what is amils into the ignoble Parts, that 
is into the Skin, neareſt to where they are molt pre- 
valent; and when ſhe has bred much good Aliment, 
and very little bad Remains, ſhe takes Care to dry 
up the Foulneſs tranſmitted to the outward Parts, 
which ſeparating, and falling of it ſelf, the Skin 
remains whole and ſound underneath : There bcing 


nothing more left to be protruded to thoſe Parts, 
or admit there be, it is either digeſted, or other 
wiſe deſtroyed and diffipated, and makes no long?! 


Aboad 
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Abroad upon the ſame, ſo as to turn to an Itch as 
formerly : By this prudent and neceſſary Patience 
only, faith our Author, I have known ſeveral Chil- 
dren reſtor'd to Health, and their former Beauty 
has quickly after return'd, whilſt the more impati- 
ent have loſt theirs, by applying Medicines dange- 
rous, becauſe unſeaſonable and uſeleſs. 

But however the Uſe of Topicks, or local Re- 
medies, are forbidden, proper Altcratives to con- 
temperate the hot and ſharp Humours are not; 
neither yet are ſuitable Purgations, at due Intervals, 
to abate or leſſen their Quantity. It will behove 
the Nurſe alſo, who ſuckles, to be careful how ſhe 
heats or inflames her Hlood, to be ſtrictly dieted 
and purged betwixt whiles; and it may be neceſ- 
ſary at ſome times to change the Milk for that which 
15 more agreeable. 

The Infant may be purged with Hr. de Cichor. 
cum Rheo, Syr. Viol. or the Roſ. ſolut. or if wean- 
ed, with a flight Infuſion of the Rad. Rhubarb. 
made in Ag. Lac. vel Ceraſ. Nigr. In the mean 
Time you may order the teſtaceous Powders, ſuch 
as the Ocul. Canc. Coral. rub. Margarit. pp. 

To a Child a Year and half, or two Years old, 
I have ſucceſsfully given two or three Grains. of 


| Calomel, with a little Sugar over Night, and pur- 


ged it off next Morning with Manna. Antim. 
Diaph. taken for ſome Time, has good Effect in 
theſe Breakings out; ſo like wiſe the Pulv. Milleped.

lomewhat farther advanced in Years. 

Theſe Things may be ſafely directed, with other 
contemperating and altcrative Remedies, taken No- 
tice of in our hapter aforegoing of the Itch; not 


forgetting bleeding with Leeches or Lancets, Iſſues 
and Bliſters, eſpecially if the Humour falling on 
the Lungs excites a Cough; or on other Parts of 


the 
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the nervous Syſtem, convulſive and epileptic Pa. 
roxyſims. 

bove all, let Nurſes be careful how they dry 
up the running behind Childrens Ears; but rather 
let them promote the ſame, if ſuddenly 1 
by a piece of the green Oil-Skin, apply'd Plaiſter- 
wiſe : For by theſe Places, as a common Emunctum; 
or Sink, are the Brain and nervous Syſtem purged 
of their Recrements; which miſſing this glandular 
Secretion, or Way of Separation, the ſame falls oſten 
back upon the Nerves, and as ſuddenly, almoſt, a; 
a Flaſh of Lightning, very frequently hurries theſe 
little Creatures out of the World, (of Life I mean) 
and leaves no Footſteps to be found after it; the th 
whole Affair being tranſacted by ſuch ſubtil Parti- h: 
cles as eſcape our Sight. 

There are ſeveral Sorts of theſe cutaneous Break- d 
ings out in young Children, to which the Ancients fe 
have given Names as beſt pleaſed them; ſuch as the ( 
Pſydracic, Phlyctænæ, Sudamina, Cc. in whoſe De- ( 
ſcription they differ oftentimes among themſelyes. 
By the Firſt is underſtood, according to Galen, Pu- 
ſtula quædam in ſummo, rubicunda, circa totum Cor- 
pus erumpens; altho' at other Times the ſame Galen 
underſtands thereby, Puſtula circa Album Oculi orta. 
Flaffenreffer, diſcourſing hereof, hath theſe Words: 
Inveniuntur etiam adhuc alig Puſtule paulo duriores 
ſubalbide, ex quibus quod exprimitur humidum eſt, 
P/ydracia appellata: Quæ nihil aliud nobis efſe vi- 
dentur quam Aﬀettus ille Infantulorum Lattantium, 
quem nonnulli ex Recentioribus Lacteam cruſtam vel 
Lactumina appellant. Manardus L. 7. Epiſt. 2. ab 
humore acri, ſalſo & mordaci, ex impuritate Laftis, 
eogue vitioſo, contracto. By the ſecond is conceiv'd a 
ſmall bladdery Puſtule raiſing upon the Scarf skin af 
ter the manner of thoſe excited by ſcalding- hot 
Water, from which the Name: Theſe * 
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light alſo upon the Tunica Cornea of the Eye; but 
enerally, according to Sennertus *, they riſe upon 


| the Thighs of Infants, and ſometimes all over their 


Bodies, yet ſeldom affect older Perſons. By the 
Third, ſmall Pimples of the Bigneſs of the Millet- 
Seed, exulcerating and fretting the outward Skin: 
This, faith the ſame Author, is an Eruption chiefly 


infeſting Infants and young Perſons of a hot Con- 


ſtitution, and in the Summer Scaſon, appearing a- 
bout the Neck, . Shoulders, Breaſt, Arms, and 
Thighs, but moſt frequently near the Anus and 
Pudenda (ibid). 

In the Cure of theſe and the like, the ſame Me- 
thod being principally to be obſerv'd, which we 
have before laid down, as to the correcting the ſharp 
Humours, and purging off the ſame, we ſhall nor 
detain our 2 any longer about them; but be- 
fore we finiſh this Chapter, lay down the ſame 
erh (very necdful to be obſerved) as in our laſt, 
(viz, | . 

That it is expedient we ſhould inform our ſelves 
of the true Cauſe of theſe break ings out; for if ve- 
nereal Puſtules contracted by ſucking of a pocky 
Nurſe, or brought hereditarily into the World from 
an infected Parent, ſhould be taken for the com- 
mon Scab, or red Gum, as the good Women call 
it, it muſt needs be very unlikely the poor Infant 
ſhould be better'd by any Medicines, unleſs thoſe 
which, having a peculiar Regard to the venereal 
Ferment the Blood is polluted with, are taken from 
the common ſpecific and mercurial Remedies. 

Now after all that has been faid againſt the out- 
ward Application to the Scab, we are not to think 
that there is no Time when we may more ſecurely 
apply Things to the itchy Parts, by which the ſaid 
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Scab may be either ripen'd or looſned, and the 
Humours underneath more freely breathed forth; 
eſpecially when uſed towards the Declenſion f 
the Diſcaſe, or when no more freſh Matter is ſup- 
ply'd out of the Blood: As to which hoy: 
ever it muſt be obſery'd, that we ſingle out ſuch 
Medicaments as neither repel nor draw, but only 
ſoften the Scab, cleanſe the Skin, and gently heil 
the Ulceration left behind. 

A Young Infant, about three Quarters old, whe- 
ther by impure Milk from an hireling Nurſe, or 
impure a Blood tranſmitted from the Parent whilſt 
in the Womb, ſeemed uncertain; being miſerably 
broke out with large Puſtules, almoſt univerſally 
from the Head to the Feet, but more eſpecially on 
the Buttocks and Thighs, was ſo lamentably har- 
raſt Night and Day, between Smart and Itch, that 
for want of Reſt it was pined almoſt to a Skeleton, 

I was at firſt apprehenſive the poor Child might 
have contracted a Lues of the venereal Kind, from 
one or t'other, yet could not find ſo far as I durli 
enquire, that either, tho' otherwiſe irregular in 
their Way of Living, were diſeaſed: Beſides, upon 
farther View, the Nature of the Eruptions differ'd, 
the Puſtules, inſtead of growing Yellow with 1 
dry, cruſty and ſerpiginous Scab, riſing to a Head, 
and maturating like the common inflammatory ones; 
after which diſappearing, freſh ones would ſtil 
ariſe, cither in the ſame or other Places, being in 
thoſe Parts farther fretted by the Urine, and oc- 
caſioning on the Buttocks and Thighs as it were 
one continued Ulceration. 

In order to correct the Humours, J adviſed that 
the Infant ſhould be immediately weaned, and fed 
with the common Panada, which, whatever the 
Milk might do, I was ſure would produce a more 
ſimple and inoffenſive Chile; purging between 


whiles, as the Age and Strength would allow, wil 
the 
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the Syr. de Cichor. cum Rheo. In the Intervals of 
purging I order'd fix Grains of the #7hiops Min. 
to be given in a ſpoonful of the Syr. e ſuc. Fumar. 
Night and Morning, the excoriated Parts being dreſt 
with my Cerate, by which the ſharp Humour be- 
ing thus corrected, gradually dying away, the 
Child grew ealy : I then order'd an ſe to be cut 
in the Arm, the Fleſh being recruited, which is 
{till continued, nor has the ſaid Humour appeared 
ſince, now two Years paſt.

Of the Herpes. h 


HE Herpes (by the Greeks Lern aro TS 
terav @ ſerpends dict. from its ſpreadin 
5 and creeping Nature) is a choleric Pul: 
tile breaking forth of the Skin diverſe- 
ly, and accordingly receiving a diverſe 
R TIRE 13 
they a ngle, as they do often in the 
Face, hay alle wich 1 Top and inflamed Baſe; 
aud having diſcharg'd a Drop of Matter they con- 
tan, the Redneſs and Pain go off, and they dry 
away of themſelves. 
There is another Sort partaking of greater Cor- 
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| rolion and Malignity, ariſing ſeveral of them in a 
round Ring, as it were, with Smart and ſometimes 


eat Itching : This being uſually termed Serpigo, 


| y the common People a Tetter or Ringworm : 
Some of the Ancients call this and the following 


Vermis repens & mordicans, Formica Miliaris, or (as 
Mr. Wiſeman) ambulativa : By Celſus, Ignis Sacer, 
G 3 altho* 
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altho' by this latter I rather think is meant the Ey. 
fipelas, an Offspring of the ſame choleric Humour. 

The Tetter is a ſmall Cluſter of Puſtules, ſeiſing 
the Face, Hands, or other Parts of a rebellious, 
and ſometimes obſtinate Nature, eating in the Skin 
and ſpreading its Taint frequently to a larger Com- 
paſs, forſaking the old Place, and ſeiſing the adja- 
cent Parts. It neither matters, nor comes to Di- 
geſtion; but being rubbed, will ſometimes gleet 
a thin ſharp Water, tho” oftner not, only exciti 
Smart, Heat and Itching of the Place it affedts, 
to the Patient's great Diſturbance, and from its 
Continuance, Trouble and Vexation. 

There is another Species of this Diſeaſe, appear- 
ing in larger Heaps of ſmall Puſtules, upon ſever 
Parts of the Body; as the Neck, Breaſt, Loin, 
Hips and Thighs; theſe are uſually attended with a 
light Fever, and Inflammation round about, and 
riſing up with white mattery Heads, there ſucceeds: 
ſmall round Scab, reſembling the Millet-ſeed, from 
which the Diſeaſe it {elf hath borrow'd the Name 
of Herpes Miliaris, being the ſame with that oy 
People call the Shingles. 

Again there 1s 5 another Sort, which from its 
greater Degree of Virulency and Corroſion, is by 
the Greeks termed Eę un T νν , quod celeritn 
ſer pendo, totam Cutem exulcerat : It is uſually known 
by the Name of Herpes exedens vel depaſcens; but 
this latter more properly belonging to a Diſcourſe 
of Ulcers, leaving the fame to be met with in Chi- 
1 Writers *, we ſhall ſpeak to the other 
three. 

The ſimple choleric Puſtule which ariſeth com- 
monly in the Face, requires little Help from Medi 
cine; for tho? it burn, ſmart, or itch for a Day oi 


S 
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two, yet riſing of it ſelf to a Head, it ſoon dries 
and vaniſheth away. 

The Serpigo, Tetter or Ring-worm, is a Diſeaſe 
creating greater Trouble, and ſometimes much Dif- 
ficulty to exterminate; nay after it appears dead, 
it will ſprout again at certain Seaſons 3 the Year, 
disfiguring the Hands and Face, and ſtanding out 
againſt Medicines apply'd of ſundry Kinds. 

In the Beginning, before the Uſe of Topicks, 
altho* bleeding is of ſome condemn'd, yet purging 
is approv'd of all, eſpecially with the 8 
Medicines, and thoſe frequently repeated; which 
not ſucceeding, we as have recourſe to Mercu- 
rials, eſpecially if there be the leaſt Suſpicion of 
ay venereal 'Taint in the Blood, from an old In- 

ion. Having remoy'd the Cacochymy, we may 
venture upon Topicks, ſome of which, as recom- 
mended by good Authors, I ſhall here ſet down, 
together with my own Experiments. 

Ambroſe Parey * after general Evacuation pre- 
ſcribes the following.

merates are theſe, Ung. Agypt. fuſcum Diapomph. 


e Plumbo, de Minio, Gryſeum, de Ranis cum Mer- 


curio. 

Among Remedies alſo for this Malady, the com- 
mon People make uſe of Ink, which by reaſon of 
its Compoſition, very probably may ſucceed well. 
In ſome Cafes of extraordinary Virulency and 
ſpreading Corroſion, ſome have adventur'd Lohtly 
to touch the Parts with Aguafortis, or Oil of Vi- 
triol, which has given a Check to the Increaſe, 
when others leſs effectual could do nothing: But 
theſe are by no means to be uſed unleſs with great 
Caution and artful Prudence.

A young Gentlewoman long troubled with a 


| Serpigo on her Arm, eſpecially towards the Summer 


Solſtice, had uſed many Remedies ineffectually: 
Having gone through a Courſe of the teſtaceous 


Powders, with ſome other temperate Antiſcorbu- 


tics, Decoctions of the Woods, alſo medicated 
W hey 
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Whey all the Summer long: Whom after I ha 
purged two or three Times with Calomel, ſhe went 
down to Epſom for the Waters, taking with her 
a Pot of the following Liniment, which ſhe ry. 
bed upon the Part every Night at Bed-time, ang 
after about a Fortnight, it dry'd away, having ne. 
ver yetreturn'd, altho' ſome Years ſince.

A Gentlewoman had been ſometime infeſted with 
a Tetter under her Chin, unto whom (having pur- 
ged her well bcfore-hand, and making flow Pro- 
greſs with the Liniment above mention'd) I gave 
ittle Vial of the Lac Sublimat. mention'd in the 
Chapter of the Itch, which quickly checkt the 
Malignity and intirely freed her. 

A Relation of the ſame Perſon's, over-run with 
a Serpigo on her Knuckles, and ſpreading to the 
Back of one of her Hands, being mindful to make 
an Experiment, carry'd the Vial, unknown to me, 
to her Apothecary, and asked him if he could not 
prepare of the ſame for her: Gueſſing right at the 
Medicine, he furniſht her Here, Tos over- pro- 
portioning the Sublimate, upon the firſt uſing of 
it, having ſoundly bathed the Parts, before the 
next Day a violent Fluxion fell down upon the 
whole Arm, with great Inflammation and Veſicati- 
ons upon the Parts ſhe had bathed ; obſerving which, 
the ſent in great Haſte for me, and when I came, 
ſthe told me her Apothecary had poiſon'd her by a 
Miſtake in the Medicine; and excus'd her felt in 
not having firſt of all apply'd her ſelf to me. J 
perceiv'd how it was, and comforted her with 
Hopes, that altho' ſhe might go through ſome 
Pain, from the Excoriation, yet I hop'd we ſhou'd 
{ſecure her from further Danger: And thereupon 
applying Lenients, after I had ſnipt the Bladders, 
I embrocated the whole Arm with Ol. * ” 
| * 
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plying an Anodyne Cataplaſm of white Bread and 
Milk, with ſome Unguent. Sambucinum mixt there- 
in: The next Day the Tumour ſomewhat ſubſided. 
[let her Blood and gave her a gentle Purge upon its 
Declenſion, leaving off the Cataplaſm in two or three 
Days, I anointed only with Unguent. Sambucin. and 
healed the Excoriations with my Ceratum de Lapide 
Calaminari, of which ſhall ſay more hereafter. 

She did indeed undergo much Pain, which threw 
her into a Fever; but the Symptoms going off, and 
the Parts all healed, ſhe had this for her Recom- 

nce, that her Diſtemper was quite vanquiſſit, 
8 never returnꝰd ſince: And thus much for the 
Tetter or Ring- worm, as to the Cure whereof tis 
neceſſary to be noted, that whilſt theſe ſharp and 
drying Medicines are apply'd to kill and deſtroy 
them, others more mild and ſoftening are, between 
whiles, to be uſed to the Skin, to keep it ſupple or 
pliable, and to heal the Excoriation. 

Thoſe Miliary Eruptions which go by the Name 
of Shingles, are to be ſome what differently treated, 
as not bearing ſuch ſharp and exiccating Applicati- 
ons: Greater Care is likewiſe to be taken before 
the Application of Topicks, to ſee that the bilious 
Cacochymy is purged off, the ſharp Humours con- 
temperated, and the noble Parts ſecur'd from the 
Recrements of the ſame, or from the ſtriking in of 
that which ſeems already coming forth of the Skin, 
but happening to be reſorb'd by the Capillar Veſ- 
ſels, is ſometimes returned into the Blood. 

The internal Preſcriptions for this Purpoſe, are 
the ſame with thoſe for the Ery/ipelas, to be treat- 
ed of in the next Chapter. 

When the Puſtules are all out and ripened, the 
Heads of them may be ſnipt with a Pair of fine 
Sciſſars, and the Humours ſuckt up with a fine ſoft 
Rag, to prevent farther Eroſion: After which a Ce- 
rate of Ga and Wax may beapply'd over the Rug 
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and kept on with Bandage, to prevent the Puſtuleʒ 
ſticking to the dry Linen: And in the more De- 
clenſion, Ung. Diapompholygos, de Minio, de Cale, 
Album Camph. altho' the two laſt from their great 
Refrigeration are ſomewhat to be ſuſpected : My 
Cerat. de Lap. Calam. I prefer to any of them, be- 
ing moderately digeſting, and healing at the ſame 
Time. 

Some Authors have delivered a Prognoſtic from 
which the Vulgar have borrow'd the Hint, that 
when the Diſeaſe is got round the Body, it proves 
mortal: The contrary of which I have obſerved 
more than once, who meaſure the Danger more 
by the Malignity of the Humour, and its retro- 
ceding, than by the Number of the Puſtules, or 
their Site and Poſition to the Parts of the Body. 

A Merchant's Man, after freer drinking over WW 
Night than uſual, complain'd next Day of a Smart: WE b 
and Tingling upon one of his Shoulders, which 
neglecting for a Day or two, and going to ſhift fo 
himſelf he found his Linen to ſtick in ſome 


Places, and having got it off, perceiv'd it ſtaind WW FE 
with a certain Humour, and wetted alſo with the in 
ſame. The Itching, Smart and Burning increaſing, u 


and beginning to ſtretch it ſelf to other Parts of WW x 
the Back, I was ſent for, and perceiv'd a large 
Cluſter of Puſtules, ſome of them already burſt and 
drying up with a Scab; whilſt in others the Skin 
Was chick ſet with Pimples of the ſame Kind, ari- p 
ſing near unto: I clipt off the Heads of thoſe that g 
were full of Matter, and whilſt a Servant went to 
his Apothecary for a Gally-Pot of Diapomphol. I W « 
let him Blood, and after dreſſed the Parts with W þ 
ſome of the fame ſpread on a Rag, and apphyd Þ j 
plaiſter- wiſe: Next Day I purged him with the 
common Potion of Rhubarb, Sena, Tamarind: 
Sal Tart. &c. and other Days he took zij. of 
Crem.

— Humours in the Veins, ſeparable from 
7 EH! T RS} cach other, to which, giving the 
0 Jo Names of Blood, Phlegm, Choler and 


— Melancholy, they aſcribed to each a 
ſeparate Tumour z to the firſt, the Phlegmon or In- 
flammation: To the ſecond, Odema To the third, 
Eryſipelas : And to the fourth, Cancer. Again, as 
they hapned to be diverſely mixt, they denomina- 
ted them accordingly z always giving Preference to 
the predominant Humour: Thus if Blood preſided 
over Choler, there aroſe the Phlegmon Eryſipelatodes : 
lf Choler over Blood, Eryſipelas Phlegmonodes; and 
0- {Wo of the reſt. 
uh The Moderns, on the other Hand, look upon 
the Blood (made up of Lymph and Globules) in 
to {Wits natural State to be as it were one homogene 
or! balſamic Fluid, continually circulating round the 
Body for the Support of Life, or Nouriſhment of 
I WW che vital Flame; from which however, by Means 
of the ſeyeral Colatures of the Glands, diverſe Jui- 
ces are perpetually ſecreted; the Chief of which 
are the Salival, Pancreatic and Bilious; from the 
Diſorders and depraved Mixtures of which (ac- 
cording to the celebrated De Le Boe Sylvius) moſt 


of our Diſeaſes happen to ariſe, and upon which 


| Triumvirate, he generally lays the Blame. 

The Chymiſts cry out upon the Sulphurs and 

| Salts of the ſaid Maſs, unequally blended, or ſome 

| tow degenerated ; thus from the latter, vitiated or 
having 
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having contracted a muriatic, acid, or lixivious Ta 
they deduce the Scurvy, Scab, Leproſy, Cancer,

Fever, or that inteſtine Motion of the Blood, hy 
which great Endeavours are uſed to throw off th 
Enemy; and by which Niſus, the offending Mu.

The Eryfipelas, by which we underſtand the 
ſame with the St. Anthony's Fire, may be defind: 
preternatural Affection of the Skin, taking Rik 
from a bilious Efferveſcence of the Blood, throy- 
ing forth thoſe Particles which are no longer fit to 
be aſſimilated, to the Surface of the Skin; ther 
producing a {mall Tumour and Tenſion upon the 
Part, accompany'd with Fever, Heat, pricking 
Pain, with a Redneſs inclining to Yellow : Which 
preſently recedes upon a gentle Impreſſion of the 
Finger, and as quickly returns after the ſame 
removed. It is named by ſome Authors Roz, 
from its Colour; by the Latins, Ignis Sacer, and 
Ignis Sanfi Antonij, for which probably the Legend 
is the beſt Expoſitor. 

But leaving the Name, tis on all Sides agreed to 
be produced of Choler or Blood mixt therewith, 
the tormer being the true and exquiſite, the latte! 
{purious and counterfeit. 

It differs from the Phlegmon or common Inflam- 
mation in its yellower Colour, greater Heat and 
Pricking, with leſs of Tumefaction and Pull 
tion. 

Altho' this Diſeaſe may happen to all Parts 0 
the Body, yet moſt uſually it aflails the Face: Po 
ſibly from the Pores being ſtraiter in theſe Par

Thus much for the Deſcription and Diagnoſtics. 


For what concerns the Prognoſtic, this Diſeaſe is ne- 


ver abſolutely void of Danger, eſpecially affecting 
the Head 1 Face, on Account of its Nearneſs to, 
and the Hazard of falling back upon the Brain and 
Nerves: Eſpecially if great Care be not taken to 
revent the ſame; for according to the Aphoriſm 
of the Divine old Man, Ery/ipelas foras quidem in- 
troverti, malum: [nts vero foras, bonum. And 
truly the Diſeaſe is never to be made light of, be- 
ing commonly attended with Sickneſs, Shiverings 
and light Rigours, as in other malignant Fevers, 
of which it is a leſſer Species. 

The Cure conſiſts in regular Diet, proper Phar- 
macy, and ſome Help alſo from Surgery. 

The Diet is tv be moderately cooling and moi- 
ſtening, Barley-gruel, W ater-gruel, a ſmall Chicken- 
Broth : The Drink, Sack-whey, Milk and Water 
boil'd together, Almond Milk, or Emulſions of 
the cold Seeds, unleſs in great Malignity where 
warmer Drinks muſt be allow'd, to {ecurc the Hart 
from being oppreſs'd by the fame: However the 
Patient muſt abſtain from Fleſh, ſtrong Drinks, 
Spices and Pickles, or whatever may exaſperate

The fame Diet alſo, viz. cooling and moiſtening, 
are here neceſſary ; likewiſe Bleeding and lenient 
Purgation. ; 

As to local Medicines, we muſt obſerve, that in 
the common Inflammation, the ſame are to differ 
according to the differing Times of its Acceſs or 
Appearance; thus in the Beginning, thoſe which 
repel; (unleſs in the Caſes excepted before) after 
which to the State and Declenſion, ſuch a 
withal partake of a diſcutient Quality. Again, as 
to this Mixture of Aſtringents with Diſcutients, it 
mult alſo be noted, that the firſt are to exceed the 
laſt, generally ſpeaking, through the whole Courlc 
of their Application.

CHAP. VII.

E ſhall not think our ſelves oblig'd to 


Tr write any large Account of this Diſtem- 


per, whoſe Deſcription and Method of 
Cure (either of the diſtinct or conflu- 
— ent Kind) are already ſo accurately laid 
down and handled by our modern Hippocrates, the 
judicious Sydenham; to whoſe Works we can do 
no leſs than recommend our Reader. 

As a cutaneous Diſeaſe, it falls indeed under our 
Cognizance, with Regard to the Exanthemata or 
puſtulary Eruptions, which of what Kind or Na- 
ture ſoever, or howſoever they may appcar, are lit- 
tle, if at all, furthered by local Medicine; nor 
ought they to be meddled with till they have paſſed 
their ſeyeral Stages. 

In relation to this Malady, the ingenious Dr. 
Drake diſcourſeth thus T. BY 

That the Small-Pox not having its Foundati- 
* on in any permanent, habitual Indifpoſition, ei- 
* ther of the Climate, or Body, has its Period 
* within a limited Time, ſufficient to extrude the 
* peccant Matter through the Pores of the Skin : 
For in this Diſeaſe, the ſalt Serum of the Blood, 
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* See our Art of Surgery, Vol. 1 p. 11. + Anthropol. Nova. 
Vol. 1. Book 1. S F ' 
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ce being by an accidental Fever (ariſing from other 
© Cauies than the conſtant Habit of the Body, or 
c the Diſpoſition of the Climate) thrown in gre: 
& Quantities upon the Glazds of the Skin, at 
ce much after the ſame Manner, with the corroſiye 
6 Matter of the Lepra Arabum; that is, it fress 
« the Cuticle, and Surface of the Skin, much ss 
ce the other does: But when the Blood is fully de- 
“ {pumated, and no freſh extraordinary Supply i; 
ce ſent to theſe Parts, the Scabs dry and fall off, 
& and the Skin recovers its former State, except 
& that the E/chars of theſe Ulcers, which were 
cc then raiſed, generally remain viſible ever after. 
« Yet ſometimes the Matter being not fo corroſive, 
& nor very plentiful, the Impreſſions it leaves are 
& ſo light, that the new Cuticle, that ſupervencs 
« after, is {ſufficient to obliterate them. Thus the 
« Caule ceaſing, the Effect does fo likewiſe. 

If rherefore, ſaith he, any Body ſhould call 
« the Small-Pox a temporal critical Lepra, coming 
upon an extraordinary Occaſion, I ſee no reaſon 
ce to impugn his Notion; and tho' the Treatment 
& be, and ought to be different, it is becauſe more 
« Reſpect is had to the internal accidental Cauſe, 
“than to the external Symptoms, and their Effects 
upon the Skin. 

Whether this Diſeaſe was known to the Anci- 
ents, is warmly controverted; and the Difference 
ſeems to be at length concluded in the Affirmative, 
againſt the ſeveral Opponents, as may be ſeen in 
Jacut. Luſitanus, as allo in Sennertus, treating ot 
the ſaid Malady; which indecd confidering the | 
Cauſe generally ſuppoſed, can ſcarce be otherwile; 
which is reckon'd to be hereditarily tranſmitted 
from the Parent to the Child, by means of the men- 
ſtrual Blood, which is commonly look'd on as the 
material Cauſe, brought into Act by ſome hidden 
Conſtitution or peculiar Diatheſis of the Air, 55 
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netary Influence, Irregularities in ſome of the Non- 
naturals, or perhaps all together. 

The Diſpoſition, faith V illis , which inclines 
human Kind to this Diſeaſe, ſeems to be a certain 
evil Impurity of the Blood conceiv'd in the Womb, 
amongit rhe firſt Rudiments of Generation: Al- 
moſt all would have this aſcribed to the menſtruous 
Blood; which Opinion ſeems not altagether im- 
probable, becauſe in a Woman's Womb (other- 
wiſe than in molt other living Creatures) there is 
generated a certain Ferment. which being commu- 
nicated to the Mats of Blood, affords to it Vigour 
and Spirit, and at ſet Periods procures a Swelliag 
up and an Excretion of what is ſuperfluous: But 
at the Time of Conception, when the Menſtrua 
wholly ccaſe, very much of this Ferment is beftow*d 
upon the Fœtus or Child; and its Particles being 
heterogeneous to all the reſt, as ſomething extranc- 
ous, are yet confuſed with the Maſs of Blood and 
Humours, which being thus involved, lurk or lie 
hid ſometimes for a long while; yet after ſtirred 
up or moved by ſome evident Cauſe, as any peculi- 
ar Conſtitution forwarding the ſame, they ferment 
with the Blood, inducing firſt an Ebullition and 
Coagulation, or rather (as Sydenbam expreſſeth it) 
a Delpumation, from whence the Symptoms of the 
Diſcaſe ariſe. 

Thoſe who cannot acquieſce with this Account, 
but deny all Ferments whatſoever or whereſocver 
placed, may pleaſe themſelves with ſome latter I- 
potheſes; particularly as ro the menſtrual Purgati- 
on, if what the learned Charlton formerly advan- 
cd does not ſatisfie, let them peruſe what the 
ingenious Dr. Veind has ſince offer'd to the World 
upon that Subject, whilſt we go on a little farther. 
with our Author before quoted, in his Sentiments 
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of that other Eruption, our People call the Meaſs, | 


which are (that I may uſe his Words, altho' in ano- 
ther, I mean our Erg/i/b, Tongue) ſo much of Kin 
to the former, that with the greater Number of 
Authors, they have not deſerved to be handled a. 
part from them, but that either Diſtemper have 
been uſually treated of together after the like Man- 
ner and Method: The Eſſence or Cure differing 
at leaſt accidentally, or as they are greater or leſſer; 
becauſe in the Meaſles the Whelks riſe not up to 
ſo great a Bulk, nor are they ſuppurated; where- 
fore the Sickneſs is ſooner ended, and with leſs Dan- 
ger uſually. 

This Diſtemper is wont moſtly to ſpread upon 
Children, more rarely amongſt thoſe of Years or 
old People: Allo thoſe who have firſt of all had 
the Small-Pox, are not after ſo obnox1ous to the 
Meaſles; but in moſt Things the Diſtempers are of 
Kin, to wit, the Evil being contracted in the Womb, 
diſpoſes Mankind only, and thoſe but once to either 
Diſtemper; ſuch as a malign Conſtitution of the 
Air, and ſometimes a Surfeit, bringing the hidden 
Diſpoſition into Act; there are uſually preſent cer- 
tain Marks of Malignity, and the Sickneſs often- 
_ becomes epidemical with contagious Morta- 
ITY. 

50 that it ſeems the Meaſles are a certain lighter 
flowering of an extrancous Ferment, by which 
ſome Particles being ſtirred up into Motion, make 
the Blood lightly to grow hot, and to be a little 
coagulated; wherefore the Marks from hence do 
ſpread abroad and diſſipate, without any breaking ot 
the Cuticula, or outward Skin, by Evaporation only, 
whilſt the Snall-Pox are a more full and ſtrong 
Agitation, according to all the Particles of the fame 
Ferment, which cauſing a great Ebullition and Co- 
agulation of the Blood, produces far more full Puſ- 
tules, and greater in Bulk, and no otherwiſe to be 
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diſperſed than by Suppuration, or turning into Mat- 


ter. 

When the Small-Pox precede, they are not only 
exempt from the ſame Diſeaſe any more, but for the 
molt Part alſo from the Meaſles; becauſe theſe lat- 
ter conſuming only ſome Parts of the ſaid Ferment, 
leave ſtill a Diſpoſition to the Small-Pox : Where- 
fore it is obſervable, that old Men, or thoſe ad- 
vanc'd in Years, are not ſo readily infected with 
the Meaſles, becauſe they are either freed from the 
Contagion, by having before had the Small- Pox, 
or elſe the Infection of this more light Diſcaſe is 
eaſily reſiſted by their more ſtrong Spirits. 

Our Anatomiſt before mention'd has invented 
another Explication, which is, as he thinks, better 
able to ſolve this Problem, that the Diſeaſe invades 
but once, which I ſhall give you here in his own 
Words. 

„Why the Small-Pox ſeldom viſits any Perſon 
more than once in his whole Life time, has been 
* much agitated with very little Succeſs: And 
© therefore, faith he, if I ſucceed in my Attempt 
* to reſolve it, no better than others have done 
before me, I ſhall not think it any loſs of Re- 
* putation, but ſhall freely wiſh others more hap- 
* py in theirs, when they undertake to reform 
* my Notion. 

I conceive therefore that the Alteration made 
in the Skin by the Small-Pox, at whatever Age 
* 1t comes, is the true Reaſon why that Diſtem- 
per never comes again: For the Diſtention which 
* the Glands and Pores of the Skin ſuffer at that 
Time is ſo great, that they ſcarce ever recover 
their Tone again, ſo as to be able any more to 


g arreſt the Matter in its Courſe outwards, long 
: enough or in ſuch Quantity, as to create theſe 
Fg ulcerous Puſtules, which are the very Diagnoſſicts 
© of the Small-Pox: For through the tame fe- 
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veriſh Diſpoſition ſhould, and may again ariſe in 
the Blood, yet the Paſlages through the Skin 
being more tree and open, the Matter will ne- 
ver be ſtopt lo there as to make that Appearance, 
from whence we denominate the Shi P. 
& Accordingly we generally obſerve, that in thoſe 
Perſons who have been ſeverely handled by the 
Small-Pox, the Face (which is generally the ful 
leſt from the Obſtruction, which the Matter 
meets with, on the Account of the greater Con- 
ſtipation of the Pores of the Culicle, by reafon 
of its being conſtantly expoſed to the Air) fel- 
dom returns to its former Dimenſions. This En- 
largement, I think, is to be accounted for from 
the Dilatation of the Aeolæ of the Glands and 
Pores of the Skin, and not from any Augmen- 
tation of the Subſtance it ſelf. | 
LJ am the rather (continues he) confirm'd in 
this Opinion, from the Obſeryation that N 
and others, that attend clolely upon the Perſon 
of thoſe ſick of this Diſeaſe, are frequently |» 
far affected with the ſame, as to feel ſome very 
light Diſorder, with or without that Warning, 
to have two or three Eruptions. That it comes 
to no more I attribute to the free Courſe which 
the Matter has through the Pores of the Skin: 
With this alſo agrees the conſtant Obſervation, 
that People of coarſe grain'd Skins, in whom the 
Pores are largeſt, are moſt favourably treated by 
this Diſtemper, which likewiſe conſtantly leaves 
fine Skins much coarſer than it found them. 
« What has been ſaid of the Small-Pox, wil 
ſuffice to ſolve the Phenomena of the Meaſies, 
Scarlet Fever and Eryſipelatous Inflammation, 
which differ only in Degree or Occaſion. 
& This Courſe and Effect of theſe ſalt ſerous 
Humours, are likewiſe applicable to the lic 
and other cutaneous Eruptions, which we 1 
65 deſigning 
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« deſigning a formal Treatiſe of here, leave others 
« to apply as they ſee Occaſion, which it will be 
« caſy for them to do. Fes; 
But to deal now impartially with this Gentle- 
man's Zrypothefis, I can by no means think it will 
ſatisfy our Doubts in this Affair, nor can I ſee how 
upon this Foundation, it ſhould come to pals that 
the fame Perſon ſhould have the Scarlet Fever or 
Eryfipelas, on the fame Parts twice: Or how that 
common Diſeaſe, the Itch, ſhould afflict the fame 
Perſon who had labour'd therewith formerly; ſince 
in ſome, at leaſt, of thele, we have as great Diſ- 
tention of the Glandaules and Pores of the Skin, as 
in the other: Beſides in a mild Pock, where there 
i little or no Diſturbance in the Blood, neither yet 
Diſtention of the outer Parts, or their Tone any 
ways alter'd, only {ſome few of the Exanthemata 


dſpers'd lightly on the Surface of the Body, we 


might reaſonably expect that ſuch like mild Erup- 


tions would be no Bar to the ſame Diſtemper again 
ſeiſing on the ſame Perſon, which yet we find ve- 
ry rarely, if ever, happens. 

As to the Cuticle or Skin it ſelf, in its Paſſages 
being more free and open after the Diſtemper, and 
conſequently better fitted to let go the morbid Par- 
ticles, in Caſe the ſame or like teveriſh Ebullition 
ſhould be raiſed in the Blood, I fear that this will 
ſcarce agree with Obſervation : Since the Malady 
it ſelf, eſpecially the worſt ſort, is ſo apt to harden 
thoſe Parts by the Cicatrices, or Seams frequently 
left behind, that inſtead of rendring them more 
pliable, they become more denſe, and in a manncr 
horny, denying Paſſage to any Humours that hap- 
pen after to be lodge d thereunder. 

Leaving therefore this Problem where we took 
it up, and conteſſing our own Ignorance of the 
Phenomenon, we cannot think however, but that 
there is ſomewhat more e/ential in the ctancous 


Diſeaſes, 
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Diſeaſes, than merely Conformation of the Parts | 
the Cutis and Cuticula, whether in reſpect to the 
Glandules or Pores thereof: And altho' theſe hay. 
pen to be more looſe and open, or more compg 
and conſtipated, 3 will the varolous Fever not 
only ſegregate a different Sort of Particles from 
the Boſom of the Blood thus polluted and ferment- 
ing, from thoſe of the Morbillous or Scarlatine, but 
alſo appear in their ſeveral diſtinct Charaeriſticson 
the outward Parts. 

We have before remark'd, that both theſe Di- 
tempers have been by the Greeks termed itavl;uury, 
vel ix0vuara, ab ttaviim effloreſco, quod ab d 
Flos; under which Appellation they comprehend 
alſo other cutaneous Eruptions. The Latin Authors 
mention them under thoſe of Puſtule & Papulz, 
of later Years, HFarioſe, quaſi parvi Vari, or % 
others, Quod cutem varient; this Name has been 
apply'd promiſcuouſly by ſome to both Diſtempen, 
till afterwards the Meaſles recciv'd that of Ala. 
billi, quaſi parvi Morbi, vel parvorum Morbi, & 
chiefly afflicting Children: Others, among whon 
Sennertus, Quaſi parva Peſiis : Il Morbo among the 
{talians, implying the fame with Peſtis; and thus 
much for the Hiſtorical Part of theſe Diſcafes, in 
which, as we have before noted, outward Applict 
tion may do much Harm, but little Service. 

To preſerve the Face, faith Riverius *, ſome 
waſh it with Roſe-water, or ſome other more aſtrin- 
gent; which I can by no means approve, becauk 
the greater Share of the Impurities is driven to 1h 
by Reaſon its Skin is lax and ſoft, and fo fitteſt to 
receive the Excrements thrown forth of the Blood: 
Wherefore if the ſaid Corruption naturally fe: 
hither, ſhould by any Means be repelled or drive 
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back into the Blood, and there retained, it muſt 
doubtleſs be miſchievous, and perhaps deſtructive 
by being put aſide its natural Tendency. 

Nor muſt I omit, faith he, what ſeveral teach, 
that the Small-Pox when they are brought to Ma- 
turity, muſt be pricked with a Golden or Silver 
Needle, left the Pus abiding longer, ſhould leave 
Scars upon the Parts; which nevertheleſs is now in 


a Manner out of Uſe, ſince Experience has ſhewn 


that the Small-Pox when prickt, are cured more 
ſlowly, and keep the Scabs longer on, by reaſon of 
the Weakneſs of the Heat thus diminiſht by let- 
ting out the Matter, whereby fouler Scars are left 
by much, than if they had been left to themſelves. 
This Practice (how pernicious ſoever it hath been 
found ſince) was recommended by Avicenna and 
the greater Part of the Arabians, who ſo ſoon as 
the Puſtules turned white, order them to be prickt 
with the Needle, as we may read in Mercurialis, 
who highly diſapproves the Cuſtom as both 'need- 
leſs and very troubleſome : The latter, becauſe ar 
this Time the Patients are grievouſly tormented : 
The former, becauſe it is agreed and certain they 
mult not be prickt *till they are turned white, at 
which time 'tis clear the Humour has done all the 
Hurt it can: For when the Whitencſs appears, the 
utrid Heat abates as well as the Corroſion : 
herefore 'tis much better to abſtain from this ri- 
diculous and miſchievous Operation, as among us 
has deſeryedly been laid afide long ſince, unleſs in 
Caſes of extraordinary Malignity, where there ariſe 
PhyReng inſtead of, or interſperſt with, the other 
Puſtules, full of a virulent and corroding Sanies, 
which ought to be let out, and the Parts under- 
| neath defended from a Necroſis or Mortification, 


lometimes occaſion'd by the malign Nature of the 
Humour, 
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Another Practice to get quickly rid of this Dif. 
temper, and haſten the drying away of the Pu 
tules, was that the Arabiaus called Salting, the 
Mannner of which you may find mentioned by 
Bonet. 

Mercurialis, when they come not kindly to Sup- 
puration, or ripen not faſt enough, propoſes the 
touching of them with a ſoft Rag, or a Piece of 
Cotton dipt in a Decoction of Figs and Mallows, 
which being apply'd warm, will (he faith) both 
aſſwage Pain and haſten Maturation. 

Fromanus* takes Notice of a Way to preſerve 
the Face, which is by holding the Feet over the 
Steam of a Decoction of ſome of the emollient 
Herbs, at the Appearance of the Diſcaſe, by which, 
Revulſion is made of the fermenting Blood to the 
lower Parts: For the Fect and Legs will not only 
be heated by the Vapour, but ſoften'd likewiſe, and 
their Veſſels dilated, by which Means having great 
Store of Blood gathered to them, there will be 


conſequently leſſer Quantity of the ebullient Blood 


carried to the upper Parts. 

Of Kin to this Experiment for the Preſervation 
of the Face, is that taken Notice of by F. de |: 
Boe Sylv. F (viz.) dipping the Feet in warm Cow's 
Milk, when firſt the Small-Pox begin to come 
out: Which tho' it want not abe, in our Au- 
thor's Words, yet it cannot be done without great 
Detriment to the lower Parts, on Account ot the 
Humours flowing down thus plentifully upon 
them. . 

But indeed all theſe Projects, whether of repel- 
ling from the Face by cold Reſtringents, or draw- 
ing to the Fect by the Heat of Steams or Bath, arc

Not only for the Reaſons given, but for that when

the great Work begun, encreaſe the putrid Hear of 
the Fever, and render the ſame malignant and mor- 
tal, which had been otherwiſe benign and mild, and 
accompany'd alſo with a ſalutary Crilis. 

The fatal Initances of theſe Kinds of Tamper- 
ings are frequently to be met withal. About three 
Years ſince, when this Diſcaſe was more than uſu— | 
ally Epidemical among us here at London, I knew A 
young Gentlewoman whole Death was juſtly im- = 
putable to the wearing a Deſenſative upon her 
Face, in the Nature of a Mask, for the ſecuring 
her Beauty, which would have been ſadly recom- 
penſed (had ſhe lived) by the Loſs of Sight in 
both her Eyes, the Pupil of each of which being 
cover'd by a large Puitule, but the reſt of them 
hinder'd in their Eruption upon the other Part of 
the Face, by the Coldneſs and Stipticity of the Ap- 
plication binding up the Pores, tell back upon the 
Præcordia and deſtroy'd the Patient, in ſpight of 
the beſt Helps uſed after for her Recovery. 

A Beautiful Noble Woman, recorded by Borel- 
lus *, being likely to be much dishgur'd by the 
Hnall-Pox, was defirous to have a Remedy that 
might either prevent or get out the Marks : To 
comply with her Requelt, an imprudent Phy fician 
orders a certain cold Cataplaſm, by which the Re- | 
mains of the Diſeaſe being driven in upon the Brain, 
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ſhe ſoon receiy'd her Death inſtead of her expe. 1 
ed Beauty. F 

Fr. Hoffman tells us, he knew a Man whom he 
calls a true Votary to Medicine, (and ſo indeed he 
muſt be if he could truly perform what is pretend. 
ed, and which I conceive the greateſt Folly to pr. 
tend to) who by a certain ſecret Powder, could 
hinder the coming out of the Small-Pox, by ſtop- 
ping the fermenting Motion of the Humours, a. 
thoꝰ Spots already appear'd, without any Prejudice 
to Health: Whether this was to be done by Ie 
conciling the Particles about to be ſeparated tothe 
Maſs of Blood again, or diſpoſing them to be cu: 
ry'd off ſome other Ways, is left as uncertain, u 
in my Opinion unworthy to be regarded; not ſo 
much for the abſolute Impoſſibility of the Thing, 
as the affirming it may be effected without the leal 
Danger. 

And therefore with the famous Practitioner, we 
took Notice of in the Beginning of this Chapter 
the beſt Way is to do nothing at all to the Face to 
keep it from petting : Becauſe Oyls, Liniments, &. 
only make the white Scurff longer in coming off

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ginues or the like, they are ſufficiently known by the 
Feyer that produc'd them, being neither long nor 
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of Diſtinction, hereby the Petechiæ or Spots them. 
felves may be diſtinguiſht from other Marks of the 
Skin, and ſaid a Word or two of the Manner of 
their Eruption. 

Firſt, They are different from other Stigmats, 
thus. From Pubercles or Bumps, they are known 
by their Equality, never riſing above the Surface, 
From other equal or {ſmooth Marks, as the Leni 


ſpread, but round like the Fleabite, from which 
they are allo known by the want of that Puntun 
or Point, always found in the Middle of the Flex 
bite, as a Veſtige left by the Proboſcis of that In- 
ſect, which upon Compreſſion remains, altho' the 
Redneſs round about diſappear for a Moment; 
otherwiſe in Petechiæ where no ſuch Punctum i 
to be found. Again, the Fever. Spots are generally 
obſervable in the Arms, "Thighs, Breatt and Back, 
rarely or never in the Face. 

As to their Nature and Manner of their Pio 
duction, we aſlert in general, faith Dr. Willis, thi 
all theſe Spots are Productions of the Blood and 
1ervous Juice, ſmitten as it were by the peſtilentul 
Venom, and divided into grumous Parts, as .

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ir ſelf, and by reaſon of the putrid Ferment other 
Parts are ſtill liable to the ſame Coagulum. Now 
whatſoever 1s thus turned into grumous Clodders, 
unleſs the ſame preſently be thrown out,) by giving 
a Check to the Circulation, muſt preſently caulc 
Death : But being thrown forth to the Circum- 
ference of the Body, deprived of all Spirit, and 
lodg'd in the Interſtices of the Veſſels or their An- 
guſtiæ, it appears on the Surface perfectly mortify'd, 
repreſenting Spots at ſome times black, at others 
urple; or elſe having the Salt and Sulphur exalted 
by the malign and peſtiferous Ferment, it effects 
ſome new Production, and formeth Tumours or 
Swellings of diverſe Kind; thus the Carbuncle, Bu- 
bo, Exanthemata peſtilentiala, &c. are deduced 
from this Hypotheſis; whole ſeveral Ways of being 
brought into Act, the Reader will meet withal in 
our Author's Treatiſe “. 
Stmen Pauli ꝶ in his Diſcourſe upon this Sub- 
ect, expreſſeth himſelf in manner following. 
Having a mind to lay down in what Manner 
Spots break out in our Skin, either by the Motion 
of Nature alone, or when helped by Alexiphar- 
mcs and S$udorifics, and how our Skin comes to 
be beſet with them, and again clear of them, -I 
conceive thus; that Nature either provoked or 
helped by Alexipharmics, endeavours to expel the 
Blood that is hurtful to her, and more or leſs cor- 
rupted in its whole Subſtance, which whilſt ſhe is 
doing, 'tis very probable the ſame Thing happens 


edo the Maſs of Blood, eſpecially at the Anaſtomoſes 
hot the Veins and Arteries of the Hands and Feet, 
WF vhich befalsa frozen River when the Froſt is broke: 


4 For as then the Ice is melted with the kindly and 
e gentle Heat of the Sun, ſo Nature being about to 
he conquer the Diſcaſe, by the Benefit of the animal 
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Fire or innate Heat, cooling eſpecially after the State 
of the Diſeaſe, and burning no more fo preterm 
turally as before, melts the Blood thickned and made 
rough by the febrile Heat in the Veins, and as it 
were congealing, becauſe of abundance of Salt in 
the Extremities: And as a Torrent or River car- 
ries Fragments of Ice rapidly down the Stream, ſo 
the Blood in the Veins, throws off ſmall Portions 
of the preternaturally fixed Salt, which are them- 
jelves the Spots, or at leaſt make them. Where 
fore no Wonder if Nature upon the Uſe of Alex- 
ipharmics or Sudoriſics, made of the Mineral, Ve- 
getable, and eſpecially of the Animal Kind, abound- 
ing more or leſs with volatile Salts, does ſooner or 
later, gradually or at once, according to the dif- 
tering Temper of the Subjects, throw off Spots 
to the Skin, varying in Colour, Magnitude and 
Number, which inked Rulandus oblerved, were 
fixed to the Extremities of the Capillary Veins. 
But they are nothing elſe but the Salt of the Serum 
and Maſs of Blood made volatile, which ſweating 
through the Pores of the Skin, is the proximate 
and only Cauſe of all Spots in malignant Fever, 
be they ſmall and lenticular, or larger, thruſt out 
onto the Skin and there fixed, till upon the Patient 
Amendment the ſame gradually vaniſh by inſenſible 
TFranipiration, or even while the Diſeaſe or Fever 
Jaits, rhe fame are reſolved into Atoms ſo ſmall that 
they cannot be ſeen, which we call the yuiacuars 
or infectious Particles, and are the proximate Caule 
of the Contagion. R 
Having given our Reader his Choice of two H- 
pot heſes, for they are neither of them more, as to 
the Nature and Manner of theſe cutaneous Erup- 
tions, we thall only hint thus much, that the Cure ot 
all theſe Fevers conſiſts in the due Uſe of Alex 
pharmics, Cardiacs, Sudorifics, and Contemperatives 
to be met withal in practical Writers. of 
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Of Freckles and puſtulary Eruptions, conſult the 


fourth Chapter of the ſecond Part of this Treatiſe,

CHAP VIII. 
Of the Carbuncle and Cancer. 


E have placed theſe together, not ſo 
much for Affinity ſake, altho* both ſeem 
to partake of the higheſt Degree of 
Corroſion, but for that neither is 
ſo properly a cutaneous Diſeaſe as ſome 
others we have already, and ſhall hereafter treat 
of: It being ſeldom that theſe affect the Skin only, 
without — hold of the other Membranes and 
muſculous Fleſh ; however we ſhall ſpeak briefly 
to either. 

The Carbuncle Gr. dybegł, implying the ſame 
with Carbo, a burning Coal, ſo denominated from 
its burning Nature, is the Product (as thoſe in the 
1 Chapter) of a Peſtilential Fever or Plague 
it ſelf. 

It is defined a fiery Tumour, ariſing in ſeveral 
Parts of the Body, attended with ſharp, corroſive 
and burning Puſtules round about, and exceeding 
painful. It hath this as a Pathognomonic, that it 
never ſuppurates, but ſpreads abroad and eats into 
the Skin and Fleſh, producing a Sort of E/char, 
as if made by a Cauſtick, which caſting off, there 
remains a hollow Ulcer. The Cauſe is ſaid to be a 
certain malign and highly corroſive Acid, that im- 
mediately coagulates whatever Portions of the Blood 
it falls upon, which being after caſt forth as noxi- 
ous

ous to the Superficies, deſtroys the Texture of ths 
Parts, almoſt in the flame Manner as a Picce of coy. 
roſive Sublimate laid upon them, by which the Spi. 
rits being ſubdued, and the native Heat of the Par; 
extinguith'd, there is no. more Wonder that ther: 
ſhould be no Suppuration, which is holpen forward 
by both, than in the real Necroſis (and ſuch is this, 
or Mortification. 

The Carbuncle is never without Danger, but 5 
{aid ro have more or leſs, as it is larger or ſmaller; 
or as the Colour is more intenſely livid or black, and 
reddiſh or inflam'd; as alſo according to the Pan; 
affected, their Uſe and Nobility : But the greatel 
Danger is from the retroceding of the Venom back 
again to the Blood. 

As to the Cure, there have been great Diſpute 
among the Antients as well as Moderns, concern. 
ing letting Blood and purging in thele Caſcs, and 
all others Peſtilential : And fince the common Peco- 
ple have been ſure to lay the Death of the Perſon 
upon either of theſe Operations, where they wer 
adminiſter'd, Phyſicians have been perhaps the rw 
ther cautious, and endeavour to eradicate the Vini 
of the Diſeaſe, by proper Antidotes, and do nov 
generally inſiſt upon Sudoriſics, taking Care alſo to 
tortify the Heart and Animal Spirits by ſuitable 
Cordials againſt rhe Infection, and to encourig: 
the coming forth of any critical Tranſlation to the 
Skin: Thus in the Diſeaſe before us, it is uſual to 
apply the ſtrongeſt Medicines, ſuch as this of Hl 
gelius, accounted a great Secret, which Mr. Mile 
man has alſo borrowed, (vig.) 1

If the Carbuncle yicld not to Medicines, but the 
Corruption and Blackneſs ſtill get Ground, an actual 
Cautery is doubtleſs the beſt Application to prevent 
the farther ſpreading, and reſiſt the contagious 
Malignity. Bur after burning to the Quick, the 
Eſchar muft be haften'd off, cither by cutring it 
out, or deep into it, left the Venom be kept in 
thereby: And Medicines that deterge and reſiſt Pu- 
trefaction are to be apply'd.

Riverius + gives the following Inſtance. 

A Boy of four Years old had been afflicted for 
three Days with a Carbuncle in his Forchead, being 
a red Swelliag, black in the Middle, with his whole 
Face puffed up; to ſtop it (faith he) I order'd pre- 
lently a Cauſtic to be apply'd to the black Part,

Beſides repeated Blood-letting and Cordials, 
I apply'd a Veſicatory to his Neck; next Day ] 
found the Fever much abated, the Inflammation of 
the Tumour remitted, and all the Symptoms aſſwa- 
ged. The Benefit of the Veſicatory was here ob- 
tervable, for by deriving great Part of the virulent 
Humours, it muſt be beheved to have performed 
the greateſt Part of the Cure. 

Borellus * forbids ſleeping, left the Poyſon ſooner 
creep to the Heart, which Platerus F oppoſes, ſay- 
ing, tis unneceſſary to keep the Patient from his 
natural Reſt, by doing which he muſt be ſtill more 
weaken'd, and afflicted. 

The Carhuncle, faith Cloſſæus, (in his Letter to 
Greg. Horſt.) is diſtinguiſht from the Gangrene, not 
by ſenſe of the Part, for that is loſt in both, 
but by fcarifying the Place: For if when the Fleſh 
is cut deep, it be black, and neither Froth, /cbor 
nor Corruption come out, but that it remains dry 
with inward Hardneſs, it is a Carbuncle And to 
be treated as ſuch, circumſcribing or limiting it 
either with Medicine or Inſtruments. Yet a Gan- 
grene requires a ſomewhat other Cure, becauſe it of- 
ten happens that the ſame is corrected, and the Part 
again reſtored to its former State, by applying ſuch 
1900p as have Force ſufficient to vindicate the 
ſame from the beginning Putrefaction. 

There are ſeveral other Tumours of the peſtilential 
Kind, ſuch as the Phyrethlon, Bubo and Parotis, 
which are both malign and benign; but having 
their Scat in the Glands, rather than the Skin it 
ſelf, I ſhall wave their Deſcription here, with this

| The Cancer is a fierce and indomitable Diſtem- 
„but it ſcarce ever affecting the Skin (as we have 
| — noticed) without taking in the muſculous 
6 and glandulous Parts round about, we ſhall ſay the 
leſs to it. 

It hath its Name of the Greek, Kaexiv©-, from 
Likeneſs (ſay ſome) in irs Veins to the Claws of 
the Crab, in Latin Cancer; or rather (with ſome 
others) Quod ſicut Cancri, Animalia ſunt aſpera, & 
ſuis Chelis que apprehendunt, firmiter ſtringunt : Pa- 
riter & Cancer Morbus egre tractabilis exiſtit, atque 
ubi ſemel in parte aliqua Corporis radices egerit, diffi- 
culter inde avelli tollique poteſt, ſed ſeu clavo quodam 
firmatus efſe videtur. 

When this Diſeaſe appearing like a ſmall round 
pointed Tubercle affects the Parts of the Facc, as 
the Chin (according to Sennertus the Cheek and 
Noſe) and being enraged by the Application of any 
- even the mildeſt Medicament, it is for that Reaſon 

named Noli me tangere, or don't meddle with me. 
] Mr. Wiſeman ſays, he hath ſeen one of them on 
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, the Arm, of which the Reader may ſee the Ac- 
1 count in his practical Obſervations; which how- 
l ever ſome critical Gentlemen (who have ſtood up- 
$ on his Shoulders, and think they can ſee farther) 
1 may vituperate, I muſt believe the beſt Treatiſe of 


Surgery which was ever ſet forth in the Engliſh 
Tongue, and will be had in good Eſteem, 'till ſome 
7 1 Gentle- 
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Gentlemen of the Fraternity (of more Judgment, 
and the ſame Induflry) ſhall ſupply his Detects. 

If it ſeize upon the Legs and Thighs, it is term- 
ed Lupus, the Wolf; for that it is, ſay ſome, of 1 
ravenous Nature, and like that fierce Creature, not 
fatisfy'd but with Fleſh. 

Igraſſias laughs (as who could forbear) at the 
Conceits ſpread abroad in his Time, and confirm'd 
by the Story of Mauritius Cordens *, concernin 
a Noble Woman, the right Side of whole Face 
was overſpread with a true Cancer; having try'd 
the 8 Italian, Spaniſh and German Phyſici- 
ans, without Benefit, at length, by the Advice of 
a Barber, ſhe was perfectly cured, by applying the 
Fleſh of young Chickens cut into thin Slices to the 
Part, frequently renewing them. 

From 2 like Reports, together with the Ob- 
ſervation of the large Sloughs, and loſs of Fleſh in 
ſome of theſe Ulcers produced in one Night's Time, 
it is doubtleſs, that our People have ſpread the {ame 
Story with farther Improvement: Such an one! 
was not long ſince inform'd of, by a Woman who 
vow'd, that in Time of Dreſſing one of theſe Ul- 
cers by a villanous Empiric, (a famous Cancer Doc- 
tor) when they held a Piece of raw Fleſh at 3 
Diſtance from the Sore, the Wolf peept out, di 
covering his Head, and gaping to receive it.

As to the Cure of a true Cancer, I know of- no 
other than what is palliative, notwithſtanding the 
proud Boaſtings of ſome, and the fly (but filly) 
Pretences of others to the contrary.

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, By palliating, I mean very little more than keep- 
ing the Parts, fo far as poſſible, ſweet and clean, 
with eaſy and gentle Topicks, ſuch as the Diapomph. 
Ag. Plantag. Sperm. Ran. with Sacch. Saturni, Cc. 
and having Recourſe to Opiates upon Occaſion, 
without which there is ſeldom any 15 ruce to be ob- 
tain d. | 
Thoſe who have them not yet ulcerate fare beſt 
by keeping their Hands off, and giving themſelves 
Liberty in their Apparel, or taking heed that no- 
thing oppreſs, or any ways offend the Part; at the 
fame Time admitting no external Application, nor 
fs they value the Quiet of their Lives) liſtening 
: after a promiſed Cure by coſening Quacks, or Can- 
cer-curing Pretenders, who, to my Knowledge, 
have haſten'd great Numbers of People miſerably 
to their Graves, who might otherwiſe (and that 
1 very tolerably) have ſpun out a much longer Thread,

E Deſign of this Treatiſe bein

E222 we have, upon this Account, over- 
look'd ſeveral Tumours, eſpecially the glandulous

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and encyſted, together with Abſceſſes, whoſe Scource 
lies deeper than the outward Teguments : It re- 
mains, however, that we take Notice of two or 
three other Breakings out, ſuch I mean as the Fu- 


runculus, or common Boil, with theſe two leſſer 


inflammatory Puſtules, called Epinictis and Ter- 
minthus. ; 

The Boil, in Latin Furunculus, of the Greek; 
termed de, is reckon'd among the Inflamma - 
tory Tumours, and deſcrib'd by Celſus, as a point- 
ed Tubercle attended with Redneſs and great Pain. 
(whence the Proverb) when coming to a Head. 
It is ſaid to ariſe from Blood corrupt and extrayz 
fate, which in ſeven or eight Days commonly r- 
pens or turns to Matter, arriving in 1ts State to 
the Bigneſs of a ſmall Egg; and after Diſcharge of 
its Matter, frequently 4 with little Help from 
Surgery: It differs from the Carbuncle, in that 
this latter lies hard and black like a Cruſt in the 
Fleſh, whilſt the former riſeth with a Conc, in- 
flames and turns to Matter. 

There are two Kinds of the Furuncle; the one 
mild and gentle, affecting only the Skin; the other 
malign, ſpreading deeper into the Fleſh, and par- 
taking of ſome Infection, from whence the Prog- 
noſtic is to be made accordingly. 

The Cure of the common Boil conſiſts in for- 
warding and ripening the Matter into Pus, which 
is effected by the common Suppuratives, ſuch 3 
the Fici and Rad. Lil. boil'd in Milk to a Pultts 
or according to Sennert. :

A Clergyman, much ſubject to vernal Erupti- 
ons on the Skin, from a full Diet and little Exer- 
ciſe, had, inſtead of his uſual Puſtules, a large Swel- 
ling aroſe upon his Shoulder, with great Indura- 
tion, Inflammation, Pain and Fever: Being view'd 
by a Pretender to Surgery, he was frightned with 
a Judgment paſt, that it was a true Carbuncle, or 
Plague-ſore. When I was ſent for, I encourag'd 
him with a Proſpect of good Succels after a Kw 
Days, telling him it was come to ſupply the Place 
of a great many of thoſe ſmaller Eruptions he was 
always ſubject to about this Seaſon of the Year. 

In Regard to his Fever and coſtive Body, I or- 
der d a Clyſter, and the ſame Day took away ſome 
Blood, he being Plethoric and Feeding heartily ; in 
the mean Time I haſten'd Suppuration, to which 
It tended, with a Cataplaſm, Ex Rad. Lil. fic. & 
dem. Lin. in lacte Co. and ſecur'd the fame by Bun- 


dage. 

Tr was indeed the largeſt Boil I had ever ſeen, 
and might in Time of Infection have paſſed well 
enough for a malignant Swelling, or peſtilent Erup- 
tion. | 

When it was arrived to a Cone, and I percciv'd 
the Matter made, I paſſed in a Lancet, and diſ- 
charg'd a conſiderable Quantity of well concotc. 
K | Put, 
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Pus, under which, after two or three Days Time, 
I found a large Core, or Slough, extending under 
the Lips the whole Compals of the "Tumouy; 
to come at which, I was under Neceſſity to dilat 
both upwards and downwards, then filling up the 
Ulcer with Precip. Rub. and a Pledgit ſpread with 
Baſilicon over all, I dreſs'd him up, and left thy 
Dreſſing on for two Days; after removing which 
there came out therewith about one half of the 
{aid Slough: I continu'd this Way of Drefling'til 
the Ulcer was mundify'd, and being incarn'd with 
a Mixture of the ſame Baſilicon and Precipitats 
cicatriſed with dry Lint, and my Cerat. de Ly. 
Cal. more Examples I think needleſs.

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We have before taken Notice of the Fabrick of 


the Skin, in which we mention'd its Papille Pyram. 
dales, the Glandules compoſing the fame, the ſwen 
Veſſels or excretory Ducts thence ariſing, the Hairs 
ſpringing up by the Sides of the ſweat Veſſels, to 
gener with the Plexus or Net of Arteries, Veins, 

erves and Lympheducts. Beſides all which ar 
its innumerable Pores, of which we are at preſent 
to diſcourſe, and whoſe curious Mechaniſm we 
cannot better deſcribe than has been already, by the 
deceaſed Dr. Grew, in his Diſcourſe before the Roy 
al Society, upon this Subject, whote Words ar 
theſe *: 

By Pores (faith that learned Man) Phyſicins 
mean no morethan certain permeable Spaces between 
the Parts of a Body; wherefore, that there ar 
Pores in the Skin of every Man's Body, is no more 
to be queſtionꝰd than whether Men do ever ſweat or 
perſpire; but in the Hands and Feet theſe Pores are 
very remarkable; for if one will, with an indif- 
ferent Glas, ſurvey the Palm of his Hand, ven 
well waſhed, he may perceive innumerable little 
Ridges of cqual Bigneſs and Diſtance, and ev 
where running parallel one with another, and e- 
pecially upon the Ends and firft Joints of the Fin 
gers and Thumb, upon the Top of the Ball, and 
near the Root of the Thumb, a little above the 
Wriſt. In all which Places they are very regular 
Ly diſpoſed into ſpherical Triangles and Elliptic: 
Upon thefe Ridges ſtand the Pores, all in cv 
Rows, and of that Magnitude as to be viſibtc to! 
very good Eye even without a Glaſs: But being 
view'd with one, each Pore looks like a little Four 
£337, and the Sweat may be ſeen to ſtand therein ® 
clear as Rock- Water, and as often as it is wiped 0 
to ſpring up within them again.

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That which Nature intends in the Poſition of 
theſe Ridges, is, that they may the better ſuit with 
the Uſe and Motion of the Hand; thoſe of the 
lower Side of every Triangle, to the bending in 
or clutching of the Fingers; and thoſe of the 
other two Sides, and of the Elliptics, to the Preſ- 
ſure of the Hand or Fingers Ends, againſt any Bo- 
dy requiring them to yield to the Right and Left. 
And the Pores are placed upon theſe Ridges, and 
not in the Furrows which lie between them, that 
ſo their Structure might be the more ſturdy, and 
less liable to be depraved by Compreſſion; where- 
by only the Furrows are dilated or contracted, the 
Ridges conſtantly maintaining themſelves, and fo 
the Pores unalter d. And for the ſame Reaſon the 
Pires are alſo very large, that they may {till be the 
better preſerved, tho* the Skin be never ſo much 
compreſſed and condenſed by the conſtant Uſe and 
Labour of the Hand; and ſo thoſe of the Feet, 
notwithſtanding the Compreſſion of the Skin by 
the Weight of rhe whole Body. 

Theſe Pores are a very convenient and open Paſ- 
ſage for the Diſcharge of the more noxious and per- 
_— Parts of the Blood, which by the continual 

ſe of the Hands and Feet, are plentifully brought 
into them; whence it is that many hypochondria- 
cal Men, and hyſterical Women, have almoſt a 
continual burning in the Soles of their Feet and 
Palms of their Hands, yet not on the Top of their 
Feet, or Back of their Hands; which being leſs 
diſpos'd to receive the noxious Parts, are therefore 
unfurniſh'd with this Kind of Pores. 

Now if the ſame Contrivance be wanting in Re-

arts of the Body, it is for that, being leſs liable 
to be compreſt on the Surface of the Body, a leſs 
regular Range or Order was thought needful.

* * done with the Deſcription of theſe Poren 
and briefly touch'd upon their Uſe, which is to 
ventilate the circulating Blood, and to diſchargeits 
fuliginous Recrements, with the Steams arifi 
from the ſubjacent Parts, we are to proceed to ſome 
Benefits and Advantages hence ariſing. 

That the Body doth by theſe Paſſages continu- 
ally (tho* inſenſibly) perſpire, is manifeſt by the 
Sanctorian Experiment; from which it a 
plain, that the inſenſible Perſpiration is . 7 pe 
all the ſenſible put together; or that we loſe as 
much more in Weight by theſe little Port-holes of 
the Skin, as we do by Stool, Urine, Spittle, &. 
and that it is, as Mr. F/ainewrizht * obſerves, to that 
particularly by Stool, as forty to four; or which is 
the ſame Thing, that it is ten Times greatc: than 
that by Stool. 1 

Now when the Texture or Frame of the Blood 
is no way alter'd by an Admixiion of hezerogeneou; 
Particles, and the Pores at the fame Time are duly 
and rightly conſtituted; this inſenſible Perſpiration 
is regularly carry'd on, and the Welfare of the 
whole Animal CE.conomy preſerv'd: But if, on the 
one Hand, the Compages thereof be broken, its 
Balſam deſtroy'd, and all Parts of it put into Fuſi- 


on; the watery and ſerous Particles either paſs away 


by the Kidnies, as in the Diabetes, or at the Pores 
of the Skin ſet now wide open, as happens in the 
profuſe Sweats of ſome hectical and other miſat- 
fected Conſtitutions, as well as on the Exhibition 
of fome diaphoretic Medicine: On the other 
Hand, from the too {rift Combination of the Salts 
and Sulphurs, together with a general Lentour or 
Viſcoſity of the Fluids, the Perſpiration is much 
abarcd. | 
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Farther, from the Conſtriction or Conſtipation 
of theſe cutaneous Pores by the ambient Air, el- 
pecially when the Body, Aer put into a 
Heat, is ſuddenly expoſed thereunto, the ſerous 
particles, which uſed to fly off continually in Va- 
pour, being now pent in, excite an inteſtine and 
teveriſh Efferveſcence; till finding ſome other Paſ- 
lige either by the Kidnies, or by the Glandules of 
the Noſe and Windwipe, they are diſcharged in 
Urine, or by Way of a Catarrh; or miſſing this 
Separation ſtill keep up the Ebullition very often 
to the Hazard of Lic, by ſuffocating the Vital 
Flame. And this is the natural Conſequence of ob- 
ſtructed inſenſible Perſpiration, which in the vul- 
gi Phraſe, is the fame with what they mean by 
catching Cold; and of which give me Leave to 
remark, that as Fevers make two thirds of Diſ- 
ales infeſting Mankind, according to the Com- 
putation of the judicious Sydenham; ſo two thirds 
of Fevers, very probably, may take their Riſc from 

Perſpiration hindred. ; 
he Effects of taking Cold are thus explain'd by 
Dr. Willis, in his Account of Fevers. 

When Tranſpiration is hindred by the Con- 
ſtriction of the Pores from the cold Air, hence the 
Blood growing hot by Reaſon of the Efiuvia re- 
tained, and alſo too much abounding with the ſe- 
rous Latex, which was wont to be carry'd off by 
the Paſſages now obſtructed; vomiting as it were 
very much of the ſame from the Arteries termi- 
nting in the Larynx, there is generally brought on 
the Senſe of a ſuffocating Catarrh : For this Kind 
of Diſtemper, as alſo the Cough uſually attending 
with great Spitting, ariſes not for that the watery 
Humour ( as commonly ſuppos'd) : falls from the 
Head into the Throat and Lungs; but becauſe the 
icrous or watery Latex is now more than before 
poured out from the pneumonic Veſſels, immedi- 
K 4 ately 
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ately into the Lunge, diſtilling from the Arterie; 
opening into the giandulous Coat of the Larynx, 
and thence dropping down upon the Breaſt, where 
it produceth ſundry Diſtempers, according to the 
Parts it lights upon, and to which it becomes bur- 
thenſome: Thus on the Mulcles of the W indpipe 
it frameth the Angina; on the Pleura, the Pleuri- 
is; on the Membranes of the Muſcles themſelves, 
the Rheumati ſin. 

Of the Properties and Effects of the Atmoſphere 
upon the Pores, and out ward Surface of our Bo- 
dies, the Reader may conſult Sanctorius his Medici: 
na Statica, as alſo the foreſaid Yainewright's Hitt, 


of Nonnaturals; and this ſhall ſuffice for the in- 


ſenſible Perſpiration: For that we call ſenſible, be- 
ing the ſame with Sweating, we are to take No- 
tice that this Aﬀect depends rather on the vitiated 
Texture or Colliquation of the Blood, when it is 
a Diſeaſe or Symptom thereof, than on the Pore 
of the Skin, ſer too wide open; and in remedying 
the fame, great Regard muſt be had to the Re- 
moval of the ſeveral Diſeaſes, or Indiſpoſitions, 
from whence this, as a Symptom, ſhall happen to 
ariſe. Thus in the Scurvy, Hectic-Fever, (Fc. the 
chief Indication muſt be taken from the particular 
Dy/craſy of the Juices in the Blood, or other Hu- 
mours, before the Skin or its Pores fall under Con- 
{1deration. 

For Inſtance, if there be too great Redundancy 
of Serum, Hydragogues take Place, by which the 
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ſame may be diverted to other more proper Paſſage, 
and by them convey'd away: Thus HH lvius ſpeaks 
of one he cur'd by giving 36. of Crem. Tart. with

Immoderate Sweats, faith the fame Author *, wil 
abate by keeping the Patient thin clothed, ſhun- 
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ning all volatile Salts, or ſpirituous Acids, as Vine- 

gar; by taking ſuch Things as fix the Acid in the 

Blood, as Chalk, Coral, Fc. or this following, by 

which he took off the profuſe Sweats of ſeveral 

labouring under an Epidemic Fever, exceedingly 

waſting them. 3 ü

In conſumptive and ſcorbutic Sweats (ſaith 
Willis) the whole Conſideration is to be had to the 
Diſtempers whereof theſe Sweats are the Produc- 
tion. In particular, as to the Courſe of Diet, 
Milk, Oatmeal-gruel, Barley, Cream, and the like, 
afford Help, if nothing contraindicate: And in- 
deed the Indications ot Cure are eſpecially theſe 
three. x. To remove and correct the Dyſcraſy of 
the Blood. 2. To contract moderately the Pores 
that are too open, and 3. To derive the Serum and 
wateriſh Recrements to the Kidneys. The firſt of 
theſe is perform'd by ſuch Things as deſtroy the 
Prepollency of an acid Salt in the Blood, and pro- 
mote or exalt the Sulphur, if it be deficient, to 
which purpoſe Antiſcorbutics, Chalybeats and Me- 
dicines indow'd with a volatile, nitrous and alca- 
lifate Salt, conduce. The ſecond Intention con- 
ſiſting in a due Conſtitution of the Pores, is com- 
y monly performed only by outward Adminiſtration: 
Ic The third by proper Medicine taken from the 
e, Tribe of Diuretics. Of all which ſee our Author's 
05 Pharmaceutice Rationalis. 

h Hoffman makes mention of a very old Man, ſub- 
ject to continual ſweating, ſo that his whole Nou- 
ll WF riſhment paſſed through the Pores : The Cauſe he 
n. imputed to a Redundancy of ſerous Humour, com- 
= plicated with a ſcorbutic Dyſcraſy, from whence a 
depraved and vicious Fermentation in the Organs 
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of Sanguification did ariſe, and on which Account 
the acid Salts of his Meat were no longer tranſmu- 
ted as they ought, into a more benign and yola- 
tile. 

This Diſeaſe, of three Months ſtanding, he tells 
us that he quickly cur'd with the Powder of Ivo- 
ry prepar d without Fire, together with Emulſi- 
ons of the cold Seeds, made in Cichory and By- 
gloſs Water, ordering betwixt whiles the Puly, 
Rad. Jalap. with Cryſtal. Tart.” to derive the ſe- 
rous Illuvies by other Paſſages. 

Riverius , for this Intention, preſcribes refrige- 
rating Juleps, ex Syr. Acetoſ. Violac. Limon. cum 
Aquis aliquibus refrigerantibus & Sal. Prunellz : At 
the ſame Time he anoints the Body cum Ol. Roſ. 
Myrtin. Maſtich. He forbids Wine and all Fricti- 
ons of the Parts, as well as wiping off the Sweat, 
which makes way for a farther Diſcharge; and 
ſprinkles the Bed with this following Powder.

Hoffman, in the Declenſion of the Diſeaſe (but 
then alſo with Circumſpection) directs the Uſe of 
Alum externally, as a Shirt dipt in a Solution 
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thereof, then dry'd and worn: But this may prove 
z dangerous Remedy, as will appear preſently. 

Willis, among others, adviſeth to Change of 
Air, in theſe profuſe habitual Sweats, where the 
whole Body ſeems in Danger, as it were, of being 
diſſolved: But then it muſt be for that of ſome 
colder Climate, by which not only the loſt Tone 
of the Blood may be redintegrate, but the external 
Fabrick of the Pores ſo fortify'd, as to prevent ſuch 
immoderate Diaphoreſis. The Caſe of that Lady 
he takes Notice of , - whoſe Sweats were ſo pro- 
digious, as that Baſony were ſet between her Thighs 
toreceive the trickling Humour, ſeems very remark- 
able: And having try'd ſeveral Remedies preſcribed 
by noted Phyſicians, without any Advantage, ſhe 
at length went over to France, and return'd with- 
out Benefit : Whereas, faith our Author, had ſhe 
vilited the Countries of Sweden or Denmark, in all 
Probability ſhe had made a more proſperous Pere- 
grination. 

An Inſtance of the contrary Extreme, we have 
in that Gentleman near Leyden , who being much 
addicted to the Study of Aſtronomy, and ſpending 
very many Nights in Star-gazing; had by the noc- 
turnal wet and cold Temper of the Air, in ſuch 
Manner obſtructed the Pores of his Skin, that lit- 
tle or nothing exhaled from his Body; which ap- 


peared hence, becauſe that the Shirt he had worn 


for 6 Weeks, was then as white as if he had worn 
the ſame but one Day. In the mean while he ga- 
thered a ſubcutaneous Water, of which yet he was 
afterwards well curcd. 

Thus it is evident that the Faults of Perſpira- 
tion, as Affects of the Skin, are either too plenti-

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ful, from the Rareneſs of its Texture, or over 
Laxity: Or a Deficiency from its Denſity, Cloſe- 
neſs or Compactneſs: The former, faith Hippoc.

v donſitatem efficit : The latter, Carnium autti- 
onen, Ventris torporem, omnium conturbationem. 
The lirſt is remedy'd by cold Bathing, and aftrin- 
gent Lotions :. The latter, by ſuch as are warm and 
3 gentle Friction, and Flannel next the 
in. 

As for the Internals, where the Fault lies more 
in the Blood, the Pores are ſet open by raiſing the 
Motion of the ſame, from Exerciſe, or the exhi- 
biting ſome volatile or kindly diaphoretic Medi- 
cines; ſuch as the Theriaca, Mithridatium, Bezuar- 
dicum Minerale, Rad. Contray. Serpent. Virg. Cc. 
as alſo by large and hot Draughts of Poſſet-Drink, 
or other thin attenuating Liquors, whilſt the Bo- 
dy is at the ſame Time cloſe cover'd up. 

They are diſpoſed for Contraction, by diverting 
the ſerous //[avies another Way, with Diuretics 
and Purgatives, as we have before remark'd : Allo 
by Abſorbents, ſuch are the Ocul. Cancr. Coral. 
Creta, Gum. Arabic : Furthermore to this End con- 
duce Emulſions of the cold Sceds, alſo Niter. Sal. 
Prunel. Vitriol, and whatever refrigerates, incral- 
fates, or thickens the Blood. 

It remains that we take Notice of ſome parti- 
cular Affects relating to the ſenſible Perſpiration: 
Such I mean as ſtinking Sweats from the whole Bo- 
dy or Parts ofthe fame, as the Arm-pits and Groins, 
alfo {weary Hands and Feet; in ſetting about the 
Removal of which, the ſame Cautions are to be 
uicd as in the drying up of Iſſues or old runnin 


| Sores, as alſo repelling the Humour of a Scald- 
Head, or the Diſcharge from behind the Ears of 


Infants: For in all theſe Caſes, the Evacuation is, 
as ] may ſay, depuratory to the Blood, and not on- 


ly the Glandules behind the Ears, in the Arm-pit

and Groins, but each Pore of the Skin is an 
Enunctony or little Sink to drain away ſome Fecu- 
lency or other depoſited therein: So that whocyer 
goes about to hinder this cuſtomary Diſcha 
till he hath either alter'd the Habit of the Body, 
amended the Vices of the Fluids, or ſet open ſome 
other Sluice whereby they may with leſs Offence 
be diſcharged, tis more than odds (and thoſe great 
ones too) if he kills not his Patient fo ſoon as ever 
he has cur'd him. 

When was conſulted by a curious young Work- 
woman, very dextrous at her Needle, but extreme- 
ly incommoded, eſpecially in warm Weather, with 
ny Hands; my Advice was, that ſhe would 
try ſome Hydragogue and Diuretict Medicines, 
which ſhe did with little Advantage: I then per- 
uaded her to an Iſſue, before ſhe meddled with 
any aſtringing Waſh, eſt by ſtopping that wonted 
Diſcharge, and having no other Vent for its Pak 
fage, ſhe might rue the Experiment: But this ſhe 
thought a Remedy worſe than her Diſtemper, and 
raſnly purſued her Waſh of Alum and Lime- Wa- 
ter, yet {as I am apt to think) very luckily mitt 
her Expectation, the Sweat ftill continuing ſo ſoon 
as ever ſhe left waſhing, if it were but for one Day: 
And when it ſeem'd to flacken, ſhe complain'd of 
Giddineſs in her Head, with a Sort of Catarrh: 
Upon which ſhe comply'd and had an Iſſue cur in 
her Arm, which ſoon diſcharged great Plenty of an 
Ichoriſh Humour, and had almoſt wholly inter- 
cepred the Sweat from that Hand in a Fortmghr's 
Time: After which ſhe, who juſt before was ſo 
averſe to one Iſſue, concluded upon another in 
Cother Arm: Both which ſhe ſtill continues wii 
good Advantage, being little or nothing moleſtad | 
with her ſweaty Hands, and injoying a good State 


of Health, 
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a Waſh was perpar'd of the following Aromatic, 


joran. Salv. Roriſmar. Theſe were ſteeped in 
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Zacut. Luſit. * gives an Account of a Petſyy 
afflicted not only with a continual Sweating fron 


all Parts of his Body, but extremely fcetid alf: 


For which when he had been well purged, and ha 
taken what other Remedies were thought prope, 


with which he bathed his whole Body frequently: 
viz. Lign-aloes, Fl. Aurant. Roſ. Fol. Macis, My. 
til. Cort. Cinnamomi, Caryophyl. N. Moſchat. Fol. My 


Orange Flower and Roſe- Water, —_— the moſt 
odoriterous Wine thereto. (A coſtly Waſh indeed 
to little Purpoſe.) After which his Body was ſprink- 
led with Muſk, rang a Cloves, c. But 
theſe effecting nothing, Baths, both Natural and 
Artificial, were directed, alike fruitleſs, his ſtinking 
Sweats continuing : Endeavours were then uſed to 
divert this = Humour by the Urinary Pa 
fages, but the Diuretics effected no more than his 
other Preſcriptions: Upon which it was at length 
concluded to make him a Couple of Iſſues in hi 
Legs, which together with a Purge he took twice 
a month, drein d away the putrid Humour, and 
freed him from his troubleſome Diſtemper. 

For the ſtinking Sweat of the Arm-pits and 
Groins, I find the following Lotion recommended 
by a famous Practitioner.

But let thoſe who want to be trying theſe Ex- 
periments, obſerye diligently what has been pre- 
miſed, as well as what here follows. 

Sometime (faith Panarolus ) ſweating of the 
Feet doth very much torment People, for which I 
can tell them a ſpeedy Remedy; namely, if they 

t ſome Powder of Myrtle into their Linen Socks; 
— let them have a Care they fall not into worſe 
Diſcaſes, by the Cure of this, as J have often ſeen: 
for this Excretion preſerves from many Diſeaſes, 
and ſhould rather de promoted than any ways 
checked. 

A Noble German in the Court of our ſerene 
Prince, adviſod with a Phyſician about the Sweat- 
ing and Stinking of his Feet, who orders for him 
Socks dipt in Red Wine wherein Alum was diſſol- 
ved; = preſcribes him Pills of Aloes, and other 
Medicaments to divert the Humour otherways 
alſo an Electuary of drying and ſometimes diapho- 
retic Medicines, which might * his Body ſecure 
of the Putrefaction, or any ſuperfluous Humidity. 
The Socks gave great and preſent Helps for the 
Soles of his . were ſo thicken'd and indurate, 
that no Sweat could get out afterwards; but the 
Pills and Electuary did not anſwer the Phyſician's 
End: In few Months, ſome ſmall Faintings and 
unuſual Giddineſs follow'd : The Nobleman came 
after to Geneva, in the Year 1674, and he deſir'd 
a Remedy of me (faith our Author) for theſe trou- 
bleſome and dangerous Symptoms. This Noble 
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Perſon was not againſt ſuch Things as might reduce 
him to his former State: Univerſals being prcmig', 
two Iſſues were made in his Legs: His Feet were 
waſhed for a Month in a Lixivium made of ſome de- 
terſive and mollifying Medicines : I order'd him to 
walk much, and by theſe Means the former Efiuvis 
being recalled to hes wonted Outlets, his threat- 
ning Symptoms ceaſed, and he was reſtored to 
Health. 

Galen takes Notice of a Phyſician in his Time, 
ſo offenſive by the Smell of his Arm-pits, that his 
Patients could not bear to come nigh him *. . 
ſitanus of another, afflicted with the like Indiſpo- 
fition, which the Latins call Hirciſmus, from the 
Goat-like Stinking, who had the outward Skin 
eaten through in theſe Parts; there came forth great 
Numbers of Worms, much larger than thoſe our 
Authors treat of under the Name of Sirones, men- 
tion'd in the other Part of this Treatiſe, Chap.

When the Jaundice, faith Sylvius *, comes upon 
the poiſonous Bite of a Viper, or other venomous 
Creature, as is not unuſual; the Cure is to be {et 
about by giving Sudorificks, abounding with a vo- 
latile Salt, to which End conduce the Sal. Vol. C. 
C. Bezoard. Min. alſo Antim. Diaph. Theriaca, and 
the viperine Preparations. | 

Augenius ſaith, that 3j. of Gum- Ammoniac dis- 
ſolv'd in 51. or Zitj. of Oxymel or Hydromel, given 
four or five Days or more together, in the Morning 
faſting, cures the Jaundice to a Miracle. 

The Decoction of the Fol. Fragariæ is counted 
likewiſe a great Anti- icterickł. 

The Video: at ſome times, to cure this Diſeaſe 
ſwallow five, ſeven, or nine Lice, (for there mult 
be an odd one) and pretend to have had Relief 
thereby: Whatever Effects ſucceed are doubtlelsto 
be aſcribed to their volatile Salt: However, ſince 
many leſs ingrateful, and more potent Remedics are 
found out, I ſee not why this loathſom em irical 
one ſhould be directed, for fear the ſame Conle-

monſtrous Bigneſs. 

And let this ſuffice for our Hiſtory and Cure of 
the Jaundice, one, or rather a double Inſtance of 
which, I ſhall lay down, and conclude this Chapter. 

A young Gentlewoman, a Merchant's Wife, 
much ſubject to-an hyſterick Cholick, and from 
thence often falling into a Jaundice, was as often 
reliey'd by the following gentle Potion and Apozem.

It happen'd, when ſhe was near her Reckoning 
with her ſecond Child, ſhe fell into this Jaundice, 
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the uſual Symptoms of the Diſeaſe ; to keep which 
ſomewhat under at leaſt, I ventur'd to purge her 
with Manna, and ſometimes the Sr. Roſ. Sl. 
Being tir'd with the Apozem ſhe had formerly tak. 
en, he contented her ſelf with ſome empirical 
Remcdies, recommended by the Ladies of her Ac. 
quaintance, yet without Succeſs, the Diſtempet 
rather increaſing at length * in Labour ſhe 
was delivered of a poor tawny Infant, over-ſpread 
with the Diſtemper like her ſelf, which by gentle 
Purging with the Hyr. de Cichor. cum Rheo, andtak- 
ing the diſtil'd Waters of Strawberry and Celan- 
dine, ſweeten'd with the Hr. de 5 Rad. was after 
ſome little Time remov'd, and the Child got cured 
before the Mother; who towards the latter End of 
her Month, purging with her former Draught of 
the Infuſion of Rhubarb, Tamarinds, Cc. and be- 
ing averſe to the taking of any other Medicine, 
perſuaded her to the Ule of the Spaw-Water, 
which paſſing kindly with ker, and pleaſing herPa- 
late, ſhe took them conſtantly for a Month, drink- 
ing a little Wine with them at her Meals, and emp- 
tying a Flask a Day; upon which ſhe perfectly re- 
cover'd her Complexion, and a better Habit than ſhe 
had enjoy'd ſome Years before, tho? ſhe is ſtill, at- 
ter a Colick Fit, ſometimes inclining to turn yel- 
lowiſh, which ſhe finds preſently removed upon 
Recourſe to the Spaw-Wiaters. 

Inſtead of this, Dr. Sydenham was wont to ſend 
his Patients to the Tunbridge- Wells for an obſtinate 
Jaundice, where they were to drink the Water at 
the Fountain Head. 

But after all, there are ſome who affirm the belt 
Cures of this Nature have been performed by Acids, 
ſuch as are the Tart. Vitriolat. Chalybeat. and the 
Sal. Diuretic. mention'd in the Pharmacop. Bat. 
For my own Part, 1 give the Preference to the 
Venice, or in Defect thereof, our Caſtle-Soap, eſpe- 


cially 
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cially mixt up after the Method here recited, with 
which I have remov'd this Illneſs, when many 
others had been ineffectually experimented ; and do 
indeed believe, where the Glandules of the Liver 
are not too much conſtringed, or ſo alter'd in their 
Texture, that the Bile can no longer be ſecreted, by 
Reaſon of that Viſcus now grown Schirrous Or 
that the Duct emptying it ſelf into the Duodenum, 
is not entirely plug'd up by Stones indiſſoluble; 
whence thoſe intolerable excruciating Colicks, with 
bilious vomitings attending this Ducaſe; there is 
none, I ſay, in my Opinion, fitter to be rely'd on.

Yet more than once I have ſeen a ſtubborn Jaun- 
dice, which had oppoſed mine and ſome others En- 
deavours for its removal, overcome with the Juice 
of the green Leaves of the Artichoak A Medi- 
cine working ſomething ſurly, both upwards and 
downwards, and conſequently leſs fit for ſome weak- 
ly Conſtitutions, or as the noted Dr. Radcliff uſed 
to call them, batter'd 8 where every thing 
they take is preſently thrown up, or immediately 
runs through them. 

But if, as in thoſe now obſerv'd, the Toxe of the 
Blood is broken by Intemperance, and the ſecreto 
Organs peryerted in their Office, or this Bowel, I 
mean the Liver, indurated in its Compages, whence 
a Dropſy enſuing upon the Jaundice, and the yel- 
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low Complexion changing for one more intenſely 
deep; the Kidnies alſo no longer able to derive the 
Herum, unleſs in ſmall Quantity, ſaturated with Bile 
like an Elixivium in its Colour, through the uri. 
nary Paſſages as formerly, the upper Parts of the 
Body pined, with the lower, as the Belly, Thighs 
and Legs upon a ſtretch z the Caſe is here, I ay, 
become deſperate, and the Sick by no means to 
be retrieved. 

Now in Reſpect to the yellow Colour of the 
Skin, there is little need of phyſical Preſcription, 
ſince upon opening the Obſtructions, and recover- 
ing a former State of Health, this yellow Com- 
plexion quickly waſts inſenſibly by the Help of the 
native Heat, through the Pores, in like manner as 
Spots, black or blue, impreſt upon the Skin by 
external Contuſion and Extravaſation: However, to 
promote or haſten the Diſappearance, Hippocrates, 
Galen, and other Practitioners of Note, propoſe 
Bathing either in warm Water, or in the natural 
Baths, TS nitrous and ſulphureous. De le bu 
S\ylvius, for this End, preſcribes Sudorificks endu- 
ed eſpecially with a volatile Salt, which he fays 
are profitable whether Sweating follows or not. 
Paulus and others, according to Maſ/aria *, give 
Sulphur inwardly to zj. for this uſe : But this, 4 
too hazardous a Remedy, eſpecially if taken by Heo- 
tics, and ſuch as are of a hot and dry Tempers 
ment, 1s better omitted. 

The Yellowneſs remaining on the Tunica adnats 
of the Eye, is diſperſed by receiving into the ſame, 
at convenient Diſtance, the Fume of Vinegar, at 
ter the Manner of a $Syfitas. 

The Black Faundice, ſo called from the deeper 
Dye, is. of Kin to the former, or rather the lame 
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Diſtemper farther degenerated, inducing a Schirrus 
xs beforeſaid, upon the Liver, and a putrid Rot- 
tenneſs upon the reſt of the Yiſcera, from whence 
the Craſis of the Blood being ſpoiled, and a Drop- 


ſy coming on, the whole Conſtitution, as I may 


y, is quickly after broken up, and the Fabrick de- 
moi however the Cure may be attempted af- 
ter the ſame Manner with the former, or with ſome 
little Variation, according as the Symptoms may 
happen to indicate.

F before we treat upon this Subject, we 
hh lay ſomewhat of the Paſhons of the 
Soul in general, the Diſſertation I hope 

will be the more excuſable, ſince it may 


give ſome Light to our Conceptions 
how theſe Effects arc brought to pals. 


Such then is the Condition of human Nature, 


in the preſent State of Life, and ſuch the mutual 
Tye and Commerce betwixt the ſenſitive Part of 
Man, or that Corporeal Soul common to him with 
Brutes (for of the Superior called Rational, we 
have nothing to ſay here) that according to the 
Preſentment of outward Objects, it 1s variouſly 
affected: The Modus of which is beſt reſolv'd in- 

M 4. to 
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to the Divine Will and Pleaſure, which hath 6 
formed it. For if it be demanded why, for In- 
itance, at rhe Approach of a long abſent and dear. 
ly beloved Friend, my Soul is thus elated, my Spi- 
rits flying as it were naturally into thoſe Muſcles of 
my Facc, which frame the ſmiling and joyful Af- 
pect? On the other Side, how it comes to pals u 
on the Sight of a Thief or Rufhan, the ſame Spi- 
rits retire and leave me pale and fad, or frame a quite 
different Countenance, haſtning as if voluntarily 
into the Muſcles of the lower Limbs, and ſtirring 
up the locomotive Powers, by which to fly and 
avoid the Danger? I fay, if it be demanded hoy 
all this is ſo {peedily brought about, my ſelf con- 
ſcious all the while of no more than willing the 
Effect, and ſcarce that ſometimes? I muſt ſtill 
Anſwer, that ſuch was the good Will and Pleaſure 
of my Creator, to eſtabliſh this ſtrict Union *twixt 
the ſenſitive Soul and nervous Fluid or Spirits, 
its Inſtruments, that for the Preſervation of its 
Structure, it ſhould be at all Times ready to em- 
brace the appearing Good, and to ſhun or fly from 
the approaching Evil: And this as readily, as if ſome 
intelligent Being called Nature, was ever ready 
to open the little Doors of the Nerves, and con- 
duct by the Hand ſome certain Spirits to theſe, and 
others, through ſome other nervous Channels, to 
be ſent on a different Errand. 

Now that all this is tranſacted by mechanic Laws, 
at firſt ſettled by the moſt adorable and ſupreme 
Being, and continu'd ſtill by his general concurring 
Power and Providence, may and * to be grant- 
ed, without any ſuch vigilant Coadjutrix or Vice- 
gerent, which many (both Philoſophers and Divines, 
with almoſt all others) have in a Manner deity's, 
and aſcrib'd the whole Economy to her, as tv 
ſome real and knowing Agent. 


In 
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In ſome curious Piece of Mechaniſm, when the 
Artiſt has given the finiſhing Stroak, and wound 
up the Machine; we find it capable of perform- 
ing various Motions, and of delighting our Eye 
with Variety of ſtrange Appearances, whilſt it hath 
no Conſciouſneſs of its own Performance, brought 
to pals by the due Order of its Springs and W heels, 
adapted and wiſely connected according to the Idea 
the Maker of it had conceived, as neceſſary and ſub- 
ſervient to the Uſes he expected and intended it 
ſhould perform: Unaſſiſted by other Helps, when 
once ſer a going, than its own Structure or the 
Parts of its Fabrick. 

In like Manner, if Phyſicians would not over- 
look the Firſt (and as bad as they are repreſented, 
[know ſome of them do not) I ſee not why they 
ſhould be reproach'd as Atheiſtical, becauſe they do 
not ſubſtitute a ſecond Cauſe called Nature, if they 
mean other or more thereby than the Motion of 
the Blood and Spirits, together with a due Con- 
formation of the Parts of the Body, as toits Pores, 
Veſſels, Fibres, &c. which of themſelves ſo ex- 
cellently conſtituted at firſt by their Omniſcient Ar- 


chitect, and endow'd with a Power of propagating 


their Species, are able to anſwer the Ends appoint- 
ed them, without Recourſe to ſubordinate or ficti- 
tious Beings *; but to proceed. 
Altho* we are for the moſt Part ignorant of the 
internal Tranſaction, and cannot perfectly demon- 
ſtrate how it comes to paſs; yet are we ſatßciently 
ſenſible of the great Change and Alterations our 
Bodies undergo by thoſe new Modifications of the 
Soul, which from its ſuffering thereby, have re- 
ceived the Name of Paſfons : Some of the prin- 
cipal of which, for our better Inſight into what 
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ſome great Good we reckon our ſelves poſſeſt of 
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follows, I have here thought fit to explicate, fron 
a learned Foreigner and « or Profeſſor *, and 
for a larger Account of which, I ſhall refer the N exp! 
Reader to what Cartes hath deliver'd in his Di. 
courſe of the Paſſions and in that De Homine : | 
well as to what that great Phyſician and Philoſo-

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In this, our Spirits being violently moved in the 
Brain, are by turns impelled with hke Violence, or 
exploded as it were into the Nerves: Hence the 
Eyes ſparkle and look red, the Pulſe is quick and 
ſtrong, from the rapid Motion of the ſanguineous 
Fluid: There are ſome who in this Paſſion on the 
contrary look pale, are cold and tremble: And 
theſe _—_ angry Perſons are the worſt, being 
concern'd that they cannot have Revenge in their 
own Way, or fearful that by taking the ſame, 
they may hazard their own Lives and Fortunes. 
The laſt of theſe Paſſions we ſhall here take No- 
tice of, is that of Fear, which is a certain Abaſe- 
ment or ſinking down of the Soul, at the Appre- 
henſion of ſome approaching Evil; 'tis here the 
Blood moves very abruptly, and as it were by Steps, 
on Account of the animal Spirits being retarded in 
their Motion from the Brain to the neryous Fi- 
bres: Hence a flow Pulſe, cold Sweats, Paleneſs 
and Trembling, Inability ro move, Fainting, and 
often Death. 

We have inſtanc'd in theſe few, among others, 
to ſhew the great Influence of thoſe Paſſions over 
our Blood and neryous Fluid, or animal Spirits, and 
conſequently the whole Body: Or the mutual 
Commerce it hath pleas'd our Maker to eſtabliſh 
between outward Objects and the ſaid Spirits; that 
at the mere Beck of the Will, or Natus Anime, 
they ſhould ſtraight flow into theſe or thoſe Muſ- 


the deſired Good, or avoid the feared Danger: 
Nay, ſo ready are theſe Outlets of the Nerves to 
the Paſſages of the ſaid Spirits, that having often 
before travel'd the ſame Tradts or Veſtigia, they of

ance of the ſaid Objects.

Hence alſo the Reaſon, why the Soul it (el 
cannot govern and obſerve good Diſcipline at ſome 
times in thoſe Caſes, which ſo much depend on the 
Motion of the Heart and purple Stream: Becauſe 
theſe have their commanding Energy from the In- 
flux of Spirits ſeparated and flowing from the Ce. 
rebellum, more eſpecially the Nerves of the Par 
Yagum, under no Direction from the Soul, but all 
whoſe Motions are ſuppoſed to be involuntary. 

come now particularly to treat of chat Fac: 
ty of the ſenſitive Soul called Fancy or Imagins- 
tion, which I define a Power inherent in the ſaid 
Soul, and which ſhe exerciſeth in ſome Part of the 


of which ſhe receives the ſenſible Species, firſt on- 
ly impreſt upon the outward Organs, and thence 
by a moſt quick Irradiation of the nervous Fluid 
deliver'd inwards, and apprehending all the ſeyeril 
corporeal Things according. to their external Ap- 
pearance : I ſay their external (which is not always 
true) Appearance, the Obliquities of which are 
left to be, and ſometimes are corrected by the ſi- 
periour Power or Rational, which however his 
nothing to do in this Diſcourſe of ſimple Appre- 
henſion of mere Fantacy and Imagination. 

The Fancy once excited at the Appearance of 
the Object, preſently ſtirs up the Appetite, and 
this latter, local Motion, by which to approachor 
{hun the ſaid Object, as it appears circumitantiated 
or related to us. 85 

If it be deſirable the whole Bent of the Soul l 
carry'd forth to court and embrace it, earneſtly es 


deavouring to be united thereunto, ſhe is (as - 
| ha 
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has it) ſtretched forth in Pleaſure to the utmoſt Ir- 
radiation, While the animal Spirits m a Kind of 
Ovation being carry'd within the Brain, are con- 
ſtantly exciting the moſt pleaſing Ideas of the 
fame, and livelily acting the nervous Syſtem, cauſe 
the Eyes, Face, Hands, and all the Members to 
ſhine and leap for Joy; farther, more fully alſo 
ſhaking the Præcordia by the Influence of the Brain, 
deliver d by Means of the Nerves, they thruſt forth 
the Blood more rapidly, ' and as a Flame more 
brightly inkindled, pour forth the fame with Vi- 
gour into all Parts of the Body. 

On the contrary, if it appear dreadful or grie- 
yous to the Imagination, whilſtthe Soul finks down 
contracted into a narrower Space, the Spirits in- 
habiting the Brain, as if ſtruck down 7 Flight 
and troubled, put on only ſad and fearful Looks, 
as we may ſay, and hence the Countenance is de- 
jected or caſt down, the Limbs grow feeble, and 
the Præcordia being contracted and bound together, 
by Reaſon of the Nerves carrying the fame Af- 
tection from the Brain, reſtrain the Blood from 
its due Excurſion, as was before hinted in our Diſ- 
courſe of the Paſſions, which being thus heaped up 
in the ſame Place, with a Weight, kan in a 
troubleſome Oppreſſion at the Heart; whilſt in 
the mean Time the exteriour Parts, deprived of 
their wonted Influx, languiſh and grow diſorder'd: 
do that the Changes and Alterations wrought upon 
our Bodies eſpecially the Fluids therein moving, by 
this Power of Imagination, are almoſt incredible, 
which is thought by ſome of the Learned to have 
ſufficient Efficacy, as it happens to be ſet on Work, 
ether to renovate or raiſe up, or to ruin and de- 
ſtroy the human Structure. 

Prodigious are the Feats aſcrib'd thereto by Ari- 


| fotle, Avicen, Marfil. Ficinus, Pomponatius, Pa- 


racelſus, Cornelius Aerippa, Celius Rhodiginus, Alian, 
| Pliny, 
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Pliny, Hippoc. Empedocles, Plutarch, Soranus as wi 
as St. Auſtine, St. Jerome and others of the Fathen, 
among which are reckon'd the Lineaments of th 
Embryo or Fetus, with the various Stigmata, if 
may ſo call them, impreft upon its Body at th 
Time of Conception, as well as afterwards, by th 
ſole Virtue the Mother's Fancy : Again, 1 
this are aſcribed a Sort of Franſanimation or Fe. 
ſtaſy, Transformation of Body, Tranſplantation 
Diſeaſes, the ſtrange Alterations wrought in th 
Bodies of ſundry | Fang by virtue of Reliqus, 
Interceſſion and Invocation of Saints: In a Woch 
Sickneſs and Health, Recovery and Death it {; 
and calling down even the Planets (if poſſible) and 
the Stars out of the Firmament. But before we 
proceed farther in our Hiſtory of ſome ſtrange Ef 
fects therefrom, it may be neceſſary to acquaint ou 
Reader that by Fancy or Imagination doing this a 
— we mean not that this Faculty as an immedute 

fficient, by a direct Property in it ſelf, or Power 
of its own, worketh any Effect: But mediatelyby 
the Interpoſition of the Blood and nervous Flu, 
ſet at work by the Appetite firſt excited, which 
occaſions or brings about the ſame. 

Among common Accidents we reckon the ſtant 
ing on a Precipice, or going over a narrow Bridge, 
at the ſame Time looking down upon the vaſt Di- 
ſtance below us, or the deep River under us: Bot 
theſe are apt to make us tremble and grow giddy, 
by the Power of Fancy.

The bare Imagination of a purging Potion, Iam 
credibly inform'd, has wrought ſuch an Alteration 
on the Blood and Humours of ſundry Perſons, as to 
bring on ſeveral Stools like thoſe which have been 
truly what they call Phyſical: And as to the Eva- 
cuation by Vomit, I know a young Gentleman, of 
a tender Make, oftentimes my Patient, who having 
had Occaſion, upon a ſecret Indiſpoſition, to take 
ſeveral Vomits, and thoſe none of the mildeſt Sort, 
from the dogged and rough working of the Phy- 
ſick, took ſuch Antipathy or natural Diſguſt, that 
ever ſince he can vomit as ſtrongly by the Force of 
Imagination, as moſt can do by Medicine, as I was 
once a Witneſs to; for coming one Morning into 
his Chamber, he was en ſhould ay and ſee 
the Working of his Fancy rather than his Phyſick, 
for he had taken none. But having provided a good 
Quantity of plain Poſſet-drink, and ſetting it by 

him, he deſir'd I would ſhew him his Bolus, whic 
till then he durſt not look on. I had no ſooner 
open'd it before him, but he began to heave and 
retch as if he would have brought his Guts up, and 
begging for God's ſake I would 0-9 it out of the 
Room, *till he had recover'd himſelf, which I was 
torc'd to, ſeeing its Effects: He then took a good 
Draught of Polſer-drink which was follow'd in a 
Minutes with a ſecond, neither of them re- 
turning, he deſired jut a Sight of his Bolus, with 
which, before I enter'd the Room half Way, caſt- 
ing but his Eye towards it, he ſaid he was ſick to

A young Hypochondriack had a ſtrong Imagi- 
nation that he was dead, and did not only abſtain 
from Meat and Drink, but importun'd his Parents 
that he might be carry'd to his Grave, and buricd 
before his Fleſh was quite putrify'd.

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two or three pleaſant Fellows (hired for that Pur. 
pole) meeting the Herſe, demanded a-loud of then 
that follow it, whoſe Body it was that was there 
coffin'd and carry'd to Burial? They ſaid it was 
young Man's, and told them his Name: Surely, 
reply'd one of them, the World is well rid of him, 
for he was a Man of a very bad and vicious Life, 
and his Friends have Caule to rejoyce that he hath 
rather ended his Days thus, than at the Galloys, 
The young Man hearing this, and not able to bear 
ſuch Injury, rouſed himſelf up on the Bier, and told 
them they were wicked Men to do him that Wrong 
he had never deſerved; that if he were alive again, 
he would teach them to ſpeak better of the Dead, 
But they proceeding to defame him, and to give 
him much more diſgraceful and contemptuous Lan- 
guage, he not able to ſuffer it, leapt from the 
Bier, and fell about their Ears with ſuch Rage and 
Fury, that he ccaſed not buffet ing with them 'till 
quite wearied; and by the violent Agitation of the 
Humours, his Body being altered, he returned to 
his right Mind, as one awaken'd out of a Trance; 
and being after brought Home and refreſh'd with 
wholeſome Diet, within few Days he recoyered 
both his Health and Underſtanding. 

The ſecond from Lemnius de Complex. Lib. 2. 
C.6. who faith, that in his Remembrance a Noble 
Perſon fell into this Fancy, that he verily belicv'd 
he was dead, and departed out of this Life, inſo- 
much that when his Friends and Familiars beſought 
him to eat, or urged him with Threats, he ſtil 
refus'd all, laying it was in vain to the Dead; but 
when they doubted not but that this Obſtinacy 
would prove his Death, and this being the ſeventh 
Day from whence he had continued it, they be- 
tongs themſelves of this Device : They brought 
into his Room, which on purpoſe was made dark, 


ſome perſonated Fellows wrapped in their winding 
3 Sheets, 
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Sheets, and ſuch grave Cloths as the Dead are ap. 


rel'd with: Theſe bringing in Meat and Drink, 
liberally to treat themſelves. The ſick Man 
ſeeing this, asks them who they are, and what 
bout? They told him they were dead Per- 
ſons: What then, ſaid he, do the Dead cat? Yes, 
yes, fay they, and if you will fit down with us, 
you ſhall find it ſo : Straight he ſprings from out of 
his Bed, and falls too with the reſt. Supper ended 
he drops into a Sleep, by Vertue of a Liquor given 
him for that Purpoſe: Nor are ſuch Perſons re- 
ſtor'd by any Thing ſooner than Sleep, as was this 
Melancholic. | 

But leaving theſe, we ſhall take Notice of ſome 
monſtrous Births, or otherways deform'd and ble- 
miſh'd by Marks from the Og nn or 
diſappointed Oy of the Mother; which have 
had not only Power ſufficient to pervert and diſturb 
what the Ancients called the Plaftick, or formative 
Faculty, in drawing forth the prima Stamina, or 
firſt Lines from the then ductile and pliable Mat- 
ter, but to ſtamp its Characters, to diſmember and 
diſlocate, and to make large and bloody Wounds 
upon the Body of the Fætus, conceiv'd long ſince 
and formed compleatly. 

The Deſire, faith Hippocrates, of the pregnant 
Woman is able to mark the tender Infant with 
the Thing deſir' d. And St. Jerome in his Lec- 
tures upon Gen. takes Notice that the ſame Hippo- 
gates did once deliver a Noble Woman, like to 
luffer as an Adultereſs; for that the Husband and 
ſhe being white, her Child was born of the 
Ethiopic Complexion, which the ſage old Man 
imputed readily to a Picture he had obſerved 
hanging in her Chamber, exa&ly reſembling the 
Infant, and which he found ſhe had been often ve- 
'y intently viewing. 


N 3 | Soranus, 
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Soranus, as St. Auſtin takes Notice *, has del. 
ver'd, that the Tyrant Dionyſius, (however de. 
form'd, and hard favour'd himſelf) that he might 
have comely Iſſue, would always have a beautifil 
Picture ſet before his Wife in the Bed-chamber, 
that by Strength of Fancy ſhe might conceive th 
Likeneſs. 

Of the ſame Opinion we find Galen , wherehe 
obſerves, that the Sight of a Picture is ſufficientty 
alter and change the Fœtus into the ſame Likeneß; 
and ſure enough the Patriarch in ſacred Writ wx 
no Stranger to theſe Effects, as appears by his Sub- 
tilty in placing the ſtreaked Rods before the Eye 
of the Cattle at the Time of their Conjunction *. 

Heliodorus, an ancient Author, having delivered 
the Hiſtory of Cariclea, who was born white, of 
Ethiodies Parent, from the Queen Mother's often 
beholding a Picture of Andromeda pencil'd with 1 
white Face, ſubjoins that the Gymnoſophiſts o 
Sages very eaſily aſcrib'd it to the Force of Fancy 
or Imagination. Ch 

Celius Rhod. FT relates how Fabius Quintil. freed WM ten 
a Woman after like Manner from Suſpicion, who 
had brought forth a little Negro, only from be 
often taking Delight in viewing the Picture of n mi! 
E!hiop in her Apartment; the Story of 4lcibiade! WM hai 
is to the ſame Purpoſe. ge. 

"Tis on this Account the Poet Heſiod exhorts his her 
Friends, that they by no means ſet about this Work Ml wi 
after their Return from Funerals, or thinking of iy: 
any Calamity befallen them, leſt the ſorrow ful Ide C 
they have juſt thought on, be tranſmitted to the WM Cit 
Conception, and the tender Fœtus mark'd with ſome gie 
frightful Character. 3

Pet. Meſſias * reports from M. Damaſc. that up- 
on the Confines of Piſa, at a Place called the Holy 
Rock, a Girl was born all over hairy, from the Mo- 
ther's unhappy ruminating and often beholding the 
Picture of St. John Baptiſt, hanging by her Bed 
Side, drawn in his hairy Veſture; which Child, as 
Montagne relates, was preſented to Ch. K. of Bobe- 
mia: The like Caſe is taken Notice of by Schen- 
kius, and Amb. Parey. 

Bartholine ſays, that at Leyden, in the Year 
1638, a Woman of the meaner Sort, who lived 
near the Church of St. Peter, was delivered of a 
Child well ſhaped in every reſpect, but had the 
Head of a Cat: Imagination was that which had 
piven Occaſion for this Monſter, for being big with 
Child, ſhe was frighten'd exceedingly by a Cat got- 
ten into her Bed. 

Culielm. Paradin. in his Hiſtory of Savoy *, de- 
clares, that a Niece of Pope Nich. 3. of the Fa- 
mily of the Ur ſini, had a monſtrous Birth all over 
hairy, armed, as it were, with Bears Claws, in- 
ſtead of Toes and Fingers, which ſhe aſcribed to 
her looking on the Pilture of that Creature, every 
where hung up in the Dwellings of the ſaid Fami- 
ly: Upon which his Holineſs gave Order for De- 

'oying all the Pictures of Bears throughout the 
City of Rome. Lycoftenes, in his Book of Prodi- 

es, ſays it hapned in the firſt Year of the Ponti- 

cate of Pope Martin the 47h. 
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Anno Dom. 1610, whilſt (faith our Author #) 
T attended on my Prince at Prague, as his Phyſic 
an, it fell out that upon the 18h of July there wy 
born a Boy, whoſe Liver, Inteſtines, Stomach, 
Spleen, with great Part of the Meſentery, hung 
out all naked below his Navel he lived but a few 
Hours, and then with Miſery enough exchang'd 
that Life for Death which he had newly begun; 
If any demand the Reaſon of ſo monſtrous a De- 
formity, he ſhall find no other than the Imagine 
tion of the Parent, who being ask'd, by Dr. Maj 
and my ſelf, whether haply ſhe had given ſome Oc- 
caſion to ſuch Birth: She anſwered with Tear, 
that. three Months before her Delivery ſhe ws 
forced by ſome Soldiers to be preſent at the killing 
of a Calf; at the opening of which ſhe felt an ex- 
traordinary Motion in her ſelf, when ſhe ſaw hoy 
the Bowels came tumbling from the Belly. 

In the fame City, and much about the fame 
Time, there was the like, if not a greater Miracle 
of Nature; a Woman was deliver'd of a Son, who 
was born with his Foreskin cut and inverted; and 
this came to paſs through the vehement [magin- 
tion of the Mother, who three Weeks before ſhe th 
fell in Travail had liſtened very attentively to 1 o 
Gueſt in her Houſe, who diſcourſed and exact) 
deſcribed the Manner of the Jewiſh Circumciſion, Al 
at one of which he had that Morning been pre- di 
{ent : I was an Eye-witneſs hereof, being brought 
by Kepler the great Mathematician to behold and WF g 
view the Child. Jem, ibidem. te 

More remarkable {till is the Relation of Lov. D 
Vives f, in his Comment upon St. Auſtin's City © 
God, where he mentions a looſe Fellow of Bra 
bant, who having perſonated the Devil in a Play 


— 
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ated, upon returning Home in his Devil's Habit, 
would needs have to do with his Wife, ſaying he 
would beget on her a young Devil; the poor Wo- 
man frightned, did conceive however thereupon, 
and after brought forth a Child of the ſame diabo- 
lical Figure the Man was dreſs'd in. 

Schenkius * tells of a Woman very big, who a- 
mong other Diſcourſe with her Neighbours, men- 
tion being made of her great Belly, ſhe told them 
that ſhe reckon'd about the Time of the Epiphany 
or Feſtival of the three Kings; upon which the 
good Women wiſhing ſhe might bring forth three 
Kings, ſhe merrily anſwer'd, with all her Heart 
and accordingly at the Time ſhe bore three Sons, 
one of them an Ethiopian, or of a black Colour, 
as uſually one of thoſe Kings are painted. The 
fame Relation is confirm'd by Cornel. Gemma TT, be- 
ing ſeen, as he ſays, by great Multitudes in the 
City of Louvain, and confirm'd as Truth by un- 
doubted Teſtimony. The ſame Perſon reports of 
another, who near the Time of her Labour be- 
ing purſu'd by her Husband with his drawn Sword, 
threatning to cut her over the Forehead ; ſhe from 
the Fright not long after fell in Travail, brought 
forth her Infant, \ Bar a large Wound on its 
Forchead, from which ſuch Abundance of Blood 
flowed that it could not be ſtopt, ſo that the Child 
died preſently. 

There liveth among us at Bern in Switzerland, 
lays Gulile. Fabricius t, an honeſt Woman, who about 
ten Years ſince, being great with Child, and quar- 
relling with another Woman, put her ſelf into ſuch 
a Paſſion, that ſhe was unable to contain her ſelf; 
after which falling into Labour ſhe was brought to 
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Bed of a Daughter, of a couragious and heroick 
Mind, but her Feet and Hands contracted as if 
ready to fight, and her whole Body in continu 
Motion, ſo that ſhe walks as it were dancing, and in 
a trembling Poſture, after the Manner of angry Peo- 
ple unable to govern their Paſſion. 

A young and luſty Woman (from the ſame Au- 
thor *) big with Child, walking the Street upon 
ſome Occaſion, a Perſon juſt by her hapned to fall 
down in a Fit of an Epilepſy, crying out ftrange- 
ly, and throwing about his Limbs, upon which the 
young Woman was much frightened ; however, 2 
the Expiration, ſafely delivered of a Son; ſoon af. 
ter he was born ſeiſed with Epileptick Paroxyiſms, In 
which oppoſed all our medical Help, and incre- 17 
ſing carry'd him off before he was a Year old. pl 
The Cauſe I doubt not, replies that great Man, of 


was the Force of the Mother's Imagination at the as 
Time of the Fright, communicated to the Brain C( 
of the Infant, in as much as the Parents are both C 
healthy, as alſo their other Children, and never ob- t 
nox1ous to this terrible Diſeaſe. t 

Such another Accident, as I remember, heſpeaks 8 


of elſewhere befalling a Woman with Child, upon 
her helping to keep in order an Epileptic during 
the Paroxyſm. 

The Caſe of a Man born without Arms, and 
living to a great Age, which was occaſion'd by his 
Mother's Surpriſe at the Sight of a Mendicant, in 
the ſame unhappy Condition, is enter'd in Cent. 6. 
Obſ. 66. But of this Kind we have a ſad Inſtance 
at Home, I mean in this City, in a Child of Sir 

B. whoſe Lady frighten'd at the unexpected 

iew of a Beggar's Stump Arm upon her Coach 
Door, being then with Child, was after brought 
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How theſe ſtrange Alterations ſhould be 
wrought, or the Fetus cut, wounded and maim- 
ed, as if the ſame were really done with a Wea- 

n, whilft the Mother is unhurt, and merely b 
the Force of her Imagination, is, I muſt confeſs 
ingenuouſly, faith this learned and able Artiſt, Su- 
pra Captum, i. e. above my Underſtanding ; that 
it is Fact is undeniable, among others, from theſe 
Inſtances here ſpecified, to which he refers his 
Reader, thus. 

Of an Hydrocephalns contracted by the Mother's 
Imagination, you have an Example, Cent. 3. Obſ. 
17. and Cent. 7. Obſ. 3. of the Infant's Head 
pierced quite through by Reaſon of an Affright 
of the Mother: See the Anſwer to Mich. Doringius, 
as alſo Obſ. 3. Cent. 5. of the Small-Pox this Way 
communicated, Cent. 4. Obſ. 55. and 56. of a 
Child born with the Leg broken or diſtorted by 
the Mother's looking on a Crucifix, and viewing 
the broken Limbs of one of the Malefactors on the 
Side of our Saviour: See Cent. 3. Obſ. 56. of a 
Noble Virgin born with a Prolapſus Uteri & Ve- 
ſicæ by the Mother's beholding a poor Woman un- 
der that Mis fortune.

Philippus Meurs, apoſtolical Protonotary and Ca- 
non of St. Peter's in Louvain, a reverend ancient 
Man, affirmed unto me, faith our Author *, with 
ſundry others, that he had a Siſter compleat in the 
reſt of her Body, but without a Head: Inſtead of 
which was joyned to her Neck the Likeneſs of a 
Shell Fiſh, having two Valves which ſhut and 
open'd; and by which, from a Spoon, ſhe took 
her Nouriſhment : And this he ſaid was occaſion'd, 
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for that his Mother with Child of her, had , 
{trong Deſire after ſome Muſcles ſhe beheld in the 
Market, but could not procure at that Inſtam. 
'This Siſter of his lived in this monſtrous Condi. 
tion to be eleven Years old, and dy'd then by Acci. 
dent, happening angrily and very ſtrongly to bite 
the Spoon they fed her with, and breaking thoſe 
teſtaceous Valves, dy'd quickly after: He kept d. 
verſe of her Pictures in his Chamber, which, faith 
Fienus, the whole World hath ſeen, being mor 
particularly famous and well known to all the Ci 
of Louvain. | | 

The Caſe of Sebaſtian Munſter * of the tw 
Children born growing together by the Forehead 
occaſioned by a Perſon coming behind the Mother 
and another Woman at unawares, and wantonly 
ſtriking their Heads together, ſeemeth the lels rar 
to us, who have ſeen here in London, within theſe 
few Years, two Girls brought out of Germay 
miſerably complicate, or conjoin'd about the 
Loins and Buttocks, with one common Anus and 
Pudendum. 

In the Miſcellanea Curioſa, termed the Zodiac 
Aedico-gallicus , Annus quartus, 1682, there 11 
Paſſage giving Account of a Burgundian W omit 
big with Child, who being often intent upon lool - 
ing up to the two carved Images of two Angel, 
with their Arms and Legs a-croſs each other, 
phced in the Fryars Church of that City, had her 

magination ſo impreſt thereby, that on the 24th 
of Auguſt laft paſt, at the End of her Reckoning, 
ſhe was deliver'd of two Girls, deprived of Lite 
on Account of their difficult Birth, with their Bo- 
dies joined and croſſing each other after the Man- 
ner of the Image ſhe had ſo wiſhfully beheld. 
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Ambr. Parey * gives us to underſtand, that in 
the Year 1517, a Child was born with the Shape 
in its Face exactly like that of a Frog, which was 
brought to paſs by the Mother's holding that Crea- 
ture in her Hand, to allay the Heat of a Fever 
about the Time of her Conception. | 

A Gentlewoman being cut for the Repoſition 
of an inguinal Rupture, at the ſame Time with 
Child, ſoon after was delivered of her Child with 
2 large Wound on the ſame Place, the Scar of 
which he carries to this Day, altho' thirty Years 
ſince. | | 
At Antwerp (as recorded by Fienus in his Book 
aforeſaid) there was at the time of his Writing a 
Woman, who both in Countenance as well as Ge- 
ſture, had Reſemblance of an Ape; for that her 
Mother, as ſuppoſed, when big with Child, was 
wonderfully delighted with an Ape ſhe kept in her 
Houſe to play withal. | 

[ was inform'd, faith the ſame Perſon, by one 
worthy of Credit,. that a Woman with Child go- 
ing by the Town-wall, a Lizard leaped into her 
Boſom; upon which being frighten'd, ſhe after 
brought forth her Child, having a fleſhly Excret- 
cence growing out of the Breaſt, exactly reſem- 
bling the Lizard, which had the Head fixed into 
the Child's Fleſh, as it were hidden therein, whilſt 
the reſt of the Body hung forth. | 

Schenkius takes Notice of a Letter ſent him by 
Jacobus Suterus, M. D. where he gives him an Ac- 
count of an Accident, juſt then befallen his own 
Wife, who being deny'd a certain Joint of Mear 
by a Butcher in the Market, flew out into ſuch a 
Paſion that ſhe bled at Noſe, which perceiv- 
ing ſhe clapt her Finger to her Lip to wipe it off, 
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and after was brought to Bed with her Child want 
ing the upper Lip. 

But ſomething ſingular beyond all theſe is the 
Tale of Langius * (upon the Author's Credit, lef 
to the Reader's Credulity) of a Woman longingto 
bite the naked Shoulder of a Baker paſſing b 
her, which rather than ſhe ſhould loſe, the *. 
natur'd Husband hires the Baker at a certain Price; 
accordingly when the big-belly'd Woman had 
taken two Morſels, the poor Man unable to hold 
out a third, would not ſuffer her to bite again, for 
want of which ſhe bore (as the Story goes) one 
dead Child with two living. Fo \ 

But to haſten erden 4 where are Inſtances nd a 
enough to be had, the Reader will find a very Pero! 
ſurpriſing one communicated to the Royal Socie- _ 
ty, by Dr. Cyprianus the Lithotomiſt F, to this — 
Purpoſe. A Lady was delivered of a Girl with a res 
Wound in her Breaſt, above four Fingers long, 2k 
and penetrating to the Muſ/tuli Intercoſtales, being ri: 
an Inch broad, hollow under the Fleſh round about 
the Wound: Beſides that there was a Contuſionat nh 
the lower part of the Wound, which being trea- WF" 
ed with Suppuratives, came to a Head, ws 
2 and together with the Wound, healedu Pact 
after the Manner of other Wounds and Contutr- 70 
ons. The Child came into the World without Wh *" 
any Force, and conſequently could receive no Bi... 
Harm in the Birth, but was occaſioned by the ay 
Strength of the Mother's Imagination, who about Nu 
two Months before, being gone to Bed, and'by 
Chance hearing a Report that a Man had mur- 
der'd his Wife by giving her a Wound on the 
Breaſt with a Knife; at which Relation 'twas ob- 
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freed that ſhe changed Countenance, and ſeem'd 
concerned. 

The late great Naturaliſt Mr. Boyle & acquaints 
ws, that a moſt ingenious Phyſician had diverſe 
Times inform'd him, when being called to a young 
Lady, he found that tho* ſhe complained much, yer 
there appeared ſo little Cauſe, either in her Body 
or her Condition, to gueſs that ſhe did any more 
than fancy her ſelf fick, that ſcrupling to give her 
Phyſick, he perſuaded her Friends rather to divert 
ter Mind by little Journies of Pleafure: In one of 
which, going to St. Winifred's Well, this Lady, 
who was a Catholick, and devout in her Religion, 
and a pretty while in the Water to perform ſome 
Devotions, and had occaſion to fix her Eyes very 
atentively upon the red Pebble Stones, which in a 
attered Order made up a good Part of thoſe that 
wpear'd through the Water, and a while after 
mowing big, ſhe was delivered of a Child, whoſe 
white Skin was copiouſly ſpeckled with Spots of 
e Colour and Bigneſs of thoſe Stones, and tho? 
tow this Child hath liv'd already ſeveral Years, yet 
Wth he (till retain them. 

There was a Lady, a Kinſwoman of mine (ſays 
ths Author ) who uſed much to wear black 
Paches upon her Face (a Faſhion among young 
Women) which I to put her from, uſed to tell 1 
ter in jeſt, that the next Child ſhe ſhould go with, 
whilſt the Solicitude and Care cf thoſe Patches 
were ſo ſtrong in her Fancy, ſhould come into the

Thus is it made apparent by a multitude of Er 
amples, how maniteſt and great an Empire the 
Fantacy of a pregnant Woman has over the Blot 
and Humours together with the Spirits of her By 
dy, and how by their Miniſtry ſhe is able to gie 
not only monſtrous Shapes and Figures to that 
of the more tender Fœtus, but to communicate Di 
eaſes alſo: Wherefore we have leſs Cauſe to ab 
mire ſhe ſhould be capable to impreſs the outyul 
Surface with Marks and Spots of a diverſe Kind 
and Reſemblance, the Effects uſually of Frightsad 
ſtrong Apprehenſions or diſappointed Longing: 
Concerning which we are now to ipeak and pro 
pole ſuch Remedies as may be proper to remore 
thoſe of them which happen to prove troubleſome, 
and will admit of Cure. 

Jacobus Horſtius recites ſeveral of theſe Cale 
wherein he found the Infant not only variouly 
diſcolour'd, but marked with the Reſemblance d 
Straw-berries, Cherries and other Fruits on lereri 
Parts of their Bodies, by Force of the Mother! 
Imagination: Many of which (as Hildanus vel 
remarks) are not to be deemed altogether uct 
rable, but may he attempred according to the Pat 
near which they are ſituate; but in cutting cf 
theſe Tubercles and Spots, we mult (ſays that & 
perienced Practitioner) be careful we take out A 
Root and leave no Part of the Skin or Fleſh pt 
ternaturally colour'd behind, for if ſo, they W 
riſe again.

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but this is mere trifling, and juſtly reprehended by 
Segerus * who inſtanceth in a Maid that had the 
Back of her Left-hand almoſt all of a fiery red 
Colour, by Reaſon of the Mother's apprehending 
a ſudden Burning when ſhe was with Child, and 
that Fright cauſing ſuch Impreſſion: She by Ad- 
vice of an old Woman had bctmcar'd the diſco- 
lour'd Place with the Blood of an After-Birth, 
which was ſo far from taking off the Spot, that it 
cauſed a greater Inflammation with much Swellin 
and Pain, which the Surgeon had much ado to 
ſtop, the Mark remaining notwithſtanding. 

The beſt Way of removing the maternal Marks, 
called otherwiſe Nævi five Macule Materne, ac- 
cording to Willius , is that by Section, which is 
eaſie it the Tumour can be ty'd about with a 
Thread, and ſuch Medicines apply'd as may com- 
modiouſly intercept the affluent Humours; but we 
mult have a Care that no Artery, great Veſlel or 
Nerve be hurt : For if, faith he, Nature permits 
the Loſs of a Noſe, an Ear or Eye without Dan- 
ger of Life, why may ſhe not ule the ſame Liber- 
ty in theſe her ſpurious Productions 2 An Example 
is in the ſame Place laid down of a Child, over 
both whoſe Eye-lids' and whole Forchead there 
grew many ſoft Excreſcences, which were under- 
taken ſucceſsfully and the Child cur'd. 

The Sum of our own Thought on this Subject 
amounts to this. 

In the firſt Place, Monſters, ' and truly mon- 
ſtrous Births, are not to be meddled with, but to 
be left to the Civil Law to determine upon mature 

liberation, and the Judgment of Phyſicians be- 
tore conſulted, which are fit to be deſtroy'd and 
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made away with, and which to be preſerved and 
kept alive. 

Diſtorted and deformed Members may be ſcme. 
times attempred, and are, by the help of Inſtrument 
and Chirurgery, often ſet to rights; an Example 
whercof may be found in Hlildauus *, and one ve 
remarkable I could give, of a Child then (now 
grown a luſty Man and a Turkey Merchant) bom 
with both Feet inverted, and treading on the An- 
Iles, yet with careful Management, proper Splint 
and Bandage with a ſmall Steel-plate from the 
Shoe up to the Knee, continued for about ſeven 
Years, he was able to leave them off, and noy 
walks as well as any Man. 

To attempt the taking away Diſcolourings of 
the Skin, ſuch as Redneſs from Womens longing 
for Claret, or having the ſame ſuddenly ſpilt upon 
them, is to little Purpoſe; the Stain going thro' 
the Skin and the Scar like to prove a greater Ble- 
miſh, if the part will admit of healing, than the 
diſcolouring it ſeltf. 

The waſting of large Excreſcences reſembling 
certain Fruits, or Foods deſir'd but not obtain d, 
is a Matter oftentimes of great Weight; not 
only for that they are apt to degenerate into ma- 
lign Ulcers, but for that ſome of them having 
large Plexus of Veſſels to ſupply them, there 1s 
Danger of great Hæmorrhage or Flux in their 
Extirpation : And if they cannot be eradicated en- 
tirely, they will rife again, and be more rebellious 


and troubleſome than before they were undertaken; | 


ſo that in enterpriſing theſe Matters, it is neceſlary 
to conſider the Part on which they are ſcated, to 
what parts adjoining, and with what communicat- 
ing: What Veſlels they may be fed by: What 
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Compaſs they take, how deep they enter, and 
whether the whole may be ſafely burnt either with 
potential or actual Cautery, or cut out by Knife. 

Thoſe which I have had Courage to undertake, 
have been the Currants, Cherry, Rasberry, Mul- 
berry or Similitudes of the leſſer Fruits; and theſe 
only, when they have been ſeated ſecurely, and 
have had their Surface not too much {ſpread : Or 
when their Baſis has been ſmall like a Pedunculus 
or Stalk, and the Excreſcence it {elf ſoft and pli- 
able, without Inflammation, Induration, or livid 
Complexion, or in ſhort without fear of any Ma- 
lignity may lurk under them, from whence I have 
known their Degeneracy into Cancers. | 

The Time of Extirpation 1s the Seaſon when 
they look paleſt, lye flatteſt and ſofteſt, and are 
leaſt troubleſome : For ſome of theſe, like the 
Fruits they reſemble, have their Times of bloom, 
ripening and languiſhing, tho' never quite dying 
or falling of themſelves. 

If they join'd only by a ſlender Stalk, or if 
their Baſis will admit, I ſhould adviſe the Way by 
Ligature : Taking Care when the Excreſcence is 
dropt off, to penetrate the Root with a Cauſtick 
or Cautery, otherwiſe 'tis a Chance but the 
next Seaſon it may ſprout again: The fame is 
to be obſerv'd if taken off by the Knife, after 
which I clap down a ſmall pointed Cautery made 
hot to the Place, which both ſecures the Bleeding, 
waſts the remaining little Fibres it was held by, 
and corrects the Malignity, if ſuch there be, the 
Sore from thence healing after the Manner of a 
common Burn. 

Fab. Hild. * being called to a Senator and prin- 
cipal Governor, for that Time, of the Republick 
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of Bern, to view his Son of three Years of Age, 
having an Excreſcence reſembling a Cherry (the 
one half at leaſt) upon the upper Part of his Noſe, 
at firſt no bigger than a Lentil, but increaſing az 
he grew up, and taking its firſt Riſe from the 
Mother's longing for that Fruit, when it ſeems ſhe 
could not procure it, he undertook the Cure a 
follows. 

Paſſing a Needle with Thread through the Bo- 
dy of the Excreſcence, and thereby drawing it to 
him, he began with his Knife to ſeparate the ſame 
from the Bottom of it all round, when paſſing the 
Point thereof up towards the Forchead, 1 
Branch of a Blood-veſlel coming thence being di- 
vided, hindred him from proceeding in his Work 
to his Satisfaction, upon the Blood ſpurting upon 
him, together with the Child's Frowardneſs and 
throwing about: Upon which, contenting him- 
ſelf with taking out what he had divided, he dreſt 
up with Aſtringents, and after when he came to 
open the Wound, perceiving ſome Remains of the 
foreſaid Excreſcence in the diſcoloured Fleſh, he 
was put upon waſting the ſame with his Eſcharo- 
tick made of the Cineres Sarmentorum and Calx 
diva; and digeſting out the Eſchar with a Mix- 
ture of Terebinth. Gum. Elemi, &c. ſtill repeating 
the fame Eſcharotick where 'twas wanting, till 
the ſaid preternatural Fleſh was utterly deftroy'd, 
he after incarn'd with ſound Fleſh and brought 
on a firm and ſeemly Cicatrix. 

In the {aid Relation, he cautions the Surgeon 
that he leave no Part of the diſcolour'd Fleſh be- 
hind him in theſe Sort of Excreſcences, for other- 
wiſe they will be apt to riſe into their old Shape, 
as he found himſelf in a young Maid from whom 
he attempted to take off an Excreſcence on hel 
Forchead of the Figure of a Plumb, bur leaving 

{ome of the tainred Skin and Fleſh, and not re- 
| . moving 
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moving the whole Root of the ſaid Excreſcencc, 
it grew again and put him under the Neceſſity of 
a ſecond Operation. 

In the Uſe of the Cauſtick, great Care is to be 
taken to keep the Salts from 1 or going 
deeper than they ſhould, to the Prejudice ot the 
Parts lying under and round about, and alſo for 
that thereby the Scar may be made larger and more 
unſeemly than there was Occaſion. | 

In theſe Caſes, he commends alſo, (and that not 
without its deſerved Praiſe) the Uſe of the red 
Precipitate, in tender Habits before-hand waſhed 
and edulcorated, which of it ſelf I have ſometimes 
known (the outer Skin removed) able to waſte theſe 
_— Appearances, to deterge the Ulcer and diſ- 
pole it for healing by the common Medicines : 
Another Inſtance of Extirpation of the like Fan- 
cy-Mark by Cauſtick, the Reader will find ſub- 


join'd to the aforeſaid Obſervation; but this 


Chapter being run already beyond its intended 
Length, tis Time to fimiſh the ſame, which I 
ſhall do with two or three Caſes of my own. 

A Gentlewoman in my Neighbourhood having 
for many Years carry'd the Mark of a Rasberry 
ſhe was born with, near her Eye-brow ; at length 
about the Seaſon of ripening for that Fruit (as it 
uled to do) it put on a florid Complexion, felt 
tender, and appearing higher than uſual, with 
[mall Grains as it were and little Hairs between 
them, exactly reſembling the Fruit her Mother 
had been diſappointed of, in her Longing when with 
Child. It hapned that paſting too near a Basket- 
woman in the Market, who had a Straw-hart on, 
the Edge. whereof running haſtily againſt rhe Ex- 
creſcence cut through the Middle of it, and put 
the Gentlewoman to great Pain and much Trouble 


to ſtay the Bleeding, which was {till ready to 


burſt out again for ſeveral Days: But at laſt dry-

ing up with a Scab, ſhe contented her ſelf without 4 
uſing any Application, ſuperſtitiouſly fancying it ſc 
both finful and fruitleſs to attempt removing a ** 
Mark of God Almighty's ſending, as ſhe expreſt os 
it: But ſome time after, the Scab growing looſe * 
about the Edge, from a ſmall Weeping under- 5 
ncatli, and ſticking to the Lace of her Pinner, 50 
one Morning in her Sleep ſhe had pulled it off, * 
and ſoon overflowed her Face and Neck with a W 
more plentiful 7 6%, thanat firſt, at which being a 


much frighten'd, ſhe {cnt for me in haſte, only to 25 
ſtop the Blood. 55 

convinc'd her of the ill Conſequence that wa 
might attend this Fungus now diſturbed, and pre- 35 


vail'd with her to have it intirely eradicated, in- 
couraging her with great Hopes of Succeſs. Ac- 
cordingly ſhe complying, I ſent home for a Cau- 
ſtick, and firſt preſſing upon the Part with the Lu- 
nar One, found it made not that quick Diſpatch, 
a ſmall Artery diſcharging and incommoding the 
Operation : Upon which J bore in upon the ſame, 
with a Piece of the Lapis infernalis | which I pre- 
pare by boyling up the Lixivium Capitale or firſt 
running of the Soap-makers Lees, into a due Con- 
ſiſtence or proper Hardneſs, cutting it with a hot 
Knife into ſeveral Shapes and Sizes, and keeping it 
in a Bottle well ſtopt till the time of uſing] which 
both ſecured the Veel and burnt deep into the 
Body of the Excreſcence; to prevent its ſpreading) 
I wiped out the diſſolved Salts with an armed 
Probe, and having, as I thought, taken in the 
whole Fungus, and got down to its Root, I dreſt 
the Eſebar with a Pledgit of Baſilicon dipt in the 
warm Balſ. Terebinth. which, as it ſeparated, I peil. 
ceiv'd that I had taken in the Ku 4 Compals of 
the diſcoloured and tainted Skin, yet at the Bot- 
tom the Fleſh in ſome Places aroſe granulated 
and ſeedy like the other Parts before waited, ſome 
of which I touch'd again with the Silver bar 

| ICR; 
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ſtick, others with the End of my Probe dipt in 
Butyrum Antimonii, when degeſting out the Slough 
with warm Linim. and oy. Tereb. I found the 
Fleſh was ſtill of the ſame Kind, even as low as the 
Pericranium Now ſome officious Perſon in my 
Abſence, telling her that her Skull lay bare, and that 
it went down to her Brain, ſhe was much diſpleas'd 
that I had undertaken it: However I comforted her 
with Aſſurance that there was no Danger, and that I 
would uſe my utmoſt Endeavour not only to heal 
it, which ſeem'd no difficult Matter, but after 
ſuch Manner that it might never ſhoot up again, 
or create farther Trouble and Diſturbance. 

After I had gone as far with my Eſchatorick as 
was convenient, I filled the Ulcer up with Præcip. 
rub. and let it lye for two Days, laying over the 
Digeſtive: And taking off the Dreſſing there 
came out a thick Slough, made of the e 
of the Excreſcence, under which the Membrane 
appear'd fair and clear, altho' ſomewhat inflam'd, 
to prevent which from ſloughing off alſo, I dreſt 
up with Lenients and haſten'd Incarnation; yet 
notwithſtanding my utmoſt Endeavour, the Cra- 
nium was bare the Compals of a ſmall Spangle, yet 
healed without the leaſt Exfoliation, and now 
remains a handſome Scar, the Skin ſticking only a 
ſmall Matter (as uſual where the Bone has been 
uncoyered) upon the Place, but lyes ſmooth and even, 
and I dare ſay will never give her farther Trouble. 

Had I apprehended ir 65 deeply rooted, I might 
not probably have been ſo very forward in the Un- 
dertaking, unleſs I had been ſolicited thereto by 
the Patient: But diſcovering after how it was, [ 
was reſolv'd to follow it even down to the Cra- 
mum, finceit was ſecurely ſituate, rather than leave 
it to ſprout anew, to the Patient's farther Incon- 
venience and my own Diſcredir. 

A Child having the Reſemblance of a Currant 
on the internal Canthus of the Eye, towards the 

O 4. 1 top 
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top of the Noſe; it growing bigger, and the Ps. 
rents perceiving it was likely to be attended with 
a farther ill Conſequence, by a ſquinting Catt of 
her Eye ſhe had contracted, in often ſtriving to 
behold it, were very deſirous to have it removed, 
for which I was conſulted: And obſerving the 
Baſis would admit thereof, I propoſed Extirpx- 
tion by the Ligature, with which they readily 
complied: Coming two or three days after with 
a Needle full of Silk waxed, I fer the Child in a 
good Light upon a Servant's Knee, and whilſt an 
Aſſiſtant took hold of the Excreſcence with the 
Forceps, I ſurrounding the Root made my Lig 
ture; and apprehending the Child would be ſo 
froward as not to ſuffer its being ſtraiten'd again 
afterwards, if there was Occaſion, I was willing to 
make but one Trouble, and ty'd it cloſer uponthat 
Occaſion, cutting off the Ends of the Ligature at 
the ſame Time, and applying a Defenſative all 
round, in the Middle of which I had made a Hole 
to let out the Excreſcence. The Day before the 
Child had been let Blood, and that Morning a Gly- 
ſter was given to prevent the Accidents of Fever, 
Inflammation or Ophthalmy, which is highly neceſ- 
ſary as well in theſe lighter, as ſome more ſeem- 
ingly momentous Operations; upon compreſſing 
the F {nga the Child cry'd, and continued fo do- 
ing moſt Part of the Day and Night betwixt 
whiles. Early next Morning finding the Eye in. 
flam'd, the Eye-lids ſwelled up and the Child fe- 
verith, tho' it had ſlept tolerably by Means of a 
gentle Anodyne given for that Purpoſe; yet the 
Parents affrighted ſent Word the Child could bear 
it no longer, and that they muſt have the String 
llacken' d. I took with me a Steel Probe, and 
coming to ſee the Child, found a great Fluxion 
round the Part: The Excreſcence was grown li 


vid and ſcemed all of it near mortify'd, however 
to 
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to comply with their Deſire, I acquainted them 
with my Intention; and the Child being taken out 
of Bed and carry'd to the Window, with the 
Ca, pull'd down upon the well Eye, whilſt the 
Father put his Finger upon the Lid of the Eye af- 
fected, ſhutting it cloſe down, I gave the Probe to 
a Servant to put the Button- end into the Fire, and 
then paſſing the Point of my Sciſſars under the Li- 
cature, ſnipt off the Excreſcence, at which the 
Child complained not, nor had we many Drops of 
Blood follow'd : Then beckoning to the Servant I 
took the red hot Probe and preſt it moderately up- 
on the Root or Stalk of the , ſame, which made 
her cry out for a ſmall Moment, but was preſent] 
pacify d: After which embrocating the Parts wit 
01. Roſarum, the Tumour went off in two or three 
Days with the feveriſh Heat, and in two or three 
more the Burn was heal'd with fo many Dreſſings 
of my Ung. de Lap. Cal. | the firſt Dreſſing only be- 
ing a ſmall Pledgit arm'd with Baſilicon] and re- 
mains now ſo cicatris'd that there is ſcarce a diſ- 
cernable Print of the Mark. 

A Servant-Maid apply'd her ſelf to me for Cure 
of a Malady upon her Cheek; ſhe ſaid it had been 
the Mark of a Shrimp, impreſt by her Mother's 
Longing : And being troubleſome, the Removal of 
it had been attempted with Eſchatoricks by a Pre- 
tender to Surgery. But indeed it ſcem'd to me 
(whatever had bcen the former Shape) to be now 
a Phagedenic Ulcer with jagged and callous Lips 
on one Side, on the other an overgrown Fungus : 
Having conſider'd her Caſe, I told her if ſhe would 
lubmit to the hot Iron, I would ſerve her fo far as 
was able, believing that the moſt likely Reme- 
dy for ſo obſtinate a Diſeaſe. Frighten'd at the 
Thought of this fiery Trial, ſhe was going away, 
and I not over- forward to engage, atleaſt any other 
Ways, was well content 2 willing to get rid of 

ric 
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the Work, which I did: Having fince hear, 
that miſſing Cure under the Hands of a confident 
Empirick, her Cheek is overſpread with the Mz 
lady, which is deemed cancerous, by a Gentlemm 
of the Profeſſion of Surgery lately conſulted. 

And theſe are the Diſeaſes of the Skin in gere. 
ral, of which we thought fit to diſcourſe in this 
firſt Part of our Treatiſe, not being ignorant of 
{ome other Eruptions upon the ſame mention'd by 
the Antients, who differing much among then- 
ſelves in the Names and Deſcriptions of ſome, and 
others falling in one Way or other with thoſe ve 
have already, or may hereafter take Notice of in 
our ſecond Part, we ſhall forbear farther enlargi 
thereon, and will hope for the Reader's Pardon who 
finds any Thing wanting in either; which perhaps 
he may more readily grant us, if he looks back 
upon the Title, in which he will ſee we have tem.

Of their Structure we ſaid ſomewhat at the Be. 
8 of the firſt Part of our Treatiſe: Of thei 

iſeaſes we come now to ſpeak, among which ve 
reckon their falling off from the Parts they prey 
upon, eſpecially the Scalp, a Diſeaſe named by the 
Greeks *ANwTexia and *Oqtiaris : The firſt from the 
Fox, ſubject to this Malady when grown old; the 
latter from the bald Places 4 and there appearing 
like the tortuous Windings of the Serpent. The 
Arabians giving the Name Tyria to all Sorts of Wi whe 
Serpents, have impoſed the ſame upon this Dileale 
Celſus and others call it Area, implying any ſmooth, 
void, bare or plain Place: By the French Peladeac: 
cording to Parey, tho' the Name Pelada five Pi. 
larella with Foreſtus, is taken for any Falling of the 
Hair, either from the Head, Beard, Eyc-brows 
Oc. the Roots of which have been tainted or cot. 
rupted by the Lues. The Latins term any Aﬀect 
of this Kind Imminutio ſeu Defluvium Pilorum: 
The Names generally being impos'd from the Parts 
themſelves, or Manner of their being affected: 
Thus when the Sinciput or Top of the Head is con. 
cern'd, common to thoſe in Years or after Sick- 
neſs, it's call'd Catvities, Baldneſs : When it affect 
the Cilia or Hairs of the Eye-lids, jacadagwors, but 
cnough of this. | 

The Cauſe in general is a depraved, vitiate and 
corroſive or ſharp Humour, preying upon thel! 
Roots, whether {alt, aduſt or putrefying Phlegn 
according to the Antients, or other acrid excrc 


mentitious Matter here congeſted, and ne 
those 
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thoſe Juices, or furniſhing others in their ſtead, 
which ſhould adminiſter Nouriſhment to theſe Parts 
according to ſome of the Moderns. 

Among the external Occaſions contributing here- 
unto, Galen * reckons the poiſonous Fungus or 
Toadſtool, altho* many other Poiſons taken in- 
wardly have the like Effect: The ſmall and great 
Pox, or whatever externally rots and corrupts their 
Roots, or internally ſubſtracts from, or by an Ad- 
mixture of ſome putrid Ferment, vitiates the Juices 
tobe imbibed by their Bulb, and from whence their 
Nouriſhment is derived. An evil Conformation of 
the cutaneous Pores, through which they have their 
Palage, may contribute either by over Laxity, not 
able to ſupport and retain them; or by too great 
Aſtriction, intercepting their Nouriſhment, from 
whence they may wither and die away, and hence a 
liffering Indication of Cure will appear manifeſt. 

The Diagnoſtick Signs are evident from the bald 
Places left behind, with this Diſtinction according 
to ſome; that if the Hairs only fall, leaving the 
dkin whole and ſound, it is a ſimple Alopecia; but 
it the Cuticle be fretted off withal, or the Skin ex- 
coriated, it is an Ophiaſis; the former being of no 
2 Figure, as to its Area or Space left be- 
hind, but befalling all Parts: The latter, faith Cel- 
ſus, Incipit ab Occipitio, duorum digitorum longitudi- 
nem non excedit, ad Aures, duobus Capitibus ſerpit, 
quibuſdam etiam ad Frontem, donec Capita ſua jun- 
gantur. The former is counted proper to any Age, 
the latter more peculiar to Infants and Children. 

As to the Prognoſtick, altho' this Diſeaſe has not 
much of Danger, yet has it much of Turpitude or 
Diſgrace, e that the Slaves among the Ro- 
mans, labouring under this Malady, were under-

the Cuticle, and hindred from coming forth, whence 
lying under the Skin, more eſpecially about the 
Backs of young Infants, they prick the nervous 
Filaments with their Extremities like ſo many Points 
of Needles, diſquieting them and making the Child 
exceeding reſtleſs, tumbling and toſſing about, per- 
petually 2 They ſometimes offer themſelves 
at the Surface of the Skin, raiſing a ſmall Tumou! 
like a little Abſceſs, and are to be taken out with a 
pair of Nippers or Forceps, being often found halt 
an Inch in length, and frequently longer according 
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to ſome: If I miſtake not, Hildanus takes Notice 
of one of his own Children thus tormented, whom 
he at length freed by pulling them forth of the 
Skin. 

The Diſeaſe, faith Parey, is cured with a Fotus 
of warm Water, after which is to be apply'd an 
Ointment of Honey and Farin. trit. by which they 
are drawn out. Others commend Sang. Dracon. 
made into a Cataplaſm with Spirit of Wine. Others, 
tho' I cannot approve thereof, a Plaifter of Leaven 
and Auripigment : The Powder of Glaſs mixt with 
Honey, or a Decoction of Chervil mixt with Vi- 
negar to waſh the Parts. Again others that of the 
Rad. Bryon. decocted in a Lixivium of Oak Aſhes, 
to be uſed after the ſame Manner: But enough of 
ſo rare a Diſtemper, which in a Man's Life- time 
ſcarce calls for his Aſſiſtance: And yet that Hairs 
ſhould breed under the Skin, will be leſs ſtrange to 
thoſe who conſider how often they are found in 
more unlikely Places of the Body, as in the Heart,

Ir is called by the 
Wl Latins Tinea, from the little Holes eaten 
into the Skin. of the Head, after the 
Manner of thoſe made in Books and Garments, b 
the Moth-worm called Tinea : And from the /chor 
fowing out of the ſame narrow Paſſages, it hath 
been named by the Greeks, according to ſome, 
Aydgis quaſi "Tywpes, If theſe Holes made by the 
ſharp and fretting Humours are larger, diſcharging 
2 thicker Kind of Humour like unto Honey, it 
takes thence the Name of Kyetov, Favus, or Me u- 
xzc, tho” this latter is more commonly apply'd to 
one of the incyſted Tumours. 

By ſome of the Antients I find it under that of 
Liftumen or Cruſta lactea, being reckon'd trouble-

cers. At belt it is difficult to eradicate ſecurely, 
at the worſt dangerous to attempt the Cure, un. 
leſs great Care be taken in the mean while to rec- 
| tifie the corrupt Juices, and ſecure the nervous 
Fluid from any Taint may happen by Suppreſſion 
of the Humour aforeſaid, by which many Infants 
and Children grown up, have with their Cures re- 
ceiv'd ſoon after certain Death, as might be err 
denc'd by Multitudes of Examples taken Notice 0, 
among others, by Foreſtus, Herc.

rents began to be more concern'd, and deſir'd my

began the Cure with Calomel over Night, or 
after the firſt Sleep to avoid Diſturbance by the 
ſame therein, purging it off next Day with an In- 
fuſion of Rhubarb and Manna On the Days be- 
tween ordering a medicated Ag. Calcis. Behind 
ach Ear I apply'd a Yeſicatory, and kept the lower 
part open the Compaſs of a Sixpence with the 
drawing Ointment,” that I might derive the peccant 
Matter by theſe artificial Sluices, and ſecure the 
brain from any Impreſſion, by drying away of the 
e, or ſtopping the accuſtomed Emiſſaries. 
This done, I began to looſen the large Scabs by 
tomenting them with an emollient Decoction, ap- 
plying afterwards a Degeſtive of Baſilicon: When 
ater two or three Dreſſings with the Edge of a 
Spathula I raiſed the cruſty Cover of ſeveral, and 
perceived a ſpongy granulated Sort of Fleſh there- 
under, blec ing in ſome parts; over which I 
| ſprinkled 


were expir'd the Bliſters were admitted to heal up, 
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ſprinkled the Precip. rub. laying on the ſame ige. 

ve ſpread thin, ordering the Hair to be clipt a 
cloſe as poſſibly they could in the Parts between, 
that we might have the leſs Diſturbance from the 
ſame. | 

By theſe Fer repeated, a thin Slough 
being induced thereby, this pappy Fleſh was level. 
ed and prepared for cicatrizing, which nevertheleß 
I foung very difficult, the itching now growing 
intolerable as it began to dry, and by the Childs 
ſcratching I found him at the times of dreſſing all 
in goar. For ſubduing this Complaint and correct 
ing the {alt Humour occaſioning the ſame, I fo- 
mented the Parts with the following Bath, after 
ſtrowing on the fine Powders of Tutia and Calani- 
naris, covering both Scalp and Forehead with my 
own Cerate.

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A Child of about ten Months old was brought 
out of the Country from Nurſe, for Advice about 
the Head, which was over-run with little corro- 
ſye Ulcers upon the hairy _— diſcharging great 
Quantity of Humour, ſo very fetid, that on taking 
off the Oil- skin Cap, it was exceedingly offenſive 
to come nigh: It having lately cut four Teeth, 
lorder'd the Child to be weaned if they found it 
would take to feeding. Being purged twice a 
Week with the Hr. de Cichor. cum Kheo & Rof. 
Slut. and between whiles, two or three Grains of 
Calomel. were given over night, which if it worked 
not of it ſelf, was purged off the next Day with 
one or other of the ſaid Syrups. I order'd like- 
wiſe a Fontanel in the Arm, and for the greater 
decurity of the Brain, c Leeches behind 
ach Ear, and a perpetual Bliſter, for the farther 
Derivation of the Humours betwixt the Shoulders. 
Having made this neceſſary Proviſion againſt Re- 
tum of the ſame, or Miſchief ariſing from drying 
up the Ulcers, the following Fotus was uſed "7 
png Linen rag © therein, and then bathing the 

arts therewith Night and Morning, firſt clipping 
away the Hairs.

The Child was 
ſtill kept purging, and took alſo the teſtaceous 
Powders with a medicated Whey, or Milk and Wa- 
ier for common Drink, when the Ulcers began to 
bry up, the Fotus was left off, and a Plaiſter of my 


Ceratum 
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Ceratum de Lap. Cal. continued for ſome time after, 
by which together with a Lotion of the 71, 
alb. Rhaſ. the raw Places were firmly skin'd over, 
and the Child recovered a ove State of Health, 
being at this time ſtrong and luſty. 

One of my Neighbour's Sons, a Lad about 
eight 'or nine Years old, came in Company with 
his Father, who defired I would take a View of 
his Head, which upon Inſpection in three ſeveril 
Places I perceiv'd bald z one of them about the Com- 
paſs of a Shilling, the other ſomewhat leſs: Upon 
the former I found a dry Scab, which being looſe 
and raifed up, there came in Sight ſome grainy 
Excreſcences, ſuch as are obſerved in the Tin 
Ficoſa. The Father faid it was only a little Hurt 
from the Teeth of his Comb, with which the 
Maid had ſcratch'd him when ſhe comb'd his Head, 
and he wanted only a Bit of Plaiſter to heal it. 
Upon which, ſeeing he was ſo very cunning, and 
made ſo light of it, I advis'd him to ſend for ſome 
to his Apothecary, for I had none that would do 
ſuch Feats as he expected: And going away in 
{ome Diſtaſte, I heard no more Ef two or three 
Months after, when other Places beginning to 
break out notwithſtanding all the good Wikes 
Remedies had been try'd, he was brought agun 
and committed to my Care. I began with ſome 
of the milder Remedies directed . proceed - 
ing after to ſome ſtronger, yet without Succeß, 
the Scalp thereby being ſwell'd and inflam'd; 
upon which Account, Feffing up with Lepuents 
for two or three Days, I let him Blood and purg- 
ed him: When the Fluxion was gone off, I cir- 
cumſcribed the moſt ſtubborn Place, which uſed 
to have the Scab, with a Defenſative, and beg! 
to eat into the Skin with my lunar Cauſtick, till 
had gone pretty deep, and waſted, as I hoped, the 
ſeedy F leck underneath: Then dreſſing up arts 
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Pledgit dipt in warm Liniment, the other Parts I 
dbbed with Lac Sublimat. as preſcribed for the 
Itch and Herpes, and thereby corrected their Ma- 
lienity. When the Eſchar ſeparated I made too 
much Haſte (as it happen'd) to incarn, being wil- 
ling to get rid of him, for that the Parents mur- 
mur'd hat I had put him to much Pain, and made 
the Place more raw, as they called it, than it was 
before. So ſoon as it was skin'd, I found I had 
done my Work by Halves, for the ſerpiginous Hu- 
mour began to ſhew itſelf, cracking the Edge on 
one Side, and ſprouting up in Grains as before: I 
then diſcours'd the Father and convinc'd him of the 
Neceſſity there was to remove that Sort of Fleſh 
before we could have a good Bottom to skin upon; 
and going to work again with my Cauſtick on that 
Side, I entirely removed that granulated Fleſh, 
which went quite through the outward Tegument, 
and ſo at length — a ſmooth and laſting Ci- 
catrixz and perceiving ſome branny Scales to riſe 
about the Hair of the other Parts of the Head, I 
order'd the ſame to be ſhayed and waſhed with a 
Solution of Salt of Tartar, anointing after with the 
Unguentum de Oxylapatho; having heard nothing 
ſince of the Diſeaſe returning, now almoſt three 
Years paſt. This was a true Scall or Tinea begin- 
ning, remov'd by local Remedies only, without in- 


ternal Preſcription, unleſs one Purge, which the 


Parents thought much of, as. believing it needleſs 
he ſhould take Phyſick for a ſilly Scab, as they cal- 
led it, on the Top of his Head. 


I was called the laſt Winter into Conſultation 


with a young Surgeon, about a Mortification on 
the Toes of a poor young Fellow, who had been 
cur'd by ſome empirical Application, of a ſcall'd 
ead, without regarding any internal Directions. 
So ſoon as the Humour was repelled, and the Scall 
dry'd away, he grew a Sort 85 Mope or 9 
ing; 
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ling; his uſual Poſture being one upon the Ground 
with his Toes ſtriking the Boards, by which in : 
cold Winter Night, getting out of Bed and fall 
ing into this Action, what with the Extremity of 
the Air, and the repeated Contuſion, the Blood be- 
gan to ſtagnate upon the Extremities of one Foot, 
and four of the "Toes grew black to the Joints of 
the Matararſus: Upon which, and the Strat 
neſs of the Peoples Circumſtances conſider'd, Lad. 
vis'd the Surgeon, after Scarification and a warn 
ſpirituous Fomertation that might at leaſt put a Sto 

for twenty-four Hours, to get him into the Hel 
pre where he loſt his Toes, having before loſt 
11s Senſes; and whether or no ſince then his Lit, 
I am not certain, having heard nothing what be- 
came of him. 

About the ſame Time I was ſent for in much 
haſte to a Gentleman's Child, labouring under: 
convulſive Fit, and perceiving a ſtrong Smell from 
the Head whilſt Itry'd to bleed him, and was about 
to cup him for Want of getting away any Blood 
thereby, I ask'd the Servant whether the Child had 
any Breakings out or ſore Head: The Nurſe told 
me it had a violent running Head two Days before, 
bur it was much flacken'd by an Application they 
had lately put on, and in a fair Way to do well: 
I after inquir'd for the Medicine, and found it to 
be no other than the Ungaent. Nutritum, from the 
Coldneſs whereof and repercuſſive Nature, the 
Matter was drove inwards upon the Brain, exct- 
ting this cruel and deadly Convulſion, in Oppoſi 
ton toall Endeavours by Bleeding, Bliftering, Cup- 
Ping with Antiſpaſmodic and Anti-epileptic Re- 
medies. | 

I have inſerted theſe two Caſes, to ſhew the Ne- 
ceflity there is for our utmoſt Care of the Inſide, 
or Brain and animal Spirits ſubject to be tainted by 
the falling back of the peccant Matter, Dey 
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neddle with topical or external Application, and 
that we ſhun among theſe ſuch as are cold and 
repercuſſive. | ; 

There is yet another Diſcaſe of the hairy Scalp 
of ſome Affinity with the foregoing, or a leſſer 
Species thereof, which by the Latins is called Fur- 
furatioand Porrigo, from the ſcurfy or branny Seales, 
extending themſelves all over the ſaid Part, and up- 
on Scratching being looſen'd, or riſing up with the 
Teeth of the Comb, is named by the common Peo- 

le Dandraff of the Head, Beard, or Eye-brows, 
by the Greeks IIrruęej as. ; 

The Cauſe, faith Sennertus, is an ichorous or ſe- 
tous Humour, as well phlegmatic, as ſalt and bili- 
ous, brought to theſe Parts along with the Hu- 
mours which afford Supply to the Roots of the 
Hairs, on which Account this Diſeaſe is more pe- 
culiar to the hairy Parts of the Body; the Matter 
whereof ſeeking Paſſage through the Pores, whilſt 
the more ſubtil Particles are breathed forth, the more 
ens and terrene are detained about their Roots 
and there converted into the Likeneſs of a branny 
Subſtance. 3 

The Signs of the Diſeaſe, I mean the Diagno/- 
tick, are ſelf· apparent, eſpecially upon ſcratching, 
rubbing or combing, for then fall off theſe Scales 
or Scurff. 

The Prognoſtick gives no Danger, it being ac- 
counred by ſome a Sign of a ſtrong Brain, able to 
fend ſuch Excrements from it ſelf outwards, how- 
eyer it creates Trouble by its Filth and Uncleannels. 

After general Evacuation of the redundant and 
peccant Humour, Galen orders the Head to be waſh- 
ed with a Decoction of Fænugreek, Nitre, and

1 hat not only Worms of ſundry Kinds, bit 
other living Creatures are found therein (how- 
ever they come there) is too notorious to want 
Proof: Nay that our Blood is full of them, that 
moſt of our Diſeaſes take Riſe from them, more 
eſpecially the Cancer, Itch, Ring-worm, Sc. has 
been aſſerted by learned Men. 

[ have more than once, faith Borellus, ſeen upon 
the Plaiſters taken from Ulcers, little Animals like 
waxen Mites, whereof not only;the Figure, but the 
Motion was diſcoverable: Thus are we held, faith 
he, of many Diſeaſes which come from inviſible 
Animals, to be perceived only by the Microſcope. 

The famous Dr. Mayern takes Notice alſo, that 
he obſerv*d in the cancerous Breaſt cut from a Wa- 


man, ſome Thouſands of Worms; hence follows. 


the Remark that perhaps the Progreſs of rhe Cor- 
roſion is ſometimes ſtopt, by applying the Fleſh 
of a Chick, to which theſe Animals ſtick, lenving 
the courſe for the finer Food. 

I muſt confefs I have never made any ſuch Diſ- 
coveries, tho? I have try'd with ſome indifferent 
Glaſſes, and therefore do hope my Scepticiſm, at 
leaſt in ſome of theſe matters, will be held rhe 
more excuſable. I know, the incredulous wall 
ſearce believe their Eyes, but whether the over-

ſhall leave others to determine, whilſt, for my own 
Part, I cannot think it impoſſible (having found true 
what I am about to ſay) but that a View by Glaſſes 
of ſome turgid, fermenting or undulating Matter, 
may put the pregnant Fancy upon Belief or Per- 
ſuaſion, that Vitality or Animation is lodg'd there- 
in. I will not ſay the Homunculi of Mr. Lewenhoeck 
are of this Offspring, but very good Eyes and a 
good Glaſſes have not yet diſcover'd the Animalu- 
la he ſpeaks of to ſome of my Friends. 

To come now to our proper Buſineſs: It is of al 
uncontroverted, that Lice of ſeveral Sorts are 
found on the Heads as well as other Parts of the 
Bodies of Children and grown Perſons, which Way 
ſoever ingender'd, altho* Swammerdam tells us, 
that what our common People call the Nit, is 
the true Ovum from which the Louſe is hatcht, 
and which requires, as he ſays, a moiſt and warm 
Place for its Matrix to bring it forth; and then the 
Multiplication is incredible in a ſhort Space, tho 
2 (one would think) ſo ſpeedy as thoſe Per- 
ſons ſuggeſt, who deliver, that in 24 Hours that 
Creature is both Abavus & Tritavus, that is great 


Grandfather, and great Grandfarher's Grandfather 


and great Grandfather. But miſſing this kindly 
Repoſitory for her Eggs, or being expos'd to the 
cold Air but for one Day, they are ar before they 
are hatcht, and adhere by thouſands to the Hain 
of the Head fo pertinaciouſly, that it is ſome 
Months before they can be all clear'd away. 

Of Lice, there are reckon'd four Kinds, trou- 
bleſome to the Bodies of Men, (viz.)

A young Man long labouring under a troubleſome 
icching of the Pubes and Scrotum, ſo intolerabley 
to make him almoſt deſperate, came at length to 
conſult me, with the Parts all flea'd by ſcratching. 
Taking a ſtrict Survey of the Roots of the Har 
he had caw'd to be clipt off, I perceiv'd in thei 
Interſpaces ſome of the Crab-like Vermin, ſo ri 
vetted as it were in the Skin, that I could only raiſ 
two or three of them, enough however to con- 
vince him of the Occaſion of his Complaint, to 
which Sort of Vermin I found he was an utter 
Stranger, having never heard of them before. 

In regard to the Tenderneſs of the Parts, he 
was Sas. to bear any of the uſual Applications, 
 wherefore mixing up zj. of Mercur. viv. with ij. 
of Diapomph. I order'd him to ſpread it thin upon 
a Cloth, and to apply the ſame Plaiſterwiſe to the 
Parts, keeping off his Hands if poſſible, that the 
raw Places might be skin'd over, and ſecuring his 
Dreſlings with a ſmall bag Truſs. He had not uſed 
this Method many Days before he obtain'd his Dc- 
fire: The Lice coming away and lying dead upon 
the Dreſſings he took off daily. 

In others who have not thus excoriated them- 
ſelves by ſcratching, or where the Skin is whole, | 
have ſeen hundreds come tumbling down dead from 
the Arm-pits and Pubes, upon the Pit Applicationof 
a Rag wet with the Lac. Sublimat. prepar'd as fo!

Of Diſeaſes incident to the Skin of the Face, 


ſuchas Reaneſs, puſtulary Eruptions or Pim. 
ples, Freckles, &c. | 


MO avoid a needleſs multiplying of Chap- 
ters, we have thought fit to compriſe the 
principal Diſeaſes incident to the ſame Part, 

under one general Title, eſpecially when 
they ſeem to border one on the other, and call for 
a ſomewhat like Method of Adminiſtration. 

I ſhall make no Apology for ſpending as much 
Time, or taking the Cos Pains to remove the Ble- 
miſhes incident to the Face by ſome, as I have done 
to retrieve a former good Complexion loſt by other 
Kinds of IIlneſs. And therefore if I have given 
Inſtruftions how to abate the fiery red Complexi- 
on of the Face, and to level thoſe monſtrous Blotches 
or Puſtules, with other Breakings out, that ſo much 
disfigure it, and take off from its Comelineſs and 
Beauty; I cannot think the Task below the Dig- 
nity of a Phyſician. 

To begin with the red and pimpled Face, by 
which we intend the ſame which Authors treat of 


under the Appellation of Gutta Roſea or Roſacea, 


from the little red Drops as it were or fiery Tuber- 
cles ſprinkled up and down the Face and Noſe: By 
lome, Rubedo Maculoſa, or rather Rubor cum Ma- 


culis, by which the Parts of the Face are ſometimes 
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ſo overgrown as to render the whole Countenang 
horribly frightful.

always owe its Original to hard drinking; ſince i 
is ſometimes obſerv'd to attend the moſt temperate for 
and abſtemious: However for the moſt Part, e by 
conſtant Tipplers of ſtrong Beers, Wines and Wa- up 
ters, but eſpecially the two firſt, are uſually thc 
moſt obnoxious to this Malady. For Removal WF lik 
whereof the Intemperies of the Liver and other WF if 
Viſcera is to be corrected, and all other Obſtruc- th 
tions removed, whilſt the Humours at the lame I tn 
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Time are diverted from the Parts affected, by Bleed- 
ing, Bliſtering, Cupping, Iſſues, with lenient Pur- 
gatiVES frequently repeated. The Diet muſt be 
moiſtening and cooling, taken from Foods eaſily 
ägeſted, avoiding Wine unleſs well diluted, and 
frong Drinks, all Things ſpiced, potted, powder'd, 
ſeaſon d or ſalted : The Drink may be an Emulſion 
of the cold Seeds, Milk and W ater, clarify'd W hey. 
Lettuce, Purſlain, Sorrel and Spinage are here fre- 
quently directed with their Meats z and indeed the 
whole phyſical Regimen ſtrikes in with that for the 
Eryſipelas, Itch and Scurvy, the ſame Rules being 
here nearly to be obſerved as therein are mention'd, to 
which the Reader is refer'd for farther Inſtructions. 
In the Uſe however of this cooling and con- 
temperating Method, great Prudence 1s requir'd : 
For if you take a Perſon off at once from his ſtrong 
4 and allow him nothing but Whey or Milk 
Water, you may likely remove his red Face 

and Life ſoon after, by haſtening a ſudden Decay 
of Heat, palling his Appetite and bringing on a Leu- 
mpblegmacy or Dropſy. Mayernallows Wine diluted, 
nay Wine by it ag, if moderately taken, on Ac- 
count of its Heat and Tenuity being better fitted 
to digeſt and attenuate the groſs and viſcid Hu- 
mours, and promote the Perſpiration of the fame 
through the Skin, than Water, which is often 
found injurious and very pernicious to ſuch Patients, 
by its Coldneſs fixing the already impacted Humour 
upon the Part. | 
As for what concerns Topicks, much Caution 
likewiſe is to be uſed : For according to Sennertus *, 
if there be only Redneſs without Puſtules, and 
the Diſcaſe recent, Refrigerants and Repellents 
take Place: But if Puſtules attend, Diſcutients 
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and render the Diſeaſe ſtill farther obſtinate.

For this Purpoſe likewiſe, or rather for the red 
Noſe, bleeding in the Noſtrils is laid down by others 
as Botallus**, who affirms it upon his own Knoy-

' Pains of the Head and old Diſeaſes of the Eyes. 
The Way of opening by Lancet or Puncture he 
perfers to that by Leeches: Two fatal Examples ot 
which are regiſter'd, the one from Herc. Saxn.ot

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a Leech apply'c to his Noſtrils, which crept up 
into his Head, and the miſcrable Patient dy'd of a 
too great Bleeding the Leech had cauſed, which 
could by no Means be extracted or got forth again;

thereat, having ſeen the like Accident formerly at 
Venice. The other from Paulus Magnus, who be- 
ing at Rome as he relates, in the Year 1572, acer- 
tun Surgeon would needs apply a Leech to his Pa- 
tient's Noſe, which ſuppoſing it had faiten'd on the 
inſide only of the Noſtril, was neglected, and the 
Lecch penetrating ſtrait through the Coats of the 
Brain, ſtaid there 'till ſhe had killed the Patient, 
the Means uſed for drawing her forth availing no- 
thing. 

2 Ileers putting the Queſtion, whether Spaw- 
Waters are good in a red Face, or for the pimpled 
and copper-nos'd Drunkard? makes Anſwer him- 
ſelf, that becauſe theſe Pimples or Puſtules do for 
the moſt part depend upon immoderate Heat of 
the Liver, and thoſe Waters do greatly heat the 
ſüud Bowel, as is evident in Hydropicks, Cachec-

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ads do always in a Manner, from the Aduſtion of 
their Blood in the Liver, contract an Obſtruction of 
the Meſeraicks, ſometimes more or ſometimes leſs,

and the Place heals without Trouble, if affecting 
only the Pulp of the Finger, otherwiſe there 5 
ſometimes Hazard of the Loſs of a Nail, and far- 
ther Trouble allo from the Pferigyon thence ariſing 

In the Cure of this, a Pultis of white Bread and 
Milk, and if it comes forward of a white Lill 
Root, a Pledgit of Baſilicon or a Melilot Plailter, 
are the uſual Applications, and pricking the Blad- 
der to let out the Humour, or clipping away the 
Skin, a new one is ſoon generated by ſome of the 
common £puloticks. 

But ſecondly, The other or malign is a Buſineß 
of much greater Concern, and calls for the Aſſi- 
tance of a compleat Artiſt, ariſing from much 

3 Aduſtion of the Humour, and evidencing 
by its Effects an exceeding Sharpneſs and Corroſi 
on: Our People call this, the Felon, from which, 
partly by the Folly and Ignorance of Pretenders to 
Surgery, and partly through the Fear and Obſti

What the incomparable Fab. Hildanus means * 
by cutting ſuperficially, or ſhaving off the upper

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Skin only, where he faith we ſhall diſcover Macu- 
I quedam rubicunda, I am at a Loſs to underſtand : 


Having been never able to relieve my Paticnt but 
by cutting deeper, even to the Perioſtium as before 
recited. 

If his Method would always take Place, I muſt 
confeſs it would fave the Patient much Pain and 
ſome Hazard in the Operation, as well as the Sur- 
geon Trouble in the Cure, and fo far he is ſurely 
right; but that the corroſive Ichor or Macula he 
ſpeaks of, is always to be found in the Beginning 
upon thus paring away the Skin, and going no 
deeper, I am very doubtful, and muſt herein diſſent 
from that great and worthy Practitioner, to whoſe 
Memory notwithſtanding I ſhall always pay the 
higheſt Deference and civil Veneration. 

There is an odd empirical Way of helping in 
this Diſtemper, ſer down by Riverius Þ, that fa- 
mous Phyſician as well as Counſellor to the French 
King: With which, for the Singularity thereof, 
I ſhall entertain the Reader who is a Stranger to 
the Works of that Phyſician: I call it empirical, |

wards vaniſhing as it were away, return'd agin 
ſoon after with the like Diſturbance: The Cat in 
the mean time from the Vehemency of the Pain 
tranſmitted to her Ear, was fo reſtleſs and trouble. 
{ome that two People could ſcarce hold her: Hence 
he infers a certain magnetic Force or Encrgy lod 
ed in the Cat's Head, of ſuch Affinity with the 
Diſcaſe, that the Poyſon or Malignity latent in the 
Tumour is drawn ſuddenly thereunto. 10

ain. 

She faid ſhe perceiv'd plainly a drawing in of 
her Finger farther into the Cavity, and now and 
then great Pain invaded the whole Arm up to the BF f 
Shoulder, at the fame time the Cat making 1 WW - 
great and ſtrange Noiſe as if affected with Pan 
ariſing from the Venom intromitted : Her whole 
Hand was much tumify'd, altho' ſoon after it abat- 
ed every where but on the Finger, where it re. 


main'd yet perfectly free of Pain: And upon * 
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her Finger out, it was found as perfectly ſuppu- 
ated, and the Matter being let out, healed quickly 
ifter with a common Diapalma Plaiſter. 

Theſe Facts are ſo well atteſted, and the Re- 
putation and great Learning of the Author ſo uni- 
icrial, that no Diſpute can be made of the leaſt 
Fraud or Colluſion practiſed therein; nor do I ſec 
any thing can be reply'd ro retort or take off 
from the ſtrange Efficacy in the Cure, unleſs 
the following Queries I ſhould be ready to pro- 
pole, viz. 

In the firſt Caſe, ſuppoſing the Diſeaſe of the 
mild or benign Sort, whether the Humour had 
not near ſpent it {elf before the Tryal, being pro- 
moted farther by the kindly Warmth of the Part, 
to a total Diſſipation ? 

In the ſecond Experiment, falling in, perhaps, 
with the Time of the Criſis or making of Matter, 
this once made, every one knows the Pain cca- 
ſeth. 

The Senſe of the ſame through the whole Limb 
intervening, is caſily ſolv'd by a Conſent com- 
mon to the membranous and nervous Parts, which 
might ſeem greater and more obſervable at the 
Time of the Experiment, by the Impreſſion of 
Tear or ſtrong Imagination incident at ſuch Times, 
to Women and Children. As for the Struggle, 
Motion, or Crying of the Cat, it is natural to moſt 
Creatures, eſpecially of this Kind, upon long Con- 
hnement to one Poſture, eſpecially when perpe- 
tally ſtimulated or provoked thereto by an ex- 
trancous Body thruſt into ſo ſenſible a Part as the 


eyes from ſuch like Bondage or Captivity, but 
enough of this. 

It often happens when the JYVhirflawois ſeated on

pens from Splinters, Pins or Needles, or whatere 
elſe may happen to be thruſt under and break the 
Continuum The ſame Effect befals the Toes from 
a ſtreight Shoe, or what may happen to comprek 
the Nail, or occaſion its growing into the Fleſh, 
and making the Part raw, as picking, pulling, ten- 
ing or cutting them to the Quick. This Diſcaſe 
is by the Greeks denominated ITreeuytovz by the

away at once: But if by Reaſon of the Froward- ? y 
nels of the Patient, together with the extreme n 


Tenderneſs of the Part, and the Fleſh lying inthe 
Way, this cannot be accompliſhed; the Fixer 
cence it {elf is firſt to be remov'd by ſome cathe- 
retick Powder or milder Eſcharotick : Or if the 
ſame riſe high like a large Pea or Bean, and the Baſi 
will admit, the moſt expeditious Way is to clip it 
off, and ſtrew upon the Root a little crude Vitr:- 
ol, or to rub it down with the lunar Cauſtick, 
and when the Slough caſts off, if the whole of it 
be waſted, to attempt again the taking away ſuch 
Part of the Nail lying under, as creates the Trou- 
ble and Diſturbance : But if you cannot yet come 
at the ſame, you are to proceed as before till the 
Fungus is waſted, and the cutting in of the Nail 
prevented tor the future. 
In the waſting theſe Excreſcences, you will find 
nothing better than the common red Precipitatc, 


which works with little Pain, and does Wonder

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in theſe Caſes: I uſually cover the Fungus pretty 
thick, laying over a Pledgit arm'd with ſome le- 
nent Medicine, and leaving the fame on for two 
Days, in which Time there is made a large and 


Dreſſing, I remove with my Sciſſars with little or 
no Pain to the Patient, and apply more of the 
ime if I ſee Occaſion, and thus in three or four 
times dreſſing you not only waſte the Excreſ- 
cence, but often dry up and heal the Place with- 
out other Application or Help of Surgery. But 
this I believe (or hope at leaſt) is no Secret now 
to the worthy Profeſſors of that honourable Art. 

We are next to ſpeak of an Effect to which the 
Skin of theſe Parts are liable more eſpecially in 
cold Weather, and from which they ſuffer great 
Trouble by the Heat and Itching which attends 
them : I mean that which among us is called the 
Chilblain, by the Latins Pernio, Gr. xis, ano 
7 ga S ſeu Hyeme dict. 

The Diſeaſe is ſelf evident: Great Redneſs ſome- 
times with unequal 9 out in the skin, 
burning Heat, Smart, Tingling and Itching at- 
ting chiefly the Skin of the Hands and Fingers, 
allo of the Feet and Toes in the Winter- Seaſon, 
a which Time it generally viſits thoſe that have 
been liable before to the ſaid Diſturbance : It comes 
lometimes alſo upon the Face and Top of the Noſe 
s ennertus formerly obſerved. 

The Cauſe is ſaid to ariſe from Blood diffuſed 
by the capillary Veſſels of the Cutis, not re- 
turn d by the Circulation, nor able to breath out 
by the Pores, on Account of the Conſtipation of 
them in the Cuticle; being by the Cold ſtill more 
contracted at this Time, ftagnates, vitiates the 
Clandules, and breaks the Unity of the Fibres, 
ucerates and raiſes Bliſters on the Parts: At beſt

Gulielmus Fabricius * tells us it is the Cuſtom ot 
thoſe People, coming off a Journey, to rub their 
extreme Parts almoſt congealed by the nipping Froſt, 
ſuch as their Fingers and Toes, their Ears and Noſe 
with Snow, before they enter their Stoves, leſt other- 


wile, at the ſudden Approach of the Fire, they mort | 
fy and drop off: A ſignal Inſtance of this Practice he 
gives, which vas related to him by a Nobleman, who Wl de 
travelling in thoſe Parts hapned to ſee a poor Carter b i 
the High-way Side fallen down and frozen ſtif, 


and ſeeming dead with Cold, who being lifted up 
and lay'd into his Cart, was carry'd to the next 
Inn they came to, where the Hoſt inſtead of ſut-

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ring him to be brought to the Fire, order'd him 
preſently to be plunged into the cold Water, and 
upon king him out the Froſt breaking forth (lays 
the Nobleman, who ſtood by to behold the Paſ- 
ages) of his Body, had cover'd the whole Surface 
thereof with Ice, fo that his Breaſt ſeem'd as hard 
3 Iron: Then pouring a Cup of Metheglin with 
ſome Spices down his Throat, he was put to Bed, 
where a Sweat preſently and plentifully breaking 
forth, he ſoon came to himſelf and was recovered : 

And this Effect is brought to paſs by Means of 
what the Learned call the avl:migsacs of the 
Air, by which the Heat ſuddenly concenter'd, 
ſeth up with a redoubled Force to expel its Adver- 
firy: And thus both Heat and Cold beſet with 
the contrary N ee is the more increaſed : 
For thus it is that Springs are ſaid to be much hot- 
ter in Winter than they are in Summer; for the 
ame Reaſon Apples or Eggs being frozen 
ſhall recover themſelves put into cold Water, 
when if thrown into hot, they will become rotten, 
wither'd and dead: But leaving Theory let us re- 
turn to Practice.

Thoſe troubleſome and often painful Tubercles 
or cutaneous Excreſcences, have received various 
Names from their as various Reſemblance: By one 
more general they have that of Verrucæ, à pan 
Montis editiore, fic vocate, ſays Sennertus, i. e. be- 
cauſe they appear- on the Surface of the Skin like 
the Eminences of little Hills or Monticuli; they 
are called Porri from the ſmall Threads or Fibres 
with which ſome of them are implicate, like the

They are diſtinguiſhed into ſeveral Kinds, and 
have their Names accordingly as aforeſaid from 
ſome Likeneſs; thus ſome are called Mupunis, 
Formica, vel d colore ſubatro qualis eſt formicis, vel 
quod dum ſtringitur, ſenſum eæhibeut Morſibus form: 
carum ſimilem. This is ſaid to be fixed with a 
deep Root, broad at Bottom, and more {lender at 
the Top, projecting a little from the Surface;

Of all which, according to 70. Tagaut. * the 
Acrochordon or Verruca penſilis; as alſo the Thy- 
mon, ſometimes waſte of themſelves without Re- 
medy, or at worſt are more eaſy to be removed 
but the Myrmecia or Yerruca ſeſſilis, alſo the Ver- 
rue alba or Clapus, ſeldom without Surgery.

But in the Uſe of all theſe, the utmoſt Care n 0 th; 
| quired 
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quired, leſt by going to the Quick, or touching up- 


on their nervous Inſertions (the Places in Which 
they are ſo exquiſitely ſenſible) ſome Accident be- 
tide, like thoſe before obſerved about the W arts 
and Corns, at beſt a troubleſome Prerygyon, de- 
ſerib'd at the Beginning of this Chapter. 

When theſe Parts fall off, a Plaiſter of virgin 
Wax is by ſome commended, by others the Pov-der 
of Orrice mixt with Wine, or a Compolition of 
Dear's Suet, Roſin and Oil of Myrtles. 

To prevent their growing ill ſhapen, great Care 

muſt be taken of any outward Preſl Ure or extraor- 
dinary Uſe of them, till pertected by their Indu- 
ration, into a horny Subſtance. 
Their Spots and various Colours either wear out 
of themſelves or growing on, come forwards with 
the Nail it ſelf, being then caſily removed by pa- 
ring, clipping or cutting. 

Their Deſcription we have given before in the 
Introduction to this Treatiſe, and therefore ſhall 
here conclude this Chapter.

E have already travel'd from the Scalp to 
the Calx, or from the Top of the Head 
do the Sole of the Foot, not ſo much for- 
2 getting to call in by the Way; but in- 
tending to turn back, which we ſhall now do, to- 
wards the Center, where we find, beſides other 
lnfirmities in common with thoſe of the Skin of

Urine ſometimes raiſing an Inflammation and Chri- wh 
ſtalline on the End, with ſo great Tumefaction x; Ch 
recludes the Paſſage for the Urine, or frettingthe 116 
dges of the Skin produceth Chaps or Clefts, for col 
Want of Care joining together and ſtopping uy Sy 
the ſaid Paſſage. In grown Perſons Rhagades or lo\ 
Chaps from ſharp Humours, may Occaſion the like 
Malady, which I have ſeveral Times obſerved : But 
more commonly ſome Humour ſhutup within, firſt 
raiſeth the Diſturbance, and ſtirring up a Fluxion, 
puts the Skin into this Coarctation. 
The Periphymoſis is in Youth owing too often ne 
to the wanton handling of the Part, which if m. 0¹ 
turally ſtrait, being once got behind the Glany, it th 


intumifies the ſame and creates great Difficulty at 
ſome times to return it. In adult Perſons who hare 
had the Prepuce like wiſe tight upon the Glans, af 
ter the Manner of a Filberd (to which fanciful 
Perſons have compar'd it) this Misfortune befalꝭ in 
the compleating the Solemnity of their Sponſalia, 
where being over eager in the firſt nuptial Engage- 
ment with a young, modeſt and chaſte Bride, the 
Prepuce forced back, and not immediately return'd, 
makes a Stricture on the Glans, begetting Pain with 
Tumefaction. A Caſe of this Nature is recited by 
Fab. Hild. Cent. V. Obſ. LVI. ; 
There is yet another Way (and indeed the molt 
common) of receiving theſe Diſorders, which 1s 
by having to do with a foul Woman, when 2 
Chancre or venereal Puſtule being contracted in the 
impure Action, quickly raiſeth a Ferment in the 
Place, and ſwelleth the Foreskin (if large) to that 


Degree over the End of the Glans, as to bring 7 
t 
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the Phymoſis, or (if ſhort and turned back) the ſame 
virulent Humours abſorb'd by the Pores of the ſaid 
Parts, excite the like Fluxion to the Production 
of the Periphymoſis. 

We ſhall firſt ſpeak to the former, in removing 
whereof when 1t happens to Infants and young 
Children, I always purſu'd the Method of FH7ilda- 
1s * with little Variation, purging the Child ac- 
cording to its Strength with the Hyr. Ro/. /olut. or 
Hr. de Cichor cum Rheo, and applying the fol- 
lowing Cataplaſm. =

If the Parts are excoriated, I dreſs them with 
Diapomph. or my Cerat. de Lap. Cal. if inflam'd, I 
mix a little Ung.

er Bodies) a little Spirit of Wine camphorate ad- 
ded to the Fotus when 'tis taken from the Fire. 

Sometimes a Pultis of the Fol. Roſ. rub. & Fl. 
Lamb. mixt up with white Bread and Milk, toge- 
ther with a Stuph wrung out of warm Claret ef- 
fetis the Work, in which the chief Care is to

Rud. or Pil. ex Duobus 
mixt with Calomel, and repeated daily or every other 
Day, as the Patient's Strength will admit, govern- 
ing himſelf in all Things as before; eſpecially as to 
Reſt and Diet, which if not the tenuiſſima, mult 
be however tenus ſatis, & ex wunriwlois ſeu Concoctu 


facilibus : In the interim by diſcutient Fomentati- 


ons and Cataplaſms you are to endeayour to diſcuſs 
the Tumour and ſet at Liberty the impriſon'd Glans : 
Some mild Deterſive may likewiſe be thrown up 
(ſuch as a decoct. Centaur. Plantag. Equiſet. Hord. 
gallic. in which there is diſſolved a little Mel. Ro/. 
or the Flos Ung. Agypt.) by the Help of a Syringe, 
betwixt the Prepuce and the Glans, taking Carein 
all theſe Caſes from venereal Infection, that you 
meddle not with reſtringent or repelling Topicks, 
leſt the pocky Miaſms or Effluvia get farther Hold 
of the Blood and impreſs their Taint on the whole 
Maſs. If by this Method the Symptoms abate not, 
you may then attempt the more powerful Revul- 
ſion by ſome of the ſtrong Emeticks, ſuch as Merc. 
Vitæ, Arcan. Corollin. or (the more uſual) Turpe- 
thum minerale; all which however excellently uſe- 
ful, and without which ſcarce any remarkable Cure 
of this Kind can be effected: Vet are they not 
without Suſpicion of diſlodging che Enemy from 
the Out-works, and letting him in by ſome ſecret 
Paſſage into the very Citadel; or which is the 
fame Thing, laying the evil Spirit in one Place and 
ſuffering him ſoon after to appear in ſome other, where 
the poſſeſſed is like to be more damnify' d: For obvi- 
ating which, ſince there is no other Way, at leaſt 
that IJ know of, to take off the Extremity of the 
Symptoms, when by their Help you have given 
Eaſe and reliev'd the Part, Care muſt be taken by 
having Recourſe again to purging, by which the 
Body may be ſecur'd and freed of the Malignity. 
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When notwithſtanding theſe Endeavours yoy 
cannot accompliſh your Purpoſe, nor come at your 
Work, if there be Danger of Iſchury or Mortif. 
cation from the great Stricture, you are to pro- 
ceed to the Operation, which from what Cauſe 
ſocyer the Affect ariſeth, is perform'd alike after the 
following Manner. 

In the Phymo/is, you are firſt to ſatisfy your (elf 
whether the Glans 3 no where adhere or groy 
to the Prepuce (a Caſe much perplexing the Ope- 
ration) which you may perceive le ſipping free- 
ly underneath, the Probe at the ſame Time meet- 
ing with no Obſtruction in its Paſſage round: Next 
if there be a Chancre (diſcoverable by the Patient's 
Complaint upon preſſing thereabouts) you may mark 
the Place, and inciſe ſo near that it may come rea- 
dily in View, upon ſlipping back or upon Divi- 
ſion of the Skin; then pulling out the Skin of the 
Duplicature, and returning the ſame back as ſtrait 
as the Patient can bear it towards the root of the 
Penis, let it there be held tight and even by the 
Fingers of an aſſiſtant, that the wounds in the 
Foldings correſpond, the patient either or 
ſanding as ſeems needful for the Work: When 
giving a little Way for the Director, or which is 
better. and more expeditious, the button- ended Shanł 
of the Probe Sciſſars, which putting in flat ways 
and plac'd fo as to avoid as much as may be the 
Courſe of the Veſſels, turn the Edge upwards, 
and whilſt your Aſſiſtant draws back the Skin as 
aforeſaid, at one Stroke of the Sciſſars, if poſlible, 
cut through to the very Neck of the Glans, and 
free the {ame of its Confinement by gently turn- 
ing back the now divided Prepuce. When you 
have ſuffer'd the Lips to bleed ſome little Time for 
the Eaſe and Relief of the Part, apply your Re- 
ſtringents, and be ſure to keep the fame retracted 


for fear of their Coaleſcence or Adheſion on 
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neath by means of any Ulcer or Excoriation there 
appearing. At the next Dreſſing provide your ſelf 
of a good warm diſcutient Fotus, that may comfort 
the Part and cheriſh the Heat; languid moſt com- 
monly in theſe leſs ſanguous Parts, which will both 
promote the Digeſtion and diſperſe the ſwelling 
ariſing from the Operation. The wounded Lips 
may be dreſt with a Pledgit of Liniment Arc. dipt 
in the warm Bal. Terebinth. than which no better 
Application. When theſe are well digeſted, the 
Fluxion taken off and the Tumour ſubſided, you 
may cicatrize as ſoon as may be with Ung. Tutie, 
Diapomph. or my Cerat. de Lap. Cal. But if the 
Caſe be venereal, there is no need of being in fo 
much Haſte, ſince from the wounded Lips as well 
as from the Chancres and Ulceration underneath, 
if there be any, the Virus is diſcharg'd together 
with the Matter flowing thence: The Chancre 
may be ſprinkled with Precipitate, but if that be 
not ſtrong enough, a Pledgit preſt out of the Lac. 
Sublimat. or a Touch of the lunar Cauſtick will 
humble its proud Looks and quickly level it: Vet 
it, notwithſtanding you are {till purging betwixt 
whiles, the Lips remain undigeſted, and the Ulcers 
erneath prove corroſive or phagedenical, you 
may fume the Place with Cinnabar as directed for 
the venereal Excreſcences about the Anus, and 
thereby oftentimes obtain your Deſire : If this fail, 
tis greatly to be fear'd there is a confirm'd Pox in 
the Caſe, and the Juices of the Blood in general 
corrupted by its Venom, which you have no Rea- 
lon to doubt, when you find other puſtulary Erupti- 
ons about the Scalp, Fore-hcad or other Parts of 
the Body, alſo Pains chiefly nocturnal, on the Head, 
Shoulders or Shin Bones, Ulcers on the Tonſils or 
other the attending Symptoms too tedious here to 
be deſcrib'd: In . Jr aſes 'tis needleſs to ſpend 
longer Time about the Prepuce or its Parts, but

immediately to haſten Salivation, by which accryg 
a double Adyantage, not only healing the Woung, 
and drying up the Chancres, but alſo ſecuring your 
Patient from the other direful Accidents attending 
that curſed and abominable Diſeaſe. 

Some Authors propole a double Inciſion of thi 
Part, the one oppoſite to the other, which mayhe 
neceſſary, where there is an Adheſion, but ſcarce 
otherwiſe. Horſtius directs a fourfold Inciſion at 
equal Angl-s, to prevent probably the penduloys 
Lips after the Operation, but this will be attend. 
cd with as great, or 1 think greater Inconvenience, 
as I ſhall ſhew preſently, beſides the exceſſive Pain 
ſeldom comply'd with by ſuch as think too much 
of one, for more than which I have not met with 
Occaſion, provided that were made in a proper 
Place and fully up to the Neck of the Glands. 'Tis 
true there is an Inconvenience befalling this Ope- 
ration however well perform'd. viz. that ſuch who 
have a large Prepuce are after incommoded by the 
flagging Lips hanging down like the Thrills under 
a Cock's Throat, which may Occaſion a ſcattering 
of the Water, or ſomewhat hinder them in the 
Uſe of Women; at beſt being an Eye: ſore, puts 
the Patient ſometime after upon compliance with 
a Circumciſion, by which he may be freed from 
farther Trouble: Altho' in Children or young Per- 
ſons who are not over large in the Prepuce, theſe 
Lips contract themſelves, ſhrivel up and appear to- 
lerably handſome. 

In the Periphymoſis, where all other Means have 
proved ineffeEtual, and the Fore-skin can by no 
Means be fo relaxed or foften'd as to be brought 
over and return'd upon the Glans; or if the ſame 
binds ſo tight behind as to endanger Stagnation, 
and thence Mortification of the Part, there 15 19 
Way left but (if poſſible) to get the Point of thc 


Sciſſars or Director under that Part which give 
the 
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the Difturbance, and cutting through, ſet the Gans 
at Liberty from its ſtrangulating Collar; other- 
wiſe, where this is impracticable, to ſcarify the 
Folds of the ſaid Prepuce round about, and give a 
breathing thereby to the Humours, that the Parts 
may be better able to give Way; atter which dreſs 
up the Scarifications with your Digeſtive, conũ- 
nuing carefully the Uſe of your Fomentation and 
Catapleſm, the moſt woke diſcatient and emol- 
lient at heſe Times; and if after you perceive you 
ae no yet deep enough, or that the Glans Penis 
am Præputio ejus is in Danger of being loſt, you 
are to cut down to the Bottom of the ſaid Stric- 
ture, rocy the Folds of the {welled Prepuce, and 
by giving ſufficient Liberty, make Way for the 
Circulation to be carry'd on as before. If the Parts 
re already ſeized with a Gangrene or Mortification, 
it behoves you to ſtop the farther Progreſs ſo ſoon 
3 poſſibly you can, and fave all that may be of that 
noble Inſtrument of Generation; whatever Way 
the Diſeaſe has been contracted : For tho* the Pa- 
tient may have made ill Uſe of it heretofore, yet 
may he live to ſee his Folly and employ it better 
hereafter : Be that as twill, your Duty doubtleſs is 
to heal the Sinner's Wounds, and leave the Puniſh- 
ment of his Offence to the Checks upon his own 
Mind, or that Being againſt whoſe Mandates his 
Treſpaſs was committed. If after Stop put to the 
Mortification, the Ulcers prove difficult of Cure, 
not giving Way to purging, vomiting, nor ſtrict 
Diet; and that there is a Pox accompanying, you 
ae to take the ſame Method as in the PHymoſis com- 
plicated with that Diſeaſe, I mean that of Saliva- 
tion: Examples of both Kinds here follow. 

A young Lad, an Apothecary's Apprentice, be- 
ing clapt, and perceiving a running few Days af- 
ter, fancy'd it only a ſimple Gonorrhæa, and thar 
be had Skill ſufficient (altho' but in his firſt Year)

Rud. and Merc. dulc. twice a Week for ſome Tine: 
But the Matter notwithſtanding increaſing with 
reat Fluxion and Inflammation on the Extremi.

a Chryſtalline; and being excoriated from the Sh 
neſs of the Matter, in the Night Time had groyn 
together, and ſtopt the Paſſage for his Urine wo- 
gether with the purulent Diſcharge : Upon which, 
in great Surpriſe, he ſent to ſome of his «| 
and his Caſe being made known to his N ter by ly 
their Means, obtain'd Leave to be ret ,d bein 
his Father's, where I was ſent for, and after En- put 
quiry what had been done, upon examining the Wine 
Prepuce, I thought I felt a Chancre under the Ply- jut 
moſis, from whence I conjectur'd the Matter hal nd 
been furniſh'd; then trying to pals a ſmall Wa WW"

lexity, having paſſed in the Candle, I ſhew'd him Wl P* 
how to ſecure it till he had freſh Occaſion to make Wi Re 
Water, and the Way of putting it in himſelf ; after I V. 
which I let him Blood, and the ſame Afternoon M. 
(his Caſe admitting no Delay) gave him a Twbith Wi V 
Bolus, which work'd powerfully, and by next 
Morning had conſiderably relicv'd the Part, and Wi " 
took down much of the ſwelling, and abating like- wi 
wiſe the Inflammation. The Operation of the Vo- cl 
mit being over, he was put to Bed with an Ano” Bl P! 
dyne Draught. In the mean Time the ſwelld Pr'- Wh ® 
puce was carefully fomented with the Decoct. I. * 
per. Cent. min. Flor. Chamem. Sambuc. Melilot. Bas, k 
Lauri, &c. after which a Cataplaſm made out 4

he third Day after, finding ſuch remarkable Re- 
ef thereby, I perſuaded him to a Repetition of the 
Turbith, which work'd leſs roughly than before, 
and made ſtill a farther Progreſs, ſo that in five or ſix 
Days Time the Tumor on the Penis and Fore-Skin 
being reduc'd, I attempted to bare the Glans by

Having made my Prognoſtic in my next Viſit to 
the Father, I left them to their Liberty, which 
vhen they had purſu'd for about three Months in-

Buſineſs it was, and my {elf (at that Time, in that 
Sation, ſerving the Family) was preſently lent for, 
when examining the Penis, I perceiv'd that by his 
continual handling and preſſing hard on the Pre- 
ne, it was grown to that monſtrous Size as to re- 
kmble more the Genital of a young Stone-Horſe 
than that of a Boy of his Age; the Extremity be- 
ng ſhut up by a Scab had ſtop'd his Urine, of 
which this vaſtly diſtended Skin 3 always full, 
repreſented a large Gut filled with Water and ty'd 
both Ends: Being minded to ſee after what Man- 
der he had diſcharged his Urine for ſome Time 
paſt, with a little bit of freſh Butter I eaſily raiſed 
up the Scab, and he calling for a Pot, told me he 
would ſhew me; whilſt I held the ſame, as he di- 
rected (knowing beſt how it would come) with 
both his Hands, the one towards the Pubes, the 
other forwarder, he began to ſqueeſe, and I per- 
civ'd a ſmall Stream like a Hair, or exactly like 
that arifing from the above-mention'd Gut, when 
* with a Needle, and hard preſt upon; the 
Vater could no longer ſtream, nor ſo much as drop 
than he continu'd preſſing, and I ſtaid by him near 
half an Hour before he had thus rendred half a Pint 
or thereabouts. I then accquainted the Lady, his 
Mother, that there was no Stone in the Caſe, but 
a abſolute Neceſſity to lay open the Fore-Skin, 
to which ſhe agreed, and pitch d upon Mr. Charles 
Bernard (whom I was to meet in Conſultation that 
Afternoon in the ſame Neighbourhood) to be pre- 
lent at the Operation. When we met and had 


got 
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got all Things ready, the Youth placed for curWotk 
and held down by the Servants, I firſt made Roon 
with a Lancet for the Shank of my Probe Sciſſn 
which having got into, whilſt Mr. Serjeant hel 
the Penis and pull'd up the Skin, I divided the 
whole Length of the ſaid Shank, but diſcover 
the ſame was got in between the Duplicatur; 
upon which getting preſently underneath, I ſlit u 
that likewiſe the ſame Length, and laid the Glam 
in View which had never been ſeen before in hi 
Life. The young Gentleman bore his cutting 
well enough, but whilſt I was whiſpering to Mr, 
Bernard, b thought it the beſt Way to take off that 
monſtrous Prepuce, and circumciſe at the ſame 
Time, to prevent his being hereafter incommo- 
ded with the pendulous Lips; the Boy over-head put 
us talking, and cry'd out in Paſſion, he would * 
die before we ſhould cut 1 The Mother ſcem. 3 
ing alſo fatisfy'd with our having remoy'd the Diff- | 
culty he labour'd under from his Urine, and Mr. 
Bernard hoping as he was young, the Parts might 
contract and give leſs Trouble, I dreſs d him up 
with my Aſtringents, altho' unwillingly, being fi- 
tisfy'd thoſe vaſt and hanging Lips would prove in. 
convenient and redound to my Diſcredit, ſuffering 
them to be left. Our Care was to keep them re- 
tracted over the Glans, and prevent their uniting 
or Adheſion; which when once digeſted by the 
Help of a good Fotus, and the warm Linment, 
den Balſ. Terebinth. they healed after in a ſhot 
ime. . 
During my Attendance every Day I drels'd him, 
I wiſh'd he would have ſuffer'd me to have cut off 
thoſe hanging Lips of the Fore-Skin; but as young 
as he was, I was given to underſtand by a Servant 
that he ſhould tay, if he could not manage bi

It was his Misfortune, when a Child, to labour 
undera Phymoſis, from a Flux of Humours on thoſe 
Parts, which apoſtemating broke through the Side 
of the Prepuce cloſe adjoining to the Neck of the 
Glans, and being negligently or unskilfully handled, 
there was left a Perforation, through which the 
ame at ſome times appearing, as he grew up, by 
this Kind of Bifurcation, repreſented a double Pe- 
#5 at leaſt in the upper Part; but taking Heed, to 
* before Erection, he was capable of knowing his 
Wife without any Obſtacle otherwiſe from the 
me. However, being more curious and inquiſi-

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Next Morning, (provided of a good elixiviate 
Fans,) J gave Notice to my Friend Mr. Peri, be- 
ing willing to have a Witneſs in what Condition 
this poor Fellow came out of the Quack's Hands , 
and letting him down for the Operation, whilit he 
took up the Penis and turn'd it as I had Occa- 
fon, 1 divided the Folds of the half rotten 
Prepuce in four ſeveral Places at equal Diſtances, 
ach Incifion being made about an Inch deep be- 
fore we got at the Stricture at the ſame Time cut- 
ting into the mortify'd Glans till I fetch'd Blood, 
when applying two or three hot Stuphs, till Dreſ- 
ſings were got ready, I dipt my Doſſils into the 
Mixture as before, and Bild up the Inciſions there- 
with, making up with a Flannel wrung hot. out of 
the Fomentation, into which when it was juſt taken 
from the Fire I always pour'd ſome Spirit.

which having allay'd his Itch, now turning to a 
Smart, he could by no Means return it, the Part 
immediately ſwelling up. Thus in great Fright he 
haſtens to one who call'd himſelf a Barber-Surge- 
on, and he told him 'twas a Clap; the poor old 
Man, in great Anger, goes Home and tells his Wite 
how he had been abus'd, and ſhe well fatisfied of 
her own and her Husband's Honeſty, came along 
with him to me, making ſad Lamentation for fear 
her Husband was ſpoil'd: I pity'd the old Man, 
and being inform'd how it came to paſs, made two 
or three KEMays to bring it over, but in vain. Ha- 
ving nothing elſe in Readineſs, I order d my Ser- 
vant to heat a little Milk, with which bathed the 
parts gently with Flannels preſſed out, and try'd 
again, preſſing the Glans leiſurcly on both Sides,

L tho' theſe are not ſo properly Diſcaſes of 
an > the Skin as of the Blood-V cfſlels of the 
SE 2 Inteſtinum rectum or ſtrait Gut, and of 
dhe sphincter or Extremity of the Gut 
it ſelf, yet bordering ſo nearly thereon, eſpecially 


when ftretching beyond the Verge of the 4m 


and forming diverſe Excreſcences round about upon 


the Skin it ſelf; I have thought fit to take Notice 


thereof, and to lay down ſuch Remedies for the 
Diſeaſe as I have experienc'd my ſelf, and find re-. 
commended by Authors of the beſt Repute. 

I ſhall not think my ſelf concern'd to deſcribe 
how theſe varicous Swellings are formed from the 
ſlow Progreſs or Stagnation of the Blood in its Al- 
cent by the hemorrhoidal Vein to the meſenterical 
Branches or to thoſe of the Vena Porta: The De- 
ſcription whereof is well enough laid down. by Mr. 
MWiſeman“. b 

The Hemorrhoids are uſually divided into the ex- 
ternal and internal: The former, which we are 


chiefly concern'd with, are diſtinguiſht uſually by

their Magnitude and Number, but more eſpecially 
by their Figure and Likeneſs : Thus according to 
Riverius , they are named Uvales, Morales, Ver- 
males, Veſicales : As for ſome reſemblance or other 
ao the Excreſcences ſeated about the fame Place, 
are termed Condylomata, Fici, Thimy, Cryſtæ, which 
ue all of them however comprehended by ſome 
under that of Mariſce, as Alex. Maſſaria takes No- 
tice upon this ſubject. Theſe Excreſcences, ſays 
Semnertus, are known from the Piles, in that the 
Skin alone is affected without any Vein appearing 
back and turgid, as is diſcernable in the Hæmor- 
rhoids, which alſo border cloſer upon the Exitus 
Ani than the Sarcomata, ſome of which are found 
upon the Perinæum, whilſt others extend themſelves 
up higher towards the Skin of the Buttock. | 

The Piles, which we ſhall ſpeak to firſt, are 
reckon'd alſo of the milder Sort as the Uvales ; 
more ſtubborn as the Yerrucales; or of a Mean be- 
twixt both according to Mr. WÄiſeman, as the Mo- 
nes: But the mildeſt of all in an ill Habit ma 
prove malignant and degenerate into cancerous Ur. 
* or happening to apoſtemate, terminate in Fi-

In the Cure, we are to begin with bleeding ac- 
cording to Riverius and moſt others, firſt in the 
Arm by way of Revulſion from the Part affected, 
afterwards in the Foot for the Cauſe of Derivation. 
Purging, eſpecially with the ſtronger Medicines, 
8 utterly forbidden, in Place of which, to keep 
the Body ſoluble, a Bolus of Caſſia or Lenitive 
Electuary may be uſed; alſo the following Potion 
taken between whiles Night and Morning as there 
ſhall ſeem Occaſion.

The Body being thus prepar'd by blecding and 
lenient Purgation, alſo a refrigerating and contem- 
perating Diet, with due Regard to the other Nun 
nat. the Topicks are theſe 3 among which 
the chief has formerly been accounted the Herb 
Linaria, prepar'das an Ointment by a manifold In- 
fuſion with the Axung. Porcin. 

The learned Author of the Hercules Medicus “, 
chief Phyſician at the Emperor's Court, prefers the 
Ointment made with the Flowers (contrary to ſome 
who prepare it with the green Leaves and Stalks 
as the more anodyne; with this, faith he, I fe- 
lievedas it were in a Moment, among many others, 
the moſt illuſtrious Prince T/erclas de Tilly of the 
upper Auſtria, when by Reaſon of the great Pain 


and ſwelling of the Hxmorrhoids he was neither 
able to walk nor fit.

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Horſtius ſpeaks much in Commendation of the 
ame Ointment, made both with the Leaves and 


flowers mixt up with the Volk of an Egg, of 


which he 1 that it will make the Pain ceaſe 
x if remov d miraculouſly. It was communicated 
to him, as he takes Notice, by Joannes Vulſius a 
Phyſician in Zefa, who would not favour his 
Prince the Landgrave with ſo great a Secret, but 
on Condition of furniſhing him annually with a 
good fat Ox : Of which Paſſage Riverius makes 
mention in his tenth Book and eleventh Chapter,

A Lady of a delicate Make and very tender Con- 
ſtitution, after difficult Labour in Child-birth, 
contracted an ill State of Health; among others, 
making Complaint of an irregular Purgation of 
her Menſes by the Hæmorrhoidal Veſſels, which 
at ſome times ſwelling up, gave her moſt exqui- 
fite Pain; by the Recourſe of which thus periodi- 
cally, the ſame being relaxed about the Verge of 
the Anus, ſeveral Mariſce had been formed, which 
upon any new Fluxion being ſwelled up, were 
ready to preclude the Paſſage of her Stools. 

Upon ſuch like Accident, ſhe had been ſome 
Weeks under the Care of an eminent Phyſician, 
who did all he could to contemperate the Heat 
and Acrimony of the offending Humours by Al- 
mond Mills and Emulſions, bleeding her firſt in the 
Arm to abate the Plenitude, and by Way of Re- 
vulſion, aud ſome time after in the Saphæna, to 
invite the Courſe of the Blood into its proper 
Channels the Veſſels of the Womb, to be thence, 


as it ought, at proper times exoneratct. 


For the farther correcting theſe ſharp Humours 


fallen down upon that Part, and to procure an ea- 
ly Paſſage for the Excrement, ſhe had taken ſe- 


veral Boles of Caſſia and Flos Sulph. To the tume- 


ty'd Piles had been likewiſe apply'd an anodyne Ca- 
taplaſm, with ſeveral of the common Remedies 
recommended by the Midwife : But yet notwith- 

ſtanding 
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ſtanding the Tumour ſtill increaſing with uchi

admitted, as more properly my former Province 
had entitled me, ſingly to inſpect the Parts; where 
I obſerved ſeveral large Piles tumefy'd and inflam'4 
ſhedding forth a great Quantity of an ichorous and 
bloody Serum : She was jult then come from the 
Stool, occaſion'd by the Teneſmus or perpetual 
nceding z whence through her ſtraining the Extre- 
mity of the SphinFer lay allo pouting out; and up- 
on every ſuch Motion, which was frequently re- 
newed, her Pain was ſuch as made her lament bit- 
terly tor ſome Hours. 

After this View I made report to her Friends of 

her Cafe, and retiring with her Phyſician propo- 
N ſed the following Method for her Relief.

turn of her Stools, and take off the Teneſmus, the 
following Bole, Night and Morning for twice, with 
a little Draught of Pearl Fulap.

farther eaſing the Teneſinus, and quieting the Parts 


out of Sight, we threw up a ſmall Quantity of

and by the Aſſiſtance of her Anodyne, paſſed the 
ſame with more Quiet, than ſhe had done many 
Weeks before: Being brought exceeding low b 
the Pains ſhe had undergone, and the profule 
ſymptomatical Sweats thereby occaſion'd.

Entering the Room, I perceiv'd a very offen- 
five Smell, and approaching nearer to take up the 
Lappit of his Shirt, found the ſame to be, as we 
fy, wringing wet with adiſcolour'd putrid Gleet 
dilating the Buttocks, there came in View ſeve- 
ral of the Condylomata, ſome of them very much 
tumefy'd, of the natural Colour of the Skin, o- 
thers adjoining livid, and as it were ſtrangled by 
the Comprefſion, at leaſt the native Heat being 
overcome, tending to Gangrene; and farther in, 
one of them entirely mortity'd, whence the ſaid Hu- 
mour iſſu'd forth with a moſt abominable Stench. 

When I had thus view'd the Parts, and enquired 
farther into the State of his Pulſe, I percciv'd the 
lame languid, his Looks cadaverous, with cold, 
cammy Sweats, nor was he rightly in his Senſes. 

It being Night, I order'd a good Elixivium to

Hild. * tells us, he not only experimented in 
himſelf, but in a Man of ſeventy Years of Age, 
whom by opening theſe Veſſels in the midſt of 
Winter, and in this -far advanced Stage of Lite, 
he freed of a Vertigo and Hemiplægia or Pally up- 
on one Side. But here it muſt be obſerv'd, this 
Perſon had for many Years, every Month, after the 
Manner of the Womens Menſes, being accuſtomed 
to that Diſcharge, at this time ſuppreſt.

if the Diſcharge be critical and depuratory, and the 
Maſs of Blood ſpontaneouſly, as I may ſay, throws 
off its morbid Illuvies by this Excretion. 

If there ſeem any Thing paradoxical, in that it 
is faid a _ ariſeth from a Suppreſſion of the 
hzmorrhoidal Flux, when 'tis agreed on all Hands 
that the ſame Diſeaſe is owing, not only to their 
too great flowing, but to that of any other exceſ- 
five Hxmorrhage : The firſt muſt be imputed to 
the Cacochymy retained, whereby the whole Maſs

dy of Man, by this intercurring hæmorrhoidal Pur- 
gation: Not that any Man can be ſaid to be the 
better, but rather worſe, if the Craſis of his Blood 
be right and good, neither peccant in Quantity or 
Quality: But if either Plethora or Cacochymia is

bleeding Veſſels. To obtain the former we order 7 


bleeding in the Arm, tho' in a ſmall Quantity, 
ſometimes at repeated Intervals, Frictions, Liga.

Injections into the Anus are prepar'd ex Suy 
Plantaginis aliiſque ſupradiftis ad fotum propofitis, 
fic quoque ſuſſitus. 

To diſtinguiſh the Flux of the Hemorrhoids 
from the Dyſenterical, you are to note that in the 
former, the Pains are ſeated about the Sphincter ot 
but a little Way up in the Inteſtine, alſo the Blood 
comes away before the Stool; whereas in the lat- 
ter, the Pains are more wandring; ſometime inthe 
ſmaller and at other Times in the greater Intef- 
tines, with violent Gripes of the Belly; alſo the 
Blood is mixed uſually with the ſtercoraceous or 
mucous Ejection. 

But if theſe Remedies we have here laid down, 
or others of the like Kind, prove infufficient to 
reſtrain the Flux, a Touch 21 the actual Caut 
or hot Iron, if you can come at the bleeding Vel- 
ſel, is the likelieſt Means of obtaining your End 
and ſecuring your Patient: Being alle by far lels 
painful than laying the Part open, ſeparating the 
Skin from the Veſſel, (as in the Operation of the 
Harices among the Antients) afterwards making Li- 
gature, and then dividing: The Method of per- 
torming which is laid down in Maſſaria *, as allo 
by Riverins thence tranſcrib'd, by which we ſhall 
find the Practice of Surgery in thoſe Days (many 
Specimens of which are alſo found in Severinus f 
was much more dreadful and terrible to the Pati- 
ent than in theſe of ours: When the People, ma- 
ny of them, rather choſe to die than ſuffer the 
Knife or Cautery to come near them, by which 
Multitudes might be preſerved, and by whoſt Means 
many deſperate and ſuppoſedly invincible Diſeaſes 
have been conquer'd, according to that trite Axt-

It remains that we ſay ſomewhat of the Excreſ- 
cences growing often about theſe Parts; but ha- 
ring taken Notice at leaſt of ſome of them in our 
Chapter of Warts and Corns, I ſhall here only 
inſert their Deſcriptions, with the Remedies ſub- 
join'd, as I find them laid down by Sennertus &. 


The Condyloma, faith he, is formed out of ſome 


Wrinkle of the Anus, ſwell'd and grown hard, be- 
ng often more troubleſome than painful, althoꝰ at 
ſme Times there 1s joined an Inflammarion. 

The Thymi are the more rough and uneven Kind 
of Verrucæ, having their Baſis narrow and their 
Superficies broad and ſpreading ; looking red and 
apt to bleed: If theſe Thymi, faith our Author, 
ſpread yet farther and increaſe, they then take the 
Name of Fici ſeu Sycoſesz ſome of which are mild, 
others malign, degenerating oftentimes into cance- 
rous Ulcers. 

The Criſtæ are fleſhy Excreſcences ſprouting near 
the Anus, taking Riſe very commonly from the pre- 
poſterous or ſodomitical Luſt of a {et of Monſters 
(rather than Men) who have ſhook off their Hu- 
manity and outſtript the Beaſts themſelves in their 
more than brutiſh Appetites. In our Germany, ſays 
he, this Evil is very rare, but among the Youth at 
Rome, as Witneſs Luſitanus and Foreſtus, common: 
| with I could ſay our England was a Stranger to 
this deviliſh Practice, where I have met with theſe 
Excreſcences, among which ſome have, with great 
Reaſon, been ſuſpected to have taken their Riſe 
hence. In the hotter Countries, as well Chriſtian 
5s Mahometan, they are found frequently: But 
enough, if not-too much, of that which is not ſo 
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much as to be nam'd unleſs with Horror and De. 
teſtation of both the Action and Actors. 

Maſaria diſtinguiſheth theſe three Excreſcency 
ſcarce any otherwiſe than according to their Bulk 
leſſer or greater, calling them all Mariſcæ as we 
before took Notice, having nearly the ſame Wa 
of their Generation and Method of Cure. 

At the Root of theſe Sarcomata or nigh their Ex. 
tremities, eſpecially of the Criſtæ, are form'd the 
Rhagades call'd allo Sciſſuræ. 

Theſe Excreſcences may be attempted by Me. 
dicine, before we proceed to manual Operation, 
thus according to Sennertus,

2 [Al 5 which ſhould be united; ſo at other Times 

RS8239q (tho' more rarely) do we find thoſe Parts 
conjoin'd and united, which ought to be ſeparated 
and admit a Paſſage through them. The Malady 
of both Kinds is two-fold either original from the 
Birth, or adventitious afterwards. 

Of Parts originally ſeparated which ought to be 
conjoin'd, we have Example in the Hair Lip: 
Of the ſame adventitious, in every common Wound 
or Solution of the Continuum, from what Cauſe 
ſoever depending. 

Of thoſe originally conjoin'd which ought to be 
ſeparate, we have Examples in the Imperforate cal. 
led otherwiſe Atritæ, or ſuch as are born without 
any Paſſage (at leaſt the natural) for their Stools or 
Urine: Of the Adventitious, in thoſe who from 
any Accident, as Burns, have their Fingers grow- 
ing together, their Ears to the Sides of their Heads, 
or from Excoriations of the Vagina Uteri, the Lips, 
Noſtrils, Ec. careleſly treated, a Coaleſcence 0! 
their Sides or Conglutination. Nos 
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For removing theſe Imperfections, the two firſt 
Parts of the Art of Surgery are employ'd, the one 
call'd Symphy/is, which joins together Parts ſepa- 
rate: The other Diæreſis, which ſeparates thole 
which are thus united, and of which we ſhall treat 
at preſent, beginning with the Clans Penis imper- 
forate. 

Now before we attempt the Operation of this 
Kind, that we may not diſcredit the noble and 
moſt excellent of Arts, and betray our own Want of 
judgment, it is highly neceſſary to foreſee the 
likelihood of Succeſs, and make Prognoſtick ac- 
cordingly, that the fame cannot be enterpriz'd (if 
it ſo happen) without the utmoſt Hazard, nor 
ought, if any thing leſs than inevitable Neceſſi- 

called for the ſame; as in Caſes where is no Out- 
let at all for the Diſcharge of Excrement, whether 
Urine or Stool. 

Firſt then, if you ſee no Veſtige or Impreſſion 
like a Seam upon the Place either of the Glans, 
Anus, or Pudendum, where naturally they ſhould 
appear, there is great unlikelihood of Succels : 
Nor can I fay I ever knew one Infant rehev'd, out 
of many I have ſeen, how deep ſoever the Knife or 
Lancet has been thruſt at ſuch Times, there being 
uſually found after Death, upon Diſſection, ſuch a 
Mala Conformatio Partium quoad Situm vel Inſerti- 
bnem five Terminationem, that there was no Poſſibi- 
lity to help or ſuccour the wretched Infant, who 
in few Days after it hath ſeen the Light and breath» 
ed, ſubmits to Death. 

Thus in the Caſe under our preſent Cognizance 
when the Infant is born without a Paſſage for the 
Water, if the Glaus diſcover no Mark or _ 
lon, *ris odds if you find the Ductus; or if any 
luch be found, whether you can bring the Water 
the right Way, alvecuald if long accuſtomed be- 
* Paſſage in the Peri- 
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num, or at any other, far ſhort of the tre 
one. 

A Youth was brought to me about ſeven Years 
old, who all that Time had made his Water by, 
Hole under the Frænum; his Friends pitying his 
Caſe, if he lived more eſpecially to be of Age to 
marry, were deſirous he might have Help; for 
which when I was conſulted, and had prepar'd hin 
by ſeating him ſecurely for the Operation, I paſſed 
a pointed Inſtrument like a ſmall Seton Needle quite 
through the Body of the Gans, till I diſcover'd 
the Point of it with my Probe in the preternatu- 
ral Paſſage : Then drawing out my Inſtrument, I 
introduc'd a Piece of fineW ax-candle beſmear'd with 
a Bit of freſh Butter, about an Inch into the Duc 
tus, and ſecur'd it from flipping out, by bending 
the End upwards, and binding it one there with 
moderate Bandage: In paſſing it along I perceiv'd 
it through the falſe Orifice, and giving them In- 
ſtructions, if I were out of the Way, how to 
ule it upon the Child's having Occaſion to make 
his Water, I took my Leave: But he having held 
the ſame longer than uſual that Day, early the 
next Morning got up in his Bed by himſelf, and not 
readily finding the Pin, by Reaſon of the Dreſlings 
being all bloody, pulls all off together, and the 
Candle coming out with them, he falls to piſſing: 
After which, finding ſome Smart in py the 
Candle back again, he threw it away and lay down 
again to ſleep, the Maid being faſt by him all the 
while, who happening to awake, and diſcovering 
what he had done, came ſtreight away to'me by 
her Maiter's Order; when I camel paſſed in ano- 
ther Piece of Candle, with ſome Difficulty reco- 
vering the Paſſage, almoſt ready to unite; 
frightening him by ſaying he ſhould be cut 
292iN if he play'd any more ſuch Tricks, he was — 
himſelf more careful and more narrowly watched 
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by a Nurſe hired for that Purpoſe to ſit up with 
him. After few Days I perceiv'd the Water 
came both Ways, and upon covering the old Vent 
with my Finger, or a Bit of ſticking Plaiſter, it 
iſſued right in a full Stream by the new one of 
the Clans, when the Paſſage was well dried and 
healed by a medicated Candle kept in for that Pur- 
poſe, prepared ex Pulv. Lap. Calam. Pompholyg. c. 
then began to work upon the callous Edges of 
the Orifice under, the Frænum, rubbing them gent- 
ly with a Cauſtick till I had made them raw. 
After Separation of the Slough with my Balſam. 
Trrebinth. IJ endeavoured Agglutination, but could 
never obtain it ſo perfectly, (tho' I attempted 
three ſeveral Times) but that ſtill ſome ſmall 
Quantity drills through, altho' the main Stream 
comes right, and by wearing a Bit of an adheſive 
. he, can prevent the leaſt Drop from 
c 


ding by the Way. 

But if the Paſſage lie far remote from the Ex- 
tremity of the Glaus, by which the Urine has its 
Vent, as in the Perineum, I ſee very ſmall Like- 
hood of doing Service. 

Luſitanus * takes Notice of a Caſe of ſuch like 
Nature, where there was not the leaſt Footſtep, 
s we fay, or Impreſſion at the Extremity of the 
Glans in a Child two Years old, but an Orifice at 
the Root of the Yard near the Teſticles, out of 
which he made Water not by Drops but in a full 
Stream as by the ordinary Paſſage; ſo that he 
ſeemed to partake of both Sexes, and to be as it 
were a Kind of Hermaphrodite : For his Relief 
there was a Conſultation, among whom Ant. Muſa 
Braſſavola, and one Franciſcus a noted Surgeon, 
declar d againſt the Operation, whilſt the Author 
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with Joannes Baptiſta Cananus a famous Anatomiſ, 
were for it, in Conſideration that hereafter if he 
grew up, he was in no Condition to marry or be- 
get Children: In order to the Operation Canan 
had contrived a Silver Cannula through which 
a Needle was to be paſſed; and putting the ſame 
Cannula through the Orifice in the Perinæum to- 
wards the Glaus as far as they found the Du; 
would admit, the Needle was to make the ref 
of the Way, and the Cannula following, to be 
left therein till the Paſſage was intirely formed: 
But whilſt, ſays Lu/izanns, we were diſputing and 
contending among our ſelves, the Parents diſcoyer- 
ing the Iſſue doubtful, on Account of our De- 
bates and Diſagreement, were unwilling to hazard 
their Child's Life, and ſo we deſiſted from the 
Operation. 

A Cafe ſomething like, Monf. Yauguion * gives 
Account of, in a Child at the Hotel Dieu at Paris, 
who had no Urethra, and the 'Teſticles clothed 
each in a ſeparate or proper Scrofum. In the Pe 
rineum there was a Slit reſembling that of the Pi- 
dendum Muliebre, which occaſioned the Generality 
to take the Child for an Hermaphrodite, tho” un- 
truly, for the Probe being enter'd this Rima paſſed 
into the Veſica Urinaria, and upon Diſſection, 
faith he, it appeared that there were none of the 
female Organs of Generation. Of another Infant 
making Water through a Vent in the ſame Place 
conſult Greg. Horſt f. 

Van Horn relates a notable Operation I mult 
confeſs (and which but on the Credit of the Au- 
thor would be thought ſcarce practicable) in # 
Child whoſe Penis being perforate near the Sch. 
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um, and had no A ce of an Urethra, had 
” artificial one made tom by aSurgeon, by inciſing 
the whole Length of the Penis, after putting in 
1 leaden Cannula or Pipe, ſtitching the Skin over 
it, which being agglutinated, there remain'd a cal- 
lous Channel tor the Paſſage of the Urine; this 
Caſe is alſo mention'd by Yauguion in his chirurgic 
tions. 

Luſitanus t tells of a Perſon from his Infancy 
riſing both Ways, as well by a larger Orifice in 
the Perineum as a very {mall one in the Glans; yet 
notwithſtanding ventur'd upon Marriage, but 
finding no ſeminal Diſcharge per Glandem Penis, 
and 5 of Children to inherit his very 
urge Eſtate, he calls a Conſultation of the moſt 
eminent Phyſicians and Surgeons; who conſider- 
ing his Caſe as an original Infirmity, could give 
him little Encouragement; but the Gentleman im- 
patient for Children (he deſir'd above all things) 
vas reſolved upon the Operation which fortunate- 
ly ſucceeded ; the præternatural Vent being cut 
and agglutinated, and the natural inlarged by In- 
con, and kept diſtended till the Parts were heal- 
ed; after which & Semen & Urina rectd vid ejicie- 
bantur prolemque numeroſam habuit; but theſe are 
n, WF Caſes extraordinary, warranting no general Succeſs 
he the Undertaking. 

n ln the Coalitus or Clauſura Ani, the ſame Cau- 
cc don is to be obſerved as in the Glans imperforate, 

s to the Prognoſtic; for if here there be no 
ut em or Mark upon the Part to direct the Knife, 
u- if che Excrement be diſcharg'd ſome other 
Ways (as in a Child I was ſent for to ſome Years 
1 WI fince, and who may be yet living for ought I know, 

where the Inteſtine is inſerted into, and empties 
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it ſelf forwards of its Excrement by the Pudendun) 
in ſuch Caſes, I fay, it's fruitleſs to attempt the 
Operation. of 

I remember near twenty Years ſince I diſſe&ed an 
Infant where there had been no Mark of an Anus; 
yet rather than the miſcrable Creature ſhould lan- 
guiſh without attempting ſomewhat, when the 
Prognoſtick was delivered, one was made as d 
as we durſt venture, but without Relief; when 
the Body was opened after Death, there was found 
neither Gut nor Sphincter, but that we took for 
the Rectum or Termination, was diſtended in the 
Pelvis like a Pudding, with the contain'd Excre- 
ment or Meconium, having no Exitus, but appear- 
ed thin round or globular. 

More remarkable is that Caſe communicated by 
Holtzachius*, related alſo by Schenkius, of a Stone- 
Cutter's Child of Scaphouſe who was born with- 
out an Anus; and thoſe few Days he lived, dif- 
charg'd the inteſtinal Fzces together with his Urine, 
through the Penis: After he was dead the Gut 
was found, inſtead of being carried to the Fun- 
dament, to empty it ſelf into the Bladder of Urine, 
of which the Reader will find more Examples in 
Rouſſeus Epiſt. 14. Borellus Cent. 3. Ob. 16. Fal. 
Hild. Cent. 1. Obſ. 7x. 

On the other Hand, where there is only a bar 
cutaneous Symphyſis, and a viſible or perceptible 
Mark to guide the Knife, the Undertaking often- 
times meets with Succeſs: In that Inſtance of the 
laſt quoted Author +, who being called to a Child 
ſix Days old, labouring under ares Inflation and 
{ſwelling of the Abdomen, with fainting and cold 
Sweats, for Want of Paſſage for its Excrement by 
the Fundament; he perceiving the fame covered 
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only by a Membrane, in the midft of which ap- 

red (as uſual) a blue or livid Mark, cut into the 
ame lighsly for Fear of hurting the Sphincter, 
uming the Edge of his Knife for that Reaſon 
with a ſoft Rag wrapped round about: After taking 
a (mall Speculum, and gently dilat ing the outward 
Orifice, there was diſcharged great Quantity of 
Excrement, when to prevent the Coalition, he 
paſſed a leaden Pipe rubb'd over with a deſiccative 
Ointment ex Ceruſ. Min. Diapomph. and thus the 
Child recovered,” being after eightcen Years alive, 
j our Author was informed, only ſubject to a coſ- 
tive and dry Body. 

Again, if the outward Entrance of the Vagina 
be cloſed by a Membrane coming between, you 
may poſſibly divide it with a Lancet; but if the Sides 
of the ſame adhere together, you are to place the 
Patient in a fit Poſture, as for cutting in the Stone, 
and fo make your Inciſion with a crooked Knife, 
beginning above and ending below, with the Back 
of the Inſtrument turned towards the Nymphz 
and in this Manner proceed cautiouſly till there be 
ſufficient Entrance made; after which, Tents of 
mn Magnitude are to be introduced, being 
armed with ſome good Digeſtive, that if there 
be any fungous or carnous Excreſcences they a 
be conſumed by Way of Suppuration z otherwile 
a Cannula, or Pipe of Lead, proportionate to the 
Largeneſs of the Incifion that may hinder the 
Parts from growing again together, being rubbed 
over with ſome Epulotick, or powerfully drying 
Ointment, i 1 

Sennertus, Benivenius, Nich. Flor. with ſundry 
other Writers, mention 8 of this Kind 
upon their own Knowledge. Pliny * ſays it was 
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always counted ominous for a Woman to be born 
with theſe Parts ſhut up, inſtancing in Cornelia the 
Mother of the Gracchi. I cannot hy have ſeenit 
as an original Defect from the Birth ; altho' more 
than once I have cut in ſunder a Symphyſis of the 
outward Privity, adhering after an Ulceration, and 
leaving only Paſſage for the Diſcharge of Urine; 
after which I convey'd in a Sort of Peſſary com- 
poſed of drying Medicaments betwixt the Labia, 
and by which the ſame were kept diſtended till they 
were perfectly cicatriſed. 

But if the outward Orifice be not ſo often cloſ- 
ed, yet is it no unuſual Thing to find the Paſſige 
more inward intercluded by the Membrane called 
Hymen, about whoſe Exiſtence there has been 
much Controverſy among Anatomiſts themſelves; 
ſome affirming there is, others, that there is no 
ſuch Thing; others, that tis only found in ſome, but 
not in all: Of the middle Opinion ſeem to be Audi. 
Laurent. Fernelius, Carol. Stephan. Of the firſt Fal- 
lopius, Alex. Bened. Vid. Vidius, Piccolomin. Cy- 
præus, Veſalius, Aquapendens. Of the laſt Columb. 
Foreſtus, Paræus, Marcellus Donatus, Capivac, Gs. 
Among theſe latter Columbus & takes Notice he ne- 
ver could diſcover it more than thrice in his nu- 
merous Diſſections and Enquiries after it. Ambroſe 
Parey , that he ſearched for it in Abundance of 
Girls from three Years of Age and upwards, but 
never found it more than once, and that was ina 
Virgin of ſeventeen Vears of Age, whoſe Mother 
having betrothed her to a certain Perſon, and un- 


derſtanding after, that there was ſome Impediment 


in her Daughter like to hinder her from being a 
Mother, he was conſulted, and found, as he ac. 
knowledged, a thin nervous Membrane behind 
the Nymphe, near the Paſſage of the Bladder, and 
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ſeated as it were before the Orifice of the Neck of 
the Womb, being perforated with a little Hole in 
the Middle, by which the Menſes had their Paſ- 
age. Having divided the ſaid Membrane, he gave 
the Mother Inſtructions how to proceed, to pre- 
rent its Re- union, who quickly after eſpouſed her 
to the Man, by whom ſhe conceiv'd and brought 
forth Children : W hoever is minded to dip farther 
into this Controverſy (about which ſome have more 
itching Deſires, as we ſay, to be inform'd, than 
others) may read Greg. Horſt. * who hath ſum'd 
up all the ſeveral Opinions current in his Time, re- 
kting to this Subject, age which Caſpar 
Molphius f acknowledgeth himſelf ſo very inqui- 
tive, that not having Patience to wait 2 more 
convenient and law ful Opportunities, (for I think 
this was both unſufferable and unlawful) he in Com- 
pany with ſome other German Gentlemen of his 
Acquaintance, in the Night- time took up a young 
Virgin of about eighteen, who had been buried 
the fame Day; and when we came, fays he, to diſ- 
{& theſe Parts, I found (and ſhew'd the ſame to 
my Companions) a thin, but ſtrong —_ Mem- 
brane, placed before the Orifice of the Neck of 
the Womb; having in irs Middle a ſmall oblong 
Foramen, exactly ere the Pupilla of a Cat, 
and round about growing cloſely to the Vagina, at- 
ter the Manner of the Diaphragm to the Back and 
Ribs: I obſerved farther (continues he) certain 
mall Blood-yeſſels ſprinkled up and down its mem- 
branous Expanſion. 

However amidſt theſe Altercations of learned 
Men, it matters not to our Purpoſe, whether the 
Paage be ſtopt by the Coincidence of the Parietes 
or the Sides of the Vagina, according to ſome; or 
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by the Caruncule Myrtiformes meeting ſometimes 


cloſe together as others; or my and more like- 
ly, from a real Membrane (whole broken Portions 
in deflowering, are ſaid to form thoſe Caruncleg 
called Hymen, placed juſt before the Cervix Lin 
interna: Wherever is the Impediment, it is care- 
fully to be removed, as far as Art can adminiſter 
Relief. Thus if the ſaid Membrane (as ſometimes) 
be entirely imperforate, ſo that the Menſes have no 
Paſſage when the Woman is grown, there muſt 
neceſſarily ariſe a Retention of whatever is ent 
from the Womb and its Veſſels; and if timely Re- 
lief be not given by cutting through the ſame, ſhe 
muſt as neceſſarily incur Danger of her Life; norcan 
ſhe ever conceive and bring forth Children: Ex- 
amples of this Retention are frequently to be met 
with, particularly in Benivenius *, who relates that 
being conſulted about the Relief of a young Wo- 
man, he found upon Inſpection, a Membrane grown 
acroſs the Yagina, ſhutting up the Paſſage to the 
inward Orifice of the Womb : Upon cutting 
whereof aſunder, there burſt forth a large Quanti- 
ty of a black Matter, (doubtleſs the retained Men- 
fo vitiated and diſcolour'd by the Stay) with ſuch 
Force as to put out a great Light held at ſomeDi- 
ſtance in the Hands of a Servant. I could recite 
ſeveral of the like Hiſtories of the Vagina thus ob- 
ſtructed, but I think I find none more remarkable 
than that of Mr. Cowper's , which I here give 
you in his own Words. | 
Some Years fince (faith that dexterous Am- 
tomiſt) I was called by my ingenious Friend Dr. 
Chamberlain to ſee a marry'd Woman of above 
twenty Yearsof Age, whole lower Belly was much 
diſtended, as if with Child; upon examining the

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Pudendum 
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Pudendum we found the Uhmen altogether imper- 
vious, and driven out beyond the Labia Pudendi 
in ſuch Manner, that ar firſt Sight it appear'd not 
unlike a Prolapſus Uteri: In the upper Part to- 
wards the Clitoris, we found the Orifice of the 
Meatus Urinarius very open, and its Sides extend- 
ed not unlike the Auus or Cloaca of a Cock, and 
without any Difficulty I could put my Forefinger 
into the Bladder of Urine. On dividing the H- 
mn, at leaſt a Gallon of grumous Blood of diverſe 
Colours and Confiſtences came from her, which 
was the ſuppreſt Men/es: The next Day no leſs a 
Quantity of the ſame Matter flow'd after removing 
the Peſſary which I had put in the Day before. 
After three or four Days ſhe was eaſy, and ſoon af- 
ter recover'd, and within a Year was deliver'd of 
a healrhful Child. Her Husband told us, tho? ly- 
ing with her at firſt was very painful to himſelf as 
well as to her; yet at laſt he had a more eaſy Ac- 
ceſs, which could be by no other Way than the 
Meatus Urinarius. | 

At Heſſen in Germany (as the Relation is com- 
municated by Moccius and inſerted by Schenk;- 
us ®) there was a Woman who, inſtead of the 
common Paſſage of the Pudendum, had no other 
than a Foramen of the bigneſs of a Quill; yet not- 
withſtanding ſhe would have a Husband and was 
married: She lived in this Condition with her ſaid 
Husband (doubtleſs a quiet Man) for eight Years z 
at length perceiving her not rightly qualify'd, he 
ſues for a Divorce; the Matter being brought be- 
fore the Prince, the Landgrave of Heſſe, he by 
the Advice of Meges and Dryander (two noted 
Praftitioners) commanded that the Woman ſhould 


be cur, in order to her ownand her Husband's Re-

lief. Accordingly the Operation was perform'd, 
but whilſt ſhe was under Cure the poor Man dies 
and left his Wife to be enjoy'd by another, whom 
ſhe quickly after married, and bore a Son, to whom 
the Landgrave himſelf was pleas'd to ſtand God- 
father. 

See more of theſe Caſes and the Manner of help- 
ing them in Borellus, Meekrin, Cabrolius, Severi- 
nus, Bartholine, Wierus, Hollerius and ſeveral other 
Writers. 

When the Infant is born with the Organ of Hear- 
ing any Ways obſtructed, and it be by a Membrane 
growing over the external Ear, the ſame may be 

ivided: If by a fungous or carnous Excreſcence, 
you may firſt attempt the Removal by ſome of the 
gentler Cathareticks; but if theſe prove inſuffici- 
ent, by Cauſtick : Either Way, eſpecial Care is 
to be taken of the Membrana Tympani, or Drum 
of the Ear, that the ſame may be no way damni- 
fy'd by the Salts of the Eſcharotick diſſolving or 

ettin — to the Prejudice of the ſaid Part: 
zut if there be no Veſtige of a Perforation, or 
the Defect lie on the other Side of the ſaid Mem- 
brane it is incurable, and not to be meddled with. 

A Woman big with Child, by often putting her 
Finger into one of her Ears, to prevent a diſagree- 
able Noiſe diſturbing her at ſome Times, eſpecial- 
ly going to Reſt, at length brought forth her Child 
with one Ear only ; on the other Side of the Head 
there being neither Helix nor Anthelix, Tragys or 


Antitragus, or any Thing more than a Piece of 


Fleſh in the Middle, of the thickneſs of a Child's 
Finger, projecting about half an Inch from the 
Head: The Child was brought ſome Time after 


to me, bur I could give them no Encouragement, | 


and advis'd them not to meddle with it. 
Where there is any Sordes gathered in the Noſtrils 

of the Infant contracted in the Womb, the ſame 
a may 
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may be removed with a ſmall ſcoop Inſtrument 
like a little Ear- picker; if any fleſhy Subſtance be 
between, it is to be waſted, if found practica- 
fl, as we mention'd in that of the Ear, or as Au- 
thors direct in the Polypus of theſe Parts: But when 
the Ale naſi ſtick or grow to the Septum; if the 
former only, they may poſſibly be parted with the 
End of a Probe but if the latter, they muſt be 
divided with a Lancet, and after kept diſtended by 
ſoft Tents armed with ſome drying Unguent, or a 
ſmall Cannula through which the Breath may paſs 
at the ſame Time: Bur here there is great Care to 
be taken, that whether Tent or Cannula, they are 
ut up ſo as to lie eaſy, and not by ſtimulating the 
arts, to provoke ſneeſing, whereby they are pre- 
ſently thrown out again: Theſe are fo long to be 
continued *rill the raw Places are dry d up and firm- 
1 healed, otherwiſe there will be Danger of a 
econd Symphyſ/is. 
The Lips are to be treated after the ſame Man- 
ner, if there happen any Impediment or Coheſion; 
only inſtead of Tents, a Couple of ſmall Cloths 
like Mufflers, a little drawn in the Middle, the 


better to comprehend them, under which a Plaiſter 


of Ung. Tutie, or my Cerat. de Lap. Cal. may be 
lad upon the raw Parts, and ſhifted as there is Oc- 
caſion, *till the fame are healed. 

Greg. Horſt. & relates a ſtrange Story of a Miller, 
who by ſome Accident of a Puſtule, or from ſome 
other Cauſe, having his Lips excoriated, they grew 
together; ſo that he took his Nouriſhment by a 
Funnel put into his Mouth at a ſmall Hole not quite 
cloſed up, and that growing up alſo, they were 
forced to cut his Lips in ſunder, which after grew 
together, and were a ſecond Time parted; but 


S 
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whether through Neglect, Ignorance, or whatever 
elſe was the Occaſion, they were ſo prone to coa- 
leſce that they were conjoin'd a third Time, and 
the poor Miller not finding any End of cutting, 
was reſolv'd they ſhould be ſhut tor altogether, and 
ſo obſtinately ſtarv'd himſelf. 

And thus much concerning Original Obſtructi- 
ons of the natural Paſſages. _ 

Thoſe which are adventitious or accidental, arc 
for the moſt Part leſs hazardous, although ſome of 
them not without great Difficulty removed. 

Thus nothing 1s more common than for Chil- 
dren in their Play, to thruſt Peas or Cherry-ſtones, 
or whateyer comes next to Hand, into their Ears, 
and up their Noſtrils, which being ſometimes en- 
ter'd deep into the Paſſages, require great Care and 
nights Infruments to get behind them if poſſible, 
for their more ſecure Extraction, eſpecially if they 
cannot be drawn forth by ſome viſcous or glutinous 
Matter, which the Inſtrument is beſmear'd with. 

_ Farther, the Glans Penis is often ſtopt by ſmall 
Stones diſcharg'd from the Bladder into the Ductus, 
and coming forward to the Frænum, there ſettle till 
they are remov*d by Suction or gentle Compreſſion 

behind, or taken forth when they come into View 
with ſmall Forceps, or the little Scoop like a fine 
Ear-pick, of which I had ſeveral always by me 
made of diverſe Shapes and Sizes (when I practic'd 
Surgery) for theſe Purpoſes. 

It the Stone cannot be forwarded either by Suc- 
tion or Compreſſion a parte poſt, ſome propole In- 
flation of the Urethra, by which they pretend (uf- 
ficiently to dilate the Paſſage; but the laſt Extre- 
mity is cutting upon the Stone into the Urethra, 
holding the ſame carefully compreſs'd with your 
Fingers and Thumb both above and below, bend- 
ing the Penis at the ſame Time, ſo as that the Stone 
may lic tight againſt the outer Skin; after which 

70 great 
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t Care is to be taken to agglutinate the Part 
tor fear of a dribbling through the Wound upon 
making Water, the unhappy Iſſue oftentimes of 
theſe Operations, eſpecially when perform'd by our 
vulgar Lithotomiſts, (ſuch I mean who were not 
bred up in the Practice of Surgery) and whom I 
never knew to be good Surgeons. 

The accidental Adhefion of the Pudenda ariſeth 
often from an Ulceration or fretting of the Labia, 
from whence I have known their growing toge- 
ther : The like by Burns moſt commonly betals 
other Parts of the Body, where Care 1s not taken 
to keep the raw Places aſunder; for of the Blood 
or other nutritious Juices lowing to the Parts, if 
they happen eſpecially to be any thing balſamick, 
little Shoots or Fibrille are inftantly formed, and 
ſending their communicant Branches each to other, 
preſently unite by a ſtrict Conjunction; or it their 
Diſtance (as not touching each other) prevents their 
Coalitus, ſome other fungous Bodies are however 
ſprouting, made out of the ſaid nutritious Parti- 


ſme powerfully deſiccative or catharetic Medicine, 
or ſtopt by a new Skin ſetting Bounds to their far- 
ther Progreſs. 

A young Woman labouring under an acute Fe- 
ver, after few Days complain'd to her Mother of 
great Pain, Swelling and Inflammation on the La- 
lia Pudendi; for * at Diſtance, I was ſpoke 
to, and advis'd a Cataplaſm of white Bread and 
Milk, with the Yolk of a new-lay'd -Egg, and a 
lttle Ung. Sambuc. mixt therewith, and apply'd' till 
12 found what it was like to tend to; but the 
Inflammation increaſing, ſome of the good Wo- 
men would have the Parts embrocated with Pum- 
lin mixt together with Ann. quintum, (as they 
barbarouſſy term them) from whoſe Coldneſs the 
Hcat being deſtroy d, and the Parts beginning 85 
loo 


cles, gradually increaſing *till they are check'd by 
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look black, they were alarm'd, (and indeed it v Puts 
high Time) ſending for me with great Intreaty u ſbe k 
halten to them. When I came, I found all ue Poll 
outſide of the Labia, from the Pubes quite dom fie! 
to the Perinæum, ſeis'd with a true Necroſis, being her: 
black and fetid: I quickly perceiv'd the Tumoy vere 
had been w rink being a Tranſlation of tie Nin. 
Matter of her Fever to theſe Parts, (fitteſt to (uf. WM fat 
fer on Account of the wanton Uſe ſhe had made ſtern 
of them, having then a Gonorrbæa on her) I (cx Wl ud 
rify'd all round till I fetch'd Blood, and drefs'dthe cid 
Parts with Tin. Myrr. cum Balſam. Terebinth. ap- Se 
plying over all a Compreſs of Tow preſs'd out of Fre 
warm Spirit of Camphir, and ſecuring her Dre. 

ſings by a Brace in Form of a T, leaving her fich Wl vi 
ones in Caſe of her Occaſions to make Water: cou 
Thus in few Dreſſings the rotten Parts caſt of in WM Far 
two large Pieces, the whole Compaſs of the L:- vn 
bia. I then ſtrew'd the Precip. rub. to deterge be! 
and level ſome Inequalities; after which, by i 

Help of the Vitriol Stone, and my Ceratum de Ly. 
Calam. IT endeavour'd to cicatriſe : But this model: 
Creature ſeeming aſham'd to be thus expos'devery 
Day, now the Danger was paſt, deſir'd I would 
leave Dreſſings for her Mother to put on, and be 
ſo kind as to call in three or four Days Time; c- 
cordingly I left the Vitriol Stone with ſome of the 
Cerate, which ſhe was to ſpread her ſelf, giving 
Charge that ſhe kept theParts divided, now they were 
clean, ſmooth, and juſt upon healing, by putting 
the Plaiſters pretty high, or far up, on each Side 
her Body, and ſhifting them for fear, every Night 
and Morning. But my Gentlewoman fancying 
there was no ſuch Care now requir'd, being per- 
rectly eaſy, aroſe daily and went abroad, by which 
her Dreſſings falling into Wrinkles, were apt to 
ſlip off, and in one Night's Time, (the Occaſion 
of my giving the Hiſtory) by her Negligence, ” 
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Parts were growing faſt together : 'The next Day 
he lay in Bed upon ſome Indiſpoſition, and finding 
Poſage for her Water, regarded not the putting on 
freſh Dreſſings; her Mother likewiſe having left 
her: Who coming in the Even to fee if all Things 
were well, and looking upon the Place found the 
Nina, three Parts of it, join'd together, which ſo 
ſtartled them both, that the Mother in great Con- 
ſternation came ſtraight for me to viſit her Daughter, 
and help her under this Accident; whom havin 
chid for her Remiſſneſs, after the Caution I h 
given her, I ask'd her jeſtingly, if ſhe was content, 
rovided we took Care to ſecure a Paſſage for her 
Vine to let the other Part remain as it was; 
which (to hear what ſhe would fay) I told her 
could not be now parted without a great deal of 
Pain: She beg'd I would aſſiſt her, and divide it 
with as little Pain to her as poſſible, promiſing to 
be more careful as well as chaſt for the future. I 
then try'd with my Probe, but that was not ſtrong 
enough, being very ſmall; but with the Edge of 
my Spatula I got ge ſhe crying out, as I told 
her ſhe muſt expect. Having prepar'd an oblong 
peſſary, and dreſs'd the bleeding Lips of the Pu- 
dend. with dry Lint, I put it up and charg'd her to 
ſecure it by her Brace; bat I had little Reaſon now 
to caution her, who of her own Accord, know- 
ing well and dreading more the Conſequence, kept 
in the Peſſary, and kept on the Bandage longer in- 
deed than there was now Occaſion. Next Day the 
dry Lint ſticking to the raw Parts, I bathed with 
warm Milk and looſned the ſame, then dreſs'd her 
up as formerly with the Epulotick, and left her 
thereof with which ſhe finiſh'd the Cure; but 
ſtill made light of her Gonorrhæa, refuſing to take 
any Medicine for it, or ſo much as purge (to which 
ſhe had the greateſt Averſion, I ſuppolc having been 
cloy dd with Quack Phyſick) after her Fever. 


More 
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More unhappy was the Caſe of that Woman i 
Horſtius *, who falling down with a Piece of Wog 
in her Hand, the ſame by Accident forc'd it {| 
into her Body by the Pudendum, tearing the Pans 
and grievouſly wounding her; for which taking 
{ſeveral inward Medicines, whilſt others were x 
ply'd (tho* unskilfully) to the wounded Place, rg 
ſame in Time healed with a total Symphy/is, orgroy. 
ing together from the outſide Privity quite up to 
the Womb, with an entire Precluſion of the Urine, 
which for two or three Vears after, every or even 
other Day ſhe caſt up by Vomit.

Of other Hurts befalling the Skin, indiſferent) 
affecting any Part of the ſame, from out- 
ward Cauſes, and firſt of the black and blue 
Marks ariſmg from Bruiſes, alſo of Wounds 
and Ulcers. 


1 Had once thought of putting an End to 
this Diſcourſe of cutaneous Diſeaſes in 
the foregoing Chapter, but conſidering 


there were ſome outward Accidents betal- 


ling the ſaid Part, ſuch as black aud blue Spots ot 
Marks from Bruiſes, Wounds, Ulcers, Burns, Bites, 
Stings and the like: I thought convenient to add 
four other Chapters, in which I ſhall compriſe what 
I have to ſay upon theſe Heads. 


1 
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As to the firſt of which, viz. the Blood ſettling, 
tis to be remarkt that there are three ſeveral Ways, 
more eſpecially taken Notice of by Authors,by which 
the purple Fluid gets looſe from its containing Veſ- 
els: I mean thoſe of Anaſtomoſis, Diapedæſis and 
Rhexis. The former is an Effuſion of Blood at the 
Meeting of the Veſſels that cloſe not ſo ſtrictly nor 
narrowly as they ought. The ſecond is ſaid to be 
a Sort of ſweating through of the ſame, by Rea- 
ſon of the Tenderneſs and Fineneſs of the Veſſel, 
or the Subtilty, Heat and Sharpneſs of the Liquor: 
And the laſt an Extravaſation of the ſame, by Rea- 
ſon of ſome outward Force breaking the Continu- 
ity of the Veſſels. Tis of this laſt we ſhall here 
take Notice, being called uſually by the Greeks 
Exe ſeu "Exyvpara, by the Latins, Sugilla- 
tio, Livor, Sanguinis Effuſio If the Spots are 
ſmall, Stigmata, Vibices But leaving the Name 
it ſeems needful that in remedying the Thing, we 
conſider it as a Diſcaſe in ſieri or in facto As to the 
firſt, if you are called in Time before much 
Blood is thrown out, or that it retains its Fluidity, 
and ſeems capable of being return'd ; or whether ſo 
or not, yet to prevent the farther breaking forth, 
it is 5 by the beſt Authors, and certainly all 
good Practitioners, that we apply repelling Topicks 
to the Part and round about, which by their re- 
ſtrictive Property may be able to moderate the 
Courſe of the Blood, keeping off a farther Flux- 
ion, and cloſing up the Mouths of the Bleeding- 
Veſſels, that they ſpue out no more of their Con- 
tents : After which, what remains in the Part, and 
is not return'd by the Circulation, may be diſperſt 
and ſcatter'd by other Remedies. Bur firſt of all 
m every conſiderable Extravaſation, Veneſection is 
to take Place, whilſt ſome of theſe following Me- 
dicaments are apply*dexternally, ſuch as Bolus Arm.

in condition now to be return'd) through the Pores 
of the Skin; for this End

he found the Parts ſomewhat ſwell'd, but by Rea- 
ſon of the Ecchymoſis black as a Coal; yet without 
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aduration or Ur Pain, upon which, after em- 

crocating the Parts cum Ol. Roſ. he apply'd hot to 

the Place this following Cataplaſm.

And thus (faith that moſt excellent Practitioner) 

by the divine Favour he was made ſound. 

And thus indced in every Sugillation of the 

Blood, where the Parts look black, we are not to 

be preſently alarm'd with Fears of Gangrene or 

Mortification, or fall to cutting, it being natural 

in theſe Caſes for the Skin 3 thus diſcolour'd, 

frſt black or bluiſh and then turning yellow, of 
which Colour it remains long Time after, wearing 
way gradully and inſenſibly: and this black Com- 

2 provided there be kindly Warmth in the 

ice, without Hardneſs, great Pain or Tumefac- 

ion, is much better to be liked, than if there 
were great Pain, Induration and Inflammation or 

Rednels. However as it ſometimes happens, from 

the Violence of the Fall or Blow, that the native 


Heat 
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Heat is overcome, forbcaring all cold or repelj 
Topicks, you are to ſuccour the Part by ſcarifyi 
more or leſs deep as there is Occaſion, drefling y 
at ſuch Times with ſpirituous Medicines, and che. 
riſhing the Parts with Flannels wrung out hot from 
{ome good lixiviate Fomentations, as was ſhewed in 
our Diſcourſe of the mortify'd Prepuce, Chap. 6, 
and Pudendum in the Chapter aforcgoing of this 
ſecond Part of our Treatiſe. 

Again if there be great Quantity of this Cruy 
fluctuating, and that you can neither return it ac- 
cording to our firſt Method of Application, nor 
diſcuſs it by the ſecond, you are by no Means to 
wait for Suppuration, but having duly confider'd 
and carcfully weigh'd the Matter, and finding it 
to ariſe from no Artery (as in the Aneuriſma, di- 
coverable uſually by the Pulſation) you are to cut 
into the Tumour, and diſcharge the grumous Blood 
and Serum if there be any mixt therewith : Aﬀter- 
wards digeſting, incarning and cicatriſing as in other 
Abſceſſes is uſual. 

But neither is this latter opening raſhly to be en- 
terpris'd, or over haſtily perform'd, ſince by the 
aſſiduous Application of ſome of the foremention'd 
Topicks, if you are called in timely, there are mi- 
ny large Effaſions of Blood, collected into Swel- 
lings near as great as Pigeons Eggs, which I have 
known partly abſorbed by the adjacent Veſſels, and 
partly diſcuſt, eſpecially on the Scalps of Infant, 
ariſing by Difficulty in the Birth, or the rude Hands 
of the Midwife, and in young Children from Falls 
to which, upon their firſt Attempts to go, fo! 
Want of watchful Eyes, they are very liable. 

And here I cannot chooſe but admire at the com: 
ceited and ſtrangely prevailing Practice, not only 
of the common People, but of thoſe who reckon 
themſelves the Adept in Philoſophy as well as Mc- 


dicine, who in every recent Contuſion with Ex. 
travaſation 
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travaſation of Blood, forbid bleeding and reſtrin- 


ent or repercutient Applications, depending upon 

ſome one or other Secret like the Alkahe/# that 
works Wonders for the Relief of their Archæus, 
and ſtraight fly to their Spirit of Wine rectify' d or 
canphorated : Upon which 'tis no Wonder that we 
often meet. with ſuch troubleſome Inflammations, 
Ulcerations and ſometimes large Apoſtems, taking 
Riſe from a ſlight Contuſion, which in two or 
three Days Time had undoubtedly been carry'd off 
by repelling the Fluxion with ſome proper Defen- 
ative and reſtringent Topick, aſſiſted with Phle- 
botomy. But theſe Gentlemen confounding us 
with their hard Names of Acid and Alkali (the 
two contending Parties of the Body natural) ac- 
quaint us that in the Contuſion the fame Alteration 
i induced upon the Blood as by ſome Acid, and 
that their Spirit of Wine being the moſt noble 
Alkali, is the only Remedy in the World to diſſolve 
the Coagulum and preſerve the Fluidity thereof, 
keeping the Veſſels open alſo, that the Circula- 
tion may be continu'd orderly as before the Acci- 
dent: And yet at another Time they tell us that 
_ of Wine poured upon Blood ſhall in ſhort 
ime coagulate the ſame, rendering it in a Manner 

fable: Which indeed is evidenc'd by the noble 
Baglivi in his third Experiment annexed to his 
Practice of Phyſick. But leaving that Part of the 
Diſpute, whatever Effects it produceth either as 
Acid or Alkali, when mixed with the Blood, in- 
jected into the Veins or taken by the Mouth, tis 
lain that apply'dexternally upon recently contuſed 

arts, it doth by its great Heat and Subtilty in- 

flame the ſame, increaſe the Fluxion, and make Way 
frequently for Ulceration if not Apoſtemation: 
The Truth of which, as Matter of Fact, I dare 
lay will be atteſted by more than three Parts in four 
of the eminent — * the Art of Surgery 
in 
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out Chriftendom. 

The old Woman who claps a brown Paper dipt 
in Oxycrate, to her Grand-Child's Fore-head im- 
mediately after the Fall, and ſhe who runs to the 
Brandy-Bottle on the like Occaſion, are as good 
Witneſſes to the Conſequence, or the Fact it ſelf, 
as thoſe who pretend to ſolve Problems, and can 
babble out hard Names; I am ſure *tis happy for 
the People in general, that ſo little of the Practice 
of Surgery falls into the Chymiſt's Hands, from 
whom I have had as bad Work to encounter as 
from the moſt unskiltul Pretender whatever: And 
yet at the ſame time I muſt —_ thoſe Perſons 
at the Furnace, and ſhall always ſet the higheſt Va- 
luc upon many of their admirable and noble Re- 
medies. But to give one Specimen of their Prac- 
tice in Surgery, out of many I could produce, 1 
have inſerted the following Caſe. 

A Gentleman, with whom I had ſome flight Ac- 
quaintance, himſelf a Lover of Chymiſtry, and 
very intimate with one of its Profeſſors, was 2 
mighty Stickler for Spirit of Wine, not as a Men- 
ſtruum (in which no one would have oppos'd him) 
but as an outward Application: Inſomuch that | 
have heard him ſay, if People knew its Value even 
thus apply'd there would be little need of the Sur- 
geons Aſſiſtance: I reply'd, I knew what it would 
do, and had done this Way, much betrer than he, 
and that if I had bruiſed but my little Finger, ! 
would by no means meddle with it. ' 

It happen'd not long after, this Gentleman com 
ing off the Water, . been making mer!y 
with his Friends, getting out of the Boat miſt his 
footing, and bruiſed both his Shins againſt the 
Stairs: By that Time he got Home, he was not 
ſo fuddled, but that he felt great Diſturbance from 
che Pain, and thereupon ſent away for me, wm 

2 anothel 
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another Meſſenger was diſpatcht to his Friend the 
Chymiſt, who juſt got in before me. I was ſome- 
what ſtartled that he ſhould call me in to conſult 
with a Perſon of another Profeſſion, and who knew 
nothing of the Matter. But the Gentleman in a 
merry Humour told me, he had ſent for me to con- 
vince me of the great Efficacy of Spirit of Wine 
in curing Bruiſes with extravaſate Blood; I would 
only (ſays he) deſire you with your beſt Art to 
take the Care of one Leg, and my Friend ſhall take 
the other with his Spirit of Wine. To carry on 
the Frolick I defir'd to ſee his Legs, and upon turn- 
ing down his Stockings, perceiv'd them both much 
tumify'd with great Effuſion or Sugillation: Upon 
the right Leg a ſmall Raſe of the Cuticle bad 
been occaſion'd by the Edge of the Stair, down 
the Ridge of the Tibia I thought I needed no 
better Opportunity of making an Experiment, 
and knowing it was by no Means intended as an 
Aﬀront, laying aſide any manner of Reſentment, 
I readily agreed to take which Leg the Chymiſt 
left me: Who — an Apology for his med- 
ding where any legal Practitioner of Surgery was 
called in, I readily waved that Punctilio for the 
preſent, and bid him chooſe his Leg; when ſec- 
ing one of them a little fretted upon the Skin, 
with Prudence enough, he declined that, well 
knowing that his Spirit upon the raw Place, might 
excite ſome Diſturbance, and occaſion more Pain. 
| was very deſirous, for his greater Security, (and 
which was abſolutely neceſſary) to have let him 
Blood, but he refus'd, ſaying, that the Spirit of 
Wine ſhould have the whole Credit of the Cure: 
And that altho' I could do nothing without taking 
away his Life, meaning his Blood, yer I ſhould 
lee the Chymiſt could; who after he had ſoundly 
ſoakt him with his warm Spirits, dipt a folded 
Cloth in the ſame, and bound it on: Whilſt on the 
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other Side, I ſpreading a Slip of Cloth of the Length 
and Breadth of my middle Finger, with my Cerat. 
de Lap. Calam. laid the fame upon the excoriated 
Shin, and encompaſſed the Limb with an Expl. 
ex Bolo, Acet. Vin. Ol. Roſ. and Diapalm. ſpread 
upon Cloth, cutting a Snip out of the Middle, for 
the more eaſy dreſſing the Excoriation, if I found 
Occaſion, and rolling it up even, from the Ankle 
to the Gartering, when he was put to Bed, and 
agreed to live as abſtemiouſly as we would have 
him: I told him I deſir'd only that he would keep 
his Legs up, lying in Bed, or upon a Couch, and 
forbear Meat, Wine and ſtrong Drink for a few 
Days, which were likewiſe requir'd by my (now) 
Brother Surgeon. 

Next Day, according to Appointment we met, 
and found our Patient had been reſtleſs, though he 
was yet willing to conceal from which Leg aroſe 
his greateſt Diſturbance: I only lookt to lee after 
my Bandage whether too {trait or ſlack, but find- 
ing that to my Mind, I told him I had nothing 
more to do to him that Day: He bid me go on in 
my own Way, and plighted to me his Faith that 
it ſhould not be toucht but by my ſelf, from whence 
I concluded hun caſy with my Proceeding : When 
the Chymitt took off his Clouts which were now 
grown hard and dry, I found plainly which way 
Things were going, and which yet in all likelihood 
might have been prevented by an anodyne Cata- 
plaſm of Fel. Roſe. rub. and Flor. Sambuc. decocted 
in Milk, and thicken'd with white Bread, firſt em- 
brocating with Cng. Sambucin. But ſeeing even 
the Patient himſelf fo opinionative and obſtinate in 
his Way, I was the leſs concern'd if he ſhould be 
convinc'd by a large Abſceſs likely to enſue the 
Proſecution of his own Method. He now own'd 
what was viſible, that he had ſome Pain on his left 
Leg, which lookt, as we ſay, very angry, _ mo 
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inflam'd: I told him I could not expect to make 
that Progreſs with the Right, I might have done 
if both had been treated in my own Way, ſince it 
was natural for one Limb to ſuffer as it were by 
Conſent, when the other is much diſorder'd; and 
the Pain from one might be very hazardous at leaſt 
of keeping up the Fluxion on the other: How- 
ever 1 fear'd no ſuch Miſchief as I faw threaten 
the other: To this they both reply'd, it was uſual 
with the Spirit to create a little Pain and Inflam- 
mation, which was owing to the Subtilty and Vo- 
acility of its alcalious Particles diſſolving the Acid 
of the grumous Blood; but afterwards when it had 
rendred the ſame fluid, and fitted it to be return'd 
by the Circulation, thoſe Symptoms went off quick- 
ly after. I told the Chymiſt I valu'd no Hypotheſes 
whoſe Phenomena did not * and orderly cor- 
reſpond, and whoſe Facts (grounded upon common 
Experience) did not corroborate the fame, not be- 
ing coined in our own Imaginations and brought in 
to ſerve a Turn. Upon which ſomewhat earneſt- 
ly, Sir, faith he, if you apprehend Danger of Im- 
poſtumation from Spirit of Wine, we have more 
Cauſe to fear a Mortification from your cold Ap- 
plications : I reply'd, the ill riming of my Medi 
cine might make it hazardous, and the well timin 
of his, at ſome times beneficial: Whether of the 
two were rightly timed now, was the Matter in 
Controverſy, and fuddenly to be decided. 

When he had therefore bathed the Leg (as he 
did twice a Day and bound on the Bolſter preſt 
out of the Spirits, I perceiv'd my Patient make a 
wry Face between whiles, as being twinged by the 
ſame, which he fancy'd was ſo much the better : 
On the contrary, having little or no Senſe of Pain 
on the Leg dreſt up with the Defenſative, he be- 
gan to doubt whether all was right, eſpecially ha- 
ving been amus'd with the Chymilt's Talk of a 
Bb 3 Mor- 
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Mortification. I told him he ſhould ſec it the next 
Day, and aſſur'd him there was no Danger, but all 
ſafe under the Plaiſter. When the Time came, ] 
began to unrol the Limb, and perceiv'd a yellow. 
iſh Blackneſs both above and below the Dreſling, 
the Effect of the Sugillation, but no more Tumour 
than I could * or deſire. When I remoy'd 
the Plaiſter on the Shin, I found there had been a 
very {mall Diſcharge from the Excoriation which 
was ſeemingly cry'd up; then _—_ off the ſame, 
there remain'd only the like yellowith, or the black 
and blue, as they are called, without Inffamma- 
tion or Pain, the Limb very pliable ard in amanner 
well: Notwithſtandi 1 embrocated with U. 
Sambucin. laying over the ſame Plaiſter, with a lit- 
tle of the Cerate upon the Tibia: So rolling him 
equally up again as at firſt, I took my Leave, af- 
ter I had ſeen the other Leg improving in its Ten- 
dency towards a Phelmon, of which I took nonotice, 
nor intended to come again in leſs than two Days 
more, but was ſent for the next towards Lene 
in the Chymiſt's Abſence, and deſir'd if I could, 
that I would moderate his Pain of the other Leg, 
for he could take no Reſt either Night or Day, 
nor be eaſy in any Poſture: I advis'd him to con- 
tent himſelf *till the Day following I ſhould meet 
his Friend, to ſee if I could convince him of his 
Error, and do what was farther neceſſary; and be. 
fore I bid him good Night, I ſaw a quieting Pill 
(I ſuppoſe that of Szarky's commonly call'd Ma- 
thew's) brought in from the Chymiſt's, unknown 
to me, and order'd to be taken the ſame 1 

The next Day I was ſent for, and diſcover'd a 
large Abſceſs ready for the Knife or Cauſtick, 4 
great Inflammation ſpreading down to the Toes : 
'The Abſceſs was on the Inſide of the Tibia, where 
the Matter plainly fluctuated. I aſkt my Brother 


Surgeon what he thought of it, he ſaid he bclicv 5 
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it Blood not yet return'd; I then askt my Patient 

jeſtingly, if he was willing to wait the Return of 

it, at the ſame time aſſuring him there was Matter, 

and that it was fit to be let out, nor ought to lie 

there any longer: Upon which the Chymiſt a lit- 

tle more modeſt, an{wer'd, that if he {ſaw Matter 

lt out, he ſhould be convinc'd it was not fit to be 

return'd, but ſhould not be out of Conceit with 

the Spirit of Wine, which he had known do Good 

before to ſeveral: I told him as to the latter, I was 

concern'd at his Obſtinacy z but as to the firſt I 
would convince him preſently ; and accordingly I 

laid on a Cauſtick of the Lap. Infern. and ſai b 
little longer than the Chymiſt's ſmoaking of a Pipe 
before I pierc'd the Eſchar, and diſcharg'd near half 
a Pint of Pus. I then dreſt him up with Lenients 
and embrocated the whole Limb with the Ung. 
Samb. gently rolling him up: The other Leg was 
alſo anointed, altho' there was little Occaſion, the 
Skin being healed, with the yellow 2 on- 
ly remaining, wearing off ſometime after inſenſibly. 
The next Day our Patient grew eaſy, there being 
indeed but little Pain preſently after the Diſcharge, 
but the Matter having inſinuated it ſelf downwards, 
after I had try'd by Comprels to unite, I was forced 
at laſt to open the Sinus, and to make five or ſix 
Weeks Work of that which might have beencur'd 
in ſo many Days, without the Pain and other Acci- 
dents attending. | 

About a Month after my Patient was got Abroad, 
he ſent for me to the Tavern, being in Company 
with his Chymiſt, where he paid me his Acknow- 
ledgment for my Attendance and Service done him : 


And over a Glaſs of Wine the Chymiſt ask'd me if 


would be ſo free as to tell him the Compoſition 
of my Plaiſter; I told him very readily it was a Mix- 
ture of Diapalm. Ol. Roſ. Acet. and Bolus Arm. 
upon which he took up my laſt Words, and an- 
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ſwered, Bole Armeny; With this Addition, anex- 
cellent Ingredient, Sir; for 'tis plain Bole Armeny 
is an incomparable Alkali, proper to diſſolve the 
Acid of the Coagulum, and reſtore the Fluidity : I 
then askt him, ſmiling, what he thought of the 
Alkali of the Vinegar which I took allo for an ex- 
cellent Ingredient; and to convince him that his 
Philoſophy was but ſimple Cant, as irrational as 
his Practice pernicious, | told him I would do as 
much with Oxycrate or Vinegar and W ater, with- 
out heeding its being either Acid or Alkali, pro- 
vided I was call'd in Time, as I had with my De- 
fenſative: And that what had been thereby effected, 
T reconcil'd no otherwiſe than by its Stiptick or 
binding Property cloſing the Mouths of the Veſ- 
ſels, and preventing their farther Effuſion, keep- 
ing off the Influx of Humour and ftrengthening 
the Tone of the Parts at the ſame Time; after 
which, what was thrown forth and could not be 
ſucked up by the gaping Mouths of the cutaneous 
Veſſels, might be der forth then with more 
Security throught the Pores, aſſiſted by ſome proper 
Fotus, as taken Notice of in the Beginning of this 
Chapter. But if our Reader will pardon us this Di- 
greſſion, we will treſpaſs no more in this Nature. 
In large Contuſions, accompany'd with Extrava- 
ſation and Hurt of the inward Parts, there are more- 
over directed certain Remedies inwardly, to diſ- 
ſolve the Blood clotted which is thrown forth of 
the Veſſels, as alſo to unite, ſtrengthen and aggluti- 
nate the wounded or injur'd Parts? Forms of. Which, 
altho' they ſeem not ſo very neceſſary in cutaneous 
Hurts of this Kind (the Subject more immediately 
of this Diſcourſe) yet with the Reader's Leave, we 
have ex abundanti, thought fit to inſert : As we have 
{ome other Things in other Parts of it, which how- 
ever lookt upon as a Deviation, I am ſure can be 
no Prejudice, I would rather hope, ſome *

The common Peoples Remedy is Spruce Beer, 
which upon weak Stomachs I have obſerv'd com- 
monly to fit uneaſy, and to be thrown up again, 
which Motion muſt needs be very pernicious at this 
Juncture; and therefore as much as can be preyent- 
ed by other Vulneraries ſubſtituted inſtead thereof. 

Concerning Wounds of the Skin, we ſhall f. 
little, ſince it they go no deeper, there is not & 
ten much Need of Surgery ; tor if ſmall, like Pun- 
Etures, as in the Caſe of Phlebotomy, they heal up 
of themſelves, defended only from the Air and 
any outward Violence; if longer, the divided Lips 
are to be kept together by Bandage, or one of t 
Kinds of Suture, when a little Balſam Terebinth. 
aſſiſting that of the Blood, agglutinates the Solu- 
tion, which is call'd the Way of Healing by the 
firſt Intention: But if the Skin-deep Wound, by 
Reaſon of the vitiated Craſis of the Blood, will 
not thus unite, but rankles, as the common Peo- 
ple expreſs themſelves, or feſters; or if a Piece of 
the Skin be cut off, it is then to be treated as a ſim- 
ple Ulcer or Excoriation, bringing the Parts firlt 
to digeſt, and then drying it up into a Cicatrix; 
for if it be ſo very ſuperficial as to want only a new 
Cover, it cannot properly be ſaid to need Incarnation. 

Of the ſimple Ulcer or Excoriation, I think 
there is no Occaſion to ſay more than what will 
fall in with our Diſcourſe of Burns, of which i 
the next Chapter.

CHAP. . 
Of Burns happening to the Skin. 


= EAT, which is the Forerunner of Burn- 
ning, for as much as it belongs to the 
EY Scnſe of the Touch, is conceived ( faith 
— the learned Willis) when a certain Paſli- 
on is brought upon the Skin, or other ſenſible Parts, 
by means of the igneous or fiery Particles there- 
unto approaching; by which the little Fibres are 
fothed or tickled as it were with a Senſe of Plea- 
ſure, when they keep at a due Diſtance, and afford 
only what we call a kindly Warmth ; but a Senſc 
of Pain, ſcorching or burning, when the ſaid ficry 
Particles, like ſo many Darts, pierce through the 
Organ, diſtracting the ſaid Fibrillæ, and breaking 
their Union. Now this Pain, tho' cauſed in one 
Place, is felt in another, the Effect being diffuſed 
through the whole Soul; for the Inquietude or 
Diſturbance 'given to thoſe Spirits lodg'd in the 
Fibres of the injur'd Parts, 1s ſtreight convey'd by 
a Sort of Undulation through the Nerves, to the 
common Senſe or Corpora Striata, moving the Spi- 
nts that inhabit there into the like Hurry and Di- 
ſtraction; which Sort of Motion proceeding far- 
ther into the Cerebellum, ſtirs up the Imagination, 
and thence as ſuddenly returning 2 the 
like Diſorder through the whole Subſtance of the 
nervous Fluid, or Syſtem of what we call the Ani- 
mal Sprite But to proceed, as we before remark'd, 
according to the more intenſe or leſs Degree of the 
laid Heat, there will neceſſarily follow a greater or 
leſſer Combuſtion z or, if you had rather, Ambuſti- 
on or Burn; for ſome very nice Gentlemen N 8

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guiſh them; altho* I cannot ſee any Thing mate. 
rial or eſſential, or more than the Prepoſitions 1 
(ſome will have it ambi) and Con, added to the 
Verb Uro, can conſtitute ; the one being under.

burning together; but this is only Luſus Verb 
rum. 

We are then generally, with the beſt Writer, 
to difference Burns according to their Degrees at. 
ter the following Manner. 

1. Into ſuch as are ſuperficial, where the Skin 5 
lightly ſcorched, and the Cuticle (if not timely 
prevented) raifed into Bliſters. 

2. Such as go farther, not only bliſtering the 
Scarf-Skin, but altering the Texture of the Skin gui 
it ſelf, which comes away in a light Slough. 

3. Into thoſe which penetrate ſtill deeper, burn- 


ing not only the Skin, but Fleſh and other Parts - 
ſubjacent into a Coal or Cruſt ; all which are ſome Wl ;,; 
how reſembled by the Effects of ſome Medicaments I age 
made uſe of by Surgeons: Thus the common ei- .; x 
paſtick comes ſomewhat near the firit ; the Septick the 
or milder Cauſtick, the ſecond; and the Eſchare- = 
zick of the ſtrongeſt Sort, the third. \ 

Now as it is Fon the differing Strength of the * 
Pyrotick ſuch different Effects are brought upon 7 
the Part, fo from the differing Degrees of Heat, "us 
by Flame or Fire, or the ſhorter or longer Conti- (2 
nuance of the ſame to the Place, the three former hot 
Degrees ariſe ; and thus the Flame from Flax, af 
Straw, Cc. doth but lightly affect the ſame ; not . 
yet that of hot Water, to that of Oil, Fat, melt- * 
ed Pitch, Wax, or the like; nor theſe compart- no 
tively with melted Lead, Tin, Iron, Brals, or o- ral 
ther Metals put into Fuſion, or clſe made, as the fo 


People ſay, red-hor. 
The Diagnoſtics are evident to the Eye, the * 
Prognoſticks to be taken thence, viz. from the 


Depth 
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Depth or Greatneſs of the Burn or from the Na- 
ure, Senſe and Excellency of the hurt Parts. 

The prime Indications in the Cure of Burns are 
thee : Firſt, to put out or extinguiſh the Empyreu- 
ma, or to ſtifle the igneous Particles which have 
enter'd the Skin or Fleſh ; for which Purpoſe, a- 
mong the cold and moiſt Medicaments, are reck- 
ond the Succi & Aque, Semperviv. Solani, Portu- 
lace, Lactucæ, Hyoſciam. Among the cold and 
ary, Bolus Arm. Terra figil. Ceruſ. Argil. Fornac. 
and ſome other Emplaſticks, which as Hildanus 
ſpeaks *, ſhut up the Pores, ſo that the extraneous 
Heat left in by the Fire is ſuffocate, after the man- 
ner as when the ſame, ſhut up cloſely, is extin- 
puiſh'd : Or ſecondly, by reſolving, relaxing or 
warming Medicaments, to open the Pores con- 
ſtringed by the fiery Particles, and let the ſame 
breath out; which may be ſaid, at leaſt per Acci- 
dens, to refrigerate and extinguiſh the Empyreuma 
after the Manner (as the ſaid Author compares it) 
% Fire is put out by ſcattering and throwing about 
the Coals ; ſo that it is ſtill contraria contrariis 
c1rare. 

Whoever now conſiders the following Apho- 
im of the great Hippocrates, viz. Ulceribus frigi- 
dum, Mordax; Cutem obdurat, Dolorem intolerabi- 
lem facit, denigrat, Rigores febriles, Convulſiones 
Diſtentibnes creat. Again, whoever conſiders 
how great Pain is ſometimes cxcited by the Nitre 
of the Air approaching ſome raw and tender Parts, 
in the Time of Drefling only: Or laſtly, how often 
luch like Applications, if timed improperly, have 
not only deſtroyed the adventitious, but the natu- 
rl Heat of the Part likewiſe; will ſurely want the 
tewer Arguments to convince him, which Me-

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thod is moſt preferable : Yet notwithſtanding if 
any will venture upon theſe very cold Applications, 
let them be apply'd warm, and not continu'd lon- 
ger than the firſt Days for fear of worſe Symptoms. 

On the other Hand, if the Burn be ſuperficial, 
and no Bliſters yet riſen upon the Place, many learn- 
cd Authors (among whom Dr. Sydenham) recom- 
mend the Application of — of Wine, or which 
is yet better according to ſome others, the Painters 
Varniſh: Some hold the burnt Parts to the Fire, 
others dip them in hot Water, or bath therewith, 
affirming the external Heat, by a Sort of Sympa- 
thy, draws forth that which was ſent in by the 
Fire: According to that common Saying, Om

Thus is the Phenomenon explain'd farther, and the 
Practice juſtify'd after the fame Way, as was that 
of plunging the frozen Parts into the cold Water, 
or rubbing them well with Snow, rather than to 
bring them preſently to the Fire, or bathe them 
firſt of all with hot Fomentations: Bur leaving 
theſe as Experiments unconfirm'd by our own Ob-

and doubtful, likely to continue fo, whilſt we have 
many more choice and try'd Remedies, we ſhall 
E to give an Account of others, approved 
y the conſtant Practice of good Authors, and

this I have ſometimes found inconvenient, flicking

In theſe ſecond Sort of Burns, I ſeldom found

I'hat the utmoſt Diligence and Prudence be ob- 
ſ-rv'd to keepthe raw Partsaſunder, incloſing them 
ſoparatcly with their proper Applications and {uit 
+! BanCage, taking Care alſo to preſerve as much 

e the Uſe and Comelineſs of each Part: For 
a. toc Fingers or Toes are ſuffered to touch each 
other, at theſe Times, or the Backſide of the Ear, 
the Head; chere will be a Hmphyſis or growing to- 
gether. Likewiſe if the Fingers are kept always 
{treight, or always clutch'd, as they fay, or the 
Wriit and Elbow in the fame Poſitions, great Dan- 
ger may enſue of Difficulty afterwards in their Free- 
dom of Motion: Wherefore, in the Times of 
Dreiſing, let the Parts be gently moved fo as not 
to ſtir up Pain, at leaſt as little as it's poſſible; and 
if ſome Motion muſt needs be loſt, or one Poſture 
always continu'd, uſe your utmoſt Skill to preſerve 
the moſt decent Poſition, and the moſt uſeful Mo- 
tion. 

If the Burns happen to the Face, where the ut: 
molt Diligence is wanted to prevent Deformity, i 
was the Cuſtom of Hildanus to be often ſtretching 
the Cutis with his Fingers on each Side, after the 
Manner of the Leather-dreſſers their Skins, by 

which the Fibres contracted and ſhrivel'd by th: 
Fire, will in ſome Meaſure give Way and recovet 
themſelves, and the Puckers (obſervable in Leather 
held too near the Fire) ſomewhat leſſen'd, if they 
cannot totally be removed. However in doing this 
alſo there muſt be Caution practis'd; for if the 
Parts are all raw they will ſcarce ſuffer it, other- 
wiſe you may attempt what can be done, provided 
you expand the Skin ſo gradually, as not to create 
Pain from which a new Fluxion may ariſe.

As for Burns of the Veins, Arteries, Tendons, 
Ligaments, Glandules of the Groin, Arm- pits, and 
upon the Joynts, I ſhall wave their Deſcription, re- 
commending the Reader for farther Information in 


theſe Caſes, to that elaborate Treatiſe of the in- 
comparable Guillielmus Fabricius Hildanus, to whoſe 


Labours I always acknowledge my ſelf indebted, 


and can do no leſs than recommend the Peruſal of 
the fame to all Gentlemen profeſſing the noble 
Art of Surgery. 

Before I quit this Chapter of Burns, I have ſome 
thing to fay (I think material) concerning thoſe 


made with Gun-powder, eſpecially happening to 


the Parts of the Face. 

Ambroſe Parey, in the Chapter aforeſaid, ſays, 
the Marks made by this Powder cannot be taken a- 
way ſometimes. No, not 2 Phenigmes, Veſica- 
tories, Scarification, Ventoſes, Fc. Yet if the 
lame be lodged under the Cuticula, and not far en- 
ter d into the true Skin, it is frequently picked out, 
or by removing the ſaid outer Skin, afterwards di- 
geſted off; thus not long ſince a little Boy and his 
diſter, playing together in the Chamber, where 


the Father had heedleſly laid his Piſtols charg'd (as 


fell out) only with Powder, one of them went off 
in the Boy's Hand, and the Girl at a little Diſtance 
recety'd the ſame into her Face. Being call'd in for 
Help, I perceiv'd a lovely Face juſt before, in great 
Danger of being ſpoil'd by this unhappy Accident; 
the Powder had luckily miſs'd her Sight, but the 
other Parts, as her Forchead, Eye-lids, Cheeks and 
Noſe, more particularly on one Side, were fadly 
pepper'd, as is the uſual Phraſe of ſpeaking. I was 
in Hopes the Force had been great enough to con- 
tuſe the outward Skin, and bring it off ina Slough, 
by which I might more readily have come at the 
Powder, if not enter'd too far underneath, of 
Which I preſently pick'd out what I could with 
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the Point of my Fleam, ſcraping eaſily and cloſe, 
ly afterwards with its broad Edge all along the Part; 

then embrocated the whole Face, which was - 
{ently ſwell'd up, with a Mixture of OJ. Lini ſhook 
up with Ol. Samb. and laid over my Ceratun, 
which by the Help of Bleeding, and a thin and 
caoling Diet (abſolutely requir'd in all Burns what- 
ſocver) in few Days took down the Swelling, lea. 
ving the Face ſtill black, from the Remains of the 

Powder ſhining through the Cuticle, which I could 
not get out either with Needle, Fleam, or Lancet: 
W herefore conſidering what Pity it was fo beauti- 
ful a Child ſhould be left with this Blemiſh, I ap- 
ply'd a mild epiſpaſtic Plaiſter prepar'd with Ca- 
tharides, over ſeveral Parts of the Face, and left the 
{ame ſo long *till I found the Make of the Cutick 
broke, which had riſen into ſeverel littleBladders; and 
then removing them, I clipt the Bliſters, laying over 
the Empl. Meliloti ſimpl. Next Morning a Slough 
made of the under Lamina of the Cuticle came off 
like a thin Jelly, and brought with it much of the 
Powder; I then dreſs'd up as before, but finding 
it heat and inflame the Parts about, as the Child 
lay along, upon thoſe Places where the Blacknels 
yet remain'd, or where the Powder was drove deeper 
in, I lightly and very thinly ſtrew'd ſome Præci- 
pitat. ruh. 5 all round with Ung. San. 
and covering the raw Parts as well where the Pre- 
cipitate lay, as where it did not, with my Cerate 
as aforeſaid; leaving this Dreſſing for near two 
Days, which when I came to take off, there came 
with it almoſt all the remaining Gun-powder in a 
Sort of Slough, ſo that I had no Occaſion to te- 
pear the Precipitate, the remaining like wiſe digeſt. 
ing off with the fame Cerate daily apply 'd, and 
wiping the Parts pretty cloſe with a fine ſoft Rag: 
And by this Method, when the Redneſs (which 
was ſome Months) was worn off, and ſhe had uſed 
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the vulgar Coſmetic of Sperma Ceti and Ol. Amygd. 
J ſome little while, ſhe was reſtor'd to her former 
Complexion, to the great Joy of her Parents, not 
the leaſt Stigma of the Gun-Powder remaining.

One of the moſt unhappy Conſequences attend- 
ing theſe Accidents, is, that the Cicatrices left are 
oftentimes unſeemly and ill-favour'd by the hard 
and rugged Scars remaining: Nor is it to be won- 
dred at that the admirable Rete or Web-like Tex- 
ture of the Skin, whoſe Fibrillze, like the Warp 
and Woof of a Piece of fine Spun Cloth, are dil- 
torted, ſhrivel'd, or contracted by the Force of 
Fire, ſhould diſcover the bungling Patch-W ork of 
the Surgeon endeavouring to repair the Breach, 
and ſhew the fame Diſproportion or Difference be- 
twixt his and the Creator's Workmanſhip, as there 
can be diſcover'd betwixt the firſt Weaving of a 
Piece of the fineſt Cambrick, and the puckering 
Work of a ſilly Child drawing up ſome Hole or 
Rent, which by ſome Accident hath been made 
therein: And indeed let the Artiſt be ever ſo good 
a Workman at this Sort of Fine-drawing, or Darn- 
ing, his Seams will often lie uneven, high or low, 
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ind his Work bind in ſome, whilſt it is looſe in 
other Places; ſo that it will be obvious to ey 

ane, that the Work is not of a Piece, when he 
has endeavour'd to match it the beſt he can. Nay, 
ſo very deceitful are theſe Scars, that when the 
Work is done, and the Patient thinks he is come 
well off, they ſhall riſe up under the new (and for 
the preſent tmooth) Skin, after many Days; and 


that which for one Fortnight or Month ſometimes. 


appeared ſmooth and ſoft like Fleſh or Skin, ſhall 


in another grow very rugged, and almoſt as hard 
33 Horn. Tis for this Cauſe, the Author I have 


ſo often quoted, endeavour'd to keep the Skin up- 


on the Stretch, whilſt the Patient was under Cure, 
forbidding all over drying Medicines, and prefer- 
ring all * thoſe which are rather moiſt, ſoften- 
ing or relaxing, if poſſible to obtain a Cure there- 
by: For this Purpoſe he contrived ſeveral mollify- 
ing or lubricating Baths and Liniments to ſupple 
the harden'd Cicatrix left behind, and to reduce the 


ſame when ſufficiently ſoften'd, fo far as poſſible by 


compreſſing the riſing Seams, with a Plate of Lead 


rubbed over with Mercury and bound upon the 
Parts; but of this and ſeveral other ingenious In- 
ventions of that renowned Man, ſee more in his 
Works above recommended. 

I ſhall finiſh this Diſcourſe of Burns with one 
remarkable Hiſtory by Way of Illuſtration. 

A Maiden Gentlewomanabout Twenty, remark- 
able for a good Face, and other ſuitable Qualifica- 
tions, had the ſad Misfortune one Afternoon as ſhe 
was ſitting by the Fire Side at her Work, to be 
ſeized with an Epileptick Fit, and to fall upon the 
Stow in the Chimney, in which the Fire was new 
made up, and ſome freſh Coals laid on by the Maid, 
Juſt before her going up Stairs on ſome Occaſion: 
The young Woman's Face was found over the upper 
Bar, one of her Hands upon the Coals, la 
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Arm alſo againſt the ſaid Bar: Some of the burn. 
ing Coals, by the Force ofher Fall, were beat out 
and fell into her Boſom, chiefly againſt one of her 
Breaſts. The Ends of a Handkerchief ſhe had 
ty'd about her Neck, lying againſt the Grates, kin- 
dled tho' not into a Flame, yet burnt ſmotheri 
up till it came to her Neck, and fo proceeding to 
her Head-cloaths, conſumed them after the {ame 
Manner without Flaming, quite up to the Top of 
her Head. | 
The Maid. ſmelling a Stink of —_ ran 
down, yet had not Senſe in the Surpriſe to take her 
Miſtreſs off, but running out of Doors to call for 
Help, broughtin ſome W who coming 
ia, took her off as dead, and a moſt diſmal Spec- 
tale: However laying her on the Bed, ſhe was un- 
dreſs'd and the Cynders taken forth her Boſom, 
which had burnt deep into her Breaſt for a great 
Conpals. | 
After a few Minutes lying, ſhe began to ſigh 
and lament, not knowing yet what had befallen her: 
Some of the good Gentlewomen had ſoak'd her 
well, 1 think with Sallet Oil, before I came; 
when I found her miſerably burnt all over her Face, 
eſpecially the Sides from her Head-Cloaths, which 
were like a Cynder, and ſo round half Way her 
Head anc Neck, particularly her Throat, and fo 
down to der Breath before taken Notice of: Alſo | 
one of het Arms, Hand and Fingers.

Returning the next Day in the Even, I found 
the Face prodigiouſly ſwelled, and in ſome Places 
the Sloughs appearing as if they would ſeparate : 
The Cruſts upon the Arm and Breaſt I ſcarrify'd, 
and dreſs'd up: with my Cerate cut into ſeveral

hat Night coming eir'd off my Journey, 1 
went early to Bed, but about two in the Morn- 
ng was called up to my Patient, whom I found 
liftracted with Pain: I had taken with me a little 
Bottle of Sydenham's Liquid. Laudan.-and gave her 
thirty Drops in two or three Spoonfuls of a ſmall 
pearl Julap ſhe had by her, as believing a leſs Num- 
would not be able to quiet the Orga/mas of the

The next Day about Eleven, I found her doſing 
with a ſtrong Pulſe. and free Reſpiration, ſo that 
not ſuffering her to be wak'd, I return'd at two 
| and 
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and heard her lamenting before I got up to her 
Chamber. Having prepar'd my Dreſſings of all 
Sorts, as | might have Occaſion, with a Pan of 
Coals (for it was Winter Time) on the Inſide of 
the Curtains drawn cloſe about the Bed, I took off 
the Dreſſings, and found ſeveral large Sloughs beginto 
looſen: I roucht their Outfides lightly with a Mix- 
ture of Ol. Hyper. and Ol. Lini, dreſt the Breaſt and 
| Arm as before with the Baſilic; dropping into the 
Scarifications a little of the Ol. Hyper. per 405 and 
over all the other Parts, my Cerate as before. 
Thus I continu'd dreſſing ſome of the Places 
where the Plaiſters were apt to wrinkle, twice a 
Day, the reſt once, *till the Sloughs caſt off, and 
the whole Face, top of the Head, Neck, &.. 
were all raw; the Eſchars on the Arm and Breaſt 
ſtaid on ſome while after, altho* looſe about the 
Edges: I was forced to allow the Laudanum, Ig 
Drops Morning and Evening, which fomewhat 
| blunted the Extremity of the Pain, altho' one half 
of the Day, eſpecially for fome Hours after drel- 
ſing (tho' I uſed her as tenderly as *twas poſſible) 
ſhe lamented like a Perſon (as indeed ſhe was) in 
the greateſt Agony. Upon which Account, ob- 
ſerving the Opiate to begin a little to affect herin 
about two Hours after taking it, I ſo order'd her 
Doſe that it might rake Place about her dreſſing

Notwithſtanding which I fear'd what happen'd, 
that there would be no preventing a Lippitudo, 
however inconſiderable, yet {till ſufficient to be 
ſen upon ſuch a Part, where the leaſt Diforder is 
a great Blemiſh to the Grace and Beauty of the 
Face: All the Surface of which even from the Fer- 
tx down to her Breaſt, taking in her Ears and far 
backwards behind on her Neck, being now as it 
vere one continued Ulcer, it may be imagin'd the 
Pain muſt be in a Manner inſupportable, and that 
the ſtoical Apathy it ſelf (were fuch a Thing tobe 
found) muſt now buckle to humane Frailty and 
make its juſt Complaints, which-were as well mo- 
(rated by the patient Submiſſion of this young 
Gentlewoman all Things conſider'd) as could with 
ny Reaſon be expected. 
The Diſcharge of Matter from the whole Ul- 
ration was exceeding large, which together with 
the perpetual Pain and Anguith, there ſeem'd ſmall 
lkethood ſhe could ſubſiſt under, till the Parts 
were all skin'd over. Eeing deſirous that 100 
moul.

ſhould be omitted that might conduce to her Re: 
covery, and likewiſe of ſecuring (what I could 
my own Reputation, together with her Life, from 
the Reflections of a Sort of People in the World, 
who when they ſee the Ruins of Beauty occaſi- 
on'd by theſe Accidents, imagine they might all 
have been prevented: I called in to my Aſſiſtance 
that very good Man, and excellent Surgeon, Mr. 
Richard Blundell, who wasby, more than once, at 
our Times of drefling, conſented to what was 
done, and told the Parents that if ſhe did bear up 
or was not ſunk by the great Diſcharge, of which 
there ſeemed Danger, they muſt take her Face as 
it happen'd, there being no —— to prevent 
Scars and Seams ariſing after, upon ſuch dreadful 
Caſualties. | 

The Parents deſirous of her Life, ſeem'd caly, 
under ſo great an Affliction, at what might betide 
her Face, and left her wholly to the divine Benes 
diction upon my Care and Medicines. 

The Parts were all now fo exceeding ſenſible 
that they would not bear wiping, tho ne'er ſo 
gently, nay if I laid on only the downy Part of 
tome ſoft Lint to ſuck up the Matter, upon taking 
it off again, ſhe would cry out moſt piteouſly. 

It was remarkable that in ſeveral Places where 
the Burns were deepeſt, after caſting off the firſt 
Slough, and the Fleſh appearing freſh and red in 
ſome Parts under, yet in a Day or two we had a 
ſecond, and after that a third Slough ro digeſt off: 
Bur in the Places that remained clear and well di- 
geſted, the Dreſſings were all dry, compos'd of 
large Pledgits of the ſofteſt and fineſt Lint I could 
make; and when this would not kcep under the 
ipongy Fleſh, which was in ſeveral Places, I found 
no Catharetic more uſeful, and producing leſs Pain 
than the Calx Viva, which I was under a Neceſſi- 
ty of ſprinkling in ſome Places, once in two or Ow

Days, my outward Application being ſtill the Ce- 
rate I have ſo often mention'd. 
The Buſineſs of the Morning (at leaſt great Part 
of it) was to provide Dreſſings of ſeveral Sorts a- 
inſt the Afternoon, when (all Things got ready) 
ſpent near an Hour's Time each Dreſſing: Some 
Places requiring one Medicine, upon Plaiſters one 
way ſhaped to the Parts, others another, ſhaped 
other ways, that they might fit cloſe and caſy. 
Some were dreſt dry, as aforeſaid, ſome with Dia- 
pompholigos, others with Unguent. Tutiæ, others 
other ways; I try'd to bring in the Edges with a 
ſight Touch of the Vitriol Stone, Alume Stone, 
Lint prepared from Rags dipt in a vitriolic Solu- 
tion dry d and ſcraped, but neither could be diſpens'd 
with for the horrid Pain, how lightly ſoever touch- 


ed, laſting ſeveral Hours after: I then prepar'd fe- 


reral fine Cambrick Puffs half full of the moſt 
ſubtil Powders of Tutia, Ceruſſu, Lap. Calam. with 
theſe I lightly ſhook out their ſeveral Contents, as 
I faw occaſion ; I prepared Lint alſo after the man- 
ner of the other, with an Aqua Calcis, with which 


ud the Calx it ſelf, where nothing elſe would do, 


kept down the Fungus, and diſpos'd the Parts to 
Skin, which came on but ſlowly about the Edges : 
Apreat Work, and almoſt endleſs, had not ſeveral 
of the Places about the Middle dry'd up, and, com- 


municating with each other, forwarded the Heal- 


ng The Parts about the Neck and Forchead 
which were raw, appeared ſmooth, and as it were 
glaſed (the worſt and moſt difficult Sort to bear a 
Cicatrix.) About the former were ſeveral of theſe 
nw and glaſſy Parts, appearing like ſo many little 
Rivers, whilſt other ſmaller dry'd up, might be re-

the Ears, Eye-lids, Noſtrils, Lips, &c. ſo as they 
might be preſerved in the beſt Figure, without 
Stricture, 8 or Adheſion of the Parts 
together. The Muſculi Maſtoidei at their Origin 
from the Top of the Sternum, being burnt into 
ſeverely, upon caſting off the Eſchar, and incarn- 
ing together with the Muſcles of the Larym, 
formed after a round Hole or ſinking in; however, 
to prevent Contraction, or drawing the Head to the 
{aid Sternum or Breaſt-bone, I laid her as low as 
poſſibly ſhe could endure, and thus keeping the 
Muſcles upon Extenſion, tho” it was a little pain- 
ful, that Inconyenience was prevented. 

After the firſt Fortnight, 1 would willingly have 
diſcontinued the Uſe of the Laudanum, but having 
try'd her one Night without, her Complaints were 
ſo terrible and piercing, that there was no bearing 
the Chamber; e I freely indulged her 15 
or 16 Drops every 24 Hours for a Month longer, 
by which her extream Grief was a little moderated, 
altho' it was very difficult at ſome times to kee 
her out of a Delirium, by reaſon of her Reltleſsnels 
and Watching, which together with her Pain had 
much waſted her, and brought her low: So that 
under theſe Circumſtances every Hour ſhe doſed, 
ſhe loſt an Hour of chat intolerable Anguith ; and 
I was glad by any means I could give her ſome Re- 
ſpite, althoꝰ otherways with ſome little Hazard. 
Her Forehead and the Sides of her Temples, where 


the raw Parts lay likewiſe as it were glaſed, mY 
| t 
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the laſt in skinning, together with the upper and 
outſide Part of the Cheek towards the Templc, 
where the greateſt Danger lay of contracting and 
pulling down the lower Lid of the Eye; one Side 
of the Apex or Tip of the Noſe being burnt down 
to the Cartilage, upon skinning over, lay a little 
flatter and thinner than the other. The Chin, 
which was burnt ſeverely, skinn'd indifferently 
ſmooth to Appearance, but ſticking after to the 
Membrane underneath, upon ſmiling eſpecially, 
hauls a little down the Corner of the lower Lip: 
Her Cheeks, during the Healing, lay alſo ſmooth and 
even, ſo likewiſe the upper Eye-lid, even that which 
was burnt almoſt quite through. 

When the Parts were cicatris'd, I prepar'd an 
emollient and relaxing Liniment Ex Rad. Alth. Lil. 
alb. Bryon. Lumbric. terreſt. Sem. Lini & Fenugr. 
decocted in the Oleum ex Pedibus bovinis, with 
which to anoint the Parts frequently, moſt likely 
to purſe up, wrinkle or to lie ſeamy; and for the 
diſcolouring of the Skin a Preparation of Bi/muth, 
Pomatum, Sperm. Ceti and Ol. Amygd. d. 

Thus in about two Months Time was the Work 
bniſht, the beſt I could: She was reſtor'd whole, 
and with Hopes to be freer from Scars than ap- 
pear'd after: A neceſſary Caution to teach young 


Surgeons that they be not too forward in warrant- 


ing their Patients ſhall' come off ſafe from theſe 
Accidents :: For 'tis the Nature of Burns not 
throughly to diſcover their Scars, till the new Skin 
expos'd ſome time to the Air indurates, together 
with the broken Fibres underneath, and being then 
contracted, draws up in callous Seams, or ſtickin 
to the Muſcles underneath, hinders their free Mo- 
tion, more eſpecially in ſome particular Geſtures 
Equilifrian (one being out-balanc'd 
by the other) on which the Symmetry, Beauty and 


Proportion of the Parts of our Bodies much depend. 
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About a Month after ſhe was healed, the Skin 
began to grow a little horny in ſome Places of the 
Chin, the upper Lip, and one Side of the Cheek, 
whilſt the ſuſpected lower Eye-lid on the outer 
Corner, was pulPd a little down by the Cicatrix 
on the Out-ſide. Her Neck and Breaſt tolerably 
ſmooth, unleſs the former about the Throat purſed 
up into a round Hole before obſerved, bur theſe 
Parts are all hid by the Handkerchief, a ſmall Patch 
below the Corner of the Eye-lid hides the Lippi- 
zudo which is inconſiderable: And ſhe {till appears 
after this fiery Trial, an agreeable Woman in Con- 
verſation, all which muſt own (if ſhe be not now) 
ſhe has been a pretty Woman. 

If any Perſon (as ſome doubtleſs may be found 
that will) lay the Blame upon her Surgeon for 
leaving ſome unhandſome Seams or Puckerings; 
let thoſe boaſting Pretenders undertake the like dif- 
ficult Task, and leave ſmoother or handſomer Work 
behind them. Nay, let them bur preſerve Life, 
under the ſame dangerous Occurrences, and I will 
overlook the Scars. 'The young Gentlewoman my 
Patient, and her Friends, were fatisfy'd by my wor- 
thy Aſſiſtant that I called in, that there was nothing 
more could be done to fave either Life or Beauty: 
And when a young Novice wanted after to go to 
work with his Cauſtick to level a Cicatrix, and a 
villanous Occuliſt to pick her Pocket of ten Gui- 
neas, under Pretence of removing the Albugo, ſhe 


rejected them with that juſt Scorn and Indignation | 


they deſerved. 


In this, as well as many other Caſes of Affinity 
therewith, after I had try'd many, and thoſe de. 


ſervedly reputed extraordinary Medicines, I found 
none to compare with that which I call my Cera- 
tum de Lapide Calaminari, of which I uſed I be. 
lieve to this Patient near half a ſcore Pounds, and 


one Year with another, for twenty ſuccellive'Þ 
abou 
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about a quarter of a hundred Weight : So that 
having ſuch ample Experience thereof, I may be 
allow'd, I hope, to judge of its ſingular Properties 
and good Effects, in all cutaneous Ulcerations and 
Excoriations, either from Scaldings, Burning or 
_— of the ſaid Part by means of ſalt, acrid or 

umours: Upon which Accounts, not ſtrain- 
ing a Tittle beyond its deſerved Eulogy, I am bold 
to affirm it will do more in all het ſuperficial 
Hurts of the Body, than either Ung. Tutiæ. Dia- 
mph. Nutrit. Deficcativ. Rubrum. Album. de Calce. 
Riſatum. or all the Epulotick Medicines now in 
Uſe, and for which Cauſe I can, for the publick 
Benefit, ſincerely recommend it to all the Profeſ- 
ſors of the Art, and do wiſh that the Apothecaries 
would keep it made up in their Shops, to deliver 
at ſuitable Price to indigent or poor People, in- 
ſtead of their ridiculous Lucatellus Balſam, and o- 
ther improper Medicines which they call for igno- 
rantly, to heal their Skin-deep Maladies. 

I know the Medicine has been imitated by ſeve- 
ral, and I have ſeen ſomewhat like it in ſome Gen- 
tlemens Salvatories, but I know not more than two 
Perſons I ever communicated it to, as I was wont 
to prepare it for my own Uſe, and having laid 
down that Practice, now publickly impart it to be 
prepar'd as follows.

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The Medicine thus prepar'd is of a good Con- 
ſiſtence and a true Cerate, ſerving both for Pledgi 
and Plaiſter, neither ſticking troubleſomely, not 
running off or about, by the Heat of the Par, 
but keeping its Body, and 2 Things in- 
credible: Whoever thinks fit to take it into e 
tice, will never repent it, nor perhaps (when he 
has experienc'd it as I have done) think I have aid 
too much in its Commendation. This is the Me- 
dicine J have ſo often taken Notice of in ſever] 
of the 122 Chapters, under the Name of my 
Cerat. de Lapide Calam. which that I might con- 
tribute my Mite to the Surgeon's Treaſury of Me- 
dicine, I here have publiſhr, and leave it to take 
its Fate: I am ſure no ingenious Perſon will deſpiſe 
it for its being leſs compounded, and conſequently 
leſs pompous than ſome others, or for that it is on- 
ly a Tetrapharmacum. 


CHAP. XI 
Of Hurts inflifted on the Skin, by the Bites of 


Venomous Creatures. 


HE Nature as well of theſe, as of other 

Tr Poyſons, having been profeſſedly treated 
eon, and enquired into by ſeveral learned 
Men, but by none more rationally than 
our learned and excellent Phyſician Dr. Kich:s 
Mead, I ſhall fay leſs to the Manner of their at- 
fecting the Blood and animal Spirits, according to 
their differing Textures, ſingular Proprieties and 


1 
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Mechanic. Account of Poyſons. ; 
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various Energies: Speaking rather to the Hiſtory, 
and Practice in theſe Caſes approved by way of 
Remedy for the Hurt. 

Neither ſhall I think it needful either to touch 


. upon the Hiſtory, or to lay down Remedies for 
. ch Maladies as are occaſion'd by venomous Ani- 
e mis either Terreſtrial, Aquatile or Amphibious, 


foreign to our Country, or by which our People 
are in no Danger of being injur'd here at Home. 
Thus the ſeveral Kinds ot Serpents mention'd by 
Authors, alſo exotic Inſects are paſſed by: Thoſe 
who would acquaint themſelves therewith, may, 


given a ſhort Hiſtory of them, with their Dia- 
gnoſticks, Prognoſticks and Cure: Or the Engliſh 
Reader may peruſe Mr. Ram/ye upon this Subject. 
Of ſome ſingular and more ſurpriſing, ſuch as that 
I mean of the Tarantula (a Sort of Spider of Apu- 
lia) the induſtrious Baglivi has given a large Ac- 
count, as alſo Dr. Mead, one more ſuccinct. Thoſe 
we have determin'd to take Notice of, are the Bites 
of Men, (if it be proper to call them ſo) of the 
Mad-Dog, Cat, Adder, and ſome other exaſpe- 
rated Creatures, to be met with here; whoſe in- 
raged Spirits impreſſing a Taint upon the Saliva, 
together with their Teeth let into the Skin, doth 
duce ſome Alteration upon the circulating Blood, 
and thence upon the nervous Fluid, (or ſometimes 
brſt upon this latter, as one would be apt to ſur- 
miſe from its ſpeedy and dire Effects upon the Brain) 
exciting oftentimes very odd Phenomena, among 
which are Stagnation of the Blood, Suffocation of 
= * Flame, and final Ruin to the animal Fa- 
rick. 
By inraged Spirits, I do not underſtand every 
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among divers others, conſult Sennertus *, who hath 
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light Fit of Anger or ſudden Paſſion, but ſuch | 
peculiar Diſorder as transforms them from their 
mild and benign Nature, to one fo very malignant, 
that the whole Sy//afis of the corporeal Soul is car. 
ry'd into a Sort of Fury, Outrage or Madneſs, 
and contaminating the Juices of the Body, more 
eſpecially the Saliva, with the ſame deleterious 
Quality, diſpoſes it when mixed with the Blood 
and Humours of other Creatures, to raiſe the like 
Commotion, and put on the ſame Fury. 

I know there are who will not have the Spirit 
or nervous Fluid to be the Vehicles of this Poyſon, 
But that the ſame being lodged in ſome certain 
Humours ſcparated and laid aſide in their proper Re. 
ceptacula, is after brought into Action either offen- 
ſively or defenſively, by the Creature who poſſeſſeth 
them: Thus in the Viper, the yellow Liquor ſe- 
cerned by peculiar Glands and forced through the 
Teeth (perforated for that Purpoſe) at the Time 
of biting: In the Dog the common Slaver: In ſe. 
veral others the Juices contained in their Aculei or 
Stings, as among Plants that which is let through 
the Spiculæ or little Darts, if I may fo call them, 
of the Stinging-Nettle, are ſaid to be the real Ve- 
nom, and to execute the Miſchief, which what- 
ever or wherever lodg'd, carries along with it P- 
teſtas maxima in minima Mole, the Particles of the 
Poyſon being ſo very ſubtil as to convey ſufficient 
Force through a ſmall Puncture, at ſome times an 
almoſt imperceptible Perforation of the outward 
Skin, to raiſe a civil War in the Animal Govern* 
ment, and ſo totally ſubvert its Economy. 

Before I take Notice of ſome particular Bites 
ſuppoſed venomous, I have thought fit to premiſe, 
that as I by no means doubt there are ſuch, yet | 
queſtion whether the Accidents ariſing from ſome 
of them ſo reputed, may not more 1 be 


aſcribed to the Nature and exquiſite Senlc 15 
the 
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the Part hurt, its Uſe and Dignity, eſpecially if 


lghtirig upon a cacochymic Conſtitution, or v 
diſeaſed Body, in which ſome ſeemingly trivial Ac- 
cidents prove exceeding difficult to curc, and are 
often fatal : Thus I remember I had much Trouble 
to fave a Finger (and I think might as well have 
cut it off, ſince. I was forced to leave it ſtiff and 
uſeleſs) bit by another Man, but could fairly im- 
pute the Accidents to the Tendon and Ligament 
contus'd, and even gnawn in ſunder, rather than 
with ſome People, to the Venom of the Bite. 
Fabric. Hild. hath ſeveral Inſtances of the like Bites 
from Men, as you will find Cent. 1. Ob/erv. 84, 
and 87. Cent. 4. Obſerv. 87. which created great 
Difficulty in Healing; and no Wonder, being upon 
the Joynts of the Fingers, among the Ligaments 
and Tendons : Nay, he himſelf doth own that tho? 
the Bite of a Man in common Paſſion is very dan- 
gerous, yet it is much ſhort of the cruel Symp- 
toms following the Bite of another Man, before 
bitten by a Mad-Dog, or Nee by the Poyſon 
of ſome other venomous Animal. 

Luſitanus* gives two remarkable Examples of 
theſe Bites, the one upon the Knee, upon which 
enſued Grangrene and Death, for which the Biter 
was prevented biting any more, being truſſed up or 
hanged : The other upon the Fore-finger, occa- 
honing an incurable Ulcer otherwiſe than by the 
Loſs of the whole Hand, which was forced to be 
cut off to ſtop the farther Putrefaction: But in both 
theſe Caſes the Symptoms may be aſcribed, as I 
think, to the Nature of the Parts, and the ill Ha- 
bit of Body, rather than real Poyſon or Venom in 
the Teeth or Saliva of the Perfon biting z there 
being no Notice taken of other Appearances than 
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* Prax. Med. admir. Lib. 3. Obſ. 88. 
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what ſometimes attend the common contus d 
Wounds of theſe Parts. 

The Caſe in Meek'ren* has indeed ſomewhat in 
it yet more remarkable, as to the Symptoms at- 
tending, plainly indicating very great Malignity in 
the Bite or Dyſcraſy in the Blood: But he not 
without ſome Reaſon imputes all to the former: 
The Cafe is this: | 

An Officer employ'd to.apprehend a Thief, and 
about to take hold of him, the Rogue in great Fu- 
ry got hold of his right Thumb with his Tecth, 
therewith not only ＋ a Wound in the Fleſh, 
but Comminution of the Bone alſo; upon which 
the poor Man grew delirious before next Day, 
from the intolerable Pain extending from the Hand 
through the whole Arm to the Arm-pit and Shoul- 
der-blade. The Wound was treated as venomous, 
and Alexipharmicks preſcrib'd inwardly, the Joynt 
being open'd down to the Bone, there diſcharged 
a ſharp and thin Ichor, and about theeighth Day ap- 
pear'd all over him red Spots, attended with ſtink- 
ing Sweats, after which great Oppreſlion on the 
Precordia and Faintings coming on, the next Day 
he dy'd in a manner ſtupid; being ſwell'd preſent- 
4 exceſſively, and exhaling ſo intolerably an oſ- 

ſive Smell, that his F Ren ſtreight oblig d 
to put him in his Coffin, and inter him. 

The Author imputing his Miſcarriage pretty 
much to his being let Blood and purged (againſt 
his Advice) by another Phyſician called, makes this 
Inference. 

By this Inſtance may be gather'd the ſtrange Force 
of Poyſon communicated by inraged Creatures as 
alſo what Advantage or Diſadvantage are to be had 
from Purging and Sudorificks at theſe Times. 
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Two Perſons quarrelling in a Tavern in my 
Neighbourhood, at length would, and (notwith- 
ſtanding Perſuaſions to the contrary, being in their 
Cups) did fight, in which one having got the other 
down, he, to revenge himſelf, catcheth faſt Hold 
of the other's Ear, and would not let go till with 
his Teeth continually gnawing, he tore away the 
lower Lobe with its Cartilage cloſe up to the Head. 
The Ear being found after the Fray, ſome of the 
Company had a Notion of its being ſewed on a- 

ain, and they ſent for me, who told them it was 

y no means practicable, conſidering its entire Se- 
paration, mangled and unequally torn by the Bite, 
and trampled under Feet in the Scuffle; however 
] = his Bleeding, and advis'd him to go home 
to Bed. 

No long Time after, a drunken Fellow running 
into a Tradeſman's Shop, and _— there abuſive, 
the Apprentice would have turn'd him out, but 
meeting with ſome Difficulty by the other's Re- 
ſiſtance, it happen'd that they both fell; when the 
Villain ſeizing the young Fellow's Ear between his 
Teeth, bit off the lower Lobe in like Manner as 
the former, but ſomewhat more brutiſhly, as a true 
AVlewropay©-, ſwallowing the ſame that it might 
be put out of Poſſibility of retrieving. 

Now in both theſe Accidents, it was no W on+ 
der bad Symptoms might ariſe from the mangled 
Cartilage, and the flow digeſting of thoſe Parts; 
as ſymptomatic Fever from the great Pain, Tu- 
mour, — Gangrene, tho' this laſt was 
in both prevented, and the Parts dreſs d up with 
Balſam. Terebinth. and Liniment. Arcæi (uſing at 
the Times of Dreſſing a good warm diſcutient Fo- 
tus) were at length digeſted, and after cicatrized 
with a Touch of the Vitriol Stone, and my Cerate 
de Lap. Cal. | 
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But if either of theſe had been really venomous 
more direful Accidents had enſued certainly, altho 
the Wounds had been made only in the Skin with- 
out hurting the Cartilage, as in both. 

The former of theſe two, of a frolickſome and 
forgiving Temper, made up the Difference for 3 
FE Treat, and pleas'd himſelf that by leaving his 

ar at Home, (which he kept to look upon in a 
Bottle of Spirits) he was now able to outwit, if 
not over-reach many People, agreeing at a certain 
Price, for as much of ſome particular Sort of 
Goods as would only reach from one of his Ears 
to the other. 

The latter, altho' no real Compenſation could 
be made, had ſomewhat however more reaſonable 
and conſiderable Satisfaction. 

But it is plain, that in neither of the Bites I 
have yet mention'd, or more that I could offer, 
(that of Meet ren only excepted) altho? all of them 
made in Anger, and a Sort of brutiſh, or rather 
deviliſh Fury, there appear'd ſcarce other Symp- 
toms than if the ſame had been occaſion'd by t 
blunt or rugged Teeth of a Pair of Forceps; nay, 
very often we find worſe from the Point of a Lan- 
cet glancing upon the Aponeuroſis or Tendon it ſelf 
of the Biceps Muſcle, in Veneſection, to the great 
Hazard, and ſometimes Death of the Sufferer, as 
well as Loſs of Credit and Repute to the unfortu- 
nate Operator. Sylvius ſpeaks of an eminent Sur- 
geon in Holland, who dy'd by a ſimple Puncture 
on the Outſide of his Thumb, occaſion'd by haſti- 
9 ſtriking the ſame againſt the Point of his Scil- 
ars, which he had let fall, and was about to take 
up again, not minding that as the Point of one 
Shank was ſtuck into the Floor, ſo the other 
was upright, which prick'd him, no doubt, upon 
the Tendon, | 
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l vill not diſpute but that the Bites of Men may 
be truly venomous, but whether a common Fit of 
Anger or ſudden Paſſion will make them ſo, is diſ- 
putable, or any ching ſhort of the higheſt Fury 
and Madneſs, occafion'd by their being firſt enve- 
nom'd themſelves by the Force of ſome malign 
Diſeaſe, or the poiſonous Hurt inflicted by enve- 
nom'd Creatures. 
Galen* takes Notice of thoſe Bites inflicted by 


one Man upon another, to differ nothing from o- 


ther Ulcers, unleſs made by a highly diſeaſed Body 
in great Rage, and chiefly biting faſting, when his 
Teeth and Slaver are more eſpecially impregnate 
and ting'd with Bile. 

But to come to W ounds which are on all Hands 
agreed to be truly venomous, and where the whole 
Scene is different, we ſhall begin with thoſe from 
the Poiſon of the Mad-dog, whole ſuperficial Hurts 
upon the Body, nay, (according to ſome) his ve- 
ry Slaver touching the Parts, are enough to affect 
it, and produce very dangerous (moſt commonly 
fatal) Symptoms. 

The ſame Galen F ſpeaking upon this Subject, 
and rightly obſerving that there is no Difference, 
as to outward Appearance, between theſe and o- 
ther Wounds, abviſerh that the learned Phyſician 
ſhould be conſulted, who will inquire whether the 
Dog inflicting the Hurt was thin, meagre, and as 
it were half ſtarved, his whole Aſpect wild and 
herce, with his Eyes red and fiery, his Tail hang- 
ing down betwixt his Legs, foaming or ſlavering 
at the Mouth, out of which his 'Tongue hangs 
tinged of a yellowiſh Colour: Again, whether he 
runs againſt any Thing in his Way, ſometimes 
ſanding ſtill as in a Maze, and ſtraight running 
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out again without barking, unleſs hoarſly, ſetting 
upon any 1 Perſon, whether Friend or Ene- 
my; by theſe Enquiries, faith he, the Phyſician 
comes to know whether the Dog was mad, which 
finding ſo, inſtead of treating the Hurt as a ſimple 
Wound, he preſently cuts the Fleſh round about, 
that it may be longer in healing, at leaſt not ſooner 
than forty Days, in which Time the Venom may 
be let out; or burns the Place with a hot Iron, 
after cutting into the Eſchar, that it may not be 
Mut up, applying to the Part Theriaca, and admi- 
niſtring of it inwardly at the ſame Time. 

The Signs of this Rabies, as reckon'd up b 
ſome noted Writers, are ſuch as theſe followin 
vig. In the Beginning, great Anxiety or Thought- 
fulneſs, alſo Peeviſhnels, without knowing for 
what, Oppreſſion, with a Senſe of gnawing at the 
Stomach, Laſſtude of the Body and Impotence to 
Action; reſtleſs and diſturbed Sleep, great Fearful- 
nels without Occaſion, ſometimes muttering and 
talking to themſelves; a Senſe of Pain ftretching 
it ſelf from the wounded Part (altho' healed long 
fince) to the Head; and when the Poiſon begins 
to work, there is a Diſtention of the Limbs, as in 
8 with Pain between whiles: The Face 
ooks red, they foam at Mouth, their Eyes ſtaring, 
wild and ee to look upon: They ſpit upon 
the By- ſtanders; they bark, ſome of them, as it 

were, like Dogs, ſnapping to bite ſuch as are near 
them, even againſt their Will ; as in the young 
Man mention'd by Gentilis, who deſir'd his Mo 
ther to keep off, leſt he ſhould happen to bite her, 
which he {aid he could not avoid; whilſt others 
are delirious, rave and know not what they do: 
But this is common to all at the Height of the Dil- 
eaſe, that they cannot bear to take in any Liquid, 
nor to behold the fame offer'd to them, without 


extreme, Trouble and great Agony. And as ” the 
| egin- 
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Beginning of the Hurt, it may be known (accord- 
ing to the ſame Authors) whether or no the Bite 
be venomous, by dipping a Piece of Bread, or o- 
ther Thing in the Humour or Blood flowing from 
the Wound, and after giving the ſame to a Cock 
or Hen, if the Creature dies; fo it is to be con- 
jeftur'd that the Wound may be ſuffer'd to cloſe 
up, when upon the fame Experiment, no Injury 
accrues unto the Animal it is given to, and by 
whom the ſame is ſwallowed. 

There are many Inſtances of theſe Bites to be 
met with in chirurgick Writers; ſome of which, 
more remarkable than others, I ſhall here inſert; 
from whence, as well the Diagnoſticts and Prog- . 
mſticks, as the Methodus Medendi, may without 
much Difficulty be collected. 

Guilliel. Fabritius relates, that a young Man bit- 
ten by a Mad-dog was brought to him two Days 
after, whom he preſently ſcarify'd upon the Place, 
and apply'd a Cupping-Glals with much Flame, 
taking away what Blood he could get, and after 
waſhed the whole Arm with Poſca, in which were 
diſſolved a little Theriaca and Sca-Salt, leit any of 
the Saliva ſhould remain about the Part; which, 
lath he, is ſufficient to produce this Rabiesz aſter 
this he burnt deep with an actual Cautery upon the 
lame Place, and was leſs ſolicitous of mitigating 
the Pain by any unctuous, much leſs any cooling or 
repelling Topick, in Hopes that the ſaid Pain, fa 
long as it was moderate, might be uſeful, by in- 
witing the Blood and Humours together with the 
Venom to the wounded Part, which was dreſs'd 
with Lint dipt in Aqua Vitæ, in which the fame 
Theriaca was likewiſe mixed, and over all the fol- 
bwing, like a Plaiſter. |

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The next Day he cut into the Eſchar in ſever 
Places, and all round, applying ſtill the fame Me. 
dicine as before, till it caſt off, when, to prevent 
the drying up of the Ulcer, he put in a Pea, con- 
| tinuing it as a Fontanel, and keeping it running 

for three Months, ſtrewing in two or three times 
a Week, ſome of the following Powder.

This, he ſays, hath a ſingular Virtue to draw 
_ the Poiſon to the outward Parts, or to it 
elf. 

Whilſt theſe Remedies were apply'd outwardly, 
he took (at due Intervals) ſeveral Karp 
inwardly, as the Confect. Damocratis, Theriac. Au- 
drom. C. C. C. Bezoar. alſo the following Powder, 
as well by the Antients as Moderns, highly cele- 
brated in theſe Caſes.

All this while, faith he, I neither bled nor purg- 
ed, for fear of calling off the ſaid Venom from 1 
Circumference to the Center, and thus the young 
Man was reſtor'd to Health, as alſo a Brother of 
his bitten by the ſame Dog. 

But to ſhew the ſtrange, and almoſt incredible 
Force of this Poyſon, the ſame Author, in his firſt 
Century, and eighty- ſixth Obſervation, relates the 
Caſe of a Woman meeting a ſnarling Cur in her 
Way that catch'd hold of her Gown with his Teeth, 
and pulling the ſame about *till he had torn it, he 
then left her without rouching any Part of her 
Skinz ſhe ſuſpecting no Hurt Me” thereby ariſe, 
and ignorant of the Dog's Madneſs, ſets about the 
mending of her Cloaths; and having ſo done, as 
is uſual (eſpecqially when the Sciſſars are not at 
Hand) bit of the Thread with her Tecth ; from 


whence, after three Months, ſhe grew melancholy, 
Was 
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was perplex d with ſtrange Imaginations, horrid 
Viſions and Frights, and ſoon after to be ſeized 
with the Aguæ Pavor, (the grand Pathoghomonic 
of the Diſtemper) loathing both Wine and Water, 
then N like a Dog, and not knowing her own 
Family, to ſnatch and catch at them with her Teeth, 
endeavouring to bite them, till at length ſhe ex- 
pir'd under this Agony. And this, faith he (in his 
Letter to his Friend Roſcius) is the Truth and Mat- 
ter of Fact, which thoſe who are ignorant of the 
ſtrange Efficacy of this Poiſon, and have not ſeen 
it, have been ready to call in queſtion. 
To illuſtrate this Caſe, and demonſtrate the Poſ- 
ſibility of Infection after a ſlight Manner, he ſub- 
joins the Account of a young Fellow whom he 
knew (and there names) about twenty Years of 
Age, having, the Summer before the writing 
hereof, in the Time of Harveſt, received a light 
Scratch upon his Thumb by a Cat, whom not ſu- 
xefting to be mad, and the Scratch ſcarce hurting | 
he outward Skin, he (neglecting Remedies) took 
no Notice of it, but ſuffer'd the Place to heal of 
it elf, which was neither attended with Pain, In- | 
fammation, or other Symptom: About the firſt 
Day of the March following, he began to grow 
melancholy, fearful, and diſturb'd with ſtrange 
Fancies, inſomuch that the Day after he durſt nor, 
nor would ſtir out of his Houſe: Coming to him 
on the third, I found him hydrophobical, being ſo 
fearful of either Water, Wine, or any liquid or 
reſplendent Thing, that he could not come near 
them, nor ſuffer them to be brought to him; being 
kd if he would drink, he cry'd out, and ran pre- 
ſently to hide himſelf ; his Face, Neck and Breaſt 
were much inflamed, mix'd with a livid or bluiſh | 
Complexion; he had then great Sweats Ypon him, 10 
and was excceding reſtleſs, throwing himſelf about i 
from one Side of the Bed to the other, inſomuch 1 i} 
9 5 | E e that " Bf 
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that three ſtout Fellows were ſcarce able to manage 
him: He would often make a Noiſe, and ſtrive tg 
ſnap at thoſe about him, whom he had bitten, if he 
had not been carefully prevented. He refus'd al 
Suſtenance, whilſt the very Sight of a Cup made 
him afraid and tremble, and thus pitifully d 

the ſame Night: And therefore I think there is 
leſs Reaſon to doubt, ſays the Author, the Truth 
of our former Hiſtory : For if the Force of this 
Venom is ſo great as to communicate it {elf by the 
Claws of the mad Cat, through the Skin, to its 
capillary Veins and Arteries, thence to the larger 
Trunks of the Veſſels, and ſo to the Heart and 
Brain, it will be much eaſier to apprehend that the 
fame being receiv*d by the Woman's biting off her 
Thread, imbued with the Slaver of the Dog, 
ſhould have the ſame if not more direful Effects. 

Luſitanus * tells us he knew two Children, who 
whilſt playing 2 upon the Bed, were both 
ſcratched by the ſame mad Cat, on their Feet, and 
four Years after died mad: So great and wonder- 
ful is the Force of this Poiſon, to lie conceal'd 
ſome Years, without being extinguiſh'd or over- 
_ at length exerting it ſelf to the Patient's 

uin. 

In the ſame Obſervation he mentions a Gentle- 
man walking along in the Streets, when a Crew of 
Rabble behind, had got a mad Dog bound with | 
Cords, and leading in a Sort of Triumph, with 
great Hollowing: The Dog being led up pretty 
cloſe to the Place where the Gentleman was ſtand- 
ing to behold him, for fear ſome Miſchief ſhould 
enſue, he drew his Sword, and therewith ran him 
through, putting it up again into the Scabbard 
when after eight Years, the ſame Perſon in great 
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paſſion, upon ſome high Provocation, drew forth 

the fame Sword, and therewith wounded three ſe- 

reral People; all of which, their Wounds being 

cured for three Years paſt, without any other ma- 

nifeſt Cauſe, began to refuſe drinking, and _ 
ng. 


after growing mad and furious, died ravi 

Caſe but little differing from this, is recited b 
Jaias Meichſnerus de propriis obſervationibus, record- 
ed alſo by Schenkius &. 

That the Scratch and Bite of the Cat, are alike 
miſchievous when mad, beſides the Hiſtory above, 
there are many others. Amat. Luſit. hath enter*d 
the Account of a Merchant, who with four more 
of his Family, being ſet upon by their Cat, and 
either ſcratch'd or bitten, were ſoon after ſeized 
with terrible Symptoms, and died every one of 
them. Baccius , that he ſaw a Woman bitten b 
her own Cat, who in fourteen Days, notwithſtand- 
ing all Remedies, together with rhe actual Cautez 
ry applied upon the Wound in the Skin, unfortu- 
mately periſh'd. In their Church of St. Marys he 
takes notice likewiſe of an Inſcription he had ſeen 
and read upon an ancient Monument, in theſe 


Words, 


Hoſpes, diſce novum Mortis Genus, improba Felis, 
Dum trahitur, Digitum mordet, & intereo. 


There are indeed ſcarce any Occurrences we meet 
with, ſo ſurprizing as the Operation of ſome Poiſons 
upon the Blood and nervous Fluid, which variouſly 
transform, as it were, the whole Man, putting in- 
to him a quite differing Nature and Aſpect from 
bis own, according to the differing Venom with 
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which thoſe Liquors are imbued: Thus ſome ap. 
pear aſtoniſh'd, whilſt others rage and grow fur 
ous: Some joyful and merry, others fad and fearful: 
Some always ſleeping, whilſt others lie awake con. 
tinually watchful : "A {till and ſilent, others per. ¶ thirty: 
petually talking and in Motion: Inſomuch that Wi not © 
with the learned * Roſcius, a Perſon unacquainted WM ws t 
would ſooner take them for the Effects of fo many Wi after. 
Demons having got Poſſeſſion, than mere Diſeaſes. WM he kn 

Zacut. Luſit. F tells a diſmal Story, citing after- 
wards Baptiſta Codronchius|| (who hath a great ma- 
ny of them) of a Perſon bitten by a mad Dog, who 
in the Night-time breaking his Bonds, fell upon 
his Keepers and bit them; after which they in like 
manner running mad, were all ſhut up, and dy'd in 
two Days time, Biting and Barking at each other 
like ſo many Dogs. To the adjoining Obſervation 


there is ſomething as odd, of a noble W oman who T 
forfeited her Life out of her abundant Concern Wi vlav 
(like ſome of our Ladies) for her Lap-Dog, whom Wl tie 
ſorrowfully kiſſing after it was dead (being ſtran- Wi into 
led on the Occaſion of its growing mad) from the ¶ vou 
laver about the Cur's Mouth, grew mad herlel, WW wii 
and in ſeven Days time dy'd miſcrably thereof. aq 
The Caſe of Baldus the Lawyer, deſtroy'd by Wl bet 
an (otherwiſe) inconſiderable Bite on the Lips, from WM on! 


a little Dog he kept to play withal, is generally Of 
well known and recorded by Ambroſe Parey I. Ce. Wl &r 
lius Aurelianus ; mentions a Woman running di- x 
tracted from a bare Scratch on the Face, by ſuch K. 
another Cur, her Favourite. An Accident like that WW *" 
of Baldus we had not many Years ago in a noted WM tat 
Citizen here in London. are

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Again, that which renders theſe Caſes ſtill more 
aamirable, is the great Dittance oftentimes before 
the Poiſon is brought into Act, after the Hurt in- 
ficted. Thus ſome are ſeiz'd in twenty, others 
thirty, others forty Days, ſooner or later; ſome 
not till three Months after, others four, which 
was the Lawyer's Cale ; ſome not till twelve Months 
ter. Alb. Magnus * gives us to underſtand, that 
he knew a Man bitten with a mad Dog in the Arm, 
who after he had been well for ſeven Years, the 
Place began to inflame, and he died afterwards in 
wo Days. Alſaravius affirms he knew it ſhew it 
elf after forty Years, which Belief ſeems counte- 
nanc'd by Horſtius; of which the Reader may far- 
ther inform himſelf from Palmarius, Amat. Luſit. 
Salmuth. Anton. Muſ. Bra ſſav. Sennertus, Guaine- 
rus, Fracaſtorius, &c. 

That not only the Bite and Scratch, but the 
dayer of theſe Ge Lighting upon any Part of 
the Skin, is infectious, appears from Galen , who 
nforms that their very Foam being touch'd, is e- 
nough to occaſion the Madneſs call'd Hydrophobia ; 
which is farther confirm'd by Matthiolus ||, who 
xcquaints us, that he knew two Perſons thus at- 
ted, without any Wound by Scratch or Bite, 
only having the Spume accidentally falling on them. 
Of ſome infected by the Halitus, or Breath of this 
Creature, ſee Aretæus and Aurelianus. | 

The ſame Palmarius q declares, as upon his own 
Knowledge, that a Country-Man being bitten by 
mad Dog, having the Uſe of his Reaſon at cer- 
tan Intervals, defiring to take Leave of his Chil- 
den, as knowing himſelf a dying Man, it was 
granted, and he kiſſed each of them and died. And 
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from the Contagion of the Parent's Kifs, in ſeven 
Days time the Children running mad, died alſo. 

Neither is this Madneſs incident only to D 
and Cats, but to other Animals, as Wolves, Foxes, 
Horſes, Mules, Apes, Weaſels, Cocks, and ſeve- 
ral other Creatures, named by Salius, Borellus, Bar- 
tholine, Hildan, Avenzoar, Valleriolus; which laſt 
Author “ inſtanceth in a Mule of his own, ſo fu- 
rious and indomitable, that breaking the ſtrongeſt 
Harneſs, he would kick and bite any thing that 
came a-nigh him: At length by the Subtilty of a 
Horſe - Courſer, muffling up his Head, he was 
brought to the Bank of the Rhine, and there by 
Force puſh'd into the River, over which when he 
had ſwam, and drank luſtily of the fame, he came 
out perfectly tame and cured of his Madneſs: But 
for my Part, faith the Author, I was reſolved to 
keep him no longer, leſt his Diſtemper returning, 
I might chance to have my Neck broke. 

Beſides the Authors before nominated, Aurelia- 
nus takes Notice of a Perſon who grew mad, from 
a fight Hurt he had received from a Cock whilſt 
fighting: Of the ſame Nature alſo is the Example 
oy by And. Baccius F tor certain Truth, as fol- 
OWS. 

A Gardener being unexpectedly ſet upon by an 
old Rooſt Cock with a ſharp Bill and red Feathers, 
recciy'd in the Encounter a Wound or Puncture on 
his left Hand, out of which there flow'd (whilſt I 
food by and beheld them) ſeveral Drops of Blood; 
the very ſame Day he was ſeiz'd with a gnaſhing, 
grinning Poſture of his Lips and Teeth ; and not- 
withſtanding Cutting, Burning, with the Applica- 
tion of Alexipharmicks of ſeveral Sorts, both in- 
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wardly and outwardly, to the Surpriſe of the By- 
Stander, as well as of the whole Neighbourhood, 
looking fierce with his Eyes, like thoſe of the Cock 
who had peck'd him, he died the third Day after : 
Upon which account, ſays the Author, Antiquity 
having mix'd ſeveral fabulous Stories with ſome 
Truths, I for my part believe there is no other Ba- 
flick; and therefore on this ſingular Accident, as 
other learned Pens almoſt throughout 7traly, have 
been employ'd in writing Epigrams, I ſhall only 
add this Diſtich; | 


Dum furit in Dominum Gallus, perimitque Veneno 
Commorſum, Ergo Alius non Baſiliſcus erit ? 


It were almoſt endleſs to recount the rare and 
wonderful Examples to be met with in ſeveral Au- 
thors; as Baubinus, Fernelius, Fracaſt. Areteus, Au- 
relianus, Matthiolus, Cardan, Palmarius, Albertus 
Magn. Luſit. Marc. Donat. Nich. Flor. Valleriola, 


Carantius, and others, diſmiſſing whoſe farther Re- 


lations, we ſhall return to the Cure, or Remedies to 
be made uſe of; among which, after that of the 
Knife, Cautery, Cupping-glaſs with Scarification, 
commended by the beſt Practitioners, and ſeldom 
or never to be omitted; Galen ſpeaks largely in 
Commendation of the Cancri fluviatiles; more e- 
ſpecially for the Dog's Bite, giving alſo the Man- 
ner of its Preparation, and aſſuring us that not one, 
who had the good Fortune of taking this Remedy, 
eyer miſcarry'd. | 

Ambroſe Parey , for an outward Application, 
directs the Rad. Alii & Cepæ, beaten up with com- 
mon Salt and Turpentine, with which he cur'd 
the Daughter of Madamoiſelle de Grone, who was 
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bitten grievouſly by a mad Dog in the Calf of her 
Leg: The Wound may alſo, according to his Ad- 
vice, be waſhed with a Decoction of Docks, the 
beaten Herb afterwards apply. 3 likewiſe the ſame 
boiled and given inwardly : With this ſingle Me- 


dicine Ætius tells us that he recovered ſeveral ; (the 


ſame is reckon'd up among the Antidotes by Dr. 
Mead in his Mechanic Eſſays) Muſtard likewile diſ- 
ſolv'd with Vinegar is preſcribed by the fame Au- 
thor, who orders a folded Cloth to be dipt therein 
and laid on the Wound, to be renewed as there is 
Occaſion. Sorrel alſo bruiſed and applied, and its 
Decoction taken inwardly after the ſame Manner: 
Alſo the Flower of Orobus with Honey, Salt, and 
Vinegar, or Horſe-dung boil'd in the fame, whilſt 
the Sick takes inwardly this following.

But Galen's Preparation, which was that of 
burning the Crabs alive upon a Copper Plate, till fit 
to be powder'd, ſeems much preterable ; not ſo 
much perhaps for the Planetary Influence, being 
prepared as bireGted after the Riſe of the Dog-ſlar, 
or when the Sun was enter'd into Leo; but on ac- 
count of the Ens Veneris, or Salt of the Copper, 
which mixing with the Aſhes, muſt doubtleſs (as 
Dr. Mead thinks) enhaunce their Virtues. 

Amatus orders this enſuing to be laid preſently 
upon the grieved Part like a Plaiſter.

With which he recover'd a Boy bitten by a mad 
Dog, and thence labouring with Rigour and great

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Fever. The fame Perſon for another Youth thus 
hurt, after he had order'd him to be plunged in 
the Sea, and brought home, provides this Draught. 

R. Decoct. Rad. Gentian. cum Vino Ziiiß. adde The- 
riace opt. ij. and giving the Surgeon Caution a- 
bout the Wound, that the ſame was not too haſti- 
ly ſhut up, the Lad recover'd. 

The Wild or Dog-Bryar, by the Greeks Kuyoþo- 
do, by the Latins Roſa Sylveſirisz more particularly 
the Root, has. had that ſingular Virtue aſcribed to 
it in theſe Caſes, that it is recorded to have been of 
no human Invention, but divinely inſpired. 

Fulgoſius & obſerves three ſeveral Perſons, viz. a 
Biſhop, a Monk, and a Roman Matron, to whom 
this Remedy was revealed by Way of Dream, the 
latter from ſuch Revelation ſending the ſame to 
her Son, labouring at that time under the Zydro- 
phoby in Spain, which coming opportunely to him, 
and being taken according to the Direction, he was 
reſtored : Somewhat like this is told by Pliny F of 
a Soldier, whoſe Mother warned in a Dream, re- 
commends this Medicine to her Son in the Army 
under this Calamity, by which he recovered, aud 
afterwards ſeveral others. 

And thus (if we may credit an ancient anony- 
mous Writer) whoever applies the Rad. Allii out- 
wardly, and takes the Roſs Sylveſtris inwardly, ſhall 

ſecure from the Symptoms of the Bites of the 
mad Dog. 

Pliny moreover relates, that the Sponge growing 
out of this wild Roſe, being reduced to Aſhes, and 
mix'd with Honey, is one of the nobleſt Remedies 
for the Alopecia, formerly diſcours'd of in this Treatiſe. 
Mead ſays it is this "rn Part of the Plant, that 
1s the celebrated Antidote not only for this, but 
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the Poyſon of the Viper, Tarantula, and others; 
upon which account, in Sicily, and other Parts of 
Spain, they call it Sanatodos, i. e. All-heal. 
Joannes de Aicholtzius , quoted by SchenkiusF, 
ſets down, from his own Obſervation, the Hiſtory 
of a Nobleman's Steward, bit in his Hand by 2 
little Dog he was at play withal; the Bite look'd 
as inconſiderable, leaving only two {mall and ſuper- 
ficial Specks, the Impreſſion of the Dentes Canini, 
and healed preſently, being diſregarded, till a Sort 
of Horror ſeized the Patient, and he began to faul- 
ter, and to be diforer'd in his Mind, about the ſe- 
venth Day after the Hurt. The Dog after aſſaulted 
ſeveral others, but without hurting them, and ſoon 
after fell down dead; ſufficient Signs of his Mad- 
neſs. To the wounded Part of the Hand there was 
applicd a Plaifter of Cantharides, and after removing 
the Cuticula, the Skin was found plainly corrupt, 
and as it were burnt from the one Impreſſion to 
the other, which whilſt the outward Skin was whole, 
was not diſcover'd : Upon this putrid Part was 
ſprinkled the Pulv. 7 rub. which was con- 
tinued for a long time, and aſter the Slough was caſt 
off, the Ulcer was kept open as Galen directs, for 
at leaſt 40 Days; during this, the Patient took 
conſtantly the ſame Galen's Preparation of the Canc. 
fluviat. and was reſtored to Health for that Bout, 
dying after two Years, of an hepatick Flux. 

Palmarius's Medicine is this following |}. 

R. Fol. Rut. Verben. Salv. Min. Plantag. Fol. Po- 
lypod.

Theſe are all to be gathered in their Prime, and 
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hanging them up where neither Sun nor Moiſture 
may come at them. At the Time of uſing, you 
are to take alike of each, and being powder'd, the 
Doſe is from 36, to 3j. zij. or ziij. as there ſeems 
Occaſion, with a double Quantity of Sugar, either 
in Wine, Cyder, Broth, or in the Form of an E- 
lectuary, made up with Honey, and taken faſting 
three Hours before Dinner. 

With this he pretends to do Wonders, altho' 
the Sick be. already ſeized with the Aguæ Pavor, 
in which Caſes if you have no proper Interval, you 
muſt force it down his Throat to preſerve him: 
But if that Symptom hath not yet ſeized him, 

rovided he takes this Remedy, he may go about 
hs Buſineſs, and eat and drink what he pleaſeth, 
without any Confinement. Obſerving as to the 
Wound, that the ſame be waſh'd with Wine, in 
which this Powder is diſſolved or infuſed, two or 
three times a Day, dreſſing it afterwards as an- 
other Wound, and after fome time ſuffering jt to 
heal up. And thus, continues he, after this Diſeaſe 
had baffled other Methods, and Phyficians being 
in a manner laid aſide, whilſt the Diſeaſed had Re- 
courſe only to their Prayers, yet After-Ages have 1 
found a Remedy, viz. this, which he calls certum 
(9 minime fallax Alexipharmicum. 

But when he makes that ſuperſtitious Remark, 
that the Wound mult not be inflicted any where 
above the Teeth, or have been waſhed before with 
Water, I muſt confeſs, with me his Medicine is 
the more ſuſpected. 

As great Viewsn near upon, have been aſcribed 
to our common Pimpernel, Saxifrage, or Burnet, 
inſomuch that the Huntſman to Henry II. King of 
France (taken Notice of by the fame Author) af- 
firmed to Fernelius (Maſter to Palmarius) that who- 
ever eat this Plant either in Sallets or otherways | 
prepared, for ſeveral Mornings after his Hurt, il 
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ſhould undoubtedly be ſecure from Harm, and the 
Hydrophoby never would attack him: This Expe- 
riment he had often made upon the King's Dogs, 
who running mad, or being bitten by others that 
were ſo, he always relieved by giving this Plant as 
a Medicine, and after cured ſome Men that were 
bitten, by adminiſtring the fame. 

In many of the Roman Catholick Countries, this 
Cure is taken out of the Phyſician's Hands, and 
transferr'd to the Shrines of Saints, unto which the 
Diſeaſed reſort as it were on Pilgrimage, and offer 
their Devotions. Thus both Cœlius Rhodiginus & and 
Matthiolust take notice of the Chapels of St. Do- 
minick and St. Bellinus, much frequented by theſe 
People, who by the Exorciſms and certain Cha- 
racters made uſe of by the Prieſts, are faid to be 
reſtored, as the laſt of theſe Authors affirms from 
the manifold Teſtimonies of ſeveral of them, and 
which he reſolves partly into the divine Benedic- 
tion of the Prayers made ufe of by the Prieſt, and 
partly (if not chiefly) to the ſtrong Faith and Ima- 
gination of the Afflicted. | 

Joannes Jovianus Pontanus, in one of his Dia- 
logues, remembers a Charm communicated to a 
certain Spaniard, which was wont to be uſed by 
the People of Apulia, the Country of the Taran- 
tula, for the Relief of thoſe bitten by the mad Dog: 
Which for our Reader's Diverſion, more than In- 
ſtruction, we have here inſerted. But firſt you are 
to underſtand, that they were to go nine Times 
round the Town on the Sabbath, having taken no 
Reſt that Night, but ſtill calling upon St. Vitus as 
they went along, imploring his Aſſiſtance: On the 
third Night, their Prayers being heard and grant- 
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ed, the Diſeaſed were reſtored, and the Madneſs 
removed. The Charm this,

This is doubtleſs the ſame Vitus, unto whoſe 
Tomb the People reſort, afflicted with that odd 
Sort of Convulſion, which from the Name of the 
ſaid Saint, was wont to be called, and is yet taken 
Notice of by Writers under that of Saltus, or 
Chorea Sanfti YViti. 

Much of the ſame Import, ſeems to be the 
Thong cut out of the Skin of the Hyena, and 
bound about the Perſon's Arm bit by a mad Dog, 
obſerved by Scribonius*, and greatly ſet by amon 
the People, in the Iſland of Crete. Alſo the Toot 
of the mad Dog hung about the Neck, as an Amu- 
let; likewiſe the Skin of the She-Bear or Sea- 
Calf, uſed after the ſame Way with that of the 
Hyena, whilſt (which muſt not be forgotten) the 
Dog's Liver fry'd or otherways prepar'd is taken 
inwardly. Burt leaving theſe, which ſeem little 
better than Trifles, we ſhall ſpeak to ſome other 
Remedies of more Note and intrinſick Worth, a- 
mong which, as a Specifick, is reckon'd the A/ 
ſum, Gr.” A>uoooy quod Solo aſpectu quaſi Rabiem cu- 
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rat, ab & pr. & Avoca Rabies, by us it has the name 
of Madwort. It is called 4ly/um, faith Galen *, 
quod mirifice juvat commorſos à Cane rabido, and be- 
ing given to the Perſon bit, doth perform the 
Cure compleatly, and as he there expreſſeth it, ex 
totius Subſtantie Similitudine. Of the ſame, Pliny + 
thus writeth, Aly/um Nomen accepit, quod & Cane 
commorſo Rabiem ſentire non patitur, ex Aceto potum 
adalligatumque. 

The ſame Galen orders the Plant to be bruiſed 
and preſſed through a Sieve, and fo to be taken a 
Spoonful in a Glaſs of Mead for 40 Days together, 
at leaſt for the firſt 7 Days : But now altho' Phy- 
ficians are agreed upon the Virtues of the Plant, as 
efficacious againſt this Diſeaſe, yet do they differ 
in their Deſcriptions of the ſame; ſome take Part 
with Dioſcor. others with Galen, and laſtly others 
with Pliny : But Galen ſpeaking ſo highly in its 
Praiſe, it is beſt, according to Sennertus, that we 
adhere to him, whoſe Alyſſon is plainly explicated 
and deſcribed, as well by Tabernomontanus t, as Clu- 
ius; that of Dioſcorid. faith Dr. Mead, being a 
Species of Leucoium, that of Galen a Marrubium. 

Among other Simples are numbred Scordium, 
Chamedrys, Rad. Gent. Sem. Rut. agreſt. Chamon. 
Centaur. min. Artemiſ. Ariſtol. Rad. Vincetox. alſo 
Puleg. Oxylap. Card. b. being taken from 3Fþ. to 
ziß. at a time. 

Aſclepiades directs this. 
Bo Cin. cancr. Part x. Thuris Part j. Pulv. Gent. 
Part v. Miſce. ; 

Of which he orders a Spoonful to be given for 
40 Days together, or if ſome Days have paſſed, two 
Spoonfuls : But in this Compoſition he lays down 
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this Caution, Ob/ervandum eft, Cancros veros uſur* 
pandos efſe, qui ſunt Corpore rotundo, non noſtros Gam- 
maros aut Aſtacos. 

Another Antidote is this following.

Some Practitioners, upon the Authority of Avi- 
cen, lay the greateſt Streſs upon ſome powerful Diu- 
reticks, even to the Piſſing of Blood, and (having 
firſt try'd the Spica Celtica Valeriana, Aſarum, Scor- 
dium, &c.) for that End direct Cantharides. The 
Country People mix the Scarabæi with Honey, or 
throwing _ their Heads, put them into Oyl- 
Olive, half a Dozen or more to a Pint, and then 
drinking. frequently of the a 3j. or Zij. at a time. 

The keeping open ſeveral Bliſters, when there 
are Signs of this re Madneſs, is of great 
Service, being apply'd to the Arms, Thighs and 
85 and kept running for a long time. 

f the Uſe of the Cant harides inwardly on theſe 
Occaſions, their Preparation, Doſe, and Way of 
Exhibition, conſult the foreſaid Mead à, who hath 
cited Baccius and Boccone the Italian for the fame 
Purpoſe. 

But after all, the greateſt Streſs, by many Authors, 
is laid on the Submerſion or plunging into Salt or 
Sea-water, or where that cannot be done, the Bath- 
ing in that which is freſh : Which however Cœlius 
Aurelianus, Avicen. Celſus and others ſeem to de- 
preciate and undervalue, has many learned and fa- 
mous Men for Advocates. But finding already this 
Chapter like to exceed in Length, I muſt refer the 
Reader for farther Satisfaction in the Effects of that 
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Element upon human Bodies, at the Time of their 
Immerſion, and the mechanick Solution of the 
fame Effects, to ſome late Treatiſes of cold Bathing, 
and to what Dr. Yainwright in his Hiſtory of Non- 
naturals, and Dr. Mead in his Eſſays aforeſaid, have 
deliver'd thereupon. 

I ſhall finiſh my Diſcourſe of theſe Bites of the 
mad Dog, with two or three Caſes which happen- 
ed here at Home, the one of a Patient of my own, 
another very remarkable and more particular, from 
Dr. Lifter; with a third from Dr. Howman. 

The former, which I preſented to the Royal So- 
cicty by my good Friend and Acquaintance (at that 
time) the deceaſed Dr. Ed. Ty/on, was as follows. 

In the Year 1688. there was brought to us for 
Cure, a Child of about 3 Years of Age, who had 
Juſt then received a large Wound upon the Maſſe- 
ter Muſcle, by the Bite (as it proved) of a mad 
Dog: The Wound' was 8 with Digeſtives, 
and in a ſhort time diſcharged a laudable Pas, in- 
ee, after, and in about three Weeks time was 
cicatriſed, when * ſhutting of it up, the Child 
was ſeized with a Fever and great Palpitation : The 
Night following he grew delirious, and the ſuc- 
cecding Day the Malignity had made ſuch Impreſ- 
fion upon the Nerves, as did excite very ſtrong 
Irritations in the Muſcles, by convelling of their 
Fibres: Neither was the Brain free from the mor- 
bid Taint, which manifeſted it ſelf in a ſtrange un- 
uſual Diſtortion of the Eyes, and great Fierceneſs 
of the whole Viſage, conſtant Vigil and Trembling, 
with a repeated ſnatching up of the lower Jaw, as 
if he would have bit what came anigh him. His 
Voice was utter'd with a ſtrange Hoarſneſs, and 
reſembled that of a Dog Barking : He was more- 
over infeſted with a Singultus, and conſtant foam- 
ing at the Mouth, being no ſooner ſenſible of the 
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roſity J preſented before him) but he threw his 
Head backwards with great Violence, and conti- 
nued barking and ſnapping at all about him: The 
Evening enſuing, notwithſtanding ſuch Alexiphar- 
micks as had * exhibited, he ſunk under the 
Force of theſe cruel Symptoms. After Death the 
Belly preſently was inflated, the Superfice of the 
Body appear'd livid, and the Muſcles of the Face 
contracted ſo as to form the Spaſmus Cynicus. 


The ſecond from Dr. Liſter thus. 

James Corton, of York, a very ſtrong and well- 
built young Man, was bit with a mad Dog in the 
Right hand; the Wound heal'd of it ſelf, and the 
Thing was forgot. After about 5 or 6 Weeks, he 
complains of a Pain all over his Bones, but eſpe- 
cially his Back and round about his Stomach, looks 
very pale, hollow ey'd, Sc. The third Day after 
this Complaint, viz. Sunday, March 11, 1684, he 
called for Burnt-Brandy, drank it, went to Bed and 
vomited it up; after this he had a reſtleſs Night, 
and in the Morning found himſelf very ill, with a 
ſtrong Riſing in his Stomach, and tho' no Thirſt, 
yet an Impotence to drink and even to ſwallow his 
Spittle, which was Death to him as he often ſaid. 
Diaſcordium and a Bottle of Cordial- Water was 
brought to him by an Apothecary thar Morning : 
The Dia/cord. he took, but was not able to drink 
of the Cordial one Spoonful. This on Monday 
Morning: About one a Clock that Day l firſt ſaw 
him, and found him upon his Bed, his Pulſe very 
low and ſometimes unequal, but not unleſs fright- 
ed from the riſing of his Stomach, his Fleſh cold, 
his Tongue not dry but flexible and moiſt, alittle 
white. 1 cauſed him to riſe off the Bed and ſet him 
full in the Light, and then becauſe he mighrily 
complain'd of I know not what Sickneſs about his 
Stomach, I offer'd him of the Cordial, but he 
F f ſtarted 
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ſtarted and trembled at the Approach of it: Thijs 
I exceedingly admired ; wherefore I called for 1 
Glaſs of Wine or * and a Tumbler of Wa. 
ter was brought me up, which I gave him to 
drink, but he vehemently ſtarted at it, and his Sto- 
mach ſwell'd and roſe after I know not what odd 
and ſtrange Manner; and I could then find his Pulſe 
very trembling and diſturb'd; I ſtill urg'd him to 
drink, but as I put it forwards to his Mouth, he 
the more affrighted, drew back his Head and figh'd, 
and « hs it with a molt ghaſtly Look not without 
Shrieking and Noiſe. This ſoon convinced me 
that it was Aquæ Pavor, I forthwith order'd a Vein 
to be N in the Arm that was bit, caus'd the 
Wound to be ſcarify'd and drawn with Veſicato- 
ries, and the ſame Plaiſter to be apply'd to the 
Neck and Legs, and the Inſide of the Arms: I or- 
der'd the uſual and fam'd Antidotes to be given, as 
of Theriaca, Cinis Canc. Ruta, Agaricus, &c. in B- 
Its's; for 'tis to be noted that ſolid Things in 2 
Spoon he could take, but yet not without much 
Trembling, Fear and Caution, and an earneſt Re- 
queſt that no body would ſuddenly offer them to 
him, but give them into his Hand gently, and then 
he would by Degrees ſteal his Hand ſoftly towards 
his Mouth, and of a ſudden chop the Spoon 1n, 
and ſwallow what was in it, Yelut Canis ad Offam: 
And this he did more greedily and readily thanany 
other Man could do. Of theſe Antidotes in Bolus 
he took 3j. every Hour, and always in this Manner 
for at leaſt a Dozen Times taking. : 

Drink was proffer'd him in the Night, but he 
could not ſee it without Horrour, and the fame 
Motions from his Stomach : Nay, he did affirm, 
that as often as by chance he ſwallow'd any Spittle, 
it went to his Heart, even as though he ſhould die 
that very Moment. This Night paſſed wholly 
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view'd his Blood, which was both as to the Serum 
and Cake well colour'd, and in ſuch Proportion as 
uſual in healthy. Perſons, and of good Conſiſtence: 
He had now a violent Fever upon him and a quick 
Pulſe: Water was offer'd him by my Order, but 
in vain, he begging he might dic unmoleſted, no- 
thing being ſuch a 'Ferrour to him as the Approach 
of Drink. I then with much Difficulty perſua- 
dd him to caſt himſelf croſs the Bed upon his Bcl- 
ly (for he had his Cloaths loofly about him) hang- 
ing his Head over the other Side perſuading my 
ſelt that this Poſture might be advantagious to his 
Drinking, ſince that in the erect Poſture of a Man, 
he could not ſo much as endure the Approach of 
Liquor; in this Poſture then of a Dog, he ſuf⸗ 
fer'd a large Bowl, fill'd with ſmall Beer, to be 
brought under his Head, and imbracing it with 
Raptures of Joy, he declar'd he was intinitely re- 
freſht with the Smell of it: That he now faw it 
with Delight, and afſur'd us he ſhould be able ſoon 
to drink ic all off: And he that but now thought 
himſelf a dying Man, talked pleaſantly, and faid 
many paſſionate Things to his Brother, Wife, Se. 
wonderfully extolling this Invention, and thanking 
me for it: He endeavour'd, with great Earneſtneis 
to put down his Head to it, but could not, his 
Stomach roſe as often as he open'd his Lips: Ar 
length he put out his Tongue and made towards 
it, as though he would lap: But ever as his Tongue 
never ſo little touched the Surface of Beer, he 
ſtarted back affrighted: And yet all this while was 
pleas'd with the Thoughts of drinking, and would 
not ſuffer the Maid-ſervant to take it away from 
under his Head; and if ſhe did a little withdraw 
it, he ſaid he follow'd it by the Smell with De- 
light, ſnuMing with his Noſtrils. After a long 
Time, being mightily toil'd, he alledged that rhe 
faint Smell of the Small-Beer hinder d him from 
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drinking, and therefore deſir'd a Bowl of Ale, 
which was brought him: But after much ſtrivi 
and exerting his Tongue a thouſand Times, he 
could not drink of it, and lapping with great Af. 
frights, as oft as his Tongue touched it, he ſtarted 
back with his Head, bringing it down again gent- 
ly to the Bowl a hundred Times, bur all in vain: 
And in this Poſture, what upon his Belly, what 
upon his Hands and Knees, he kept himſelf at leaſt 
an Hour thus tantalizing himſelf, but it was not in 
his Power to drink. e then gave him a Quill 
which conſiſted of two or three Joynts, the one 
End in his Mouth, the other in the Liquor, but 
he could not manage it, nor fuck no more than a 
Dog. I perſuaded him to give over and lye down 
which he did, and not long after my going away, 
he fell into a Convulſion Fit, bit and ſnarl'd and 
catch'd at every Body, and foam'd at the Mouth: 
After this Fit was over, he took an Elleboriſm ina 
Bolus, which was taken like the reſt and very wil- 
lingly by him: It wrought about three or four 
Times very plentifully, and he declar'd himſelf 
wonderfully at eaſe by it, but yet now and then 
fell convulſed, and then always inſenſible : And at- 
ter four Hours I return'd to him again, and found 
the Miniſter with him, he talk'd very ſenſibly to 
him, prayed very earneſtly with him, ſaying the 
Prayers after him, and defired the Sacrament, 
which in theſe Circumſtances could not be given. 
He was again ſolicited to drink, and he now 
| | readily enough put himſelf into the former Pol- 
| ture, and with as much Earneſtneſs as ever, uſed 
all the little Shifts to drink, while the Bowl was 
under his Head, but all invain: He had a little Sil- 


Hand, which ſuddenly, when he had as it were 
ſtolen it near his Mouth, he would have thrown 
into his Throat, as he did the Bolus's: But it hit 
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againſt his Teeth, and fell into the Bowl: I can- 
not ſay he ever went to Stool or made Water all 
this Time, and therefore had a Clyſter given him, 
but upon parting with it, which he did immedi- 
ately, almoſt as ſoon as given, he died convulſed: 
But his not making W ater, as well as a trouble- 
ſome Priapiſin which he complain'd of when upon 
his Knees, might proceed from the Bliſtering-Plai- 
{ters as well as the Diſeaſe. | 

That nothing may be wanting which relates to 
this Caſe; the Day after his Interment, I acciden- 
tally met with his Couſin, Mrs. S. who told me 
that her Daughter was in Fear, for juſt that very 
Day Fortnight before his Death, ſhe had been at 
his Houſe, and he would go home with her to her 
Mother's: That ſhe remember'd his Hand trem- 
bled and his Body ſhaked, that he was in a cold 
Sweat, and in great Diſorder, fo that ſhe askt him 
what he ail'd: He told her that after his Work 
(for he was an Upholſterer) it had been of late 
uſual with him, and which was remarkable, the 
very Dog which bit him, came at that Time a- 
long with him to her Mother's Houſe, and was 
alive and well at the Man's Death. 

To this we may add, that Mr. J/iddow, a Mer- 
cer, doth affirm, that about the very Time that 
Mr. Corton was thought to be bit by Mr. $4!ton's 
Dog, a black Dog, which he verily believes to be 
the fame, came and bit a W help of his in the Shop: 
The next Day the Whelp ran mad up and down 
the Houſe, and bit him and the Maid in the Leg . 
and dy*d that very Day. About a Month after he 
was bit, he found himſelf not well, and was trou- 
bled with a Pain at his Heart, and had a Fearful- 
neſs and trembling upon him, and got no Reſt for 
three Nights: Upon which he had himſelf bload- 
ed, and found himſelf better: His Maid doth not 


yet complain of any Harm.

erect Poſture of a Man, was very frightful as well 
j difficult for him to take, becauſe againſt his new 
Nature, as much as it would be for us to get a 
Dog to drink, ſtanding upon his hinder Legs. But 
et this is not all, for when he was turned upon 
his Belly, and would have acted the Dog, he yet 
could not drink, and tho' he frequently put out 
his Tongue and lapt, yet he could not endure to 
take any thing in his Mouth of Liquor, as though 
ſomething had hindred him within, therefore we 
might imagine he was alſo convulſed in thoſe Parts 
u lwelled but this we cannot grant, for the con- 
rary does plainly appear, becauſe he could caſt any 
Thing into his Mourh and ſwallow it, as he did 
very many Times ſtiff Bolus's, more nimbly as to 
the Swallow, than any Man reaſonably could be 
ſuppoſed to do that was ſo weaken'd. 
Secondly, That his Spittle was envenom'd, for as 
oft as he ſwallow'd it (his Stomach vehemently ab- 
borring it) it went to his Heart (as we fay) and 
was even preſent Death to him. And ſo liquid 
Things coming nearer to the Conſiſtence of Spit- 
tle might the rather movere Salivam And there- 
fore gave him a greater Terror and: Difficulty to 
lwallow than ſolid Things: And that his Spittle 
chiefly was infected with the Venom of the Dog, 
ſeems probable from theſe Reaſons alſo, 1. Becauſe 
the Dog bit him whoſe Spittle alone to be veno- 
mous to the Touch, there are many credible In- 
ances in medical Hiſtory. 2. He was almoſt like 
a Dog in the Mouth, viz. where are the proper 
Organs of the Saliva. 3. The Bite of a Man ſo 
bitten, is alike infectious, but otherwiſe innocent. 
But it may be askt how comes it to infect his Spit- 
tle, and not other Humours in the Blood? I an- 
lwer, the Blood in Part was undoubtedly affected, 
8 the Accidents ariſing before the Aquæ Pavor 
(Which yet is the only true Symptom of the 
Ff4 Dilcaſe) 
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Diſeaſe) demonſtrate. Again the Blood is not ons 
Liquor, but many, circulated together in one ſet 
of common Veſſels: And ſo it might infect that 
Liquor, which it was moſt akin to, as the Saliva 
of a Dog to the Saliva of a Man. 

, The third and laſt from Dr. FHowmar as fol- 
ows. 

On Wedneſday at 2 OZ. 1, 1684. I was 
call'd toa Patient at Norwich, who about fix Weeks 
before had been bitten by a mad Fox, on the 
Right- hand: He began to be indiſpos'd the Satur- 
day before, with running Pains, yet ſo well as tobe 
abroad next Day at Church. On Monday his Pains 
grew more troubleſome, and the Day followin 
much worſe, eſpecially on his Right-hand, Arm, 
Shoulder and Back : But not to Confinement. On 
[/Vedneſday (J know not by whoſe Advice) he took 
a Doſe of common purging Spirit of Scurvy- 
Graſs, which gave him 7 or 8 Stools, and made 
him very faint and weak: So 1 found him, and 
complaning that he could not uſe his Right-hand 
(it beginning to be paralyrical) tho' his Pains were 
much abated there, and where elſe they had been 
molt troubleſome, excepting only on the lower 
Parts or ſmall of his Back: Where they ſoon after 
vaniſht alſo. He told me he bled freely at the 
Wounds the Fox had made, and that they healed 
without any farther Trouble, than now and then 
a little girding Pain on that Hand and Arm: And 
further ſaid (to pleaſe his Friends) he had taken 4 
white Powder ol an Apothecary, and believed him- 
ſelf in no Danger of what was feared (for I had 
diſcovered the me I apprehended in his Con- 
dition) tho' the Aquæ Pavor did not yet appear: 
His Heat was much increaſed, and his Pulſe inter- 
mitted every fifth or ſixth Stroak, but on the right 
Side only, which I again and again examin'd, find- 


ing no Variation. He alſo looked ghaſtly and 18 
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but his Eyes ſparkling and fiery : I preſcrib'd the 
beſt temperate Anti/paſmodick and Antiparalytick 
Remedies I knew, to be mixt with the Specificks 
of common Ule in an Hydrophobia, thus much on 
Wedneſday at Night. Next Morning he complain'd 
his Night had been reſtleſs, that he had wholly loft 
the Uſe of his Right- hand, and tho' the Pains were 
more abated, yet he was very hot and uneaſy : His 
Pulſe then was much ſtronger than over-night, but 
intermitted on the Right-{ide only, as before: 
His Countenance was ſomewhat more ghaſtly, yet 
his Veins very full, as in initio & augmento Febris, 
and no Hydrophoby appearing, I adviſed him to bleed 


fix or ſeven Ounces at the Left-Arm (the Right 


being Paralytical) and the Continuance of what I 
had preſcrib'd before. He bled eight Ounces very 
freely, the Blood well colour'd but very thick. 
After I left him the great Symptom appear'd, and 
in my Abſence another was conſulted, who gave 
him many Remedies. At my Return out of the 
Country on Friday, at fix at Night, his Heat was 
very great and his Pulſe very high, and intermitted 
then on both Wriſts, and if any Thing were offer'd 
him to drink, ſtanding or fitting, he ſtarted as if 
his Head would have fallen backwards off his Shoul- 
ders, but when laid upon his Pillow could (tho 
with great Difficulty and Uneaſineſs) now and then 
get down a Spoonful. He looked then very thin 
and ghaſtly, and ſeem'd ſhy or afraid of every Bo- 
dy that came ſuddenly near him, telling them rhat 
they ſtifled him or ſtopt or hindred his Breath in 
coming ſo haſtily to him. His Reaſon was all along 
very good, and (as ſome obſerv'd) better than in 
his Health; his Voice was broken and imperfect, 
as theirs whoſe Tongue and other Organs of Speech 
are growing Paralytical. I ſaw him again at ten 
that Night, when all Symptoms were - growing 
worſe; yet he could then walk out of one FO 
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ber into another with very little Help, and between 
twelve and one next Morning he dy'd, without 
any convulſive Motions, Sighs or Groans, as if in 
a Moment there had deen a total Paralyſis. 

For the Solution of theſe Appearances, as alſo 
for Information about other Remedies, much 
eſteem'd in theſe Caſes, together with ſome farther 
Examples of the ſame, we mult refer our Reader 
to the Philoſ. Tranſ. abridg*d *, whence theſe were 
extracted, whilit after fo much Tragedy, we pre- 
{ent him with a Tale or two more pleaſant. 1. 
From Ph:loftratas in his Lite of Apollonius TyaneusF, 
where he acquaints us that a Boy being bitten by a 
mad Dog, and having all the Geſtures and Actions 
of that Creature, barking and running about upon 
all Four, fitting upon his Buttocks upon his two 
hind Legs: Apollonius out of Pity to the Youth, 
calls for the People of the Town, and! gives them 
a Charge to enquire after the Dog that bit him: 
They denying that they knew of any, and that the 
Hurt was done ſome Diſtance from the Town, he 
calls to one Damis, deſcribes the Dog, and tells 
him he ſhould find him ſtand trembling at ſuch a 
Fountain, deſiring the Water, but being afraid to 
drink: Take him, faith he, aſide, and whiſper on- 
ly in his Ear that I call him: Accordingly Damis 

erforming his Meſſage, returns with the Dog 
dee. by him, who pine down at the Feet of 
Apollonius, he is commanded to lick the Boy's 
Wounds, who ſtraight returned to his right Mind, 
knew his Friends, and drank Water from the Foun- 
tainz which is a Remedy for Madneſs, ſaih the 


Hiſtorian, provided the Perſon bitten dare meddle 
with it. 
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2. The Relation of Nich. Florent. & ſeems of a 
like Stretch with this, of that good natur'd Dog, 
that altho*' run mad, was ſo obedient to his Mal- 
ter, bidding him run ſtraight to a River two Miles 
off, and drown himſelf, taking Care he hurt no 
Body by the Way, that punctually performing his 
Maſter's Orders, he march'd off and never more 
was heard of. | PS. 

3. Sennertus | hath borrow'd a comi-tragical 
Story from Weinrichius, whoſpeaksof a Maid that 
by ſeeing a Criminal publickly beheaded, was ſeiz- 
ed with the Falling- ſickneſs, being frighten'd at 
the Sight of the Execution; and for her Reco- 
very having taken much Phyſick in vain, was at 
length perſuaded by the good Wives about her 
to drink Cat's Blood, as an undoubted Cure for that 
Diſtemper. After which ſhe appear'd in a Man- 
ner metamorphoſed into the Nature of that Crea- 
ture, and at certain Intervals (Creda? Quis?) would 
mew, leap, ſcratch and play as a Cat; as alfo pri- 
vately ſet upon and catch Mice, and contract her 
ſelf ſo as to paſs through Holes (anguſtiſſimis fo- 
raminibus, faith the Author, ) whilſt the Violence 
of the Diſeaſe laſted : But enough (if not already 
too much) of this. | 

It is the Opinion of ſome learned Men, that a 
Diſtemper of Kin to this, and producing the H- 
drophobia, may be engendred in the Body without 
a Bite or hurt from a Dog or other venomous 
Creature: Marcellus Donatus gives ſeveral Inſtances 
Pet. Salius another; Felix Platerus one very re- 
markable, of a Woman being ſhut out of-the Ci- 
ty, ſtaying upon ſome extraordinary Occaſion till 
the Gates were faſten'd up, and left all Night a- 
lone, was ſo ſcar'd or frighten'd, that being brought 
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next Morning to her Houſe, would neither ſwal- 
low Wine, Water, Broth, or other Liquor, not 
being able to touch them or ſuffer them in her 
Sight, and after eight Days dy'd under this Con- 
ſternation, or rather Hydcophobical Diſtraction. 
Malpigbi of another, viz. a Woman falling into an 
Aque Pavor, occaſion'd by a Bite ſhe receiy'd from 
her Child during an epileptick Paroxyſm. 

We ſhall ſpeak next to the Bite of the Viper, 
the Poiſon of which Creature, altho' it produce 
not er ſo ſurprizing as ſome of thoſe men- 
tion'd from the Dog; yet doth it more ſudden| 
diffuſe its Virulency to the Animal Juices, and raiſe 
a greater Hurricane in the nervous Fluid, by its 
toxick Quality, in few Hours, than the other in 

Days or Weeks; ſo that there is no doubt 
a Difference vaſtly wide in the two Venoms: But 
to diſtinguiſh them ſpecifically, or aſſert in what 
their Eſſence doth conſiſt, or of what Sort of Pa- 
ticles their Salts or other component Principles are 
formed, is very difficult to explicate, and beſides 
our Purpoſe (if we could) to determine. That 
they offend not by their manifeſt Qualities, is af- 
firm'd by many of the Ancients, who tell us of their 
being inimical to the human Frame, in tota Sub- 
ftantia, and that they operate thereon by ſome cer- 


tain Qualities, which wanting this Knowledge of 


Unfolding, they call'd Occult: And it appears they 
were as little acquainted with the Manner and Place 
of its Secretion alſo, while they believ'd it made 
out of the Gall in this Creature, and carry'd by 
ſome fancy'd Veſſels to the Gums. 

Signior Redi the Italian, more truly places the 
Seat of this particular Venom in a yellow Juice ſe- 


arated by certain Glands about the Sides of the 


cad, and thence by a proper Dutt, lodged in pe- 
culiar membranous Bags, ſituate on the Jawsz and 
at the Time of giving the Wound, projected with 


a cer- 
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a certain Impetus from the fame, through the Ca- 
vity of the Fangs, made hollow for that Purpoſe: 
Whilſt Monſieur Charas, a French-man, on the 
other Hand, will not allow this yellow Juice it ſelf 
to be the Poiſon, which he placeth in the Orgaſm 
or Fury of the Creature's Spirits, irritated or pro- 
voked to revenge her ſelf on them that offend her, 
and makes the faid Juice the Vehicle only to con- 
vey it. To prove this, he faith himſelf hath often 
taſted the yellow Liquor of theſe Bags, without 
the leaſt Diſturbance, and to obviate the Objecti- 
on that the ſame Poiſon taſted, or let into the Sto- 
mach, may have its Salts blunted or ſheathed by 
the Juices, and ſo become innoxious, when the 
fame would have deadly Effects, let into the Blood 
by Means of a Wound: He ſays further, that he 
not only taſted it when his Mouth happen'd to be 
excoriated, but that alſo having wounded ſeveral 
Creatures, he inſtill'd this Liquor into the Wounds, 
which produced no ill Effects. | 
Dr. Mead, with great Reaſon, in his Eſſays takes 
Part with the 7talian, eſpecially confirm'd by ſome 
other Experiments made by another Phyſician & at 
Paris, with the poiſonous Liquor, which proved 
deleterious to ſeveral Creatures, being collected and 
apply d to the wounded Parts, as if the ſame had 
been caſt in by the Viper her ſelf inraged, altho? 
a: the ſame Time he grants ſome Share ar leaſt, 
the Spirits have in the bes when he owns 
the Miſchief may differ among other occaſional 
Caules, according to the greater or leſſer Rage of 
the Viper, at the Time of inflicting the Hurt. 
This Buſineſs is farther decided, beyond Contro- 
verſy, by the Experiments of Dr. Francini as well 
as Areskine's; the former of which are inſerted in 
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the Philoſ. Tranſact. communicated by Mr. Platt; 
but recommending the Reader, deſirous of Satis- 
faction in the Anatomy of that Creature, as well 
as of its Poiſon, to the Peruſal of thoſe Authors: 
I ſhall produce ſome Caſes with the Method of 
curing, after having deſcribed the common Symp- 
' toms, which Sennertus reckons up as follows. 
Firſt, /aith he, from the Wound iſſues forth pure 
Blood; after a bloody Sanies, ſpumous or froth 
and cruginous z the Part it ſelf not only ſwelling, 
but the whole Body alſo appearing according tothe 
different Diſpoſition of the Humours diſpoſed to 
Corruption, now. reddiſh, now greeniſh, livid or 
blackiſh : There is preſent great Pain, violent Heat, 
livid, with aduſt Puſtules ſometimes riſing about 
the Wound, attended with cholerick Vomitings, 
Vertigo, Hickup, burning Fever, Dyſury, cold 
Sweats, Trembling, Swooning, difficult Breath- 
ing, with other grievous Symptoms, killing the 
Patient in few Hours Time, at fartheſt in three 
Days: With theſe are reckon'd a quick, tho' low 
Pulſe, Pains ſometimes about the Navel, and the 
Colour of the Skin often changing Yellow, as in 
the Jaundice; but the Signs both Diagnoſticꝶ as well 
as Proeniſtick, may be farther gather'd from the 
ſubſequent Caſes, the Firſt of which being very 
remarkable, we ſhall inſert from Charas himſelf *, 
who mult be allow'd to have taken great Pains in 


theſe Enquiries, how fond ſo ever he might be of 


an Hypotheſis, whichrather than abandon, he quit- 
ted, as it ſeemeth, even Truth it ſelf. 

A Gentleman twenty-five Years of Age, had been 
by Chance, faith he, the Day before at my Houle, 
when five or ſix Dozen of Vipers were brought 
thither; he would needs ſee them immediately; 
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Exfr. upon the Viper, Ch. 1. P. 74, 75, 76, &c. 


and 
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and I being deſirous to ſatisfy his Curioſity, drew 
out of the Veſſel one of the Vipers; he was not 
contented to ſee her but took her in his Hands, 
and kept her there for about a large Quarter of an 
Hour, ſuffering her to turn and wind her ſelf about 
his Hand and Arm, the Viper not ſo much as of- 
fering to bite him; then he ty'd her about the 
Neck, and ſo having hanged her, pulled off her 
Skin and empty'd her of her Guts to examine 
them. I am aſſured that he would have been ſound- 
ly bitten at that Time, if the Viper had been vex- 
ed; but not having been ſo, and being pleas'd to 
breathe another Air than that of the Veſſel where 
ſhe had been long ſhur in, ſhe let her ſelf be ty'd, 
after which ſhe could not do that Miſchief which 
certainly ſhe would have done, if ſhe had not been 
ty'd. > 
"Bur this prov'd quite otherwiſe the next Day ; 
for this Stranger being come again to my Houle, 
at the Hour of the Aſſembly, 5 ſaw one of the 
Vipers upon the Table, which had been held a long 
while between Pincers, and was much angred; 
he would take her with his naked Hand, though 
he was earneſtly warn'd to forbear, it being repre- 
ſented to him, that he had been too bold already 
the Day before: He had no ſooner taken her in 
his Hand, but ſhe turn'd her Head to bite him and 
with one of her great bent Teeth, ſhe laid hold on 
the lateral Ne, Part of his right Thumb, a lit- 
tle above the Situation of the Nail; the Prickin 


appear'd no more than that of a Pin, and it ſeem'd 


to us not deep, and on the Surface we only ſaw a 


very ſmall Hole, with a little Redneſs, ſo it was 


not diſcernable but by its Colour: There was not 
upon or about this Hole any Sign of that yellow 
Liquor contain'd in the Bags about the great Teeth, 
and which is wont to be ſhed upon the Wound, 
when a Viper biteth deep; yet the Pricking FRO 
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ſome Pain to him at the very firſt, but the Finger 
ſwelled not of it, no Intumeſcence appearing, but 
ſome Hours after, as we ſhall relate more amplyin 
the Sequel. 

It was found proper to ſcarify the Part wound- 
ed, and to make ſtrong Ligatures above the Place 
bitten, both to ſtop the Effects of the Venom, and 
to diſcharge the wounded Part of the ſame; but 
the Patient oppoſed theſe Means, not believing 
them neceſſary, and he could very hardly be per- 
ſuaded to endure any Scarification: After which he 
endur'd alſo an Iron Spatule very hot, and heated 
over and over again, held very near to the prick'd 
Place, which was done to keep the Pores open, 
and to fetch back or draw out ſome Part of the 
Poyſon; mean while we made the Patient take two 
Drams of Theriaque in half a Glaſs of Wine. 

In leſs than half a Quarter of an Hour after the 
Pricking, the Patient found ſome Debility, and 
call'd for a Chair; he grew at the ſame Time very 
pale, and his Pulſe was tound very low, very quick, 
and even interrupted. Theſe Accidents were fol- 
low'd by convulſive Motions, and ſtiffneſs of his 
whole Body, chiefly of his Neck and the Muſcles 
of his Head; he then alſo complaining of a very 
great Pain towards his Navel, and there appear'd 
a Coldneſs in his extreme Parts, and in the whole 
Face, which was cover'd with little Drops of cold 
Sweat; his Lips alſo were ſwell'd, eſpecially the 
lower; and finding himſelf urged by the Pains a- 
bout his Navel, and a Diſpoſition to go to Stool, 
he roſe, and having voided ſome Excrements, faint- 
ed away, ſoon after Vomiting not only all the The- 
riaque he had taken, but all he had eaten at Dinner, 
which was yet undigeſted; we made Haſte to ſuc- 
cour him, and found him ſo feeble that he was not 
able to go up again to the Chamber whence he was 
come down; and in Regard his Pulſe nine 
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weak, low, quick and unequal, and his Swoonings = 
er as well as his cold Sweats, it was thought | 
ſeaſonable to give him a Dram of Viper Powder in { 
Theriacal and Carduus Benedictus Water, and to 1 
apply a great Plaiſter of Theriaque upon the Heart | 
and Stomach z but he ſoon rejected what he had 

taken. One alſo came to give him ſome of the | 
Orvietan, mix'd with new Powder of Vipers, but 
he vomited up that alſo, and deſired to be put up- 
on a Bed, and to have other Help adminiſtred to 
himz during all which Time he neither wanted 
his Senſes, nor the Uſe of Reaſon, notwithſtanding 
all the Feebleneſs of his Body, and he had had grear 
Averſion to the Orvietan, having no Faith at all in 
it, and not conſenting to take it, but out of Re- 
ſpect to ſome of thole that were preſent, who had 
prefled it upon him. 

This Vomiting not giving Time to the Reme- 
dies to convey and communicate their Virtue to 
the noble Parts, it was judged very proper to have 
Recourſe to the Volatile Salt of Vipers; becauſe 
that being very ſubtil, and exceeding fit to be 
quickly conyey'd to all the Parts, even the moſt 
remote, the Patient might thence feel the Effects 
with more Speed and Efficacy, than from all the 
other groſſer Remedies, Which having been reject- 
ed as ſoon as they were taken, had not had Time 
to be made effectual by the Stomach, nor to im- 
part their Virtue where Need r | 

We therefore cauſed to be diſſolved, a Dram of 
this volatile Salt of Vipers in Theriacal and Carduus 
Water, and gave him about a Quart of this Mix- 
ture; he kept it a little while, and then caſt up 
Part of it, mingled with Store of Phlegm very 
viſcous: We made him take another like Quantity 
of the ſaid Mixture, which he alſo kept for ſome 
Time, and then vomited = what might have re- 
main'd of it in his Stomach, and therewith alſo 
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much Phlegm. We continu'd thus giving. him 
more of the ſaid Compoſition as faſt as he vomited 
it up; and there were alſo given him ſeveral Cly- 
ſters, to appeaſe. the violent and ſtubborn Pains 

which he felt abour his Navel; his Lips remaini 
ſtill ſwelPd, his Pulſe naught, and his Sweats cold, 
as well as his Faintings continuing very long : But 
having perſiſted in the Uſe of the volatile Salt, his 
Vomiting ceaſed, and he kept the eighth Doſe in 
his Belly, which was given him about four Hours 
after the Hurt; the Symptoms leſſen'd from that 
Time, the Cold beginning to retire, and giving 
Place to the natural Heat, which appear'd ſufficient- 
ly about five Hours after the Pricking; his Pulſe 
returned, and was even and ſtrong, but ſomewhat 
high. It was about ten o'Clock at Night that the 
moſt troubleſome Accidents diſappear'd. The Pa- 
tient was happy in his Unhappineſs, in that he was 
thus ſpeedily ſuccour'd: I left him not, before his 
mortal Accidents had ceaſed, and then he was car- 
ried to his Lodgings, whither I accompany'd him, 
and ſaw him put to Bed; and by the Advice of 
thoſe Perſons who frequently viſited him during 
his Diſtemper, I made a Mixture of zj. of Confet. 
de Hyacinth. and of as much of the Confect. Alcherm. 
with 3j. of Hr. Limon. and iv. of Ag. Card. which 
was given him at three Times, from three Hours 
to three Hours: There were alſo given him Slices 
of Citron ſugar'd, he took good Broths, and drank 
Ptiſan made of the Rad. Scorzon. Raſ. C. C. cum Hr. 
Limon. He drank alſo ſometimes a little, Wine, 
with the Confect. Alcherm. diſſolv'd both in his 
Broth, as alſo in the Ptiſan. | 
This is a Thing remarkable, that during all the 
great Accidents his Finger was not changed, and 
there appeared not any Swelling upon it, but that 
began when thoſe Accidents ceaſed. In the mean 
time the Pains about the Navel continued, * 
2 they 
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they were in ſome little Degree abated, which ob- 
lged the Phyſicians often to preſcribe him Clyſ- 
ters: His Belly was a little ſtiff, but not ſwell'd, his 
Tongue was whitiſh, but not dry, his Eyes faint and 
wan, his Countenance pale, and his Lips till ſwell'd. 

The Swelling of the Finger extended it ſelf that 
Night over the whole Hand, which was often a- 
nointed with the Oil of Scorpions, compos'd b 
Matthiolus, and mixt with the Queen of Hungary's 
Water; but notwithſtanding this anointing, the 
Tumour paſſed on to the Arm next Day, with Pain 
and Redneſs, and advanced to the Eye; it was 
thought fit to apply Fomentations made of the 
Rad. Angelic. Imperat. Carlin. Ariſtoloch. cum Sum- 
mit. Scord. Centaur. Abſynth. Hyperic. Calamint. in 
Vino Alb. coct. and withal to continue embroca- 
ting with the OJ. Scorp. Altho' all was done with 
great Care, yet there appeared no great Eſſect up- 
on it, the Patient was {queamiſh and once yomited 
up his Broth, but this Vomiting continued not. 
He always uſed the ſame internal and external Re- 
medies, and the fame Food. But although he 
found his other Limbs in good Condition, and his 
Pulſe very equal and moderate, nor had an 
Drought, Heat, or Pain in the reſt of his Body, 
et was that of rhe Navel obſtinate, and the Swel- 
ing and Redneſs of the Hand and Arm {till in- 
creaſed; and from the Beginning of the third Day 
it had ſeized on the Shoulder of the ſame Side, 
and deſcended to the Arm-pit upon the whole Breaſt, 
and all the neighbouring Parts, and even the Re- 

ion of the Liver, notwithſtanding the continual 

' Uſe of the Fomentations, and the Oil of Scorpi- 
ons. All thoſe Conſiderations joined to the hot 
Seaſon wherein we were, made us apprehend leſt 
the Gangrene ſhould ſtrike to theſe Parts. It was 
beliey'd, that ſince the outward Remedics which 
had been judged moſt expedient, had proved ſuc- 
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ceſsleſs, Recourſe muſt be had to internal ones, 
which induced the Phyſicians to give him in the 
Evening of the third Day, 3j. of the Root of Con- 
trayerva in Powder diſſolv'd in Cordial Waters, with 
as much Confect. Alkerm. but we ſaw no Abate- 
ment of the Redneſs, Swelling and Pain; on the 
contrary we obſerved that the Swelling ſeem'd to 
ſeize on the left Side. After we had very well ex- 
amin'd all Things, we found it very neceſſary to 
return to the Uſe of our inward Remedy, which 
had ſtruck the great Stroak, and had had a manifeſt 
good Operation, I mean the Volatile Salt of Vi- 
pers; this was on the ng of the fourth Day 
after the Biting: So we gave him half a Dram of 
that Salt diſſolv'd in Ziv. of Carduus Water, and 
we order'd that he ſhould be well cover'd to make 
him ſweat. This Medicine did work according to 
our Expectation and Deſire, for the Patient did not 
only {ſweat abundantly, but found a very conſider- 
able Amendment in all the ill Symptoms that had 
remain'd : His Pain about the Navel was almoſt 
not ſenſible; the Tumour on his Lips, and that 
which was on the Region of the Liver, Breaſt, and 
under the Arm-pits, vaniſh'd ; and that of the 
Shoulder, Arm, and Hand was much abated, as 
well as the Redneſs and Pain: We thence judg'd 
that we ſhould certainly cure the reſt; and to com- 
pals it, we gave the next Morning to our Patient 
a like Doſe of that volatile Salt, which made him 
{ſweat again very largely: The Pain of the Navel 
ceaſed altogether; the Swelling of the Shoulder 
was wholly gone, and that of the Arm and Hand 
much abated, as well as the Redneſs and Pain; and 
not to leave the Cure imperfect, though the Patient 
found himſelf exccedingly amended, we gave him 
next Day another ſuch Doſe again, .and the Day 
following one more, whereby the whole Swelling, 


all the Redneſs, and all the Pain of the Arm, Fane, 
an 
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and the Finger itſelf, were diſſipated; mean while 
there was apply'd to the Finger a little Plaiſter, to 
cicatrize the Inciſions that had been made there, 
and which were healed three or four Days after, 
which did not hinder the Patient from going a- 
broad, and to do his Buſineſs as well as if he never 
had been bitten by the Viper. 

Thoſe that ſhall read this Hiſtory, and examine 
all the Circumſtances of it, the ſeveral and ſur- 
priſing Accidents of the Biting of the Viper, which 
we ſaw, and the effectual Operation of the Reme- 
dies employ'd to remove them, will therein find 
ample Matter to exerciſe their Reaſon upon, and 
will ſoon judge that we had Cauſe accurately to 
inquire, as we have done, into all the Parts of a 
Viper, to know them well, and what they can do: 
To make a great Number of Experiments upon all 
its Parts, and to apply our ſelves to the Prepara- 
tion of the excellent Remedies that may be drawn 
from the Body of this Animal, the extraordinary 
Effect of its volatile Salt, in ſtopping and in over- 
coming firſt of all the Venom which ſo violent- 
ly exerciſed its Tyranny over the natural Heat, and 
all the noble Parts, and which doubtleſs would 
have altogether triumphed over them: The Acti- 
vity, Penetration, and Force of the ſame Salt, go- 
ing as it were to find out the Poiſon, and expelling 
it from the remoteſt Parts of the Body, where it 
had fortify'd it ſelf, and whence it had endeavour'd 
to regain the Place it had loſt, and where in the 
mean time it ſeem'd to deſpiſe the ordinary moſt 
powerful Remedies. All this, I fay, is ſufficient 
to make it to be wondred at, and Men will doubt- 
leſs aver that the Ill which Vipers are able to cauſe, 
and which every one may eaſily avoid, is nothing 
in Compariſon of ſuch a Remedy as the ſame Vipers 
can furniſh, and which may ſerve not only to heal 


their Bitings, but alſo-to overcome many other ob- 
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ſtinate Diſeaſes, againſt which the ordinary Reme: 


dies perform nothing. 

When as Charles the IX th, faith Parey *, was at 
Montpelier, I went into the Shop of one Farges, an 
Apothecary, who then made a ſolemn Diſpenſation 
of Treacle, where not ſatisfying my ſelf with look- 
ing upon the Vipers, which were there in a G 
ready for the Compoſition : I thought to take oneof 
them in my Hands, but whilſt that I too curiouſl 
and | as I thought] ſecurely handled her Teeth which 
were in her upper Jaw, cover'd with a Skin, as it 
were a Caſe to keep the Poiſon in, the Beaſt catched 
hold of the very End of my Fore-finger, and bit 
me in the Space which is between the Nail and 
the Fleſh, 1 preſently there aroſe great Pain, 
both by reaſon of the Part endued with moſt ex- 
quiſite Senſe, as alſo by the Malignity of the Poi- 
ſon: Forthwith I exceeding ſtraitly bound my Fin- 
ger above the Wound, that ſo I might preſs forth 
the Blood and Poiſon, leſt they ſhould diftuſe them- 
{elves farther over the Body; I diſſolv'd old Treacle 
in Aqua Vitæ, wherein I dipt and moiſten'd Cotton, 
and ſo put it to the Wound, and within few Days 
I throughly recover'd:by this only Medicine; ſome 
ule Gartick beaten and apply'd, alſo Barley-Flower 
temper'd with Vinegar and Goats - Dung ; ſome 
waſh with Vinegar, Salt, and Honey. Galen writes, 
that the Poiſon inflicted by the Bite of a Viper, may 
be drawn forth by applying to the Wound the 
Head of a Viper; but others apply the whole Vi- 
per beaten to Maſh. 

The fame Author (reciting the Story from Mat- 
thiolus) tells us that he ſaw a Country-man, who, 
as he was mowing, by chance cut a Viper in two 
with his Sithe, which thinking to be dead, hc 
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took the one Half, whereon the Head remain'd, 
without any Fear in his Hand; but the enraged 
Creature turning about her Head, cruelly bit him 
by one of his Fingers; which Finger, as Men uſu- 

y do (eſpecially thinking of no ſuch Thing) he 
claps into his Mouth to ſuck out the Blood and 
Poiſon, and preſently fell down dead. A neceſſary 
Caution, one might think, to deter us from an over 
Curioſity about 1 my 6 the Nature and Ef- 
fect of the like Poiſons by the Tongue in Ex- 

tion they cannot hurt us that way; for if the 
val Juice by its particular Texture may have 
Force enough in ſome, to blunt the Edges of the 
yenomous Salts, and thereby ſccure from Hurt, or 
ſome peculiar Idiocraſy in others; yet may it hap- 
pen to light on thoſe leſs advantageouſly defended 
or ſecur'd by either, on whom it preys and acts a 
diſmal Tragedy. 

Thus I a, inſtance in two Perſons, who I am 
ſatisfied loſt their Lives by taſting the Humour 
flowing from a cancer'd Breaft, whilſt ſome others 
had the good Luck to come off unhurt after the 
bke Curioſity. 

But the Poiſon of the Viper is ſo very quick in 
its Progreſs, that ſome Authors have immediately 
propoſed a Ligature above the Part, to ſtop its ha- 
ity Progreſs, whilſt the Wound being ſcarify'd, is 
well drawn to diſcharge the Poiſon, or the Joint 
taken off before it creeps up farther : Thus Galen * 
faith, whilſt he was at Alexandria, a Country-man, 
a little way out of the City, being bitten on his 
Finger, bound the fame hard above the Wound, 
and came running to a Phyſician of his Acquaint- 
ance, offering the ſame preſently to be cut off, 
which was done accordingly ;. and without taking 
of Medicine, he eſcaped any Symptom uſually at-

tending afterwards, I knew, ſays he, another be- 
ing bit by a Viper as he was promag Ns Vines, 
with the Bill he had in his Hand {trait cut of 
the bitten Finger, which was after cicatriz'd, and 
he recover'd without taking any manner of Re- 
medy to preſerve him, or prevent the Danger. On 
the other hand, where this expeditious Courſe has 
not bcen taken, either to ſtop the Progreſs of the 
Venom in the Parts, or fortify the Spirits againſt 
its Contagion by ſuitable Alexipharmicks, * 
to be credited how ſoon the Diſeas'd is got paſt 
Hopes of Recovery. Braſ/avola* reports, he ſaw 
one bitten who dy'd in three Hours Time, his 
whole Body being cover'd with yellow, purple, 
and black Spots. Amat. Luſitanus tells of two 

oung Lads, who in their Way meeting with a 
Viper, the one was boaſting that he cod take it 
up in his Hand without Danger; and the other 
challenging him with Cowardiſe, for that he durſt 
not do what he brag'd of, the ſimple Youth takes 
it up, but had not held it long before the enraged 
Creature ſeiz'd upon his Finger, which the poor 
Boy finding dreadfully to pain him puts in his 
Mouth, and falls to ſucking out the Blood: After 
which, in Oppoſition to all that could be done for 
him, he dy'd preſently. From the ſame Writer you 
have an Account of a poor Girl, who going barefoot 
with her Mother to carry Proviſion to Bn Har- 


veſt Folks in the Fields, was bitten by a Viper as 


ſhe pals'd along, on her right Foot; the Mother 
haſtening back again to the Town with her Daugh- 
ter, was thinking by the way what was immed!- 
ately neceſſary to be done, and preſently it came 
into her Mind, to ſtay the farther Progreſs of the 
Poiſon, by binding of her Leg below the Knee 3 
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when after three Hours Time ſhe was brought (as 
the Author ſets down) to him, by which Time 
there were many red and livid Spots appearing on 
the Limb, ſome of which reach'd up unto the 
Thigh 3 the Girl, as the Mother related, had vo- 
mited up much Choler, and was now ſciz'd with 
great Trembling, Vertigo and Delirium; upon 
which 1 order'd the Surgeon preſently to ſcarify the 
bitten Part, and round about, as deep as the Parts 
would allow of, and after to ſet on Cups with 
much Flame; from which great Quantity of black 
Blood, and virulent Sanies were drawn forth. I 
likewiſe order'd the whole Leg to be ſcarify'd, 
and ſuffer'd to bleed till it ſtop'd of it ſelf; after 
which was apply'd a Mixture of Garlick and The- 
riaca to the Wound, ſhe taking at the ſame time 
ziij. of the Theriaca in Zv. of pure Wine, (a good 
round Doſe) forbidding Sleep as much as poſſible. 
(Yet here according to the Compoſition with us, 
were above Gr. ij. of pure Opium in the Draught) 
She took Panada at four Hours Diſtance, boil'd up 
with Garlick : Next Day, altho' the Tremor con- 
tinu'd, yet not fo ſeverely z nor was there ſo great 
Opprſion at the Heart, the Malignity being call'd 
off from the more noble Parts to the affected Limb: 
After which ſhe was order'd to take faſting Ziv. of 
the Succus Fraxini in her Drink, which doth excel 
all Antidotes whatever in theſe Caſes, as 1s notic'd 
by us (fays our Author) in our printed Comments 
upon Dioſcorid. The ſame Compoſition as before 
was continu'd for three Days to the Wound; in 
which, as well as thoſe following, ſhe drank this 
Succus, and grew better, being entirely clear of 
her Tremblings and Diſturbance of Mind; yet 
from the deeper Scarifications about the Wound, 
there ſtill lowed a Sort of oily Sanzes, and the 
Wounds themſelves look'd black. z upon which, 
after four Nays, I dreſs'd them with the Stercus 

Caprinus, 
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Caprinus, Pulv. Bac. Lauri, cum pauculo Euphorbio 
Vino Confect. this being 1 N on Rags was ap- 
ply'd to the Places, by which the Sanies, now 
turning eruginous, was well diſcharged, and this 
was continu'd for four other Days: Afterwards the 
enſuing Unguent. 
ge Pulv. Ariftol. I. 3ij. Haſtulæ reg. five Aſpho- 
del. Bryoniæ, ana 3j. Galban. Myrr. ana 3.01. 
Laurin. cum Cera 9g. . M. f. Unguentum loco 
mor ſo, bis in Die, ſpleniis applicandum. 

This Remedy was continued for near a Month, 
the Cure being deſignedly protracted for greater 
Security by Diſcharge of the Venom. Laſtly being 
healed up with Baſilicon, the Child, to great Ad- 
miration, was reſtor'd to Health. 

So great is the Subtilty of the viperine Poiſon 
reported, that in one of the Caſes of this Nature 
collected by Schenkius*, there is a rare Account of 
a Perſon going by the Hedge-Side, and ſpying one 
of theſe Creatures rolled round, which he thought 
was dead, he took the ſame upon his Stick, and 
after ſome time caſt it from him: When after be- 
taking himſelf to the looking after ſome She 
committed to his Care, and fitting playing wit 
his Stick (or likely putting the ſame heedleſly up 
to his Mouth) in the Night there aroſe great In- 
flammation upon his Lips, with a burning Fever, 
upon which, conſulting his Phyſician, he was re- 
ſtor*d, as if by Miracle, by only taking of the Suc- 
cus Galege, which, as the Hiſtorian remarks, grew 
plencifully thereabouts. . 

Among other Properties aſcrib'd to Urine, by 
Dioſcor. Avicen, . ſome of the Antients, this 
hath been reckon'd one, that it is an Antidote for 
the poiſonous Bite of the Viper : To confirm 
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which Z. Luſit.“ relates, that being called to a 
oung Girl, bit by one of theſe Creatures in her 
lire Toe on her left Foot, after about three Hours 
the Malady was found got up to her Knee, being 
ſwell'd with great Blackneſs, attended with Fever, 
Thirſt and Delirium between whiles. Firſt of all 
(aith he) I order'd the Parts to be ſcarify'd, and 
Cupping-Glaſles put upon them, to draw forth the 
Venom: I gave her Theriaca, and anointed the Re- 
gion of the Heart with the OJ. Scorp. Matth. She 
took alſo the Succus Allii cum Vino; the Parts were 
dreſt with the Stercus caprin. Theriaca, and Suc. Ce- 
parum apply'd plaiſterwiſe. She had alſo ries F 
for her, the Succus Fraxini, ſo much celebrated by 
Paulus and Ruellius for this Purpoſe : Theſe Re- 
medies having been try'd for-15 Days, the Ichor 
{till lowing from the ſcarify'd Parts, the Symp- 
toms no whit abated : I betook my ſelf to the We- 
riaca both inwardly and outwardly, being the on- 
ly Alexipharmacon capable of. encountering the vi- 
perine Poiſon, as Galen, experimenting in himſelf, 
Tas well as in many others, doth teſtity. But find- 
ing yet no Advantage, I had Recourle to Urine, 
giving Zij. hot, of that freſh made by a Youth, 
mixt with a little Sugar, which ſhe took faſting, 
for eight Days together : And after, by this ſimple 
Remedy, was made whole. Let it not therefore 
(fays the Author) be held contemptible, which al- 
tho' Galen, in one Place, calls Auxilium abomina- 
bile & execrandum, yet on urgent Occaſion, him- 
ſelf, as well as other great Phyſicians, have not 
diſdain'd to recommend it. 
If it were lawful for me to give my Sentiments 
on the foregoing Relation, I ſhould incline'to be- 
lieve, that although the Symptoms might not be 
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vaniſht altogether, yet the Taint being ſubjugated 
or brought under by the former Regimen : The 
Piſs might come in luckily and run away with the 
Credit of the Cure. Be that as it will, I am ſure 
I would not lay my own Life upon that (juſtly I 
think by ſome of our Phyſicians) exploded Re- 
medy, whatever Avicen, Rhaſis, Pliny, Mercurialis, 
Georg. Val. Placent. Dunc. Bornettus, or any others 
have offer'd in its Commendation: | 

Ardoynus * reports that the Herb Coſtus, taken 
from 36. to zj. with Wormwood-Wi ine or a De- 
coction of the ſame Plant, is the only Bezoar a- 
gainſt the Viper's Infection. Dioſc. preſcribes the 
Coagulum Leporin. Allium, Porrum, Cepa : Among 
the {imple Antidotes alſo, are reckon'd by Senner- 
tus, the Rad. Aſphodel. Tormentil. Gent. Bryon. Ari- 
fol. rot. Terra Sigil. either ſeparately taken or mixt 
together” 3j. for a Doſe, in a Glaſs of good old 
Wine, or mixt with a little of the Saccus Rute, 
which will do better. Fracaſt. I of one of theſe 
Simples, tho' outwardly uſed, gives this Relation. 

Some Countrymenin cutting up of Herbs chanced 
to be bitten by a Viper lying underneath, and were 
proey {well'd up, yet by the Application of the 

erb Tormentil immediately to the Places, they 
were fay'd from further Trouble or Danger. 

But beyond all theſe, or even the Snake-ſtones 
themſelves (ſome of which were ſent over from Ja- 
va, by Sir Philiberto Vernatti, to the R. S.) which 
have deriv'd the Name from their Power, as it is 
thought, to imbibe the Poiſon, laid cloſe: upon 
the bitten Part: The viperine Preparations, ſuch 
as the Fleſh eaten diverſe Ways repar*d, their De- 
coctions in Broths, Infuſlons in Wine, their Pow- 
ders, Troches, Ec. but above all their volatile Salt 
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chymically extracted, are deem'd the nobleſt Auti- 
pharmaca, to be exhibited in time inwardly, whilſt 
the Oyl prepar'd hwy rg, to Charas, or the Ax- 
ungia Viperina mention d by Dr. Mead, may do 


more, very probably, if as timely apply'd outward- - 


ly, than other local Applications: And thus indeed 


it is found that moſt Kinds of poiſonous Animals 


are themſelves their own Counter-Poiſon, even ex- 
ternally laid to the hurt Place, drawing forth the 
Malignity by a Kind of Sympathy : As hath been 
frequently ſeen in the OJ. Scorp. or the Scorpion it 
ſelf bruiſed and apply'd to the ſtung Place. 

Matthiolus boaſts much of a Water he had in- 
vented, which was found to be a real Antidote as 
well againſt the Bites of the Viper, as all manner 
of Poiſon : The Truth of which was confirm'd 
to him by thouſands of 1 more par- 
ticularly two bitten by the Viper, reduc'd to that 
deſperate Condition, that having agreed upon the 
Fraight, they were juſt entring Charon's Boat, 
when by a Dram of his Bottle, the Voyage was 
put off, and they were called back again: But lea- 
ving this his ludicrous Way of talking upon ſeri- 
ous Matters, whoever is minded, may find his Be- 
zoardick in his Comment. ſuper Prefat. Lib. ſextt 
Dioſcor. | 

We ſhall conclude what we have to ſay upon 


the Bite of this Creature, with the Narration of 


a fad Accident, befalling one of our own Country- 
men then abroad *, Mr. Richard Bourdet, an Eng- 
liſh Merchant at Aleppo, on the 4*h of O&ob. 1678. 
was bit by a Serpent on the left Wriſt, near the 
Pulſe towards his Hand: It ſeem'd at firſt like two 
Pricks of a Pin, he immediately vomited, and his 
Wriſt and Hand began to ſwell preſently. He had 
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ſome few Days before a Looſneſs, which perhayy 
this increaſed : He rode eaſily after he was bit about 


two Miles home: And as ſoon as he got to his 


Chamber, he ſaid he was bit by a Rat (and would 


not own it was a Serpent) though a Turk accj- 
dentally paſſing by, faid he ſaw the Serpent hang 
at his Wriſt, as he pull'd his Hand out of the Re- 
fuge, hoping to have taken a Hare that he had 
courſed in there. He ſaid he felt no Pain, but a 
ou Deſire to ſleep : His Arm continued ſwel- 

ing upwards, and grew black. Some little Re- 
medies were uſed till the reſt of the Factory re- 
turn'd, and then they begun to cup and ſcarify his 
Arm, he having ſtill no Pain, but great Drowſi- 
neſs: But was kept waking, to uſe that little Time 
he had left, to prepare himſelf for Death, which 
he performed excecdingly well. At laſt the Swel- 
ling came up to his Shoulder, and then he com- 
plain'd much, and within a Quarter of an Hour 
dyed. He was bit about ten in the Forenoon, and 
dy'd about three in the Afternoon. His Body 
ſwell'd much after Death, and purged. The Snake 
was like a common Snake for Length, his Colour 
dark ſandy, with black Spots: His two Teeth or 
Fangs are like thoſe of the Rattle- Snake, on the up- 
per Jaw, the Poiſon lies in the Gums : And where- 
ever they fetch Blood of any Creature, they certain- 
ly kill, tho in ſome Parts ſooner than others. The 
People of the Country ſay, that if as ſoon as one 
is bit by a Serpent, they ſhall ſuck immediately the 
Wound, they may be ſaved: But they muſt firſt 
rub their Gums and Teeth with Oil, that none of 
the Poiſon may touch any Place where the Skin 1s 
broken, and ſpit out immediately what they ſuck, 
every time waſhing the Mouth, and taking more 
Oil. This Serpent kill'd a Dog in about eight 
Minutes Time, biting him at the End of his Ear: 


And two young Turkies afterwards, in three or 
3 four 
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fur Minutes each, biting them at the End of a 
Claw, and then we poiſon'd him with the Oyl of 
Tobacco out of a Reed-Pipe (that had been much 
uſed and not cleanſed for a Week or two) and he 
dy'd in about two or three Minutes, trembling as 
ſoon as the Oyl was dropt into his Mouth. 
The Antients were under this Miſtake, that the 
Male-Viper made two Punctures, and the Female 
four, at the Time of their biting: Whereas Ana- 
tomy diſcovers the Number of their Teeth uncer- 
tain in either Sex: There being ſometimes fix or 
ſeven in each Side of the Jaw, as Dr. Mead takes 
notice, and ſometimes fewer of a younger Growth 
and leſſer Size, beſides one, two or three on each 
Side (of the older and * poiſonous Fangs) 
fixt perpendicularly to the firſt Bone of the upper 
Jaw, with which the younger Vipers are provided, 
that ſo they may kill their Prey as ſoon as they come 
into the World. 
To theſe we have already taken Notice of, we 
ſhall add the Toad, reckon'd uſually by Writers, 
among venomous Animals, tho' differing very pro- 
bably in the Rankneſs of theit Poiſon, according 
to the differing Places and Heat of the ſame they 
are bred in. Among us, ſome believe we are more 
afraid of them than there is Occaſton for, and there 
have been found thoſe who have been very familiar 
with them, and that upon ſome Wager or Frolick 
have eat them, and commend them for as great 
Dainties as the Frog: But let not theſe Peoples 
fooliſh Preſumption, who have by ſome ſingular 
Accident, as a full Stomach beforehand, or ſome 
{dioſyncraſy, eſcaped ſcot- free (as we fay) induce 
Others to take the like Freedom, leſt they pay 
dearly for their Folly, as did a Perſon I knew ma- 
ny Years ago, who putting the Head of one of 
them into his Mouth for ſome Time, whether by 
me Bite or Slayer only of the Creature, ee 
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nicated to his Tongue and Lips, had, that Night 
and the next Day, both ſo ſwelled, that he could 
not pronounce any Word plain for ſeveral Days af. 
ter, and was in no ſmall Danger of being famiſh'q, 
by feaſon of the ſaid Tumour affecting the back 
Parts of his Throat, with the Muſcles inſervient 
to Deglutition. 

Seignior Redi inſtancing in ſome who eat theſe 
Creatures without Harm, ſubjoins, that altho' the 
Toad may happen to prove no Poiſon in the whole, 
os _ it invenom outwardly, according to ſome 

arts ſo and fo ſtirred or put into Action; an Ex- 
ample whereof he r in a Boy, who ſtumbling 
on a Toad, and after hurling Stones at it, ſome 
Juice from the bruiſed Toad chanced to light upon 
his Lips, whereupon they ſwelled each to about the 
thickneſs of two Thumbs, and he neglecting to uſe 
what 1 be proper to reſtore them, they have 
continu'd in that miſhapen Size ever ſince. Philo. 
Tranſ. Abr. Vol. 2. p. 797. 

Ardoynus * obſerves, that as he came from the 
qu ng of Bologna in Italy, (where he had new- 
ly taken his Doctors Degrees) to Peſaro, he ſaw a 

oung Man who having kill'd a large Toad with 
his Lance, (by what Way the Poiſon was com- 
municated is uncertain, but) he fell into an abſo- 
jute Stupour of his whole Body, and lay ſnorting 
for two Days together without Pulſe. Had I known ' 
(fays our Phyſician) as much then as now, I make 
no Doubt I could have recover'd him; from whence 
we may ſuppoſe the young Man dy- d. 

As remarkable is that of Ferdinandus Ponzettus f, 
of a Perſon going over his Grounds with a Reed 
in his Hand, and therewith transfixing all the Toads 
he met with, throwing them out into the High- 
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way: When on his Return Home to Dinner, 
he threw up all he eat, nor did his Vomiting leave 
him 'till he fed himſelf with the other Hand, that 
had not held the ſaid Inſtrument. But more tra- 
pical yet is the Story which Miz2/dus, in his firſt 
Cent. of Remarkables recites (rold alſo by Fo. Boc- 
tatius) of a Gentleman ſporting with his Sweets 
heart in the Garden near a large Bed of Sage, 
who rent pulling off ſome Leaves, fell 
to rubbing of his Gums and Teeth,; which 
ſo ſoon as he had done, he dropt down dead: The 
young Gentle woman being carry'd before the 
Magiſtrate, upon Suſpicion of poiſoning the 
Man, told the Judge he had only rub'd his Teeth 
with ſuch a Leaf the had brought with her, and 
deſperately in the Court began to uſe the fame, 
with the like Event; ſhe dying alſo thereupon, 
that ſhe might not be thought to have deprived 
him of Life without whom. ſhe could not live her 
ſelf. Upon which, by Order of the Magiſtrate, 
the Sage was order'd to be dug up and burnt, when 
turning the Ground behold a large and ghaſtly 
Toad appears, which Creature is ſaid to be much 
delighted with this Plant, and which he (lays our 
Author) ſhould have firſt conſider'd who compil'd 
that Verſe 

Cur moriatur Homo, cui Salvia creſcit in Horto ? 

Though Toads want Teeth, faith Parey *, yet 
with their hard and rough Gums they fo ſtraitly 
preſs the Part they take hold on, that they will 
force their Poiſon thereinto, and ſo over the whole 
Body by the Pores of the preſſed Part: Moreover 


they caſt forth their Venom by Urine, Spittle, 
Vomit or Slayer upon Herbs, but chiefly upon 
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Strawberries, which they are reported greatly to 
affect: Hence many have ſuddenly and 1gnorantly 
catcht their Deaths: A ſad Inſtance whereof he 
lays down, inthe two Merchants near Thoulouſe, who 
whilſt the Dinner was getting ready, walking into 
the Garden belonging to their Inn, and gathering 
ſome Sage-leaves, put them unwaſht into their 
Wine: After which before they had fully din'd, they 
were ſeized with a Vertigo and loſt their Sight, faint? 
ed and had Convulſions, they ſtammer'd with their 
Lips, and thcir 'Tongues appear'd black, looking 
frightfully, continually vomiting with cold Sweats, 
the Forerunners of Death, which quickly enſued. 
Their Bodies becoming after exceedingly ſwelled, by 
Reaſon whereof there was juſt Suſpicion that they 
had been poiſon'd, and the Hoſt with all the Servants 
and Gueſts at that Time in the Houſe, were ap- 
ere and being examin'd, they all conſtant- 
y and with one Voice aſſerted their Innocency, 
affirming that they had all the ſame Proviſion with 
the dead Parties, of which they had eat and drank, 
only the deceaſed had put Sage into their Wine. 
A Phyſician was ask'd the Queſtion whether Sage 
might be poiſoned, he anſwered affirmatively ; but 
to come to the Purpoſe, it muſt appear whether 
any venomous Creature hath poiſoned the Plant 
with her Spittle or Sanies: This which was light- 
Jy pronounced and only by Conjecture, was by the 
Eye found true, for at the Roots of this Bed of 
Sage was found a Hole in the Ground full of Toads, 
who coming out upon pouring in hot W ater, made 
it credible that the Herb was poiſoned by their 
Slaver or venomous Urine. Whereby you are to 
underſtand how indiſcreetly they a& who devour 
cither Herbs or Fruits freſh gather'd, without well 
waſhing or rinſing (at leaſt) of them. 
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The fame Author forbids the eating of Frogs in 
the Month of May, becauſe of the Report, that 
they then engender with Toads. | 
| Baccins * obſerves that of a whole Family he 
knew, feeding upon Frogs, the Maſter only got 
his Death the fame Day : He feeding eagerly as ve- 
hungry, upon an _— Stomach, by which 
the depraved Juices were ſtraight drawn into the 
Veſſels, whilſt they having had ſome other Repait 
before, the noxious Particles were longer before 
they could diffuſe arid exert themſelves, being part- 
ly thrown off by Vomit, and partly by a plenti- 
ful Looſeneſs coming on, which were the Means 
of their Preſervation: And thus do our Mounte- 
banks, faith he, who frequent the Market- places, 
having beforc-hand lin'd their Stomachs with Fat 
and unctuous Food, ſwallow down their Poiſon 
in the Sight of the People, to promote the Sale 
of their Trumpery and ' pretended Antidotes: 
Which keep floating in their Stomach 'till they 
have an Opportunity to retire and throw it up a- 
gain. And yet there are ſome Perſons, by a cer- 
tain Singularity of Temperament, or habitual Uſe 
of poiſonous Plants and Animals, are able without 
fuch Defenfative, to digeſt and overcome them; 
even as Food or Nouriſhment that is wholeſome : 
Thus Theophraſtus notes of ſome People in Thrace, 
who eat whole handfuls of white Hellebore. Mer- 
tarialis tells of a Man that could take Ziv. of Hem- 
lock at once without receiving any Detriment. 
Thus the Turks are very familiar as well with the 
Nux Vomica as Opium Mr. Ramſye ſays, himſelf 
knew a Gentleman about the Court of King C. 
the 1ſt, who would familiarly eat Toads raw as he 
found them, without the leaſt Inconveniency, be-

ing rather Nutriment unto him, and admitting of 
perfect Concoction: Altho* Parey reports thereof, 
that it is not only deadly when the Venom is ad- 
mitted inwardly, but even when ſprinkled on the 
Skin, unleſs they forthwith wipe the Place, and 
waſh it with Urine or Salt and Water. 

Among the Diagnoſicks, he reckons the turning 
Yellow, Swelling, difficult Breathing, Vertigo, 
Convulſions, — Sweats, Syncope, Cc. to which 
Sennertus joins a grownng pale and wan, yomit- 
ing, Seminis profiuvium, falling of the Hair, and 
ſometimes dropping out of the Teeth, with great 
Stupor, faith SE Ponreffer *, which ſhe communi- 
cates not only by her Urine, Spittle or Vomit, 
but her very Breath or Halitus emitted, will affect 
thoſe who ſtand too near her. 


As to the Cure, if the Poiſon was receiv'd in- 


wardly, 1 is propoſed for the immediate 
Diſcharge of the ſame, together with proper Cly- 
ſters, and afterwards the common Alexipharmicks, 
ſuch as the Theriaca or Confect. Damocratis diſ- 
ſolved in a Glaſs of good Wine; whereby the Pa- 
tient may be] diſpoſed to Sweat, for which others 
propoſe ſome brisk Exerciſe, or the Uſe of warm 
Baths. Sennertus treats the Hurt outwardly much 
the ſame Way with Parey, ordering the Part to 
be well waſhed with Man's Urine, Water and Salt, 
after anointing cum Ol. ex Vitel. Ov. vel Noſac. 
The reputed Antidotes are Juice of Betony, Plan- 
tane, Mugwort, Sc. Pliny writeth that their 
Heat and Spleen reſiſt Poiſon, but the bruiſed.Toad, 
or ſome Preparation thereof like thoſe of other ve- 
nomous Animals, rightly apply'd, will ſympathe- 
tically (as reported) extract their own Poiſon. 
Rondeletius in his Tradt de. Piſcibus affirms the 
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fame Things of the deleterious Property of this 
Creature, with others; yet he ſays they ſeldom 
bite, but caſt forth either their Urine, which they 
gather in a larger Quantity in a great Bladder, or 
elſe their venomous Spittle or even Breath, againſt 
thoſe they meet with or aſſail: Beſides the Herbs 
which they taint with their ſaid Breath, but much 
more ſuch as are embued with the Slaver or Urine, 
are ſufficient to deſtroy thoſe who cat them. 

The foreſaid Flaffenreſfer aſſerts in general, that 
the Bites and Stings of the Reptilia are to be treat- 
ed much alike with thoſe of the Viper, and ſer- 
pentine Kind: The Spittle, Urine or other Sa- 
nies of the Toad, ſays he, muſt be cleanſed well 
away with Urine or Salt- Water, or if the Poiſon 
was taken inwardly, you are to procure Vomit- 
ing; and farther to take off all the Symptoms, he 
extols the Confectio Diaſulphuris, thus deſcribed by 
Serapio.

The vulgar Opinion, according to one of the 
Jaſt named Authors, 1s falſe, viz. that the Toad- 
{tone, ſo called, is found in their Heads, which is 
eſteemed good againſt Poiſon: With which Dr. 
Brown * ſeems to concur, not for the Impoſſibility 
of the Thing, which is ſo very common in the 
Heads of Codds, Carps, Perches, alſo Snails, but 
for that this other is conceiv'd rather to be a mine- 
ral Concretion, of Kin to the Aferia or Lapis Stel- 
larum. | | 

That the Toad piſſeth, according to the Belief 
and uſual Accounts of Authors, is falſe, ſays the 
Doctor, (in the fame Chapter) for to ſpeak pro- 
perly, ſhe doth not urine, nor contain thoſe uri- 
nary Parts whi: hare found in other Animals to yoid 
that ſerous Excretion, as may appear unto any that 
exenterates or diſſects them: For therein will be 
found neither Bladder, Kidnies or Ureters any 
more than they are in Birds, which altho' they eat 
and drink, yet for the moiſt and dry Excretion have 
but one Vent and common Place of Excluſion, 
and with the ſame Propriety of Language, we may 
aſcribe that Action unto Crows and Kites, and this 
is verify'd not only in Frogs and Toads, but for 
ought I can diſcover, that may be true which Ari. 
ftotle affirmeth, that no oviparous Animal, that is, 
which either {pawn or lay Eggs, doth Urine, ex- 
cept the Tortoiſe. The Ground or Occaſion of 
this Expreſſion might hence ariſe, that IVads are 
ſometimes obſerved to exclude or ſpirt out a dark 
liquid Matter behind, which indeed we have ob- 
ſerved to be true, and a venomous Condition there 
may be perhaps therein; but it cannot be called 
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their Urine, not only becauſe they want thoſe Parts 
of Secretion, but becauſe it is emitted averſely or 
backward by both Sexes. 

That this Creature dry'd, and laid behind upon 
the Neck, ſtops bleeding at Noſe, is an old Tra- 
dition; but whether it effects otherwiſe than by 
the Fear (which of any Kind, is known to mode- 
rate the Courſe of this Fluid) the Patient may la- 
bour under from the Knowledge of ſo horrid a 
Creature's touching him, is by my ſelf truly held 
diſputable, who have never ſeen any great Feats it 
ad, where this Fear was abſent, or the Subject of 
the Experiment incapable of it. But if this Way 
it be uſeleſs, there are two other Preparitions high- 
ly valuable in the Judgment of ſome able and learn- 
ed Phyſicians, to compenſate in ſome Meaſure, its 
Malignity or Poiſon, the one is the Palvis Atbi- 
opicus mention'd by Dr. Bate, and to be found in 
the Pharmacop, thus directed, with the Vertues 
ſpecity'd. |

This Preparation is reported alſo to afford Help 
in Cancers, being taken internally and apply'd ex- 
ternally on the Ulcer, imbibing the corroſive Hu- 
mours and overcoming the Malignity of the fame. 

The other, with which we ſhall cloſe this long 
Chapter, tho? not the only, is a prime Ingredient 
in the antipeſtilential Amulet, highly recommend- 
ed for that Purpoſe by Guil. Fab. Hildanus & and in 
his Letter to Sennertus F thus fer forth. 
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There is no Room for you to doubt, but that 
the Amulet prepar'd of Arſnick, the Powder of 
Toads, c. worn about the Neck in Time of Pe. 
ſtilence, hath real Force againſt that Infection, by 
Way ot Preſervative. Ce Slotanus, that famous 
Surgeon and my honoured Maſter, held in greateſt 
Eſteem with his Prince the Duke of Cleeve, had 
always the ſame in great Repute, after long Expe- 
rience thereof, as he often affirm'd to me, on Per. 
ſons of all Ages; upon which I after order'ditmy 
ſelf with great Advantage. 

And in his Letter to Aubertus he writes thus. 

This Amulet is worthy Recommendation, and 
ſo highly eſteem'd, that in Times of Peſtilence, 
Pope Adrian himſelf would never be without it. 

The Form of the Pope's Amulet, together with 
that of his Maſter Slotanus, tho* not of ſo great 
Price, yet of equal Value, he deſcribes as follows.

MON the lower Claſs of animal Be- 
| ings; called Inſects, whoſe Bites or Stings 
are reckon'd venomous, is the Spider: 
Which altho' in ours, or ſome colder 
Climates, they are leſs dreaded, yet even with us, 
there are ſome (according to the Obſervation of 
the curious Dr. Liſter T, and ſuch are generally of 
the Octonocular Kind) whoſe Bites are pernicious 
and not to be contemned. Which Experiment 
was made by the renowned Harvey , as we may 
find by the following Paſſage. © Having for Tryal 
« fake prickt my Hand with a Needle, Latter rubbed 
the Point of the ſame Needle with the Tooth of 
the Spider, and perforated the Skin therewith in 
« another Part of my Hand, but could diſtinguiſh no 
“ Difference in the Senſe of the Punctures, however 
there was one remarkable enough in the Skin; for 
ein the invenom'd Puncture, oh ſame was ſoon 
* raiſed up into a Tubercle, looking red with Heat 
and Inflammation, riſing up as it were to ſhake off 
* the inflicted Evil.” But the Spider ſwallowed and 
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received into the Stomach, whether of Man or 
other Animals, is not always alike hurtful, of 
which Moufett * gives a ſingular Example, and 
which _— be infer'd from their being ſo much co- 
veted by ſmall Birds, to whom they are the great- 
eſt Dainties, and which they pick up without Diſ- 
tinction. A farther Proof of their being inoffen- 
five otherwiſe than by their Bites, we may take 
from their Webs, ſo much in requeſt among the 
Antients, and at this Day by the common People, 
apply'd to recent Wounds, on Account of the Flux 
of Blood, which are, according to Celſus, a noble 
Agglutinative for ſmall Hurts: Nay, there are ſome 
who hold the Humour flowing out of their Bo- 
dies, as a great Secret for theſe Purpoſes, ſo far 
are they thought from being hurtful by ſuch. A 
yet farther Indication is ſet down by that learned 
Author, in that the Eggs of theſe Inſects being 
depoſited on ſome Fruits or Herbs, are frequently 
(as may be made apparent) taken in, tho' unob- 
— and well digeſted by the moſt tender Sto- 
mach. 
Signior Redi, as in the Caſe of the Toad, takes 
Notice of this Creature, that altho' it prove poi- 
ſonous when inſtilling its Juice into the Wound, 
et may it not happen ſo at all Times when taken 
into the Stomach; to confirm which, Dr. Fairfax 
alledges Examples of ſeveral Perſons well known 
to him, . having been an Eye- witneſs to 
ſeveral of the Experiments) who have commonly 
ſwallowed Spiders, even of the rankeſt Kind, with- 
out any more Harm than happens to Hens, Robin- 
red- breaſts and other Birds, making them their daily 
Commons F. 5 | 
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Swammerdam *, in his Deſcription of this Crea- 
ture, fays, that thoſe Parts which are called by 
ſome others its Teeth, he rather takes for two 
ſtrong and ſpiked little Claws, or the pointed Parts 
of two little and leſs conſpicuous Feet, rather than 
Teeth properly, not much differing in Structure 
from the Sting of the Scorpion, with which th 

rick the Part in like Manner with him; and if 
o, faith he, there will be little other Difference 
than this, that the Spider carries its double Ungui- 
culi or Aculei in the fore Part of the Breaſt, whilſt 
the Scorpion darts out his ſingle one from the hin- 
der Part of its Body. Theſe Unguiculi, according 
to our Author, are made up for two little Joynts or 
Claws, with which they not only catch their Prey, 
but transfix and wound the ſame, after ſucking up 
the Juices of their Captives or Priſoners — 25 
Dr. Lifter takes Notice of thoſe forked Claws, but 
faith they proceed out of the Mouth it {elf of the 
Creature: Goedart ſays nigh thereunto; whilſt Dr. 
Mead, (as curious an Oblerver as any,) tells us f, 
that the Spider which lives upon Flies, Waſps, 
and the like Inſects, is provided with a hooked For- 
_ ceps, placed juſt by the Mouth, very ſharp and 

fine, with which he picrceth the Fleſh of thoſe 
little Creatures caught in his Web; and at the ſame 
Time infufeth a Juice into the Puncture, by which 
Means the Animal being kill'd, he ſucks out the 
Moiſture from the Body, and leaves it a dry husky 
Carcaſs. EY 

Mr. Yan Lewenhoeck would have the Poiſon dil- 
charg'd from the Claw it (elf, at the ſame Time the 
Wound is inflicted, contrary to Mead; who upon 
repeated Tryals doth affirm, that having fix'd its 
Claws upon the Prey, he obſerv'd a ſhort white 
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Proboſcis thruſt out of the Mouth, which inſtilled 
a Liquor into the Wound. 

Jacobus Hoefnagel (taken Notice of, as I remem- 
ber, by Swammerdam) Painter in Chief to his Im- 
perial Majeſty Rodolph, hath exactly colour'd by 
the Life, five and thirty ſeveral Species of this 
Inſect, with three hundred others, which are ſince 
cut upon Copper, and printed with the ſaid Em- 
peror's Licenſe and Privilege, being not inferior 
to thoſe of Goedart. 

But if our Engliſh Spider be not ſo venomous, 
E thoſe of ſome other Countries are reported to 

e ſo in a very high Degree; inſomuch that Sca- 
liger takes Notice * of a certain Species of them, 
(which he had forgotten) whoſe Poiſon was of fo 
ory Force as to affect one Yincentinus through the 

oal of his Shoe by only treading on it. Even in 
Gaſcony, he obſerves, there is a very ſmall Spider 
which running over a Looking-Glaſs, will crack 
the ſame by the Force of her Poiſon. 

Remarkable is the Enmity recorded between this 
Creature and the Serpent, as alſo. the Toad: Of 
the former it is reported, that lying (as he thinks 
ſecurely) under the Shadow of Tha Tree, the 
Spider lets her ſelf down by her Thread, and 
ſtriking her Proboſcis, or Sting into the Head, 
with that Force and Efficacy, e likewiſe 
her venomous Juice, that wringing himſelf about, 
he ſtreight grows giddy, and quickly after dies. 

When the Toad is bit or ſtung in Fight with 
this Creature, the Lizard, Adder, or other that is 
poiſonous; ſhe finds Relief from Plantane, as is ſaid, 
to which ſhe reſorts, and from whence that Plant 
is reckon'd one of the Specificks. 
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In her Combate with the Toad, the Spider uſeth 
the fame Stratagem as with the Serpent, hanging 
by her own Thread from the Bough of ſome 
Tree, and ſtriking her Sting into her Enemy's 
Head, upon which the other inraged, ſwells up 
and ſometimes burſts. To this Effect is the Rela- 
tion of Eraſmus, which he ſaith he had from one 
of the Spectators, of a Perfon lying along upon 
the Floor of his Chamber in the Summer Time, 
to ſleep in a ſupine Poſture, when a Toad creeping 
out of ſome green Ruſhes, brought juſt before in, 
to adorn the Chimney, gets upon his Face, and 
with his Feet fits — his Lips: To force off 
the Toad, ſays the Hiſtorian, would have been ac- 
counted ſudden Death to the Sleeper, and to leave 
her there very cruel and dangerous; ſo that upon 
Conſultation it was concluded to find out a 8 i 
der, which together with her Web and the Win- 
dow ſhe was taſten'd to, was brought carefully, 
and fo contrived as to be held perpendicularly to 
the Man's Face; which was no ſooner done, but 
the Spider diſcovering his Enemy, let himſelf down 
and ſtruck in his Dart, after betaking himſelf up 
again to his Web; the Toad ſwell'd, but as yer 
kept his Stationz the ſecond Wound is given 
quickly after by the Spider, upon which he twells 
yet more, but remain'd alive ſtill: The Spider 
coming down. again by his Thread gives the third 
Blow, and the Toad taking off his Feer from over 
the Man's Mouth, fell off dead. | 
And ſo much for the hiſtorical Part; I ſhall ſay 
ſomewhat now with relation to the Effects and 
Cure of the Poiſon; an Inſtance of which I re- 
member when a very young Practitioner, being 
ſent for to a certain Wa whoſe Cuſtom was 
uſually when ſhe went to the Vault by Candle- 
light, to go alſo a Spider-hunting, ſetting Fire to 
their Webs, and burning them with the Flame nd 
the 
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the Candle ſtill as ſhe purſued them. It happen' 
at length, after this whimſy had been follow'd 3 
long Time, one of them ſold his Life much dearer 
than thoſe Hundreds ſhe had deſtroy'd, by way of 
Revenge upon her for ſo many Murthers ſhe had 
committed; for lighting upon the melting Tallow 
of her Candle, near the Flame, and his Legs in- 
tangled therein, ſo that he could not extricate 
himſelf, the Flame or Heat coming on, he was 
made a Sacrifice to his cruel Perſecutor, who de- 
lighting her Eyes with the Spectacle, ſtill waiting 
for the Flame to take hold of him, he preſently 
burſt with a great Crack, and threw his Liquor, 
ſome into her Eyes, but moſtly upon her Lips; by 
means of which flinging away her Candle, ſhe 
cry'd out for Help, as 13 herſelf kill'd al- 
ready with the Poiſon: However, in the Night 
her Lips ſwell'd up exceſſively, and one of 
Eyes was much inflamed; alſo her Tongue and 
Gums were ſomewhat affected; and whether from 
the Nauſea excited by the Thoughts of the Li- 
quor getting into her Mouth, or from the venenate 
mpreſſion communicated by the nervous Fibrillz 
of thoſe- Parts to thoſe of the Ventricle, a conti- 
nual Vomiting attended : To take off which, when 
J was call'd, I order'd a Glaſs of mull'd Sack with 
Dj. of Sal Ahhinth. and ſome Hours after a Theria- 
cal Bole, which ſhe flung up again. I embrocated 


the Lips with the OI. crop. mixt with Ol. Ro. 


and in Conſideration of the Ophthalmy, tho'I was 
not certain but the Heat of the Liquor, rais'd by 
the Flame of the Candle, before the Body of the 
Creature burſt, might as well as the Venom, ex- 
cite the Diſturbance; (altho* Mr. Boyel's Caſe of a 
Perſon blinded by this Liquor dropping from the 
living Spider, makes the Latter ſufficient) yet ob- 
{ſerving the great Tumefaction of the Lips, togc- 
ther with the other Symptoms not likely to you 
rom 
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from ſimple Heat, I was inclining to the Belief of 
areal Poiſon in the Caſe; and therefore nor dari 
to let her Blood in the Arm, I did however, mis 
f good Succels, ſet Leeches to her Temples, which 
took off much of the Inflammation, and her Pain 
was likewiſe abated, by inſtilling a thin Mucilage 
of the Sem. Cydon. & Papav. Alb. in Ag. Ro. extr. 
. yet the Swelling on the Lips increaſed, upon 
; which in the Night ſhe wore a Cataplaſm prepared 
with a Decoct. Scord. Rutæ, Fl. Samb. thickend 
| with Farin. Orobi In the mean time her V omiti 
having left her, ſhe had given her between whiles 
alittle Draught of 4q Card. b. Scord. C. with ſome 
| of the Theriaca diſſolved; and upon going off of 
the Symptoms an old Woman came luckily in, 
who with Aſſurance ſuitable to thoſe People (whoſe 
Ignorance and Poverty is their Safeguard and Pro- 
tection) cook off the Dreſſings, promiſing to cure 
her in two Days Time, altho' ſhe made it as ma- 
ny Weeks, yet had the Reputation of the Cure; 
applying only Plantane-Leaves bruifed and mix'd 
with Cobwebs, droping the Juice into her Eye, 
and giving ſome Spoontuls of the fame inwardly, ' 
two or three Times a Day. | 
The ſame young Woman told me, before this 
Accident happen'd to her, the Smell of their Burn- 
ing oftentimes ſo affected her Head, as that the 
Objects about her ſeem'd often to turn round; ſhe 
ew faint alſo with cold Sweats, and ſometimes a 
ght Vomiting; yet ſo great was her Delight in 
Torturing theſe Creatures, and Beating up their 
Quarters, that ſhe could not forbear till one of 
them thus alarmed hers. 
Something a-kin to this was the Caſe related by 
Nic. Nicholus *, of a Man he ſaw at his Inn in Fo- 
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rence, burning a large black Spider in the Flame 
of a Candle, and ſtaying ſome Time in the Place; 
from the very Fume thence ariſing, grew feeble, 
and fell into a fainting Fit, ſuffering all Night 
ay Palpitation at Heart, and after a Pulſe ſo v 

ow as was ſcarce to be felt. He was recover, 


ſays the Relator, by giving him Theriaca mix'd with 
the Species Diamoſchu and Pulbv.* Zedoar. In the 
ſame City Nic. Florent. relates there happen'd a fad 
Misfortune in a certain Monaſtery, by which many 
of the Monks received their Death, by drinking 
Wine incautiouſly out of a Veſſel, in which a cer- 
tain venomous Spider was found drowned not- 
withſtanding what hath been before related of 
their being inoffenſively taken into the Stomach 
but theſe latter very likely, might be widely differ- 
ing, if not in their outward Form, yet in their in- 
ward compounding Particles, or their malign Na- 
ture and Properties. 

Galen taking Notice of this Inſect, ſubjoins this 
Interrogation; Who would think ſo ſmall a Crea- 
ture ſhould work ſo mighty an Alteration upon the 
whole Body of Man, as we find ſhe does, only by 
a little Dart or Sting juſt entring the outward Skin, 
by which certainly ſhe conveys a poiſonous Moi- 


ſture, or ſomething however more 1 prom yet 


ſtill venomous to the Blood? But it we conſider 
that this Skin being nervous, has Communication 
with other Parts, it will be eaſily reſolved, that 
a {mall Drop of Poiſon let into this outward Mem- 
brane, may impart its Force after the manner of a 
Vapour, or Aura Spiritalis, to far diſtant Places of 


the Body; by which we ſee, that in thoſe darker 


Ages as to anatomical Diſcoveries, it was then be- 
lieved the fame was perſpirable and permeable 
from the Circumference to the Center, & ve 
ver Sd. 
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Sennertus * takes Notice of the Signs of this 
Bite or Sting, to be a Stupor or Numbneſs upon 
the Part, with a Senſe of Cold, Horror, or Swel- 
ling of the Abdomen, Paleneſs of the Face, in- 
voluntary Tears, Trembling, Contractions, a per- 
petual Deſire to make Water, Convulſions, cold 
Sweats; but theſe latter chiefly when the Poiſon 
has been received inwardly. | 

As to the Cure, not lighting the uſual Alexi- 
pharmicks taken internally, he ſays the Place bitten 
muſt be immediately waſh'd with ſalt Water, or a 
Sponge dip'd in hot Vinegar, or fomented with a 
Decott. Malv. Orig. Serpil. after which a Cataplaſm 
muſt be laid on, prepared ex Fol. Laur. Rut. Porr. 
Farina Hord. cum Aceto coctis; allo Allium & Cepa 
conti /. Sterc. Caprin. cum Ficubus ping. Comedat Al- 
lum, & Vinum liberalius bibat. But if the Poiſon 
were admitted into the Stomach, Vomiting muſt 
be procured for its ſpeedy Diſcharge, avd then 
ſome proper Antidote preſcribed, among which 
Geſner commends, beyond all others, the pureſt, 
whiteſt, and fatteſt Roſin reſembling Franckincenſe. 
Fracaſtorius Bole and . taken inwardly, with 
which he recover'd a Perſon ſtung or bitten in the 
Neck by a venomous Spider T. See more in Zuin- 
ger. Theatr. hum. Vit. 475. alſo Panarol. Pent. 1. 
Giger. De Morſu Aran. lethali. | 

he next we intend to ſpeak to, 1s the Sting 
of the Bee and Waſp, however lighted by ſome; 
very troubleſome and dangerous to others: For 
the Deſcription of its Parts, I ſhall refer the 
Reader to ſome of the above-named Authors 
in their Books de Inſectis, ſuch as Leewenhoeck, 
Swammerdam, Goedart, Moufett, Jacobus Hoefna- 
gelius The Sting, the Part we are principally con- 
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cern'd with, is elegantly and truly deſcribed by 


Mr. Hook, formerly of Greſham College, in his cy- 
rious Tract which he calls Micrographia. Dr. Mead 
faith, that by the naked Eye (but it muſt be a v 

ood one) it may be perceiy'd to let through its 
8 in which himſelf, by the Glaſs, hath diſ- 
cover'd great Numbers of floating Salts, which 
mixing with the cutaneous Juices, raiſe a trouble- 
ſome Ferment, not appeas'd or laid for ſome time: 
The Manner of the Operation of theſe Salts upon 
thoſe Juices, is thus explicated by the laſt mention- 
ed Perſon, whoſe Modeſty gives it the Name of 
no improbable Conjecture *. 

That our Blood conſiſting chiefly of two Parts, 
a ſimple Lymph, and an infnite Number of ſmall 
Globules, containing a very ſubtle and elaſtick 
Fluid; theſe acute Salts, when mingled with it, 
do prick thoſe Globules or Veſiculæ, and fo let out 
their impriſon'd active Subſtance, which expand- 
ing it ſelf every way, muſt neceſſarily be the In- 
{trument of this ſpeedy Change and Alteration; 
and from ſuch an Hypotheſis as this, faith he, (it 
may be not very eaſily from any other) we may 
account for many of the ſuprizing Phenomena in 
the Fermentation of other Liquors. 

Bees, Waſps, and Hornets, faith Parey *, cauſe 
great Pain in the Skin wounded by their i 
on account of the Venom they dart into the 
Wound at the ſame time, yet are they ſeldom 
deadly, unleſs ſetting on People in Swarms; and 
thus according to Seunertus, as well as our Author, 


they have been the Death of Horſes. Their Sting - 


ing is found likewiſe to be more or leſs trouble. 
ſome, accordingly as they have prey'd afore-hand 
on other venomous Animals, out of which that 
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poiſonous Liquor is ar and ſeparated, till 
upon Occaſion the ſame is darted down by their 
Sting : And thus, according to Pliny, after they 
have fed upon poiſonous Plants, or upon the 
Bodies of Serpents, their Venom is much im- 
proved. 

It is allow'd on all hands, that the Sting of the 
Waſp is moſt pernicious, the Symptoms of whoſe 
Puncture are obſery'd to be great Pain preſently 
elt upon the Spot, which continues, if the Sting 
be left, as ſometimes happens, till the ſame be 
drawn forth, the Part ſwells, looks red, and riſeth 
into a little Puſh like a Bliſter: If the Sting be 
left behind, the ſame is to be drawn forth as ſoon 
as may, by opening the Skin, and picking of it 
out, if it cannot be got forth by ſucking ; after 
which bruiſed Creſſes = be apply'd to the Place, 
which are proper to diſcuſs the Humour. Ox- 
Dung macerated in Oil and Vinegar, and apply'd 
hot, is Galen's Medicine, and recommended by ſe- 
veral others: Some apply the Creatures themſelvcs 
bruiſed, or (which ſeems better, being a great Me- 
dicine with Fab. Hild.) an Oil prepared with them 
after the Manner of the Oil of Scorpions. Vine- 
gar, Honey, and Salt is a Remedy order'd by Pa- 
rey, apply d excceding hot, with Cloths allo dipt 
therein, and laid upon the Place : Sulphur vive, 
faith he, temper'd with Spittle, is approved alſo 
for the ſame. | 

The milky Juice of unripe Figs, incorporate 
with Honey, or, which is better, with Theriaca, 
is a Medicine of the fame Author's; who by way 
of Preſervative adviſeth to anoint with the Juice 
of Mallows and Oil ; for then, faith he, theſe 
Creatures will not aſſault nor ſting you. | 

It is reported of this Inſect, (whether fabulous 
or not, I ſhall not think my ſelf anſwerable,) that 
finding a dead Viper, ſhe dips her Sting in the o- 
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ther's Poiſon, and thence the firſt Invention of 
poiſoning the Heads of Arrows. 

Sennertus orders a Cataplaſm to the Place ſtung, 
ex Farin. Hord. Malv. Plant. cum Aceto prep. and 
for the internal Adminiſtration (citing Ardoynus ) 
the Suc. Coriandri cum Saccharo, which is moreover 
recommended by another of the Antients, as the 
only Bezoar for the Sting of the Bee or Waſp. 
Bur if after all, great Fervour or Heat ariſe here- 
from, by Means of the Venom, you are to treat 
the Patient as if labouring of a malignant Fever. 

Some of our Country People apply hot Cow- 
dung upon the Part, others anoint only with Ho- 
ney, or lay on ſome bruiſed Mallows, with which 
they pretend to remove all Hurts of this Nature, 
tho' I have known them foil'd, and ſometimes diſ- 
appointed. 

Z. Luſitanus* gives this following Account of 
a Boy, who playing ignorantly near the Bee-hive, 
one of them ſtung him molt ſevercly over his Eye- 
brow, on which immediately enſued great Pain, 
Tumour and Inflammation; I being call'd in for 
my Aſſiſtance, from the Authority of ſome of the 
Antients, preſcrib'd the Cataplaſm of boil'd Mal- 
lows, mix'd with Womens Milk : for this is not 
only a good lenient Medicine, but is ſuppos'd to 
have a ſingular Property againſt this Venom; but 
finding great Heat and Redneſs ſtill increaſing, I 
laid on ſome green Bay- leaves, another of the Spe. 
cificks : Returning home from Dreſſing him, I 
conſulted my Authors, and the next Day ſcarify'd 
and dilated the Parts, for the eaſier Diſcharge of 
the Venom, as Halyabbas directs: Dreſſing him up 
cam Ciner. calid. according to Algaravius, adding 
thereto, by the Direction of Ponzettus, Ferment!

aligzod; and in the Interim cum Chriſtophoro de Ho- 
wſtis, he took inwardly the Suc. Coriand. cum Sacc. 
approved highly in theſe Caſes by Avicen. Finally 
leaving no Stone unturn'd (tho' if he had turn'd 
over the Indications, and fewer of his Authors, 
very likely the Child had far'd better) the Boy grew 
till worſe; for being plethorick, and of a groſs 
Habit of Body, the Fever and other Symptoms 
got ground, in ſpite of all Endeayours from Alexi- 
pharmicks and Topicks z the Diſeaſe ſpreading to- 
wards the Temple, and affecting the Parts round 
about with Gangrene; upon which, ſcarifying the 
fame deeply, the Venom was diſcharged, and the 
Diſtemper giving way, after much Labour and 
Difficulty the Youth eſcaped. 

A Noble Woman, faith Fab. Hild. * ſitting at her 
Dinner, in the Dog-days, was ſtung by a Waſp 
upon her left Wriſt; after which immediately a- 
role ſo intenſe and ſevere a Pain, that ſhe fell into 
a fainting Fit, and was carry'd from her Table to 
her Bed ; where recovering her Senſes, ſhe per- 
ceived the Pain ſtill increaſing, and {ſtretching it 
elf up by the Arm all over the Body; upon which 
there aroſe ſmall Bliſters full of clear Water, as is 
uſual upon Burns. In the Evening, as alſo the 
next Morning, her Husband order'd her to be a- 
nointed all over with ſome excellent Oil of Scor- 
pions he had by him, and a plentiful Sweat being 
promoted with a good Doſe of the Lapis Bezoar, 
ſhe was ſhortly reſtor'd, not without the Loſs of 
the outer Skin peeling all over her Body. 

Thus, continues he, (in his Letter ad Dm. Georg. 
Fabrum) we ſee how ſmall an Inſe& may carry a 


Poiſon ſtrong enough, vie Former to the noble 
Parts, to create much Miſchief z a plain Admoni- 
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tion to us, that we neglect not the Sting of x 
Waſp, one of which I have known degenerate in- 
to an incurable Ulcer, oppoſing the Endeavours of 
ſome of the greateſt and beſt Artiſts, which Caſe 
may be found at large in Obſerv. 78. following. 
In Anſwer to this Epiſtle, Faber returns a like 
Hiſtory of a Caſe happening at Patavium (a City of 
the Yenetians, where he liv'd with his Maſter Ju]. 
Gaſſer. Placentinus) to a Gentlewoman, ſtung on 
the Mezacarpium; after which enſued great Pain, 
Inflammation, Fever, Delirium, bilious Vomiting: 
This Accident he obſerves to have been increaſed 
by the great Heat of the Weather, and befalling 
none of the beſt Habits of Body : However, to 
remedy the Symptoms, and remove the Diſeaſe, 
Placentinus both ſcarify'd and cauteris'd the Part, 
directing Bezoardicks, and whatever elſe was 
thought requiſite z and by theſe Means, with 
great Difficulty, freed her from the moſt imminent 
Danger. In his following Obſerv. 80. the ſame 
Hildanus tells us, that being ſent for to a ſtout 
young Country Fellow, on the ſixth Day after he 
had been ſtung on the Cheek, near the leſſer Can- 
thus of the Eye; he found the ſame, from the ex- 
ceeding Venom of rhe Sting, over-run upon that 
whole Side of the Face, with a livid or black Co- 
lour, and perfectly gangren'd. Having order'd a 
Clyſter to be ready, he ſcarify'd all the gangren'd 
Parts, and dreſs'd them with Agyptiacum, and other 
Medicaments proper in that Caſe : Ar the ſame 
Time he bled him, and order'd a Cholagogue the 
next Morning, ex Infuſ. Rhabarb. Syr. Ro. fol. & 


Ele. O Succ. Rof. on which the Symptoms remit- - 


ted, and continuing all neceſſary Applications to 
the Face, ftill purging betwixt whiles with the 
ſame Infuſion, he recover'd him; whilſt at the 


ſame time another, with whoſe Name he acquaints 
us, upon ſuch an Accident, falling into ill Hands 
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and * great Pains, came off at laſt with one 
of his Eye-lids inverted, and a total Loſs of Sight 
ſome time after. 

The Leech, by the Latins named Hirudo, is well 
known among us, being uſed very commonly to 
ſupply the Place of a Lancer, in thoſe who From 
Fear will not, or in ſuch whoſe Veins being in- 
conſpicuous and imperceptible, cannot be let Blood 
otherways. 

They are. likewiſe of good Service after the o- 
ther general Evacuation, to derive the Blood from 
ſome particular Part, or empty it from others where 
it lies ready for a Diſcharge, if ſuch Diſcharge be 
found neceſſary that Way to be made. Thus in 
ſevere Head-achs, or Defluxion from the Eye, as 
Ophthalmies, they do good Service, apply'd to the 
Forehead, Temples, or behind the Ears: And 
thus alſo in a Suppreſſion of a wonted haxmorrhoi- 
dal Flux, where the Veſſels are turgid, or full and 
painful for want of their cuſtomary Diſcharge, they 
are uſed to give Vent and promote the Evacuation, 
by applying them to thoſe Parts: But yet not 
without Caution and Deliberation firſt had, as has 
been taken Notice of in our Chapter of the Piles. 
But the Uſe of theſe, however ſeemingly innocent, 
has not been free from Dangers, and many great 
Inconveniencies, as we find in ſundry Writers: 
They are ſaid to be at ſome Times, or rather 
in ſome Places, truly venomous : Of which Kind 
I reckon are meant thoſe taken out of ſtanding or 
putrid Waters, ſtinking Pools and Ditches: On 
the contrary, thoſe from pure and clear Waters, 
with their Backs greeniſh, and their Bellies reddiſh, 
as Charrier obſerves, are of themſelves inoffenſive, 
the Black and Hairy being rejected as venomous. 
If any Accident attend the other and harmleſs Kind, 
it is likely more imputable to Miſmanagement, ci- 
ther forcing them off violently, by which their 
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Teeth are left behind, raiſing after ſome untoward 
Accident, as Inflammation, Abſceſs, or the like: 
Or ſetting them upon Parts ſubject to Influx, or 
on which much Humour is already fallen, when 
no Wonder there ſhould be more {till this Way in- 
vited, to the Hazard of Apoſtemation, Gangrene 
or Mortification, the Caſe probably of Meſſalinus 
the Roman Conſul, who Pliny * faith loſt his Life 
by affixing Leeches to his Knees, but tells not upon 
what Occaſion they were there fixed, only that 
their Heads were left behind in the Place: Which 
might be the Fault of the Attendant, as well as of 
the Leech. For 'tis not the Nature of this Crea- 
ture, ſo far as I have obſerved, to leave either 
Hcads or Teeth behind them, if they are let alone 
to fall off themſelves, when fully ſatiated with 
their Repaſt, the Blood they ſuck; nor will they 
do it, I believe, if diſturbed from their Work on- 
ly by the common Salts or Bitters laid about their 
9 the Particles of which, ſo ſoon as ever the 

perceive, they eaſily let go their Hold, without 
need of any Force to occaſion their Separation, 
which by no means is to be promoted by pulling 
them, or handling them with Violence: There 
have been indeed fatal Conſequences attending their 
Application, as we have obſerved before in the 
latter End of the fourth Chapter of the ſecond 
Part of this Treatiſe: But theſe were purely ow- 
ing to their incautelous, not to ſay ignorant, Ap- 
plication, as appears manifeſt. So that when du- 
ly circumſtantiated, one of the greateſt Troubles I 
have had with them, has been to reſtrain their 
bleeding after they come off, which ſometimes 
creates a little Trouble, eſpecially when ſet to ſome 
froward Children, about the Neck or other Parts 
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where convenient Bandage cannot be apply'd to 
ſecure the Dreſſing: At which Times they will 
ſometimes blecd longer than we would have them, 
notwithſtanding common Applications to prevent 
it: And when the Flux ſeems to be reſtrain'd, if 
the Blood be hot and thin with a quick and high 
Pulſe, as in Fevers, a Fit of Crying ſhall undo the 
Work and break through all afreſh. Thus I re- 
member when I firſt began to practiſe, being ſent 
for five Miles out of Town to attend a Gentleman's 
Child in the Summer-time, I got there by four 
o' Clock, and ſet on a Couple of Leeches, which 
after they had done their Buſineſs fell, and the 
Places were ſuffered to bleed ſome little while af- 
ter; the Blood running down apace by Drops, I 


apply d ſome Faris. Trit. with a Compreſs dipt in 


Oxycrate, and gave the Nurſe a Charge to keep 
her Fingers cloſe upon the Parts, as they grew 


warm {till dipping them in cold Water. It was 


low under the Ear they happen'd to fix, and the 
more difficult to bind any thing on: Leaving this 
Charge, I took my Horſe and rid two Miles far- 
ther, when returning to the Houſe in about an 
Hour, I found the Nurle taking on that the 
Child would bleed to Death, and ſurely the Leeches 
either were not good, or they were not ſet right. 
The Infant ſeemed truly by the Cloaths to have 
loſt a pretty deal of Blood, and was turning pale: 
Which made me hope I ſhould have leſs Trouble 
to repreſs the Flux: The ſame uſually ceaſing up- 
on any Syncope. I perceiv'd the good Woman 
had been at Work with Cobwebs, Bole Armony, 


Tinder, and ſuch like. I ſent {ſtraight to the A- 


pothecary for a Bit of crude Vitriol or Alum, 
and diſſolving ſome of the ſame in a Spoonful of 
Water, dipt a Compreſs of Lint therein, and 
ſtrew'd over it ſome fine Powder of the ſame Vi- 
triol, which I kept cloſe with my Finger for a 

Quarter 
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Quarter of an Hour: When during this Compreſ. 


ſion the Child bled not a Drop, but recovering its 
Fainting, and growing reſtlels, as being held in 
the fame Poſture, it fell into a Fit of crying and 
holding the Breath, ſtraining the Muſcles of the 
Neck, by which, altho' I kept my Finger cloſe, it 
ran down again as at firſt: I then made up a freſh Com- 
preſs, and ſtopt it again, ſhifting my Fingers by Turns 
to eaſe my ſelf, and thus I continu'd for near an Hour: 
Hoping by this time we had a little Eſchar or Slough 
made by the Vitriol. Upon taking off my Finger 
it ſeem'd to ſtop to my great Satisfaction. I then 
left more Pledgits for the Nurſe, and ſent to the 
Apothecary in the Town, to give him Inſtruction 
if any freſh Eruption ſhould happen : When go- 
ing to take Horſe at the Door, the Nurſe looking 
towards the Place, found all in freſh Blood, hav- 
ing made its Way thro' the Dreſſings. I then gave 
my Horſe to the Servant to pur again into the 
Stable, and return'd into the Houle, taking off 
the bloody Cloths, I clapt cloſe down another 
Compreſs to ſecure it, whilſt I order'd the Apo- 
thecary to bring me a little Vial of his Ol. Yitriol: : 
Which being come, I ſhook it up againſt the 
Cork, and clapt the Bottom of the ſaid Cork up- 
on one Orifice, which it was only big __ to 
cover, then upon the other, which ſeem'd in a 
manner ſecure. Upon the Touch with the Cork, 
the Child, through the Smart, cry'd much: How- 
ever, the Orifice ſeem'd thereby ſhrivel'd up, and 
the Bleeding next to nothing. I then apply'da freſh 


Pledgit upon the Orifice which had bled laſt, the 


other being perfectly ſtopt: And ſaw the Child's 
Jead bound up again, yet notwithſtanding, before 
the Nurſe had made an End, altho' there was a 
Linen-bolſter made of ſeveral .Folds of Cloth, the 
innermoſt ſprinkled over with Farina, the Blood 
was got through: It being now late, and Ho 
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fr me to think of going Home; whilſt I was 
muſing what I had belt to do, I eſpy'd a Tobacco- 
pipe in the Chimney-Corner, and putting the ſame 
into the Fire, not letting the Nurſe know my In- 
tention, I order'd her to take all off again: The 
oor Woman, affrighted, took no Notice, but 
when the Dreſſings were off, and the Pipe, as I 
thought, hot, I fetch'd it from the Fire, making 
them believe I would let the Blood drop upon it, 
and that way ſtop the Bleeding: When taking 
my Opportunity whilſt her Head was turned an- 
other Way, and the Pipe heated a ſecond time, 
being brought me, I — clap'd the End of it, 
red hot as 1t was, upon the bleeding Hole, which 
I juſt touch'd, and threw away the Pipe, the 
Child not 7 1 ſo much as at the Vitriol. After 
this finding all ſecure, I apply'd nothing but a lit- 
tle dry Lint, and a Bit of defenſative Emplaſter, 
leaving behind me ſome of my Cerat. de Lap. Calam. 
to cure it as a Burn, ordering her only ro take 
Care ſhe forced not off the Dreſſing, till it grew 
looſe of it ſelf: Getting then on Horſeback, I made 
the beſt of my Way Home; and in few Days after, 
heard my little Patient had bled no more, the Cruſt 
caſting off, and healing with two or three Dreſſings. 
And this indeed was the only Caſe I ever met with, 
ſo troubleſome and perplexing after ſetting on of 
Leeches, and which ſhall ſuffice me to have ſpoken 
of them. | 
There are ſeveral other little Inſects, whoſe Bites 
or Stings upon the outward Parts are very trouble- 
{ome to us for a ſhort Time, ſuch as thoſe of the 
Gnat, and Piſmire or Ant, with ſome others : 
But the Diſturbance from theſe lighter Hurts go- 
ing off generally of themſelves, like thoſe from 
the Nettle and Cow-age : Or if (which is very 
rare) any unuſual Symptom ariſeth, requiring ſome- 
thing alike Treatment with the others — 
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tion'd, we ſhall take no farther Notice of them: 
Nor yet of ſuch Hurts as are inflicted either ſuper- 
ficially, or otherwiſe, from poiſon'd Inſtruments, 
which require much the fame Method to with- 
ſtand their Malignity, and ſecure the vital and ani- 
mal Parts from the ſame their deſtructive Influence, 
with thoſe occaſioned immediately by the venom- 
ous Creature, from whence the Poiſon was bor- 
rowed.. Thus Ariſtotle | Lib. de Mirab.] acquaints 
us, that it was cuſtomary with the Scy7h7ans, whom 
we call Tartars, (a People in the northern Parts of 
Aſia, famous (I ſhould ſay infamous) for ſuch Prac- 
tices) to hunt the Vipers after they had brought 
forth their Young, which having taken, they ſuf- 
fer'd to pine and waſte, till their Bodies were turn- 
ed into a putrid Sanies, after which they took the 
Blood of a Man, and mixing them together in a 
Pot cloſe cover'd, they bury'd the fame in Dung, 
to forward its Corruption: Then taking off the 
ſerous Part of the Blood, together with the vipe- 
rine Sanics ſwimming on the Top, they reſerved 
it for their deadly Pxick or Venom: And who- 
ever it was given to, ran immediately ſtark mad, 
howling and crying like ſo many Wolves. More 
of this, with the Antidotes, may be found in Lan- 
gius, Tom. 1. Epiſt. 68. Pliny, Nat. Hiſt. Lib. 11. 
C. v2. Schenkias, Lib. 7. Obſ. 11. 

In like manner, the [ndians at this Day, as Dr. 


Alecad obſerves from Bontius, make uſe of the Ve- 


nom of the Lizard, called Gecco, which they hang 
up by the Tail, and whipping, exaſperate him till 
he diſcharge his Poiſon : In which they tinge their 
Darts, and a very flight Wound from the Wea- 
pon, according to the Hiſtorian, is ſpeedy Death. 
Now the Remedies proper to overcome the Hurts 
given by the poiſonous Animal it ſelf, will very pro- 
bably beſt conduce to the healing thoſe made by an 
Inſtrument imbued with the Poiſon from that _ 

N mal:

mal: And in likelihood it may ſeem, the Poiſon from 
the Animal, exalted by Rage and Fury, when ir 
inflicts the Wound, ſhould exceed that Poiſon 
which is collected after Death, and unaſſiſted b 


thoſe outragious Spirits, unleſs the Want thereof 
be furniſhed by the deviliſh Art of the Yenifict. 


To ſupply however in ſome Things, the Defects 
of this Chapter, we ſhall preſent our Reader with 
a Piece of Antiquity from Damocrates, Author of 
the fam'd Confection: Who hath compriz'd ſun- 
dry Antidotes uſed in thoſe Days, agajnſt the 
Wounds and Stings of venomous Creatures in 
Verſe, agreeable to thoſe Times. 


DAMOCRATIS 


Ad Reptilium & Canis Rabidi Morſum,

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APPENDIX 


Concerning the Efficacy of 


Local Remedies. 


PAIN G finiſh'd what I had to ſay 


upon certain Diſtempers, wherein the 
skin is either primarily or ſeconda- 
9 | rily ſome Ways affected: I hope the 

Reader will not be diſpleaſed, if I 
add a few Words concerning the 
Force of ſome outward Remedies, if not wholl 
ſubduing by themſelves, ar leaſt aſſiſting towards 
the Removal of certain internal Maladies. B 
which I would not be underitood, as if a Plaiſter, 
Pultis, or Liniment laid upon the Outſide of the 
Skin, and extending its Virtue no farther, could 
produce any great Matters: But that ſome ſubtil 
Particles from the ſame, inſinuating themſelves by 
the Pores, may get into the Blood and nervous 
Juice; by altering whoſe Texture, one way or 
other, ſome very conſiderable Change may be in- 
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duced, as certainly as from the Medicine taken in 
by the more obvious Paſſages. Bur ſuch is the 
Misfortune, that as on the one Side through Bi- 
gotry, Superſtition, and Over-credulity, we want 
not thoſe who are apt to impute too much, as in 
the Torquis Infantum, and the ſeveral other ridicu- 
lous Periapta, Characters, Sc. worn as Charms for 
Ague, Epilepſies, and the like: So on the other, 
ſome Gentlemen have been ſo very ſhy, not to ſay 
incredulous, as to flight and diſregard all other 
external Application, how ſerviceable ſoever and 
expedient they have been found; and 'tis common 
for them to overlook the Pericarpia, Supplantalia, 
or any of thoſe we call the Epithemata in their 
Practice. ; 

Indeed, as I never could lay much Streſs on the 
former, ſo having ſeen at ſome times very remarka- 
bly good Effects from the latter, I think they ought 
not to be caſhier'd, but rather recommended. Nor 
do I think I need much Labour to convince thoſe 
who by their Skill and Knowledge in the animal 
Structure, are already fatisfy'd that its Mechaniſm 
is ſuch, as will afford an Entrance very eaſy to the 
finer Parts of the outward Medicine, into its inmoſt 
Receſſes: Being much further'd by the Warmth 
of thoſe they lie upon, and entring the Pores in 
the Form, at leaſt, of an Halitus, if not more ſub- 
ſtantially. | 

It may be difficult, I know, to explicate the 
Modus, or Way of their Operation upon the ſan- 
. or nervous Fluids, after they have enter'd: 

ut *tis eaſy to prove they do both enter and ope- 
rate, by their conſequent Effects. 

Thus, beſides the many Inſtances might be 
produc'd from Authors of undoubred Credit, I my 
ſelf have known two Children kill'd, by an Over- 
purgation from barely rubbing in a little Ointment 
(pothbly that de Arthanita) upon their Navels, re-

tommended by a wiſe Woman to kill Worms: 
The Particles of which getting into the Pores and 
intangling themſelves among the nervous Fibrille of 
the ſubjacent Viſcera, lay conſtantly and inceſſantly, 
like ſo many Stimuli, provoking the Bowels to 
ſhake them off, which not able to effect, arid their 
Forces ſpent, EY all Aſſiſtance called 
in from lenient and anodyne Clyſters, Reſtringents; 
and Opiates, to get a Truce with the Enemy, an 
univerſal Convulſion, as the laſt Effort, came on; 
and Death quickly enſued after. 1 

Fernelius makes mention of ſuch an Ointment, 
that being daubed on the Belly, purges 5 ge & 
But you cannot (as Bonet wiſely obſerves) make 
Trial of it, or the like, without Cenſure or Loſs 
of Reputation. Of this and its Conſequence, read 
Fab. Hild. his Diſcourſe De Dy/enteria, Cap. 8. 

The Effects of Quickſilver rubbed on the out- 
ward Skin, are too well known to want any Re- 
cital: I have hinted at ſome of them in the fore» 
going Treatiſe; when worn only in a Girdle; and 
the ſame will alſo furniſh very ſurpriſing Effects, if 
not of that, yet of other Poiſons. apply'd outwardly. 

Now if, as appears plain, the Particles of one 
Sort of Medicine, entering our Bodies, By means 
of the cutaneous Pores, are able to excite ſuch in- 
teſtine Feuds as are very difficult, if at all, to be 
appealed without the Deſtruction of the whole a- 
nimal Fabrick : It will ſurely be allow'd, that thoſe 
of another Kind, may both enter the ſame Way, 
and by their friendly or agreeable Natures, com- 
pole the jarring Principles, and amicably allay the 
Storm or Hurrican raiſed from within. 

From theſe Words a certain Toy- Medicine-1Mon- 
ger, or a Dealer in Phy/ical Baubles has taken tlie 
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Liberty to amuſe his Reader with a Perſuaſion that 
I am a Friend to Amulets, and other his ridiculous 
Appenſa, for the Cure of Difcaſes, as I am told he 
hath publiſh'd in one of his ſmall Pamphlets, di- 
{tribured gratis, but with a View of bringing great 
Gain to himſelf. Tis true, he has Modeſty enough 
to tell the World, that I am a Friend where Evi- 
dence forceth me. 

In anſwer to which, I think my ſelf concern'd 
ſo far as to reply, that I never met with ſuch Evi- 
dence in any of his ludicrous Argumentation: nor 
will there be found any Parallel between the Ef- 
fects of Remedies I am now treating of, apply'd 
immediately to the Skin of any Part of our Bodies, 
either in Form of Fomentation, Ointment, or En- 
plaſter, or any other of the Epithems, ſo named 
by Phyſicians, and his apiſh Fopperies of Beads or 
Gout-Stones, the former to be hung about Chil- 
drens Necks, the latter worn in the Garments of 
as childiſh People: For altho' it may be very poſſi- 
ble that an Ointment rub'd upon the Skin, ſhould 
purge, cauſe Reſt, raiſe a Salivation, or the like; 
yet will none of them have any ſuch Effect when 
carry'd about us. 

It muſt be own'd, that ſome have been ſo ſimple 
to forbid Cantharides being worn in the Pocket, 
becauſe the ſame in Plaiſters have ſometimes occa- 
ſfion'd the making of a bloody Water: Bur thelc, 
as our learned Dr. Freind * ſays, © are rather the 
& Figments of dreaming Perſons, than Diſputes 
« of Phyſicians. b 

The great Principle of Attraction, by which our 
new Philoſophy ſolves all the Phenomena of natu- 
ral Bodies, was by its Author I never intended to 
be thus abuſed, who how ſtrenuous an Advocate 
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ſoever for the ſame, yet always allows, that as 
there mult be a definite Make, and Peculiarity of 
Texture in Bodies, thus acting upon one another; 
ſo alſo a determinate Space between, or Proximity 
of each to other before they operate or aflociate : 
none of them being capable of exerting themſclves 
extra Spheram Attivitatis. 

But indeed I think it is paying too great a Re- 
gard to Trifles, to dwell longer upon a Subject cal- 
culated merely to delude the Ignorant, and to pick 
their Pockets; or in other Words, by putting 
a Child's Playrthing into, attracting their Money 
out of them. | 

To reſume now the Thread of our Diſcourſe, 
and confirm our former Poſition, I well remember 
(for 'tis not long time ſince) when ſundry cordial 
and ſtomachick Remedies had been given (altho” 
the beſt of our commonly ſuppoſed 4zti-emeticks) 
without taking Effect, upon a perpetual Niſus of 
the Ventricle to throw up its Contents; a Flannel 
wrung hot out of a Decoction of Mint and W orm- 
wood, with ſome of the Aromaticks, preſently al- 
lay'd the Hurry, and quieted the Orgaimus of the 
enraged Spirits, which had occaſion'd this Inverſi- 
on of the periſtaltic Motion. 

Greg. Horſt. * tho' he owns it above his Compre- 
henſion, acknowledgeth the ſame good Effect en- 
ſued the wearing Wormwood only in the Socks, 
which both corrected the Weaknels of Stomach in 
a certain Nobleman, and took off his Nauſca or 
Loathing. | 

The like good Effects are common from the 
warm or hot Epithemes laid upon the Region of 
the Abdomen, in the Cholick and Iliac Paſfon, as 
allo in Dyſenteries and other Fluxes, taking Rite

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from the exorbitant Motion of the nervous Fluid, 
ſtirred up either by Hlatus or ſome ſtimulating Hu- 
mours this Way derived, when the Medicaments 
taken inwardly have not ſucceeded. 

Nor is it any thing ſtrange, that the Efuvia 
from an outward Medicine entering our Bodies, 
ſhould work ſuch conſiderable Alterations, if we 
conſider that the efficient Cauſe of the moſt ſur- 
prizing and veg Diſtempers within, ſuch 
as the Apoplexy, Epilepſy, and ſundry others of 
the convulſive and hyſteric Kind J conſiſts as it 
were in Vapour, and borders ſo nearly upon im- 
material Beings (if I may be allow'd the Word) 
whilſt the molt deſtructive ones alſo from without, 
as in the Plague and other Peſtilential Diſeaſes, 
have thoſe which are as imperceptible to our 
Senſes for their Parent. If it be objected, that thoſe 
latter are let in by the more large and open Paſſages 
of the Mouth and Noftrils, we anſwer, Each Pore 
of the Skin is a ſufficient Paſſage, which if lettin 
in the mercurial Globules betore obſerved, wil 
fcarce deny Admittance, or prove impermeable, to 
much finer Corpuſcles, both falutary and deſtruc- 
tive. 

It is our Buſineſs at preſent to evince that they 
may and do get in, even by thoſe cutaneous Pores 
an being enter'd, do alſo produce very conſidera- 
ble Changes and Alterations. Thus in the Caſe of 
Agues, whoſe Fits are often ſtopt by the only Ap- 

lication of certain Medicines to the Wriſt; the 
earned Willis thus diſcourſeth. 

* Thoſe Empirical Remedics, which are faid to 
cure intermitting Fevers, are of that Sort, which 
drive away the approaching Fit without any Eva- 
cuation, ſuch as ſome of the Epicarpia, or Medi- 
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cines apply d to the Pulſe in the Wriſts; Supplan- 
talia, to the Feet; Epitbems and Amulets to the 
Region of the Heart. Some of theſe are ſo common- 
ly known to help, that their Effects are ſometimes 
warranted under ſome Forfeiture conſiderable. 
Now as to the Mode of Operation, faith he, it is 
clear that thoſe external Applications do impart 
ſome Force and Action to the Blood and Spirits, 
by which the Turgeſcency, or Swelling up of the 
Blood with the Feveriſh Matter and Fermentation, 
are ſtopt, (viz.) from the Medicine ty'd about the 
Body, certain little Bodies or Efluvia are com- 
municated to the Blood, which do very much fix 
and bind together the Particles thereof, or elſe as 
it were precipitate them, by tuſing and ſhaking 
them: And by either Way the ſpontancous 
growing hot of the Blood is prevented, as when 
cold Water is put into a boiling Pot, or as when 
Vinegar or Alum is flung into new or working 
Beer, preſently Fermentation ceaſes, and the Li- 
quor acquires a new Taſte and Conſiſtency, where- 
by it becomes fit to be drunk, as if it had been 


kept to ripen a long time. That theſe Ague- 


ſtoppers in particular do work after ſome ſuch 
Way, is plainly ſeen, for that many of them of 
principal Note do excel in a ſtyptic or binding 
Force, or elſe with a precipitating Virtue. But 
be this as it will, it is certain and indubitable, that 
the febrile Paroxyſm is often ſtop'd by outward 
Application, even where ſtrong Faith or Imagina- 


tion have had no Share. A remarkable Inſtance 


of which, we have (taken Notice of ſome Years 
paſt) in the famous cinnabarine Plaiſter, laid (tho” 
not to the Wriſts) upon the Stomach : I mean 
that of Dr. Bates, which he intitles the Einplaſtrum 
Febrifugum Magnum, of which his Tranſlator (ſel- 
dom ſhort in thoſe Encomiums) tells us, that in a 
hundred Examples together, it hath not tailed once. 

| It 
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It is ſufficient to my Purpoſe, that it cureth four 
in fix, and that I have known it do, in all Ages, 
Sexcs and Conſtitutions, as well Quotidian, as Ter- 
tian and Quartan. So that from the Premiſſes we 
think it reaſonable to infer, that many of our Epi- 
thems, whether in the Form of Plaiſter, Fotus, 
Liniment, or otherwiſe; and apply'd either to the 
Forehead, Temples, Heart, Stomach, Belly, Wriſts, 
Feer, or other Parts of the Body, are neither to be 
laid aſide, nor thought by any means uſeleſs. 
We ſaid ſomething before of the antipeſtilen- 
tial Amulet; but that, with the Manner of its O- 
eration referr'd to, _ a little remote from our 
urpoſe, however well-atirmed in its good Effects, 
as not acting upon the Skin itſelf, but only by a 
kind of Sympathy, concentering, as ſome imagine, 
the peſtilent Effluvia to itſelf, that they may not 
enter thereinto; we leave every one to think as 
they pleaſe: Whilſt among the external or local 
Remedics, we reckon the $71/licidia, often practiſed 
by the Antients, and highly approved by Galen®. 
Somewhat of kin to this is our Bath-Pump, found 
to be exceeding ſerviceable not only for ſome Diſ- 
tempers of the Head, but in many obſtinate and 
fixed Pains upon the Joints: But theſe are ſo well 
known, that I necd ſay no more of them, nor of 
the Baths themſelves, whether cold or hot, which 
J call alſo local, and of which many, I believe, may 
be ſaid to act by inſinuating their Particles into the 
Blood, as well as by their Specifick Gravity, or 
their manifeſt Qualities of Heat and Cold, either 
relaxing the Fibres, or giving them a greater Ten- 
ſion and Elaſticity. 
Of Unguents outwardly apply'd, we have given 
a Hint before, which was brought only to demon- 
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ſtrate, that by the Pores of the outward Skin there 
was {ufficient Paſſage for ſome Parts of the ſame 
(however clog'd or inviſcated with others in the 
Compoſition) to inſinuate themſelves into the Body, 
there exciting their Force, which however deadl 
by the Raſhneſs and Ignorance of the Director, is 
no Bar againſt the ſalubrious Advantage to be ob- 
tained, from another Medicine of the ſame Form, 
tho' of a different Quality, apply'd by Order of the 
skilful Phyſician, | 

If Ointments find Admittance, we have no Rea- 
| ſon to doubt but Oils will, which are leſs viſcous, 
and more diffuſive, and if they enter not ſubſtan- 
tially, yet by their Minima Medica, or the ſubtil 
Particles with which they are ſaturate, we find 
they gain an Entrance, and work conſiderable Al- 
terations. 

When I was called to relieve a Youth ſuffering 
under an Iſchury, not without Suſpicion of a Stone 
in the Bladder, and had order'd a Terebinthinate 
Clyſter, I preſcribed a forcing Aperient and diure- 
tick Apozem, alſo Emulſions and Mixtures of the 
Ag. Saxifrag. Parietar. Fenic. Raph. C. Tinct. Sal. 
Tart. cum Syr. de 5 Rad. & de Alth. but all to little 
Purpoſe : I then directed a Semicupe of a Decoc- 
tion of the emollient Herbs, with the Cicer. rub. 
Bacc. Laur. & Funip. as ineffectually. I made 
him ſtand with his bare Feet upon a Stone-Pave- 
ment, but without Succeſs : After which I paſſed 
a Catheter into the Bladder, and having drawn off 
near a Quart of Water, ſearched, but found no 
Stone. In two Days time he began to grow bad 
again, when a Perſon coming in by Accident, and 


hearing the Complaint, told the Parents he would 


ſend in a little Bottle of Oil, which, he would lay 
his Life, ſhould cure him. Accordingly the next 
Morning, the Oil being come, I was {ent for, and 
law the Operator bathe him very gently with it 
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hot upon the Region of the Bladder, Pubes and 
Perineum, for near a Quarter of an Hour : Durin 
which his Bed being warm'd, he was cover'd on 
thoſe Parts with a Piece of Flannel, and put 
therein. I waited ſome little Time, but ſeeing no 
Effect, took Leave: And being ſcarce got out of 
Doors, was deſir'd to walk x tairs again, where 
I found the Boy upon his Knees, piling luſtil 
near the ſame Quantity I had drawn before wit 
the Inſtrument. Before the next Day the Small. 
Pox came our, of which this Symptom was the 
only Precurſor, as ſometimes falls out, but bein 
here alone, was not ſuſpected; Vet notwithſtand- 
ing all the Experiments had been try'd, the Boy 
recover'd. This Oil was gueſſed by the Apothe- 
cary then preſent, to be no other than the Ol. 
Scorpionum. But whether that, the Ol. Formicarum, 
or any other, *twas apparent it had a very quick 
Operation upon the Bladder, either ſtimulating the 
fame to an Excretion, or otherways relaxing and 
putting the Sphincter upon opening and diſcharg- 
ing its Contents. | 
The Oleum Formicarum, uſed after the ſame 
Manner, is reported to occaſion venereal Erections, 
beyond all thoſe Remedies directed inwardly, whe- 
ther Perfumes, Aromatics, Analepticks or others, 
preſcrib'd as Aphrodiſiacks. | 

But farther to confirm the Efficacy of Medicines 
outwardly apply'd, for the removing of inward 
Illneſs: Meeting with two Paſſages anſwerable to 
my Deſign, the one from Rolfincius, the other fram

Freedom to inſert them : Thus then the For- 
mer *. 
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The Uſe of the cutaneous Veins comes all to 
this, that what Blood remains over and above the 
Nutrition of the Skin, may be carried back by |

Cava. Hereby the Virtue of Topicks apply'd to 1 
the Wriſts, tranſmitting their Particles and Atoms 8 
through the Pores of the Skin, may be communi- * Thi 
cated to the Blood, yea to the Heart it ſelf. Thus Oy. 
alſo the deadly Poiſon of Things laid to the Skin | 
by Stealth, tho! never ſo flightly, come quickly 
to affect the vital Parts, being carry'd with the 
Blood by thoſe Veins which convey that Liquor 
back unto the Heart. Again, 

Thoſe Phyſicians, faith Sylvius , are not to be {1 
heeded, as being more ſubtil than skilful, who re- | 
je& the Uſe of all Ointments, Plaifters and Lini- | | 
ments, becauſe it does not ſeem probable to them, [ 
that fat and oily things can penetrate through the | 
Skin, Membranes and Muſcles of the Abdomen, 
that encompaſs the Contents. But though this 
ſeems improbable, at leaſt difficult, yet daily Ex- 
perience witneſſeth, that internal Diſeaſes of the 
Abdomen or Belly, are daily cured only by the 
Uſe of Ointments and Liniments. Now tho” the 
laudable Effects of Oils and oleous Things may ! 
ſuffice to prove their Penetration through the Skin |: 
and other Parts, yet the Ways alſo may be deter- ö 
mined, by which oily Things may penetrate, even [tk 
to the inner Parts, namely the Pores of the Skin: l 
From which there is a Paſſage to the Veſſels, and | 
conſequently to the Heart. For ſeeing all the Parts | 
of the Body are made up of various Particles, like i 
natural Minima, and therefore of Atoms join'd or 
wrought together; it is not probable, ſeeing they 
are diverſly ſhaped, that they are ſo exactly fitted 


— — — — 
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to one another, but that there is every where 3 
Paſſage through them, for fluid Bodies, and eſpe- 
cially for ſuch as are volatile: Which Hippocrates 
allo obſerv'd, when he pronounced the whole Bo- 
dy to be perviousz and u_ one may obſcrye that 
views either the Bones, Griſtles or other Pants, 
and notes them to be porous, eſpecially when ob- 
ferving the ſame with Glaſſes, and compares them 
with things made by Art, linen or woollen Cloths: 
Which tho* never fo cloſe, yet are pen withal; 
for he will then acknowledge and conclude, that 
there are every where Pores, ſometimes larger, ſome- 
times ſtraiter, even in all natural things. 

Farther yet, to manifeſt the Effect of an external 
Application upon the Blood, Phil. Salmuth.* takes 
Notice of a Perſon falling out of his Chariot, who 
was bruiſed, more eſpecially in his Arm : By which 
there ſeemed Danger of a Paralyſis; for Preyen- 
tion whereof his Spine was anointed with hot Oils, 
and warm Plaiſters were after apply'd : W hence he 
was immediately ſeiz d with a Fever, which left him 
as ſoon as the Applications were removed. When 
they were firſt apply'd, he ſaid he felt ſenſibly the 
Hear proceeding from the Application (getting in- 
to the large Veſſels, faith the Author, which run 
that Way, and ſo ſtraight to the Heart.) After 
ſome Weeks, that he might not loſe the Ule of 
his Arm, he r they apply'd again ſuch 
like Topicks, and the Fever again returns: Upon 
which, laying them aſide, they endeayour'd by o- 
ther Means to help him. 

That Plaiſters laid on ſeveral Parts of the Body, 
are not only uſeful to cure the Hurts of the Skin, 
but to quiet and allay the inordinate Motions of 
the Blood and Spirits, and to open the Paſſages of 
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ſome obſtructed Viſcera, is manifeſt not only from 
the febrifuge Plaiſter before-mentioned, bur alſo 


in thoſe de Cymino, Meliloto, de Baccis Lauri, m 
the Pleuritis notha: Alſo in that de Galbano for the 


Hyſterick Diſorder, and in the Ammoniac. either

We have known 
that Plaiſters to the Wriſts have ſtopped the Fits 
of Agues; and we have Reaſon to believe that 
others to the Feet, upon other Accounts beſides 
Fevers, are not without their Advantage; and that 
ſome Diſorders of the Head, how remote ſoever 
therefrom, are hereby (together with other Re- 
medics) excellently well provided for, on that 
of the Community there is between theſe Parts,

But if the more groſs and emplaſtie Medicaments 
thus apply'd, can make their Way, at leaſt ome

as well as others, by Means not only of the Blood- 


Watching depends;) or from 
ſome narcotick Particles in the Compoſition, where- 
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Parts of them into the Blood and nervous Fluid; 
what may we not expect from the liquid Epithemes, 


whoſe Parts may be rendred yet more rare and te- 
nuious by the Admixtion of ſome ſpirituous In- 


gredients, by which they become fo diffuſive as 


inſtantly to penetrate the whole Animal Compages, 
and diverſly (according to the Intent of the Phy- 
Fray to alter and rectifie ſome Diſorders of the 
ame. 

The Benefit of Friction, which conſiſts of Mo- 
tion and Heat, whether or no the ſame be raiſed 
by rubbing the Body with a coarſe Cloth, or the 

leſh-bruſh,. has Advantages inconceivable and 
ſcarce credible, by which the Obſtructions of the 
Pores and cutaneous Glandules are opened, their 
ſtagnating Juices broke into ſmall Particles, diſ- 
ſolv'd and render'd fit to be carry'd off in Perſpi- 
ration, in the Room of which, as my Lord Yerulam 
well obſerves, new Juice will facceed with new 
Vigour to the Body: And Longevity, faith that 
great Naturaliſt, is this Way moſt certainly pro- 
moted. But of obſtrufted Perſpiration, the Pa- 
rent of much the greater Number of our Diſtem- 
pers (and by thoſe Means excellently removed) ſee 
more in our Chapter aforegoing of the twofold 
Perſpiration. | | 
To this belong the Sinapiſmi, Phanigmi, or Ru- 
bificantia, apply'd unto wither'd, cold and para- 
lytick Members, with an Intent of rouſing up the 
native Heat, andto bring Nouriſhment to the Parts 
emaciated. 

The Application of young Pigeons, or oth 
Creatures ſplit in two alive, and immediately a 
ply'd to the Soles of the Feet, ſometimes to t 
Top of the Head, are reckon'd among Epithems 
none of the leaſt ſerviceable, in malignant Fevers, 
Convulſions, Ec. The Vent of a Pigeon apply. d 
cloſe to the Fundament of young Children, in 
— — 2 4 ſome 
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ſome of the like Caſes, has a ſtrange Force of 
Attraction if the Expreſſion be allowable) in 
which the Suction ſeems as ſtrong as in the Cup- 
ping-glaſs, and whether from the malign Efiuvia 
drawn out of the Body of the diſeaſed into its 
own, or from the Creature's Reſpiration, durin 

the Interval, ſome how impeded and intercepted, 
ſo it happens frequently, that it lays down its own 
Life to preſerve another's. Nor will any of theſe 
Remedies appear ridiculous to him who conſiders 
that the greateſt and moſt learned Phyſicians, as well 
among the Ancients as Moderns, have counte- 
nanced their Ute in their own Practice: An In- 
ſtance among the latter, and ſeemingly more un- 
likely than ſome others, we may obſerve in the 
thinking Sydenham, who in the moſt acute and tor- 
turing Diſeaſe affecting poor Mortals, I mean the 
Iliack Paſſion, thence call'd the Miſerere, doth, 
among others Remedies, adviſe a young Kittling to 
be laid alive upon the naked Belly, and there cons 
tinued for ſome Time. e | 
It hath already been made to appear, as well 
from ſome of the Ancients, as from a learned and 
worthy Phyſician among us *, that many conſider- 
able Cures have been wrought without either ex- 
ternal or internal Medicine, only by a due Uſe of 
one of the Non-naturals, I mean that of Exerciſe 
or Motion; and from theſe Hints it will appear, 
that great Aſſiſtance may be had (I do not fay the 
whole Benefit or Advantage) in many Caſes from 
local Medicine. Even at this time a-day a great 
Part of the World, viz. China and Japan, give 
very few, and thoſe very ſimple ones, lay- 
ing their chief Streſs, and undertaking to cure al · 
moſt all Diſtempers, by Acupuncture and Inuſtion,

The Date of this Acupuncture I find not; nor 


whether it be an Operation peculiar to the Chineſe 


and Japonois; but the Practice of Inuſtion is as 
ancient as Hippocrates, being uſed by himſelf, as 
alſo by Galen, Celſus, Paulus, &c. yet for many 
Ages much diſuſed, till again revived by Severinus, 
and Epiphanius Ferdinandus, who tells us, that he 
always had recourſe thereto in deſperate Caſes, and 
recovered thoſe hereby, that by all other Remedies 
were juſtly deemed incurable. The Method of 
practiſing this Way is deliver'd at large by the 
foreſaid Authors, being alſo deſcribed by J. U. Horn,

HAT our Treatiſe may be render'd yet ſome- 


eſpecially of Surgery, by inſtructing them to ac- 

count for the Way or Means by which their out- 

ward Medicines take Place, or obtain their Ends; 

we have here at the Cloſe of all, fubjoin'd the fol- 

_ compendious Explication from Zypeus * 
us. 

Medicines emollient or ſoftening, produce their 

Effects by relaxing the Parts which ſtick together, 
and looſening them by their gentle Heat and agree- 
able Humidity. 
* Medicines indurating or hardening, have this dou- 
ble Manner of Operation, (viz.) either diſperſing 
the more tenuious and diſſipable, as in the Schirrus, 
by their too great Heat; or by retaining or coa- 
gulating, and as it were congealing the tame, by 
their over-cold Particles, as in the CEdema, they 
more firmly unite and join the Parts together. 

Rarifying Medicines are ſaid to operate, for that 


by their kindly Warmth they enlarge the Pores of 


the Skin, and ſend forth the Humours at the ſame 
Time, which by the faid Hear they have raiſed in- 
to a Sort of Steam or Vapour. 

Condenſing Medicines on the contrary, by their 
Coldneſs, reſtrain their Motion, ſo that falling as 
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it were together, they are more cloſely joined and 
connected to each other. YR 5 

Adſtringents have ſuch a particular Conformation 
of their Particles, that they are able to draw and 
bind thoſe about them to themſelves, faſtenin 
them as if with little Wedges, or tying them cloſe 
with Cords, upon which Account they are moſt 
commonly of a cold Nature. 

Aperients, by their ſlender and ſharp-pointed 
Particles, are able to inſinuate themſelves deeply 
into the Body, where breaking in ſunder the more 
craſs and terrene, they enter their Pores, and open 
the obſtructed Paſſages; and of ſuch here are both 
hot and cold. 

On the other Side, ſuch as thicken and incraſ- 
ſate, work their Effect by their more groſs and ra- 
mous Parts, mixing with and entangling others 
that are more moiſt and liquid, and uniting or 
joining themſelves therewith, encreaſe the Con- 
ſiſtence of the ſame, theſe are generally cold in 
Quality. | 

The attenuating or inciding Medicines (ſomewhat 
of Kin to the aperient) are ſuch, as by thcir acute 
Parts, divide and cut in ſunder the Weid or tough 
Humours, breaking them into Particles ſmaller and 
more fine. | | 

Emplaſticks are ſuch as by their ſoft but hooked 
Corpulcles adhere eaſily to the Parts of the Body, 
and cementing them together, they ſhut up the 
Pores, and ſo conſequently inhibiting the EHuvia 
from breaking forth, they haſten Suppuration. . 
 Aitemperaments,” called of the Greek; Er . 
are ſomerhing like the former, being ſo conſtitu- 
ted, that by their ſoft and ſmooth Particles they 
inwrap the acrid or ſharp Humours they meet wit! 
in their own Lentor, blunting therewith their 
Edges, and ſheathing as it were their Points; or 
elſe are fo formed as to admit their pointed Parts 

| into 
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into their own; Pores, and convey them together 
with themſelves out of Doors: Or, laſtly, toblunt 
or break off the Points and Edges of the ſame, and 
thereby render them incapable of giving farther 
Diſturbance : And after this Manner our Author 
will have it, that Crabs Eyes, reflaceous Powders, 
and other harder Bodies, attemperate Acidities. 

Detergents may be ſaid to operate by their hard, 
rough, and pointed Particles, 8 and clean- 
ſing away the Filth ſticking in the Paſſages, againſt 
which they happen to be impelled, or upon which 
they faſten

Repellents, by their cold and binding Quality, 
extinguiſh both the Heat, and impede the Flux of 
Humour to the Parts, ſhutting up, the Ways, and 
driving back the Humour, by which means the 
Tumour or Swelling is often leſſen'd. {3 

_ Attrahents, or ſuch as draw forth the Humours, 
(to which belong Pyroticks, burning and bliſter- 
ing Medicines) exert their Force, and bring about 
their Effects by their great Heat and Subtilty 
of Parts, opening the Pores, attenuating the Hy- 
mours, and forcing them from their Recepracles : 
Some of them only ſwell and inflame the Part, 
whilſt others exciting great Quantity of the ſerous 
Latex to ouze forth off the Glandules, and impel- 
ling the ſame againſt the Curicle, whoſe Denſit 

confining them, and keeping them in, they wit 


the ſame into a Bladder; or elſe when of a more 


intenſe Degree of Heart, like that of Fire, they 
burn the Part into a Cruſt or Eſchar. 

Maturatives are thoſe, which by their moderate 
and agreeable Heat and Moiſture are fitted to 
choak up the Pores; and by adhering cloſely, and 
at the ſame Time ſhutting in the Native Heat, 
which is thereby encreaſed, they convert the extra- 
vaſate Humours into Paus or Matter.

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Stypticks, or Medicines to ſtay Bleeding, work 
their Effects by their en". cooling, and dry. 
Properties, being likewiſe ſo framed as to adhere 
and ſtop the Mouths of the Veſſels open'd, and to 
diminiſh the Motion of the Blood and Spirits, be- 
ing related to the Reſtringents and Refrigerants. 
After this manner act alſo ſuch as incraffate or F 
thicken the Blood, Opiates and cold Water apply'd 
to the Teftes or other Parts. | 

Sarcoticts, Incarnatives, or. ſuch as engender 
Fleſh by their mild Heat, and gentle Deterſio 
conſerving the natural Warmth of the Part, 5 
removing the Filth from the Wound or Ulcer, 
make Way for a more commodious Influx of nu- 

3 Humour, and convert the ſame into good 
Fleſh. 

Cementing, Agglutinating, or Conſolidating, d 
more oowenkelly this the former, and are les 0. 
terſive, by their adſtrictive Force as it were glew- 
ing together the Lips of the recent Wound. 

The proper Mcdicines under each general De- 
nomination, being eaſily met with (if not already 
known among Authors) handling the Materia Me- 
dica, we have here thought fit to ſet the Bounds
